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CHAPTER  I. 

OP  THE  CLASSES  OP  PBNSIONa 

The  bounty  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
towards  those  who  engage  in  its  military  service,  whether 
by  land  or  sea,  usually  assumes  one  or  more  of  three 
forms,  namely :  Invalid  Pensions,  Gratuitous  Pensions, 
or  Land  Donations. 

Invalid  Pensions  are  grants  of  money  to  persons  who 
become  disabled  in  the  service,  either  by  wounds  or  other 
injuries  received,  or  by  sickness  contracted,  in  the  line 
of  duty,  whereby  the  sufferer  is  rendered  incapable,  in 
whole  or  part,  of  procuring  for  himself,  and  those  de- 
pendent upon  him,  a  livelihood.  When  promised  at  or 
before  the  time  of  entering  the  service,  this  class  of  pen- 
sions may  be  regarded  as  forming  a  part  of  the  considera- 
tion uppn  which  the  contract  of  service  is  based,  and  not 
as  a  gratuity  merely.^  When  granted  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  service,  they  partake  of  the  nature  of  gra- 
tuitous pensions ;  but  differ  from  these  in  this,  that  the 
disabled  soldier  has  an  equitable  claim^  or  quasi  right,  to 
be  provided  for  by  his  countrymen,  for  whose  sake  he  has

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risked  and  suffered,  and  become  incapable  of  providing 
for  himself. 

Gratuitous  Pensions  are  such  as  are  usually  granted  at 
the  close  of  a  war  or  term  of  service,  as  a  reward  for 
eminent  services  rendered,  or  as  evidence  of  a  nation's 
gratitude  to  its  defenders  and  preservers.  In  this  class 
of  pensions  properly  belongs  the  half-pay  granted  to  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  those  who  die  of  wounds  or  sick- 
,ness  incurred  in  the  service. 

Land  Donations,  or  bounty  lands,  are  sometimes  prom- 
ised at  or  before  the  time  of  enlistment,  as  an  inducement 
to  enter  the  service ;  and  in  such  cases  these,  too,  may 
be  regarded  as  entering  into  the  consideration  leading  to 
the  contract  of  service.  At  other  times  these  are  granted 
as  gratuities,  after  the  close  of  a  war,  to  surviving  officers, 
soldiers,  seamen,  etc.,  and  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
such  as  have  died,  from  the  same  motives  which  charac- 
terize the  granting  of  gratuitous  pensions. 

It  is  of  the  first  importance  that  these  distinctions  be- 
tween the  several  forms  of  governmental  bounty  should 
be  fully  understood  and  kept  in  view,  in  making  applica- 
tion for  the  benefit  of  any  of  the  numerous  acts  by  whioh 
grants  have  been  made. 
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CHAPTER   II. 

INVALID    PENSIONS. 

SECTION    I. 
WHO    ENTITLED. 

The  persons  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  various  laws 
and  resolutions  of  Congress  relating  to  Invalid  Pensions 
are,  in  general,  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  ofii- 
cers  of  the  army  (including  regulars,^  volunteers,  rangers 
and  militia),  and  navy  (including  the  navy  proper,  sea- 
fencibles,  flotilla  service,  marine  corps  and  revenue  cut- 
ters, when  c(5-operating  with  the  navy,*  musicians,  pri- 
vates, marines,  seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  and  all  others, 
in  whatsoever  capacity  they  may  have  served,  who  were 
regularly  enlisted  or  drafted,  or  who  volunteered ;  ^  and 
who,  while  in  the  line  of  duty,*  were  disabled,  by  wounds 
or  sickness,  from  subsequently  procuring  a  livelihood.

3  It  is  not  sufficient  that  a  man  should  be  employed  in  a  mechanical  oc- 
cupation by  the  government  to  make  him  an  artificer  of  the  army.  The 
law  does  not  contemplate  such  persons  as  these ;  but  only  those  who  formed 
a  component  part  of  the  army,  and  were  not  only  mechanics,  but  were  en- 
listed  also  as  soldiers.

Attorney- Oeneral  Wirt,  March  31, 
1825.  Disability  incurred  from  any  cause  by  a  person  in  the  line  of  his 
military  duty,  if  ^ot  occasioned  by  his  own  misconduct,  is  entitled  to  a 
pension.  AUomey- Oeneral  Butler,  Dee.  20,  1833.  The  law  is  understood 
to  embrace  only  those  who  haye  been  iigured  in  the  service  of  the  United 
Statefr,  while  actually  employed  in  duties  peculiar  to  them  as  soldiers ;  or 
from  exposure  to  inclemencies  of  the  weather  at  the  posts  or  stations  at 
which  they  may  have  been  put  on  duty ;  or  while  on  the  march  to  suoh 
stations.

The  soldier  is  to  be  regarded  as  being  always  in  ''  the  line  of  his  duty," 
when  he  is  not  under  arrest,  in  confinement,  on  furlough,*  or  absent  without 
leave,  although  there  may  be  peculiar  cireumstances  in  particular  cases 
which  should  modify  this  construction.  Secretary  Ewing,  April  10,  1849. 
Death  by  drowning,  in  the  line  of  duty  in  the  'naval  service,  entitles  the 
widow  of  deceased  to  a  pension.  Secretary  Ewing,  Feb,  19,  1850.  Disa- 
bility of  a  soldier  incurred  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  removing  Indians, 
entitles  him  to  a  pension.  Secretary  Ewing,  July  2,  1850.  Where  the 
death  of  a  soldier  is  caused  by  intemperance,  which  is  an  offense  against 
the. military  laws,  he  does  not  die  from  a  disease  contracted  in  the  service 
and  in  the  line  of  his  duty ;  and  therefore  is  not  entitled  to  a  pension. 
Secretary  Stuart,  October  10,  1850.  Insanity,  when  the  effect  of  injury  re- 
ceived, or  exposure  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  resulting  in  suicide,  entitles  the 
widow  to  the  benefit  of  the  pension  laws.  Commieaioner  Waldo,  June  4, 
1858. 

A  seaman  was  taken  prisoner,  and  attempted  to  escape,  for  which  he  was 
severely  punished  by  the  enemy,  and  thereby  disabled.  It  was  held  that 
the  disability  was  contracted  while  in  "  the  line  of  his  duty,"  and  for  which 
be  was  entitled  to  a  pension. 

A  soldier  discharged  on  account  of  a  disease,  under  which  he  was  labor- 
ing at  the  time  he  entered  the  service,  is  not  entitled  to  a  pension.

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Before  proceeding  to  notice  the  laws  still  existing  for 
the  relief  of  invalids  of  the  revolotion,  let  us  briefly  re; 
Tiew  the  acts  which  hare  been  repealed  or  rendered 
entirely  obsolete* 

The  Continental  Congress,  by  a  series  of  resolutions 
passed  August  26, 1776,  provided  that  every  commissioned 
snd  non-commissioned  officer  and  private  soldier  in  the 
anny,  who  should  lose  a  limb  in  any  engagement,  or  be 
otherwise  so  disabled  in  the  service  of  the  States,  in  the 
war  then  existing  with  the  mother  country,  as  to  be  ren- 
dered incapable  ^^  afterward  of  getting  a  livelihood/'  should 
receive  during  life,  or  the  continuance  of  such  disability, 
one  half  his  monthly 'pay  after  his  pay  as  soldier  should 
cease*  The  same  provision  was  made  for  the  commanders, 
commissioned  officers,  marines  and  seamen,  of  ships-of- 
war  and  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,  who  should 
lose  a  limb  in  an  engagement  in  which  no  prize  should  be 
taken,  or  should  be  otherwise  so  disabled  as  to  be  inca- 
pable of  obtaining  a  livelihood.  In  case  a  prize  should  be 
taken,  the  amount  received  by  the  disabled  person  as  prize 
money  should  be  considered  as  part  of  his  half-pay. 
Should  the  wounds  received  not  cause  total  disability,  it 
was  provided  that  the  invalid  should  receive  such  monthly 
pension  as  might  be  deemed  adequate  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  in  which  he  resided — not  exceeding  bis  half- 
pay. 

To  obtain  the  benefit  of  these  provisions,  the  invalid 
was  required  to  produce  to  the  receiving  committee  or 
officer  appointed  in  the  State  of  his  residence,  or  to  the 
Legislature  of  such  State,  a  certificate  from  the  command- 
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ing  officer  in  the  same  engagement  in  which  the  wound 
was  received ;  or,  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  command- 
ing officer,  from  some  other  officer  of  the  corps,  and  the 
surgeon  who  ,  attended  him ;  or  a  certificate  from  the 
commander  of  the  vessel  engaged  in  the  action  in  which 
the  wound  was  received,  and  from  the  attending  surgeon, 
of  his  name,  office,  rank,  department,  regiment,  company, 
ship,  the  nature  of  his  wound  and  the  action  in  which 
such  w;ound  was  received. 

The  State  Legislatures  were  recommended  to  appoint 
persons  to  receive  and  examine  the  certificates,  and  keep 
a  record  of  the  same,  as  well  as  of  the  amount  adjudged  by 
the  several  Legislatures  for  the  support  of  those  partially 
disabled,  and  of  the  payments  made,  and  the.death  of  dis- 
abled persons.  Quarterly  reports  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  committees  were  required  to  be  made  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  Congress,  or  Board  of  War.  The  Legislatures 
were  also  recommended  to  make  payment  to  such  disabled 
persons,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  on 
account  of  the  United  States. 

Such  of  the  officers,  soldiers,  marines  and  seamen,  thus 
entitled  to  a  pension,  as  were  capable  of  doing  guard  or 
garrison  duty,  were  to  be  formed  into  a  corps  of  invalids, 
and  employed  accordingly. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  25th  of  September,  1778,  the 
provisions  of  the  resolutions  of  August  26,  1776,  were 
extended  to  all  persons  who  lost  a  limb,  or  were  otherwise 
disabled  in  the  service  of  the  United  Colonies  or  States 
of  America  before  the  passage  of  the  last-mentioned 
resolutions;  and  by  a  resolution  of  April  23,  1782,  all 
such  sick  or  wounded  soldiers  as  were  reported  unfit  for 
duty,  either  in  the  field  or  garrison,  were  entitled  to  a 
discharge  upon  application  for  the  same  ;  and  also  to  re- 
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ceiye  as  a  pension  five  dollars  per  ^nonth,  in  lien  of  all 
pay  and  emoluments. 

These  resolutions  lie  at  the  foundation  of  the  pension 
system  of  the  United  States. 

By  act  of  Congress  of  the  29th  September,  1789,  the 
payment  of  the  pensions  thus  provided  was  assumed  by 
the  United  States  for  one  year,  under  regulations  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  President ;  by  acts  of  July  16,  1790, 
and  March  3,  1791,  the  payment  was  assumed  for  two 
additional  years;  and  by  act  of  March  23,  1792,  the 
pensions  were  confirmed  for  life,  and  their  payment  as- 
sumed by  the  United  States,  under  regulations  prescribed 
bythe  act. 

Sundry  sLota  wor^  suhjsfiquently  passed,  altering,  modi- 
fying or  repealing  the  last-named  act ;  and  they  in  their 
turn  submitted  to  like  processes ;  and,  finally,  by  act  of 
April  10,  1806,  all  former  laws  were  repealed,  and  gen- 
eral provision  was  made  for  the  payment  of  pensions  to 
invalids  of  the  revolution.  This  act  being  deemed  to  be 
still  in  force  for  some  purposes,  is  here  given  in  full. 

Am  Act  to  provide  for  Pertont  who  were  Disabled  by  knotm  Wounds  received 
in  the  Bevolutionary  Wor.l 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  That  any  commissioned  or  non-com- 
missioned officer,  musician,  soldier,  marine  or  seaman  disabled  in 
the  actual  service  of  the  United  States,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty, ' 
by  known  wounds  received  during  the  revolutionary  war,  and  who 
did  not  desert  the  service;  or  who  in  consequence  of  disability  as 
aforesaid,  resigned  his  commission  or  took  a  discharge;  or  who, 
after  incurring  disability  as  aforesaid  was  taken  captive  by  the  enemy, 
and  remained  either  in  captivity  or  on  parol,  until  the  close  of  said 
revolutionary  war,  or  who,  in  consequence  of  known  wounds  re-

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oeived  as  aforesaid,  has,  at  any  period  since,  become  and  continued 
disabled  in  such  manner  as  to  render  him  unable  to  procure  a  sub- 
sistence by  manual  labor,  whether  such  officer,  musician,  soldier, 
marine  or  seaman,  served  as  a -volunteer  in  any  proper  service 
against  the  common  enemy,  or  belonged  to  a  detachment  of  the 
militia  which  served  against  the  common  enemy,  or  to  the  regular 
forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State,  he  shall,  upon 
substantiating  his  claim  in  the  manner  hereinafler  described,  be 
placed  on  the  pension  list  of  the  United  States,  during  life,  or  the 
continuance  of  such  disability,  and  be  entitled,  under  the  regula- 
tions hereinafter  mentioned,  to  receive  such  sum  as  shall  be  found 
just  and  proper  by  the  testimony  adduced. 

Sbo.  2.  In  substantiating  such  claim,  the  following  rules  and 
regulations  shall  be  complied  with,  that  is  to  say : 

All  evidence  shall  be  taken  on  oath  or  affirmation,  before  the 
judge  of  the  district,  or  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Territory  in  which 
such  claimant  resides,  or  before  aomo  p^vaon  o«pooi«lly  »«ilioraaod 
by  commission  from  said  judge.*  ' 

Decisive  disability,  the  effect  of  a  known  wound  or  i/^ounds  re- 
ceived while  in  the  actual  service  and  line  of  duty,  against  the  com- 
mon enemy  during  the  revolutionary  war,  must  be  proved  by  the 
affidavit  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  corps,  company, 
ship,  vessel  or  craft,  in  which  such  claimant  served;  or  of  two 
'other  credible  witnesses  to  the  same  effect,  setting  forth  the  time 
when,  and  the  place  where  such  known  wound  or  wounds  were  re- 
ceived, and  particularly  describing  the  same.  The  nature  of  such 
disability  and  in  what  degree  it  prevents  the  claimant  from  obtain- 
ing his  subsistence,  must  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  some  reputable 
physician  or  surgeon,  stating  his  opinion,  either  from  his  own  knowl- 
edge and  acquaintance  with  the  claimant,  or  from  an  examination  of 
such  claimant,  on  oath  or  affirpiation ;  which  when  necessary  for  that 
purpose,  shall  be  administered  to  said  claimant  by  said  judge  or 
commissioner.    And  the  said  physician  or  sui^eon,  in  hi&  affidavit,

By  an  aet  of  March  2,  1829  (U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  iv,  350),  it  is 
provided  that  the  testimony,  in  cases  of  applications  for  wounds  reeeived  in 
the  revolutionary  war,  may  be  authenticated  in  the  same  manner  as  in  ap- 
plications for  pensions  for  wounds  received  in  the  war  of  1812. 
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•lull  particalflrly  detcribe  the  woand  or  woands  from  whence  the 
disability  appears  to  be  derired. 

Erery  claimant  mntt  prove,  by  at  least  one  credible  witness,  that 
he  continued  in  sendee  during  tiie  whole  time  for  which  he  was  de« 
tached,  or  for  which  he  engaged,  unless  he  was  discharged,  or  left 
the  serriee  in  consequence  of  some  derangement  of  the  army,  or  in 
consequence  of  his  disability  resigned  his  commission,  or  was  after 
his  disabflity  in  captiyity,  or  on  parole  until  the  close  of  the  rerolo- 
tionary  war.  And  in  the  same  manner  must  prove  his  mode  of  life 
and  employment  since  he  left  the  service,  and  the  place  or  places 
where  he  has  since  resided,  and  his  place  of  residence  at  the  time 
of  taking  such  testimony. 

Every  claimant  shall,  by  his  affidavit,  give  satisfactory  reasons  why 
he  did  not  make  application  for  a  pension  before,  and  that  he  is  not 
on  the  pension  list  of  any  State ;  and  the  judge  or  commissioner 
shall  certify,  in  writing,  his  opinion  of  the  credibility  of  the  wit- 
nesses whose  affidavits  he  shall  take,  in  all  those  cases  where  by 
this  act  it  is  said  that  the  proof  shall  be  made  by  a  credible  witness 
or  witnesses;  and  also,  that  the  examining  physician  or  surgeon  is 
reputable  in  his  profession. 

Bbc.  4.  Every  pension  or  income  thereof  by  virtue  of  this  act^ 
shall  commence  on  the  day  when  the  claimant  shall  have  completed 
his  testimony  before  the  authority  proper  to  take  the  same.* 

Hbo.  5.  An  increase  of  pension  may  be  allowed  to  persons  al* 
ready  placed  upon  the  pension  list  of  the  United  States,  for  disa- 
bilities caused  by  known  wounds  received  during  the  revolutionary 
war,  in  all  cases  where  justice  shall  require  the  same;  Provided^ 
That  the  increase  when  added  to  the  pension  formerly  received 
shall  in  no  case  exceed^  full  pension. 

8bo.  6.  A  full  pension  given  by  this  act  to  a  commissioiied  officer, 
shall  be  one  half  of  the  monthly  pay  legally  allowed  at  the  time  of 
incurring  said  disability,  to  bis  grade  in  the  forces  raised  by  the 
United  States ;  and  the  proportions  less  than  a  full  pension,  shall  be 
the  correspondent  proportions  of  said  half-pay;  and  a  full  pension 
to  a  non-eommigsioned  officer,  musician,  soldier,  marine,  or  seaman,

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shall  be  ^ve  dollars  per  month,  and  the  proportions  less  than  a  foil 
pension,  shall  be  the  like  proportions  of  five  dollars  a  month ;  but  no 
pension  of  a  commissioned  officer  shall  be  calculated  at  a  higher 
rate  than  the  half-pay  of  a  lieutenant^solonel.^ 

Seo.  7.  The  pensions,  or  increase  thereof  which  may  be  allowed 
by  this  act,  shall  be  pftid  in  the  same  manner  as  pensions  to  indi- 
viduals who  have  been  heretofore  placed  on  the  pension  list,  are 
now  paid,  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations,  in  all  re- 
spects, as  are  prescribed  by  law. 

Sbo.  8.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  sale,  transfer 
or  mortgage  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  pension  payable  to  any 
non-commissioned  officer,  masician,  soldier,  marine  or  seaman,  be- 
fore the  same  becomes  due,  shall  be  valid.  And  every  person  claim- 
ing such  pension  or  any  part  thereof,  under  power  of  attorney  or 
substitution,  shall,  before  the  same  is  paid,  make  oath  or  affirmation, 
before  some  magistrate,  legally  authorized  to  take  the  same,  a  copy 
of  which,  attested  by  said  magistrate,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  per- 
son who  pays  said  pension,  that  such  power  or  substitution  is  not 
given  by  reason  of  any  transfer  of  such  pension  or  part  thereof. 
And  any  person  who  shall  swear  or  affirm  falsely  in  the  premises, 
and  be  thereof  convicted,  shall  suffer  as  for  willful  and  corrupt 
perjury. 

Sec.  9.  All  laws  of  the  United  States  heretofore  passed,  so  far 
as  they  authorize  persons  to  be  placed  on  the  pension  list  of  the 
United  States,  for  and  in  consequence  of  disabilities  derived  from 
known  wounds  received  in  the  revolutionary  war,  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  repealiug 
clause  shall  injure,  or  in  any  way  affect,  those  persons  already  upon 
the  pension  list  of  the  United  States;  and  that  the  Secretary  for 
the  War  Department  shall  proceed  upon  the  testimony  which  has 
been  transmitted  to  him  by  any  claimant  before  the  passage  of  this 
act,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had  never  passed. 


1  Ati  act  approved  April  24, 1816,  increased  the  rates  of  monthly  pensions, 
as  follows :  A  first  lieutenant,  to  seventeen  dollars  ;  a  second  lieutenant,  to 
fifteen  dollars ;  a  third  lieutenant,  to  fourteen  dollars ;  an  ensign,  to  thir- 
teen dollars;  a  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or  private,  to  eight 
dollars.  These  rates  represent  the  highest  degree  of  disability :  for  disa- 
bilities of  a  degree  less  than  the  highest  it  is  prescribed  by  the  act  that  the 
sum  shall  be  **  proportionably  less.''

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Sfia  10.  This  act,  so  far  as  it  autfaorizes  the  admission  of  per- 
sons upon  the  pension  list  of  the  United  States,  shall  remain  in 
force  for  and  during  the  space  of  six  years  from  the  passage  there- 
of, and  no  longer  -}  Provided^  That  this  limitation  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  the  right  of  anj  invalid  who  may  have  completed  his  tes- 
timony in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  act,  before  this  limitation 
commences  its  operation,  but  which  has  not  been  transmitted -to  the 
Secretary  for  the  "Department  of  War. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  law  a  large 
number  of  lists  containing  the  names  of  persons  entitled 
to  pensions  were  transmitted  by  the  District  Judges  to 
the  Secretary  of  War,  and  by  him  to  Congress,-  to  be 
placed  by  special  acts  upon  the  pension  rolls.^ 

The  act  of  1806  is  still  in  force  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
payment  of  pensions  ;  although  it  is  presumed  that  few 
(if  any)  persons  are  drawing  pensions  under  its  provi- 
sions. 

An  act  of  March  18,  1818,  grants  pensions  to  such  of 
the  surviving  officers,  musicians,  private  soldiers,  and  all 
officers  in  the  hospital  department  and  medical  staff  as 
served  in  the  war  of  the  revolution  until  the  end  of'the

and  applicants  for  the  benefits  of  this  enactment  were  required  to  furnish 
evidence  of  their  being  upon  the  pension  lists  of  the  States,  by  producing 
satisfactory  documents  from  the  proper  ofiScers  of  the  several  States.  An 
act  of  March  3,  1819,  authorized  the  Secretary  of  War  to  place  upon  the 
pension  rolls  the  names  of  allpersom  entitled  to  pensions,  without  report- 
ing the  same  to  Congress. 
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same,  or  for  a  term  of  at  least  nine  months  at  some  pe- 
riod of  the  war,^  on  the  continental  establishment ;  and 
also  to  the  surviving  officers,  seamen  and  marines,  who 
served  for  a  like  term  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  were,  or  thereafter  might  be,  in  reduced  circum- 
stances in  life,  and  unable  to  obtain  a  livelihood.  To 
such  indigents  (whether  invalids  or  otherwise)  the  act 
allows  a  pension  for  life,  as  follows :  commissioned  offi- 
cers, twenty  dollars  per  month ;  and  to  non-commissioned 
.officers,  musicians,  marines, seamen,  and  private  soldiers, 
eight  dollars  per  month.  But  to  obtain  the  benefits  of 
this  act,  an  invalid  must  relinquish  any  pension  he  may 
previously  have  been  receiving  ;^  and  is  precluded  from 
claiming  one  under  any  other  act. 

This  act,  with  the  regulations  and  forms  pertaining 
thereto,  will  be  found  under  the  title  "  Gratuitous  Pen- 
sions— Revolution  ;*'  to  which  the  reader  is  referred. 

From  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March  18,  1818,  in- 
valid pensions  for  injuries  received  in  the  revolution  were 
merged  in  gratuitous  pensions ;  and  no  acts  specially  re- 
lating to  the  former  were  subsequently  passed.  Should 
any  applications  for  pensions  remain  to  be  made  for  ser- 
vices rendered  in  the  revolution,  they  should  be  made 
under  the  act  of  May  15,  1828,  or  the  act  of  June  7, 
1832,  which  will  be  found  in  full  under  "  Gratuitous 
Pensions — Revolution,"  pp.  Ill  to  113.

SECTION   I. 

MILITART  BSTABLISHUBNT  OR  RBOULAR  SERYIOB  SIKOB  THE  RBTOLVTION. 

By  "  an  act  for  regulating  the  military  establishment 
of  the  United  States,"  approved  April  30,  1790,  ^  pro- 
vision js  made  for  the  formation  of  a  regiment  ^  of  infan- 
try, consisting  of  three  battalions,  and  a  battalion  of 
artillery.  After  prescribing  the  organization  of  the  sev- 
eral corps,  the  act  proceeds  : 

Seo.  1 1.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  commissioned 
officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  private  or  musician  aforesaid,  shall 
be  wounded  or  disabled,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  public  ser- 
vice, he  shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  the  invalids  of  the  United 
States,  at  such  rate  of  pay,  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be 
directed  by  tho  President  of  the  United  States  for  the  time  being: 
Provided  always^  That  the  rate  of  compensation  for  such  wounds 
or  disabilities  shall  never  exceed,  for  the  highest  disability,  half  the 
monthly  pay  received  by  any  commissioned  officer  at  the  time  of 
being  so  wounded  or  disabled ;  and  that  the  rate  of  compensation  to 
non-commissioned  officers,  privates  and  musicians,  shall  never  ex- 
ceed five  dollars  per  month :  And  provided  aho^  That  all  inferior 
disabilities  shall  entitle  the  person  so  disabled  to  receive  only  a  sum 
in  proportion  to  the  highest  disability. 

Three  regiments  were  added  to  the  establishment  by  an 
act  of  March  5,  1792,  "  for  making  farther  and  more

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effectual  provision  for  the  protection  of  the  frontiers  of 
the  United  States ;"  ^  and  it  is  provided : 

Sbo.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  the  commissioned  and 
non-commissioned  officdrs,  privates  and  musiolans  of  the  said  three 
regiments,  shall  take  the  saijae  oaths,  shall  be  governed  by  the  same 
rules  and  regulations,  and  in  oases  of  disabilities  shall  receive  the 
same  compensations  as  are  described  in  the  before-mentioned  act, 
entitled  "  an  act  for  regulating  the  military  establishment  of  the 
United  States."    (April  30,  1790.) 

These  acts  remained  in  force  until  they  were  repealed 
by  act  of  March  8, 1795.  The  repeal  did  not  affect  any 
rights  acquired  under  them.  ^ 

The  repealing  act  of  March  3,  1795,  just  adverted  to, 
is  entitled  '^an  act  for  continuing  and  regulating  the 
military  establishment  of  the  United  States,  and  for  re- 
pealing sundry  acts  heretofore  passed  on  that  subject/*  ^ 
Section  thirteen  of  this  act  is  as  follows : 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  Ttiat  if  any  officer,  non-com- 
missioned officer,  private  or  musician,  aforesaid,  shall  be  wounded 
or  disabled,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  public  service,  he  shall 
be  placed  on  the  list  of  the  invalids,  of  the  United  States,  at  such 
rate  of  pay,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the 
President  for  the  time  being:  Provided  always^  That  the  rate  of  com- 
pensation to  be  allowed  for  such  wounds  or  disabilities,  to  a  commis- 
sioned officer,  shall  never  exceed,  for  the  highest  disability,  half  the 
monthly  pay  of  such  officer,  at  the  time  of  his  being  so  disabled  or 
wounded;  and  that  the  rate  of  compensation  to  non-commissioned 
officers,  privates  and  musicians,  shall  never  exceed  five  dollars  per

mooih :  And  £romded  dUo^  that  all  inferior  disabilitieB  shall  entitle 
the  person  so  disabled  to  receiYO  an  allowance  proportionate  to  the  ^ 
highest  disabilitj. 

This  act,  although  marked  "obsolete''*  in  the  United 
States  Statutes  at  Large,  is  still  in  force  so  far  as  relates 
to  rights  acquired  under  it^  whether  to  the  allowance  or 
payment  of  pensions,  or  otherwise. 

By  "  an  act  to  ascertain  and  fix  the  military  establish- 
ment of  the  IJnited  States,"  approved  May  30, 1796,'  all 
former  acts  relating  to  the  organization  of  the  military 
establishment  were  repealed,  except  as  to  the  ^^ enlist-- 
ments  or  terms  of  service  of  any  of  the  troops  "  then  con- 
stituting the  army.  These  troops»were  retained  in  the 
new  organization.  The  provision  made  by  this  act  for  in- 
valids is  identical,  verbatim^  with  that  in  the  act  of  March 
3,1795.»* 

The  aspect  of  the  existing  relations  between  this 
country  and  France  being  threatening,  Congress,  by  act 
of  May  28,  1798,  authorized  the  President  to  "  raise  a 
provisional  army"  ^  by  enlisting  a  number  of  troops  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  thousand,  to  serve  for  not  more  than  three 
years.     These  forces  were  provided  for  as  follows  : 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  ...  the  com- 
missioned and  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians,  and  privates, 
raised  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and 
articles  of  war,  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  army, 
and  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  clothing,  rations,  forage,  and  all 
other  emoluments,  bounty  excepted,  and  in  case  of  wounds  or  disa-

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bility  received  in  servioe,  to  ihe  same  oompensation  as  the  troops  of 
the  United  States  are  by  law  entitled.  ^  * 

"  An  act  to  augment  the  army  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  other  purposes/'  approved  July  16, 1798,  *  au- 
thorizes the  President  to  enlist,  and  to  add  to  the  military 
establishment,  twelve  regiments  of  infantry,  and  six  troops 
of  dragoons,  to  serve^  during  the  difficulties  then  existing 
with  the  French  Republic,  unless  sooner '  discharged. 
The  eighth  section  of  the  act  contains  the  following  provi- 
sions : 

8bo.  8.  And  be  U  further  enaeiedy  That  the  officers,  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  raised  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  bj 
the  law  entitled  "an  act  to  ascertain  and  fix  the  military  establish- 
ment of  the  United  States ;"  and  they  shall  be  governed  by  the 
rules  and  articles  of  war,  which  have  been  or  may  be  established 
by  law,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  legal  emoluments  in  case  of 
wounds  or  disabilities  received  while  in  actual  service,  and  in  the 
line  of  duty. '    .    .    .     . 

The  difficulties  with  France  still  remaining  unsettled, 
the  President  was  empowered  by  act  of  March  2,  1799, 
entitled  "  An  act  giving  eventual  authority  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  augment  the  army,"  *  in  case 
war  should  break  out  with  a  European  power,  or  there 
should  be  imminent  danger  of  a  foreign  invasion,  to  add, 
by  enlistment  for  not  more  than  three  years,  twenty -four 
regiments  of  infantry,  a  regiment  and  a  battalion  of  rifle- 
men, a  battalion  of  artillerists  and  engineers,  and.  three 
regiments  of  cavalry.  Section  three  of  this  act  provides 
for  these  troops,  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  officers,  nOn-commis-

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fiioned  officers,  and  privates,  of  the  troops  which  may  be  organized  or 
raised  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  like  pay,  clothing, 
rations,  forage,  and  other  emoluments,  and  to  the  like  compensation 
in  ease  of  disability  by  wounds,  or  otherwise,  incurred  in  the  ser- 
vice, as  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates,  of  other 
troops  of  correspondent  denominations,  composing  the  army  of  tho 
United  States ;  and,  with  them,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and 
articles  of  war,  and  to  all  other  regulations  for  the  discipline  and  gOT- 
emment  of  the  army ;  Providedy  That  no  officer,  except  captains  and 
subalterns  who  may  be  employed  in  the  recruiting  service,  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  pay  or  other  emolument  until  he  shall  be  called  into 
actual  service. 

This  act,  with  the  four  acts  immediately  preceding,  was 
repealed  by  an  act  of  March  16, 1802 ;  but  they  are  men- 
tioned in  this  compilation  for  the  reason  that  they  are 
still  in  force  in  respect  to  rights  acquired  under  their 
provisions.  * 

The  military  establishment  was  reduced  to  a  peace 
status  by  an  act  of  March  16, 1802,  entitled  "  an  act  fix- 
ing the  military  peace  establishment  of  the  United  States.''^ 
This  act  repeals  all  former  acts  relating  to  the  subject, 
except  in  so  far  as  they  appertain  to  enlistments  and 
terms  of  service.  It  directs  that  one  regiment  of  artille- 
rists and  two  of  infantry,  with  the  necessary  oflScers,  and  a 
corps  of  engineers  to  be  stationed  at  West  Point,  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  to  form  a  military  academy,  shall 
constitute  the  military  establishment.  Provision  is  made 
for  invalids,  as  follows  . 

Sec..  14.     And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  officer,  non-com- 
'  missioned  officer,  musician,  or  private  in  the  corps'  composing  the

or  wounded ; '  and  no  officer  shall  receive  more  than  the  half-pay 
of  a  lieutenant-colonel ;  and  the  rate  of  compensation  to  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  shall  not  exceed  five  dol- 
lars per  month;  And  provided  also,  That  all  inferior  disabilities 
shall  entitle  the  person  so  disabled  to  receive  an  allowance  propor- 
tionate to  the  highest  disability. 

This  act  took  effect  June  1, 1802. 

An  act  of  April  12, 1808^  entitled  ^^  an  act  to  raise  for 
a  limited  time  an  additional  military  force,"  ^  adds  five 
regiments  of  infantry,  one  regiment  of  riflemen,  one 
regiment  of  light  artillery,  and  one  regiment  of  light 

ordnance,  cavalry,  dragoons,  infantry,  engineers  (including  cadets  at  West 
Point.  See  opinion  of  Attorney' General  Wirt,  April  8, 1820),  topographical  en- 
gineers, sappers  and  miners,  rangers>  or  other  corps  or  branch  of  the  service, 
are  equally  entitled,  according  to  grade  and  pay,  to  inyaKd  pensions,  in 
case  of  wounds  or  sickness,  received  or  contracted  in  the  line  of  duty.

The  benefits  of  the  act  of  April  10, 1806,  relating  to 
revolutionary  invalids,  were,  by  act  of  April  25, 1808,  ^ 
extended  to  all  persons  who  served  after  the  jrevolution 
and  before  the  passage  of  the  last-named  act.  The  sec- 
tions containing  these,  provisions  are  as  follows : 

8iBc.  4.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  any  officer,  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  musician  or  private,  who  has  been  wounded  or  disa- 
bled since  the  revolutionary  war,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  in 
the  actual  service  of  the  United  Htates,  whether  he  belong  to  the 
military  establishment  or  the  militia,  or  any  volunteer  corps  called 
into  service  under  the  authoriiiy  of  the  United  States,  may  be  placed 
on  the  pension  list  of  the  United  States,  at  such  rate  of  compensa- 
tion, and  under  such  regulations,  as  are  prescribed  by  the  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  for  persons  who  were  disabled  by  known 
wounds  received  in  the  revolutionary  war,"  passed  April  the  tenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six.  ° 

Sjbc.  5.  Afid  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  pensioners,  becom- 
ing such  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
invalid  pensioners  are  paid  who  have  heretofore  been  placed  on  the 
pension  list  of  the  United  States,  under  such  restrictions  and  regu- 
lations, in  all  respects,  as  are  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  in  such  eaees  provided. 

In  anticipation  of  a  war  with  Oreat  Britain  an  act  was 
passed  (approved  January  11, 1812),  entitled  "  an  act  to

adding  ten  regiments  of  infantry,  two  regiments  of  artil- 
lery, and  one  regiment  of  dragoons,  to  the  regular  army, 
to  be  enlisted  for  five  years,  unless  sooner  discharged ; 
and — 

nSeo.  14.  Afid  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  oflBcor, '  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician  or  private,  shall  be  disabled  by 
wounds,  or  otherwise,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  public  service, 
he  shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  invalids  of  the  United  States,  at 
^uch  rate  of  pension,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  are  or  may  be 
directed  by  law : '  Provided  always^  That  the  compensation  to  be 
allowed  for  such  wounds  or  disabilities,  to  a  commissioned  officer 
shall  not  exceed,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  half  the  monthly 
pay  of  such  officer,  at  the  time  of  his  being  disabled  or  wounded ; 
and  that  no  officer  shall  receive  more  than  the  half  pay  of  a  lieu- 
tenant-colonel ;  and  that  the  rate  of  compensation  to  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  musicians,  and  privates,  shall  not  exceed  five  doUars 
per  month :  And  provided  also,  That  all  inferior  disabilities  shall 
entitle  the  person  so  disabled  to  receive  an  allowance  proportionate 
to  the  highest  disability.  * 

By  acts  of  January  2,  1812;  ^  July  1,  1812, «  and  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1813,^^  the  President  was  authorized  to  raise

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entitled,  to-wit :  a  first  lieutenant,  seventeen  dollars ;  a  secund  lieu, 
tenant,  fifteen  dollars;  a  third  lieutenant,  fourteen  dollars;  an  en- 
sif^n,  thirteen  dollars;  and  a  non-commissioned  officer,'  musician  or 
private,  eight  dollars  per  month ;  and  for  disabilities  of  a  degree 
less  than  the  highest,  a  sum  proper tionably  less.

and  that  the  rate  of  compensation  to  non-commissioned  officers,  pri- 
vates and  musicians,  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  per  month.  And 
provided  also,  That  all  inferior  disabilities  shall  entitle  the  person 
80  dfsabled  to  receive  an  allowance  proportionate  to  the  highest 
disability. 

This  act  was  subsequently  ^  so  amended  as  to  authorize

At  the  close  of  the  war  the  army  was  reduced  to  a 
peace  stattiSj  by  an  act  of  March  3,  1815,  entitled,  "  an 
act  fixing  the  military  peace  establishment  of  the  United

(including  officers)  was  limited  at  ten  thousand,  to  consist 
of  such  proportions  of  artillery,  infantry  and  riflemen, 
as  the  President  should  deem  proper.  In  addition  to 
these,  the  corps  of  engineers,  as  then  by  law  established, 
was  retained.^  Invalids,  who 'should  become  such  in  the 
service,  were  provided  for  as  follows :

and  the  act  of  12th  April,  1808,  entitled,  "an  act  to  raise  for  a 
limited  time  an  additional  military  force."  •  .  .  .  .

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compensation  for  his  services  under  this  act  than  is  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  contract  or  agree 
to  prosecute  any  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty  or  other  allowance 
under  this'act,  on  the  condition  that  he  shall  receive  a  per  centum 
upon,  or  any  portion  of  the  amount  of  such  claim,  or  who  shall 
wrongfully  withhold  from  a  pensioner  or  other  claimant  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  pension  or  claim  allowed  and  due  to  such  pensioner 
or  claimant,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding 
two  years,  or  both,  according  to  the  circumstances  and  aggravations 
of  the  offense. 

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  be  and  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  appoint,  at  his  discre- 
tion, civil  surgeons  to  make  the  biennial  examinations  of  pensioners 
which  are  or  may  be  required  to  be  made  by  law,  and  to  examine 
applicants  for  invalid  pensions,  where  he  shall  deem  an  examination 
by  a  surgeon  to  be  appointed  by  him  necessary;  and  the  fees  for 
each  of  such  examinations,  and  the  requisite  certificate  thereof,  shall 
be  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  surgeon 
by  the  person  examined,  for  which  he  shall  take  a  receipt,  and  for- 
ward the  Efame  to  the  Pension  Office ;  and  upon  the  allowance  of  the 
claim  of  the  person  examined,  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  shall 
furnish  to  such  person  an  order  on  the  Pension  Agent  of  his  State 
for  the  amount  of  the  surgeon's  fees. 

Sec.  9.  Arid  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions,  on  application  made  to  him  in  person  or  by  letter  by  any 
claimants  or  applicants  for  pension,  bounty  or  other  allowance  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  adjusted  and  paid  by  the  Pension  Office,  shall 
furnish  such  claimants,  free  of  all  expense  or  charge  to  them,  all 
such  printed  instri^ctions  and  forms  as  -may  be  necessary  in  estab- 
lishing and  obtaining  said  claim ;  and  in  case  such  claim  is  prose- 
cuted by  an  agent  or  attorney  of  such  claimant  or  applicant,  on  tlie 
issue  of  a  certificate  of  pension  or  the  granting  of  a  bounty  or  allow- 
ance, the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  shall  forthwith  notify  the  appli- 
cant or  claimant  that  such  certificate  has  been  issued  or  allowance 
made,  and  the  amount  thereof 

Sec.  10.  And  he  itfurtJier  enacted,  That  the  pilots,  engineers,  sail- 
ors and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  Vessels  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  not  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
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United  States,  shall  bo  entitled  to  the  same  bounty  allowed  to  per- 
sons of  corresponding  rank  in  the  naval  service,  provided  they  con- 
tinue in  service  to  the  close  of  the  present  war ;  and  all  persons 
serving  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  may  be  wounded  or  incapaci- 
tated for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  fov  such  disability  tiie 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  those  of  like  rank, 
and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  according  to  cor- 
responding rank  in  the  naval  service:  Provided^  That  no  person 
receiving  pension  or  bounty  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
receive  either  pension  or  bounty  for  any  other  service  in  the  present 
war.  M 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  widows  and  heirs  of 
all  persons  described  in  the  last  preceding  section  who  have  been  or 
may  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  or  who  have  been  or  may  be  killed 
in  battle,  or  of  those  who  have  died  or  shall  die  of  wounds  received 
while  so  employed,  shall  be  paid  the  bounty  and  pension  allowed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  according  to  rank,  as  provided  in  the  last 
preceding  section. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  eruicted^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior be  and  be  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  special  agent  for 
the  Pension  Office,  to  assist  in  the  detection  of  frauds  against  the 
pension  laws,  to  cause  persons  committing  such  frauds  to  be  prose- 
cuted, and  to  discharge  such  other  duties  as  said  Secretary  may  re- 
quire him  to  perform ;  which  said  agent  shall  receive  for  his  services 
an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  his  actual  traveling 
expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Government 

Sec.  13.  And  he  itfuriher  enacted^  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  here- 
by repealed 

OBXBRAL   OBSKBYATIONS. 

The  acts  of  March  16,  1802;  January  11, 1812;  Jan- 
uary 29,  1813 ;  and  March  3, 1816,  with  the  act  of  April 
24, 1816,  increasing  the  rate  of  pensions  in  certain  cases, 
are  those  to  which  all  acts  establishing  the  several  corps, 
and  providing  for  the  augmentation  of  the  army,  relate, 
in  prescribing  pensions  for  disabilities  incurred  in  the 
4 
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regular  service.  Under  the  provisions  of  one  of  these 
acts,  all  pensions  for  disabilities  so  incurred,  before  March, 
1861,  are  allowed  and  paid.  The  first  named  act  is  the 
one  haying  the  most  general  application.  The  benefits 
I  of  the  act  of  April  10, 1806,  granting  pensions  to  invalids 
of  the  revolution,  were,  by  act  of  April  25,  1808,  ex- 
tended to  invalids  of  the  regular  army,  who  became  dis- 
abled after  the  revolution,  and  before  the  passage  of  the 
act.  This  act  has,  therefore,  no  relation  to  cases  of  dis- 
ability of  recent  occurrence. 

The  act  of  July  14j  1862,  makes  the  general  provision 
for  invalids  in  the  war  of  1861,  and  for  those  dependent 
upon  them. 

SECTION  II. 

REGULATIONS  AND  FORMS   FOR  OBTAINING    PENSIONS    FOR     INVALIDS  OF 
.       THE  REGULAR  ARMY. 


REGULATIONS. 

All  persons  applying  for  pensions,  by  reason  of  disability  in* 
'curred  in  the  line  of  daty  while  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  must  make  a  declaration,  under  oath  (or  affirmation),  before 
some  court  of  record,  *  setting  forth  the  age  and  residence  of  the 
claimant ;  the  service  in  which  he  was  engaged ;  the  time,  place, 
and  manner  of  incurring  the  disability  alleged,  with  its  precise 
character ;  and  the  date  of  his  discharge ;  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  his  residence  and  occupation  since  leaving  the  service. 

In  support  of  the  averments  of  such  declaration,  the  following 
rules  must  be  observed  in  presenting  the  testimony: 

1.  The  claimant's  identity  must  be  proved  by  two  witnesses,  cer- 
tified by  a  judicial  officer  to  be  respectable  and  credible,  who  are 
present  and  witness  the  signature  of  the  declaration,  and  who  state, 
upon  oath  (or  affirmation),  their  belief,  either  from  personal  ac- 
quaintance or  for  other  reasons  given,  that  he  is  the  identical  per- 
son he  represents  himself  to  be.

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Z  The  applicant  mast,  if  in  his  power,  produce  the  certificate  of 
ihe  captain,  or  of  some  other  commissioned  officer,  under  whom  he 
served,  distinctly  stating  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  applicant's 
having  been  wounded,  or  otherwise  disabled,  and  the  nature  of  the 
disability;  and  that  the  said  disability  arose  while  he  was  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  and  in  the  line  of  his  duty. 

3.  If  it  be  impracticable  to  obtain  such  certificate,  by  reason  of 
death  or  removal  of  said  officers,  it  must  be  so  stated  in  the  declar- 
ation of  the  applicant,  and  his  averment  of  the  fact  proved  by  per- 
BODs  of  known  respectability,  who  must  state  particularly  all  the 
knowledge  they  may  possess  in  relation  to  such  death  or  removal. 
Then  secondary  evidence  can  be  received.  In  such  case  the  appli- 
cant must  produce  the  testimony  of  at  least  two  credible  vntnesses 
(who  were  in  a  condition  to  know  the  facts  about  which  they  testify), 
whose  good  character  must  be  vouched  for  by  a  judicial  officer,  or 
by  some  one  known  to  the  Department  These  witnesses  must  give 
a  minute  narrative  of  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  must 
show  how  they  obtained  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  to  which  they 
testify. 

4.  The  surgeon's  certificate  of  discharge  should  show  the  charac- 
ter and  degree  of  the  claimant's  disability,  but  when  that  is  want- 
ing, and  when  the  certificate  of  nn  army  surgeon  is  not  obtainable, 
the  certificate  of  two  respectable  civil  surgeons  will  be  received, 
in  accordance  with  the  form.  These  surgeons  must  give,  in  their 
certificate,  a  particular  description  of  the  wound,  injury  or  disease, 
find  specify  how  and  in  what  manner  his  present  condition  and  dis- 
ability are  connected  therewith.  The  degree  of  disability  must 
also  be  stated. 

5.  The  habits  of  the  applicant,  and  his  occupation,  since  he  left 
the  service,  must  be  shown  by  at  least  two  credible  witnesses. 

6.  All  evidence  should  be  verified  by  oath,  before  a  judge  of  the 
United  States  Court,  or  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other 
officer  of  a  State,  having  authority  to  administer  oaths  for  general 
purposes ;  and,  if  verified  before  an  officer  of  any  State,  his  official 
character  mast  be  duly  authenticated ;  and  such  officer  must,  in  all 
cases,  certify  that  he  is  not  interested  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
claim. 

7.  Attorneys  for  claimants  must,  in  all  cases,  have  proper  author- 
ity from  those  in  whose  behalf  they  appear.     Powers  of  attorney 
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must  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  and  acknowlegcd 
before  a  duly  qualified  officer,  whose  official  character  must  be 
properly  shown.

PENSION  ACT  OP  JULY   14,  1862. 
GENERAL   PROVISIONS. 

Under  the  oot  Of  Congress  approved  July  14,  1862,  pensions  are 
granted  to  the  following  classes  of  persons : 

1-  Invalids,  disabled  since  March  4, 1861,  in  the  military  or  naval 
lervice  of  the  United  States,  in  the  line  of  duty. 
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2.  AViDows  of  officers,  soldiers  or  seamen  dying  of  wounds  received 
or  of  disease  contracted  in  the  military  or  naval  servioe,  as  above. 

3.  Children,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  such  deceased  persons, 
if  there  is  no  widow  surviving,  or  from  the  time  of  the  widow's  re- 
marriage.^ 

4.  Mothers  (who  have  no  .husband  living)  of  9fficers,  soldiers  or 
seamen,  deceased  as  aforesaid,  provided  tlie  latter  have  left  neither 
widow  nor  cJ^ildren  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  provided,  also, 
that  the  mother  was  dependent,  wholly  or  in  port,  upon  the  deceased 
for  support 

5.  Sisters,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  such  deceased  persons, 
dependent  on  the  latter,  wholly  or  in  part,  for  support,  provided 
there  are  no  rightful  claimants  of  either  of  the  three  last  preceding 
classes. 

The  rates  of  pension  to  the  several  classes  and  grades  are  dis- 
tinctly set  forth  in  the  first  section  of  the  act,  a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  published.  Only  one  fail  pension  in  any  case  will  be  al- 
lowed to  the  relatives  of  a  deceased  officer,  soldier  or  seaman,  and  in 
oi"der  of  precedence  as  set  forth  above.  When  more  than  one  minor 
child  or  orphan  sister  thus  becomes  entitled  to  pension,  the  same 
must  be  divided  equally  between  them. 

Invalid  pensions,  under  this  law,  will  commence  from  the  date  of 
the  pensioner's  discharge  from  service,  provided  application  is  -made 
.  within  one  year  tiiereafter.  If  the  claim  is  not  made  until  a  later 
date,  the  pension  will  commence  from  the  time  of  the  application. 
Pensions  of  widows  and  minors  will  commence  from  the  death  of 
the  officer,  soldier  or  seaman,  on  whose  service  the  claim  is  based. 

ARMY    PENSIONS. 

Declarations  are  required  to  be  made  before  a  court  of  record,  or 
before  some  officer  of  such  courtduly  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
and  having  custody  of  its  seal.  Testimony  may  be  taken  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  or  other  officer  having  like  authority  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  but  in  no  case  will  any  evidence  be  received  that  is  veri- 
fied before  an  officer  who  is  concei*ned  in  prosecuting  the  claim*  or 
has  a  manifest  interest  therein. 

The  subjoined  forms,  marked,  respectively,  A,  B,  C,  D,  E  and  F,^ 
will  guide  applicants  for  pensions,  of  the  army  branch,  in  the  several

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classes.  The  forms  should  he  exactly  followed  in  every  instance. 
No  attorney  will  be  regarded  as  halving  filed  the  necessary  declara^ 
tion  and  affidavit,  as  contemplated  by  the  seventh  section  of  the  act, 
unless  the  formSy  as  well  as  the  inBtractions  given  in  this  pamphlet, 
are  strictly  complied  with. 

In  support  of  the  allegations  made  in  tb«  claimant's  declaration, 
testimony  will  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  following  rules : 

1.  The  claimant's  identity 'must  be  proved  by  two  witness^,  Cer- 
tified by  a  judicial  officer  to  be-  respectable  and  credible,  who  are 
present  and  witnea^  the  signature  of  the  declarant,  and  who  state, 
upcm  oath  or  affirmation,  their  belief,  either  from  personal  acquaint- 
ance or  for  other  reasons  given,  that  he  or  she  is  the  identical  person 
he  or  she  represents  himself  or  herself  to  be. 

2.  Every  applicant  for  an  invalid  pension  must,  if  in  his  power, 
produce  the  certificate  of  the  captain,  or  of  some  other  commissioned 
officer  under  whom  he  served,  distinctly  stating  the  time  and  place 
of  the  said  applicant's  having  been  wounded  or  otherwise  disaibled, 
and  the  nature  of  the  disability ;  and  that  the  said  disability  arose 
while  he  was  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  in  the  Hne  of 
his  duty. 

3.  If  it  be  impracticable  to  obtain  such  certificate,  by  reason  of 
the  death  or  removal  of  said  officers,  it  must  be  so  stated  under  oath 
by  the  applicant,  and  his  averment  of  the  fact  proved  by  persons  of 
known  respectability,  who  m^ist  state  particularly  all  the  knowledge 
they  may  possess  in  relation  to  such  death  or  removal;  then  second- 
ary evidence  can  be  received.  In  such  case  the  applicant  must  pro- 
duce the  testimony  of  at  least  two  credible  witnesses  (who  were  in  a 
condition  to  know  the  facts  about  which  they  testify),  whose  good 
character  must  be  vouched  for  by  a  judicial  officer,  or  by  some  one 
known  to  the  department  The  witnesses  must  give  a  minute  narra- 
tive of  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  must  show  how  they 
obtained  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  to  which  they  testify. 

4.  The  surgeon's  certificate  for  discharge  should  show  the  charac- 
ter and  degree  of  the  claimant's  disability;  but  When  that  is  want- 
ing, and  when  the-  certificate  of  an  army  surgeon  is  not  obtainable, 
the  certificate  of  two  respectable  civil  surgeons  will  be  received,  in 
accordance  with  form  F.  These  surgeons  mu$t  give  in  their  certifi- 
cate a  particular  description  of  the  wound,  injury  or  disease,  and 
specify  bow  and  in  what  manner  his  present  condition  and  disabil- 
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ity  are  connected  therewith.  The  degree  of  disability  for  obtaining 
sabsistence  by  manual  labor  mast  also  be  stated.         * 

5.  The  habits  of  the  applicant,  and  his  occupation  since  he  leffc 
the  seryice,  must  be  shown  by  at  least  two  credible  witnesses. 

If  the  applicant  claim  a  pension  as  the  widow  of  a  deceased  officer 
or  soldier,  she  must  prove  the  legality  of  her  marriage,  the  death  of 
her  husband,  and  that  she  is  still  a  widow.  She  must  also  furnish 
the  names  and  ages  of  her  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  at 
her  husband's  decease,  and  the  place  of  their  residence.  On  a  sab- 
sequent  marriage  her  pension  will  cease,  and  the  minor  child  or 
children  of  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  if  any  be  living,  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  will  be  entitled  to  the  same  in  her  stead,  from 
the  date  of  such  marriage. 

Proof  of  the  marriage  of  the  parents  and  of  the  age  of  claimants 
will,  in  like  manner,  be  required  in  all  applications  in  behalf  of 
minor  children. 

The  legality  of  the  marriage  may  be  ascertained  by  the  certificate 
of  the  clergyman  who  joined  them  in  wedlock,  or  by  the  testimony 
of  respectable  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  fact,  in  default  of 
record  evidence.  The  ages  and  number  of  children  may  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  deposition  of  the  mother,  accompanied  by  the  testi- 
mony of  respectable  persons  having  knowledge  of  them,  or  by  tran- 
scripts from  the  parish  or  town  registers  duly  authenticated. 

Similar  proof  will  be  required  of  the  marriage  of  the  claimant,  if 
the  motber  of  a  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  and  that  she  renuuns  a 
widow. 

If  the  claimant  be  a  dependent  sister,  like  proof  will  be  required 
of  the  marriage  of  her  parents,  and  of  her  relationship  to  the 
deceased. 

Guardians  of  minor  claimants  must,  in  all  cases,  produce  evidence 
of  their  authority  as  such,  under  the  seal  of  the  court  from  which 
their  appointment  is  obtained. 

Applicants  of  the  last  four  classes  above  given,  who  have  in  any 
manner,  aided  or  abetted  the  rebellion  against  the  United  States 
government,  are  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act 

Attorneys  for  claimants  must  have  proper  authority  from  those  in 
whose  behalf  they  appear.  Powers  of  attorney  must  be  signed  in 
the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  and  acknowledged  before  a  duly 
qualified  officer,  whose  official  character  must  be  certified  under  seal. 
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In  all  cases  the  post  office  address  of  Uie  claimant  most  be  dis- 
tin<;tly  stated. 

Applications  under  this  act  will  be  numbered  and  acknowledged, 
to  be  acted  on  in  their  turn.     In  filing  additional  evidence,  corres-  * 
pendents  should  always  give  the  number  of  the  claim  as  well  as  the 
name  of  the  claimant

'   The  Regulations  and  Forms  prepared  by  the  Commis- 
sioner for  invalid  cases,  arising  under  the  act  of  July  14, 

1  Here  give  a  particular  description  of  the  wound,  injury  or  disease,  and 
specify  in  what  manner  it  has  affected  the  applicant  so  as  to  produce  disa- 
bility in  the  degree  stated. 

2  The  blank  in  the  last  line  is  to  be  filled  up  with  the  proportional  "  de- 
gree" of  disability^"  for  "example:  "three  fourths,"  "one  half,"  "ono 
third,"  etc.,  or  "  totally,"  as  the  case  may  be.

thereto  by  a  piece  of  tape  or  small  ribbon,  the  ends  of

attached  to  the  certificate. 

Interlineations  or  erasures  in  papers  prepared  for  filing 
in  pension  cases,  should  be  noted  in  the  certificate  of  the 
magistrate,  before  signing,  in  order  to  show  that  they 
were  not  made  after  the  execution  of  the  papers. 

All  the  "  discharge  papers "  received  by  the  soldier 
when  discharged,  should  be  sent  with  his  declaration. 
The  additional  testimony  that  will  be  required  to  establish 
the  claim,  depends  on  the  character  of  these  papers. 

The  officer's  certificate  required  by  the  rules  of  the 
Pension  Office,  may  be  given  by  any  commissioned  officer 
under  whom  the  applicant  served. 

In  case  the  applicant  lives  within  t|iirty  miles  of  a  sur- 
geon of  the  regular  army,  his  certificate  of  disability  must 
be  obtained;  but  if  he  does  not,  then  the  affidavit  of  two 
respectable  surgeons  will  be  sufficient. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

INVALID   PENSIONS. 
SECTION   I. 

YOLUNTEERS  AND  MILITIA,  SINCE  THE  WAB  OF  THE  BEYOLUTIOX. 

By  acts  of  September  29,  1789/  and  April  80, 1790,  ^ 
the  President  was  authorized  to  call  into  service,  from 
time  to  time,  such  portion  of  the  militia  of  the  States  as 
he  might  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  people  of  the 
frontiers  against  the  hostile  incursions  of  Indians ;  and 
^'  an  act  for  raising  and  adding  another  regiment  to  the 
military  establishment  of  the  United  States,  and  for  mak- 
ing further  provision  for  the  protection  of  the  frontiers,'' 
approved  March  3, 1791, '  authorized  the  President  to  call 
out  the  militia,  in  case  of  exigency,  to  defend  the  fron- 
tiers, and, 

Sec.  10.  And  be-U  further  enacted^  That  the  commissioned  and 
non-commissioned  officers,  privates  and  musicians  of  the  militia,  or 
such  corps  of  levies,  shall,  during  the  time  of  their  service,  be  sub- 
.ject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war;  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  pay,  rations  and  forage,  and,  in  case  of  wounds  or  disabil- 
ity in  the  line  of  their  duty,  to  the  same  compensation  as  the  troops 
of  the  United  States. 

The  benefits  of  the  act  of  April  10,  1806,  granting 
pensions  to  invalids  of  the  revolution,  were,  by  act  of 
April  25, 1808,  ^  extended  to  all  persons  who  served  sifter

the  revolution,  and  before  the  passage  of  the  last-named 
act,  as  follows : 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  officer,  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  musician  or  privatei  who  has  been  wounded  or  disa- 
bled since  the  revolutionary  war,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  in 
the  actual  service  of  the  United  States,  whether  he  belong  to  the 
military  establishment  or  the  militia,  or  any  volunteer  corps  called 
into  service  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  may  be  placed 
on  the  pension  list  of  the  United  States,  under  such  rate  of  com- 
pensation, and  under  such  regulations,  as  are  prescribed  by  the  act 
entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  perons  who  were  disabled  by  known 
wounds  received  in  the  revolutionary  war,"  passed  April  the  tenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  pensioners  becoming 
such  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  pen- 
sioners are  paid,  who  have  heretofore  been  placed  on  the  pension 
list  of  the  United  States,  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations,  in 
all  respectsi,  as  are  perscribed  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in 
such  caisoe  provided. 

The  President  was  empowered,  by  an  act  approved, 
January  2, 1812,  ^  whenever  satisfactorily  advised  of  an 
actual  or  threatened  invasion  of  any  State  or  Territory, 
by  any  Indian  tribe  or  tribes,  to  raise,  by  enlistment,  or 
the  acceptance  of  volunteers,  for  one  year,^  six  companies 
of  rangers.  ^  These  were  provided  for,  in  cases  of  disa- 
bility, as  follows :

.Indian  allies  of  the  British,  and  were  authorised  for  one  year;  but  the 
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Sec.  4.  And  he  it  fwri^wr  macted,  That  the  officore,  Don-cominis^ 
sioned  officers  and  priyates,  raised  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  bo  en- 
titled to  the  like  compensation  in  case  of  disability  by  wounds  and 
otherwise,  incurred  in  the  service,  as  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates  in  i^e  present  military  establishment,  and  with 
them  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  which  have 
been  established,  or  may  hereafter  by  law  be  established;  and  the 
provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "•^in  act  fixing  the  military  peace 
establishment  of  the  United  States,"  so  far  as  they  may  be  applica- 
ble, shall  be  extended  to  all  persons,  matters  and  things  within  the 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were 
inserted  at  large  in  the  same.     .... 

An  act  approved  February  6,  1812,  entitled  "  an  act 
anthorizing  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  accept 
and  organize  certain  volunteer  military  corps/'^  passed 
in  view  of  pending  difficulties  with  Great  Britain,  em- 
powered the  President  of  the  United  States  to  accept 
volunteers,  either  artillery,  cavalry  or  infantry,  to  the 
number  of  fifty  thousand,  subject  to  call  at  any  time 
withih  two  years  after  their  acceptance,  and  to  serve 
twelve  months  from  the  time  of  arriving  at  the  place  of 
rendezvous.     Section  five  of  this  act  is  as  follows  : 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  furiiier  enacted,  That  if  any  officer,  non-com- 
missioned officer,  musician  or  private  shall  be  disabled  by  wounds 
or  otherwise,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  public  service,  he 
shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  invalid  pensioners  of  the  United 
States,  at  such  rate  of  pension  and  under  such  regulations  as  are  or 
^ay  be  directed  by  law:  Provided^  always^  That  the  compensation 
to  be  allowed  for  such  wounds  or  disabilities  to  a  commissioned 
officer  shall  not  exceed,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  half  the  > 
monthly  pay  of  such  officer  at  the  time  of  his  being  wounded  or  dis- 
abled ;  and  that  no  officer  shall  receive  more  than  the  half-pay  of  a 
lieutenant-colonel;  and  that  the  rate  of  pension  to  non-commissioned 

term  of  service  was  extended  an  additional  year  by  act  of  February  24, 
1814  (U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  iii,  98). 
1  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  ii,  676. 
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offieers,  lausicians  and  privates  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  per 
month:  And  provided,  also,  That  all  inferior  disabilities  shall  entitle 
the  person  so  disabled  to  receive  an  allowance  proportionate  to  the 
highest  disability. 

This  act  was  repealed  by  act  of  January  29,  1813 ;' 
but  it  is  expressly  provided  by  the  repealing  act,  that 
officers  and  men  mrho  entered  the  service  as  volunteers 
should  not  be  deprived  ^^of  any  rights,  immunities  or 
privileges"  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
repealed ;  nor  should  the  United  States  be  deprived  of 
their  services  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  foi'  which 
they  volunteered. 

An  act  approved  August  2, 1813,  entitled  "  an  act  to 
provide  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  militia  slain  and 
for  militia  disabled  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,'' ^ 
made  the  same  provision  for  pensions  to  disabled  volun- 
teers and  militia  as  were  then  allowed  by  law  to  regular 
troops.     Section  two  of  this  act  is  as  follows  : 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  officer,  non-com- 
misBioned  officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  militia  or  of  any  volun- 
teer corps,  shall  be  disabled  by  known  wounds  received  in  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  he  shall, 
upon  substantiating  his  claim,  in  the  manner  described  by  an  act 
entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  persons  who  were  disabled  by  known 
wounds  received  in  the  revolutionary  war,"  passed  the  tenth  day  of 
April,  eighteen  hundred  and  six,  be  placed  on  the  list  of  invalidi? 
of  the  United  States,  at  such  rate  of  pension  and  under  such  regu- 
lations as  are  provided  by  the  said  act,  or  as  may  hereafter  be 
provided  by  law:  Provided^  always^  That  the  compensation  to  be 
allowed  for  such  wounds  or  disabilities  to  a  commissioned  officer 
shuU  not  exceed,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  half  the  monthly 
pay  of  such  officer  at  the  time  of  his  being  wounded  or  disabled;  and 
that  no  officer  shall  receive  more  than  the  half-pay  of  a  lieutenant*

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colonel;  and  thnt  the  rate  of  compensation  to  non-cominiHsioned 
officers,  musicians  and  privates  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  per 
month :  And  provided  aho^  That  all  inferior  disabilities  shall  entitle 
the  persons  so  disabled  to  receive  an  allowance  proportionate  to  the 
highest  disability. 

Section  three  provides  that  the  act  shall  be  construed 
to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  18th  day  of  Jane,  1812. 

The  first  section  of  an  act  entitled  '^  an  act  to  authorize 
the  President  to  receive  into  service  certain. volunteer 
corps,"  approved  February  24,  1814,^  authorized  the 
President  to  receive  into  the  service  such  proportion  of 
the  Volunteers  mentioned  in  the  acts  of  February  6, 1812, 
and  July  6,  1812,  as  in  his  judgment  the  public  service 
may  require,  to  serve  for  five  years  or  during  the  war. 
The  second  section  allows  them : 

Sbc.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  volunteers  which  shall 
be  taken  into  service  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding  section, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  bounty,  pay,  rations,  clothing,  forage 
and  emoluments  of  every  kind,  and  to  the  same  benefits  and  allow- 
ances, as  the  regular  troops  of  the  United  States. 

An  act  approved  January  27, 1815,^  empowered  and 
directed  the  President  to  receive  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  all  the  troops  that  had-  been  or  might  be 
raised  by  authority  of  the  several  States,  not  exceeding, 
(ofiBcers  and  men)  forty  thousand,  to  serve  not  less  than 
twelve  months;  and  promises  these  troops  '^the  same 
pay,  clothing,  rations,  forage  i^d  emoluments  of  every 
kind,  and"  (bounty  excepted)  "the  same  benefits  and 
allowances,  as  the  regular  troops  of  the  United  States." 
This  act  was  repealed  in  one  month  after  its  passage; 
and  as  hostilities  were  at  that  time  suspended,  it  is  not

probable  that  any  rights  accrued  to  individuals  under  its 
provisions/ 

"An  act  making  further  provision  for  military  services 
during  the  late  war,  and  for  other  purposes/'  approved 
April  16, 1816,'  provides,  among  other  things,  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  when  any  officer  or 
private  soldier  of  the  militia,  including  rangers,  sea-fencibles  and 
Tolanteers,  or  any  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  private,  en- 
listed for  either  of  the  terms  of  one  year  or  eighteen  months,  or  any 
commissioned  officer  of  the  regular  army,  shall  have  died  while  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  late  war,  or  in  returning 
to  his  place  of  residence  after  being  mustered  out  of  service,  or  who 
shall  have  died  at  any  time  thereafter  in  consequence  of  wounds 
received  while  in  the  service,  and  shall  have  leflb  a  widow,  or,  if  no 
widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  such  widow, 
or,  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
.  .  .  -Provided^  ahoays,  .  .  .  Provided  atso^  That  the  officers  and 
private  soldiers  of  the  militia,  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  disabled 
by  wounds  or  otherwise,  while  -in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  during  the  late  war,  shall  be  placed 
on  the  list  of  pensioners,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  regular  army,  under  such  forms  of  evidence  as  the 
President  of  the  United  States  may  prescribe.  .  .  . 

The  rates  of  pensions  to  certain  invalids,  in  cases  past 
and  future,  were  increased  by  an  act  of  April  24,  1816, 
entitled  ^'  an  act  to  increase  the  pensions  of  invalids  in 
certain  cases ;  for  the  relief  of  invalids  of  the  militia ; 
and  for  the  appointment  of  pension  agents  in  those  States 
where  there  is  no  commissioner  of  loans."*  This  act 
contains  several  important  provisions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJis  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  persons  of  the  ranks

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hereinafter  named)  who  are  now  on  the  military  pension  roll  of  the 
United  States,  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be 
entitle(i  to  and  receive,  for  disabilities  of  the  highest  degree,  the 
following  sums,  in  lien  of  those  to  which  they  are  now  entitled, 
to-wit:  A  first  lieutenant,  seventeen  dollars;  a  second  lieutenant, 
fifteen  dollars;  a  third  lieutenant,  fourteen  dollars;  an  ensign,  thir- 
teen dollars ;  and  a  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  private, 
eight  dollars  per  month ;  and  for  disabilities  of  &  degree  less  than 
the  highest,  a  sum  proportionably  Icss.^ 

Sec.  2.  And  be  itfuriher  enacted^  That  all  persons  of  the  aforesaid 
ranks,  who  may  hereafter  be  placed  on  the  military  pension  roll  of 
the  United  States,  shall,  according  to  their  ranks  and  degrees  of 
disabilities,  be  placed  on  at  the  aforesaid  rates  of  pensions,  in  lieu 
of  those  heretofore  established :  Frovidedj  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  lessen  th«  pension  of  any  person  who, 
by  special  provision,  is  entitled  to  a  higher  pension  than  is  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  all  laws  and  regulations 
relating  to  tbo.  admission  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regular 
army  to  be  placed  on  the  pension  roll  of  the  United  States,  shall 
and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  relate  equally  to  the  officers -and 
soldiers  of  the  militia,  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.^ 

Section  four  and  last  provides  for  the  appointment  of 
pension  agents  in  certain  States. 

By  "  an  act  to  authorize  the  President  to  raise  mounted 
volunteers  for  the  defense  of  the  frontier,"  approved  June 
15,  1832,^  provision  is  made  for  the  acceptance,  for  one 
year,  of  six  hundred  mounted  rangers,  for  the  protection

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and  defense  of  the  north-western  frontier  of  the  United 
States,  and, 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  fiArtJier  enacted^  That  the  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  privates,  raised  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  like  compensation,  in  case  of  disability,  by  wounds  or 
otherwise,  incurred  in  the  seririce,  as  has  heretofore  been  ajlowed 
to  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  in  the  militarv 
establishment  of  the  United  States ;  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules 
and  articles  of  war,  and  such  regulations  as  have  been  or  shall  be 
established  according  to  law  for  the  government  of  the  arpiy  of  the 
United  States,  as  far  as  the  same  may  be  appli<;able  to  the  said 
rangers,  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  for  the  protection 
and  defense  of  the  north-western  frontier  of  the  United  States. 

In  lieu  of  this  battalion  of  rangers,  a  regiment  of 
dragoons  was  added  to  the  regular  army,  by  act  of  March 
2, 1833  ;^  and  the  President  was  directed  to  discharge  the 
rangers  on  their  being  relieved  by  the  dragoons.  The 
discharge  was  probably  not  effected  until  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  which  the  rangers  volunteered. 

The  benefits  of  the  provisions  of  existing  pension  laws 
were,  by  act  of  March  19,  1836,  entitled,  "  an  act  to' pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  volunteers  and  militia  corps  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,"^  extended  to  the  vol- 
unteers and  militia  who  had  been  or  might  be  eng^iged  in 
subduing  the  Indians  of  Florida,  as  follows : 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  volunteers  or  militia 
who  have  been  or  who  may  be,  received  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  to  suppress  Indian  depredations  in  Florida,  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  benefits  which  are  conferred  on  persons  wounded  or  other- 
wise disabled  in  the  service  of^the  United  States. 

Hostilities  being  threatened,  and  actually  commenced,

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by  the  Creek  Indians,  an  act  vnia  passed  May  23,  1836,^ 
authorizing  the  President  to  accept  volunteers,  either 
cavalry  or  infantry,  to  the  number  of  ten  thousand,  to 
serve  for  six  or  twelve  months  after  arriving  at  the  place 
of  rendezvous,  unless  sooner  discharged.  These  were 
liable  to  be  called  out  only  in  case  of  Indian  hostilities, 
or  to  repel  invasions.  Invalid  pensions  are  provided  for 
these  volunteers  as  follows : 

Seo.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Yolanteers  who  may  be 
received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  by  yhrtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  which  may  be 
conferred  on  persons  woanded  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

'^  An  act  granting  pensions  to  the  Cherokee  warriors 
who  assisted  the  United  States,  in  the  war  of  1812,  against 
Great  Britain,"  was  passed  Ap^il  14,  1842.*  This  act  is 
as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ard  House  of  Hepreaentativea  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  ossenMedy  That  the  Secretary  of 
War  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  required  to  place  on  the  pension  roll  such 
warriors  of  the  Cherokee  nation  as  were  engaged  on  the  side  of  the 
United  States  in  the  late  war  ^vith  Great  Britain  and  the  ^uthem 
Indians,  and  who  were  wounded  in  such  service,  at  the  same  rates 
of  pensions  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
regular  army  of  the  United  States,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  the  proof  of  disability  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  prescribe;

The  first  section  of  a  pension  appropriation  act  of 
April  80,  1844,*  contains  the  following  proviso :

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And  provided  alaa^  That  no  persoo  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine 
corps,  shall  be  allowed  to  draw  both  a  pension  as  an  invalid,  and  the 
pay  of  his  rank  or  station  in  the  service,  unless  the  alleged  disabil- 
ity for  which  the  pension  was  granted  be  such  as  to  have  occasioned 
liis  employment  in  a  lower  grade  or  in  some  civil  branch  of  the 
service.' 

For  the  parpose  of  providing  sufficient  military  strength 
to  bring  the  war  with  Mexico  to  a  speedy  and  successful 
termination,  Congress,  by  an  act  of  May  13, 1846,*  author- 
ized the  President  to  employ  the  '*  militia,  naval  and  mili- 
tary forces  of  the  United  States,  and  to  call  for  and 
accept  the  service  of  any  number  of  volunteers,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  thousand,  who  may  offer  their  services, 
either  as  cavalry,  artillery,  infantry  or  riflemen,  to  serve 
twelve  months  after  they  shall  have  arrived  at  the  place 
of  rendezvous,  or  to  the  end  of  the  war,  unless  sooner 
discharged,  according  to  the  time  for  which  they  shall 
have  been  mustered  iitto  the  service/'  The  organization 
of  these  volunteers  into  proper  companies,  battalions, 
regiments  and  divisions  is  marked  out  by  the  act,  and  it 
is  prescribed, 

Sbc.  7.  And  he  it  furiher  enacted.  That  the  volunteers  who  may  be 
received  into  the  service  of  the  United  states  by  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  who  shall  be  wounded  or  otherwise  disabled 
in  the  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  which  may  be  con- 
ferred on  persons  wounded  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

WAR  FOR  THE  UNION,  1861. 

The  proclamations  of  President  Lincoln,  and  the  acts 
of  Congress  relating  to  the  calling  out  of  volunteers  and 
militia  to  suppress  the  rebellion  in  certain  States  of  the 
Union,  are  so  important,  that  they  are  here  given  entire.

BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 
•  A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States  have  been  for  some  time 
past,  and  now  are  opposed,  and  the  execution  thereof  obstructed,  in 
the  States  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana  and  Texas,  by  combinations  too  powerful  to  be  suppressed 
by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  or  by  the  powers 
vested  in  the  marshals  by  law : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,.  President  of  the  United 
States,  in  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  constitution  and 
the  laws,  have  thought  fit  to  call  forth,  and  hereby  do  call  forth,  the 
militia  of  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  to  the  aig^egate  number 
of  seventy-five  thousand,'  in  order  to  suppress  said  combinations,  and 
to  cause  the  laws  to  be  duly  executed.' 

The  details  for  this  object  will  be  immediately  communicated  to 
the  State  authorities  through  the  War  Department 

I  appeal  to  all  loyal  citizens  to  favor,  facilitate  and  aid  this  effort 
to  maintain  the  honor,  the  integrity  and  the  existence  of  our  na^ 
tional  Union,  and  the  perpetuity  of  popular  government ;  and  to 
redress  wrongs  already  long  enough  endured. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  the  first  service  assigned  to  the  forces 
hereby  called  forth  will  probably  be  to  repossess  the  forts,  places 
and  property  which  have  been  seized  from  the  Union ;  and  in  every 
event,  the  utmost  care  will  be  observed,  consistently  with  the  objects 
aforesaid,  to  avoid  any  devastation,  any  destruction  of,  or  interfer- 
ence with,  property,  or  any  disturbance  of  peaceful  citizens  in  any 
part  of  the  country. 

1  The  Attorney -General  has  given  an  opinion  on  the  laws  regalating 
pensions  for  officers,  soldiers,  their  widows  and  minor  children,  in  which 
he  says  that  *'  the  14th  section  of  the  act  of  March  16,  1802,  provides  for 
those  voluiiteert  who  are  wounded  or  otherwise  disabled  in  the  service." 
This  provides  for  the  officei^s  and  soldiers  who  entered  the  service  under 
the  act  of  July  22, 1861,  for  three  years  or  during  the  war.  The  volunteers 
called  into  the  service  for  three  tnontlte,  by  the  President's  proclamation  of 
April  15,  1861,  and  disabled  by  **  known  vxmnda"  are  entitled,  under  the 
.  act  of  August  2, 1813. 

3  An  act  of  August  6,  1861  (U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  xii,  326),  legal- 
izes the  ''acts,  proclamations  and  orders  of  the  President,"  respecting  the 
army  and  navy,  calling  out  the  militia,  etc. 
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And  I  hereby  command  the  persons  composing  the  combinations 
aforesaid  to  disperse,  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes 
within  twenty  days  from  this  date. 

Deeming  that  the  present  condition  of  public  affairs  presents  an 
extraordinary  occasion,  I  do  hereby,  in  yirtae  of  the  power  in  me 
Tested  by  the  constitution,  convene  both  Houses  of  Congress. 
Senators  and  Representatives  are  therefore  summoned  to  assemble 
at  their  respective  chambers,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  Thursday, 
the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  then  and  there  to  consider  and  deter- 
mine such  measures  as  in  their  wisdom  the  public  safety  and  inter- 
est may  seem  to  demand. 

In  witness  whereof,  1  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington,  this  15th  day  of  April, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
[l.  &]    sixty-one,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  the 
eighty-fifth.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whbreas  existing  exigencies  demand  immediate  and  adequate 
measures  for  the  protection  of  the  national  constitution  and  the 
preservation  of  the  national  Union  by  the  suppression  of  the  insur- 
rectionary combinations  now  existing  in  several  States  for  opposing 
die  laws  of  the  Union  and  obstructing  the  execution  thereof,  to 
which  end  a  military  force  in  addition  to  that  called  forth  by  my 
proclamation  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  in  the  present  year,  ap- 
pears to  be  indispensably  necessary : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy  thereof,  and 
of  the  Militia  of  the  several  States  when  called  into  actual  service, 
do  hereby  call  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  forty-two  thou- 
sand and  thirty-four  volunteers,^  to  serve  for  the  period  of  three  years 

I  An  act  of  August  6,  1861  (U.  S.  Statute!  at  Large,  yol.  zii,  326),  legal- 
izes the  "  acts,  proclamations  and  orders  of  the  President/'  respecting  the 
anny  and  navy,  oalling  out  the  militia,  etc.  x 
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unless  sooner  dkoharged,  and  to  be  mustered  into  seryioe  as  infantry 
and  eavaliy.  The  proportions  of  each  arm  and  the  details  of  enroll- 
ment and  organization  will  be  made  known  through  the  Deparimenti 
of  War. 

And  I  ako  direct  that  the  regular  army  of  the  United  States  be 
increased  by  the  addition  of  eight  regiments  of  infantry,  one  regi' 
ment  of  cavalry,  and  one  regiment  of  artillery,  making  altogether  a 
maximum  aggregate  increase  of  twenty-two  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fourteen,  officers  and  enlisted  men,  the  details  of  which  increase 
will  also  be  made  known  through  the  Department  of  War. 

And  I  further  direct  the  enlistment  for  not  less  than  one  or  more 
than  three  years,  of  eighteen  thousand  seamen,  in  addition  to  the 
present  force,  for  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States.  The  de- 
tails of  the  enlistment  and  organisation  will  be  made  known  through 
the  Department  of  the  Navy. 

The  call  for  volunteers,  hereby  made,  and  the  direction  for  the 
increase  of  the  regular  army,  and  for  the  enlistment  of  seamen  here- 
by given,  together  with  the  plan  of  organization  adopted  for  the 
volunteers  and  for  the  reguliir  forces  hereby  authorized,  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  Congress  as  soon  as  assembled. 

In  the  meantime,  I  earnestly  invoke  the  co-operation  of  all  good 
citijsens  in  the  measures  hereby  adopted,  for  the  effectual  suppres- 
sion of  unlawful  violence,  for  the  impartial  enforcement  of  constitu- 
tional laws,  and  for  the  speediest  possible  restoration  of  peace  and 
order,  and,  with  these,  of  happiness  and  prosperity  throughout  the 
country. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused 

the  seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.  , 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington,  this  third  day  of  May, 

in  the  year  of  our  kord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 

L  ^*  ^  -•      sixty-one,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States 

the  eightyfifth.

An  Act  to  authoriase  the  Employment  of  Voluuleere  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  Lawe 
and  protecting  Public  Property ,  approved  Jtdy  22,  1861. 

Wherbas,  certain,  of  the  forts,  arsenals,  custom-houses,  navy  yards, 
and  other  property  of  the  United  States,  have  been  seized,  and 
other  violations  of  law  have  been  committed  and  are  threatened 
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by  organized  bodies  of  men  in  several  of  the  States,  and  a  oonspi- 
.  xaey  has  been  entered  into  to  overthrow  the  Government  of  the 

United  States,  Therefore, 

Be  it  enaeUd  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwes  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhUd^'^hxii  the  President 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  services  of  volunteers,  either 
as  cavalry,  infantry  or  artillery,  in  such  numbers,  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  thousand,  as  he  may  deem'  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
pelling invasion,  suppressing  insurrection,  enforcing  the  laws,  and 
preserving  and  protecting  the  public  property :  Provided^  That  the 
services  of  the  volunteers  shall  be  for. such  time  as  the  President 
may  direct,  not  exceeding  three  years,  nor  less  than  six  months,  and 
they  shall  be  disbanded  at  the  end  of  the  war.  And  all  provisions 
of  law  applicable  to  three  years'  volunteers,  shall  apply  to  two 
years'  volunteers,  and  to  all  volunteers  who  have  been  or  may  be 
accepted  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  a  period  not  less 
than  six  months,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  volunteers  were  spe- 
cially named.  Before  receiving  into  service  any  number  of  volun- 
teers exceeding  those  now  called  for  and  accepted,  the  President 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  issue  his  proclamation,  stating  the  number 
desired,  either  as  cavalry,  infantry  or  artillery,  and  the  States  from 
which  they  are  to  be  furnished,  having  reference,  in  any  such  requi- 
sition, to  the  number  then  in  service  from  the  several  States,  and  to 
the  exigencies  of  the  service  at  the  time,  and  equalising,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  number  furnished  by  the  several  States,  according 
to  federal  population. 

Sbc.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  volunteers  shall 
be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  they  shall  be  formed,  by  the  President,  into 
regiments  of  infantry,  with  the  exception  of  such  numbers  for  cav- 
alry and  artillery,  as  he  may  direct,  not  to  exceed  the  proportion  of 
one  company  of  each  of  those  arms  to  every  regiment  of  infantry, 
and  to  be  orgaqized  as  in  the  regular  service.  Each  regiment  of 
infantry  shall  have  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant-colonel,  one  major, 
one  adjutant  (a  lieutenant),  one  quartermaster  (a  lieutenant),  one 
surgeon,  and  one  assistant-surgeon,  one  sergeant-major,  one  regi- 
mental quartennaster  sergeant,  one  regimental  commissary  sergeant, 
one  hospital  steward,  two  principal  musicians,  and  twenty-four  mu- 
sicians for  a  band ;  and  shall  be  composed  of  ten  companies,  each 
company  to  consist  of  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second 
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lieatenant,  one  first  sergeant)  four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  two 
musicians,  and  one  wagoner,  and  from,  siztj-four  to  eighty-two 
privates. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  those  forces,  when  ac- 
cepted as  herein  authorized,  shall  be  organised  into  divisions  of 
three  or  more  brigades  each ;  and  each  division  shall  have  a  major- 
general,  three  aides-de-camp,  and  one  assistant  adjutant^encral  with 
the  rank  of  major.  Each  brigade  shall  be  composed  of  four  or  more 
regiments,  and  shall  have  one  brigadier-general,  two  aides-de-camp, 
one  assistant  adjutant-general  with  the  rank  of  captain,  one  surgeon, 
one  assistant  quartermaster,  and  one  commissary  of  subsistence. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  eimcted^  That  the  President  shall  be 
authorized  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  for  tbe  command  of  the  forces  provided  for  in  this -act,  a 
numbei'  of  major-generals^  not  exceeding  six,  and  a  number  ofbriga- 
dier-generals,  not  exceeding  eighteen,  and  the  other  divinion  and  brig- 
ade officers  required  for  the  organization  of  these  forces,  except  the 
aides-de-camp,  who  shall  be  selected  by  their  respective  generals 
from  the  officers  of  the  army  or  volunteer  corps :  Provided,  That  the 
President  may  select  the  major-generals  and  brigadier-generals  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act  from  the  line  or  staff  of  the  regular  army,  and 
the  officers  so  selected  shall  be  permitted  to  retain  their  rank  there- 
in. The  Governors  of  the  States  furnishing  volunteers  under  this 
act,  shall  commission  the  field,  staff  and  company  officers  requisite 
for  the  said  volunteers ;  but  in  cases  where  the  State  authorities  re- 
fuse or  omit  to  furnish  volunteers  at  the  call  or  on  the  proclamation 
of  the  President,  and  volunteers  from  such  States  offer  their  services 
.  under  such  call  or  proclamation,  the  President  shall  have  power  to 
accept  such  services,  and  to  commission  the  proper  field,  staff,  and 
company  officers. 

Seo.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officers,  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  privates,  organized  as  above  set  forth,  shall, 
in  all  respects,  be  placed  on  the  footing,  as  to  pay  and  allowances, 
of  similar  corps  of  the  regular  army:  Provided,  That  the  allowances 
of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  for  clothing,  when  not  fur- 
nished in  kind,  shall  be  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  month,  and 
that  each  commissioned  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  private, 
musician  and  artificer  of  cavalry,  shall  furnish  his  own  horse  and 
horse  equipments,  and  4(hall  receive  forty  cents  per  day  for  their 
use  and  risk,^'  except  that  in  case  the  horse  shall  become  disabled  or

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shall  die,  the  allowance  shall  cea§e  until  the  disability  be  removed 
or  another  horse,  be  supplied.  Every  volunteer  non-commissioned 
officer,  private,  musician  and  artificer,  who  enters  the  service  of  the 
United  States  under  thii^  act,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents 
in  lieu  of  subsistence,  and  if  a  cavalry  volunteer,  twenty-five  cents 
Additional,  in  lieu  of  forage,  for  every  twenty  miles  of  travel  from 
his  place  of  enrollment  to  the  place  of  muster, — the  distance  to  be 
measured  by  the  *  shortest  usually  traveled  route ;  and  when  honor- 
ably discharged,  an  allowance  at  the  same  rate,  from  the  place  of 
his  discharge  to  his  place  of  enrollment,  and  in  addition  thereto,  if 
he  shall  have  served  for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  during  the  war,  if 
Booner  ended,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars :  Provided^  That  such 
of  the  companies  of  cavalry  herein  provided,  as  may  require  it,  may 
be  furnished  with  horses  and  horse  equipments  in  the  same  manner 
iis  in  the  United  States  army. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enticled,  That  any  volunteer  who  may 
be  received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  under  this  act,  and 
who  may  be  wounded  or  otherwise  disabled  in  the  service,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  which  have  been  or  may  be  conferred  on 
persons  disabled  in  the  regular  service ;  and  the  widow,  if  there  be 
one,  and  if  not,  the  legal  heirs  of  such  as  die,  or  may  be  killed  in 
service,  in  addition  to  all  arrears  of  pay  and  allowances,  shall  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sbo.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  bands  of  the  regi- 
ments of  infantry,  and  of  the  regiments  of  cavalry,  shall  be  paid  as 
follows  :  one  fourth  of  each  shall  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
sergeants  of  engineer  soldiers ;  one  fourth,  those  of  corporals  of 
engineer  soldiers ;  and  the  remaining  half,  those  of  privates  of  en- 
gineer soldiers  of  the  first  class;  and  the  leaders  of  the  band  shall 
receive  the  same  pay  and  emoluments  as  second  lieutenants  of  in- 
fantry. * 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  wagoners  and  saddlers 
shall  reoeive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  corporals  of  cavalry.  The 
regimental  commissary-sergeants  shall  receive  the  pay  and  allow 
ances  of  regiment  sergeant-major,  and  the  regimential  quartermas- 
ter-serjeant  shall  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a  sergeant  of 
cavalry. 

Sbc.  .  9.  And  be  it.  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  to 
each  reiriment  one  chaplain,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  regi-

mental  commander  on  the  vote  of  the  field  officers  and  company 
commanders  on  duty  with  the  regiment  at  the  time  .the  appointment 
shall  be  made.  The  chaplain  so  appointed  mast  be  a  regular  or- 
dained minister  of  a  Christian  denomination,  and  shall  receive  the 
pay  and  allowances  of  a  captain  of  cavalry,  and  shall  be  required 
to  report  to  the  colonel  commanding  the  regiment  to  which  he  i» 
attached,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  the  moral  and  religions  con- 
dition of  the  regiment,  and  such  suggestions  us  may  conduce  to  the 
social  happiness  and  moral  improvement  of  the  troops. 

Seo.  10.  And  be  it  further  imacted^  That  the  general  commanding 
a  separate  department  or  a  detached  army,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  a  military  board  ur  commission  of  not  Idss  than  three  nor 
more  than  five  officers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  capa- 
city, qualifications,  propriety  of  conduct  and  efficiency  of  any  com- 
missioned officer  of  volunteers  within  his  department  or  army,  who 
may  be  reported  to  the  board  or  commission,  and  upon  such  report, 
if  adverse  to  such  officer,  and  if  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
United' States,  the  commission  of  such  officer  shall  be  vacated; 
Provided  always^  That  no  officer  shall  be  eligible  to  sit  on  such 
board  or  commission  whose  rank  or  promotion  would  in  any  way 
be  affected  by  its  proceedings,  and  two  members  at  least,  if  practi- 
cable, shall  be  of  equal  rank  of  the  officer  being  examined.  And 
when  vacancies  occur  in  any  of  the  companies  of  volunteer,  an  elec- 
tion shall  be  called  by  the  colonel  of  the  regiment,  to  fill  such  vacan- 
cies, and  the  men  of  each  company  shall  vote  in  their  respective 
companies  for  all  officers  as  high  as  captain,  and  vacancies  above 
captain  shall  be  filled  by  the  votes  of  the  commissioned  officers  of 
the  regiment,  and  all  officers  so  elected  shall  be  commissioned  by 
the  respective  Governors  of  the  States,  or  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  itfurtlier  enacted,  That  all  letters  written  by  sol- 
diers in  the  service  of  the  United  States  may  be  transmitted  through 
the  mails  without  pre-payment  of  postage,  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Post-office  Department  may  prescribe,  the  postage  thereon  to  be 
paid  by  the  recipients. 

Seo.  12.  And  be  it  fwHier  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be, 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  introduce  among  the  vol- 
unteer forces  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the  system  of  allot- 
ment tickets  now  used  in  the  navy,  or  some  equivalent  system,  by

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  ffouSe  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  services 
of  volunteers,  either  as  cavalry,  infantry  or  artillery,  in  such  num- 
bers as  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  may,  in  his  opinion,  de- 
mand, to  be  organized  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  the  twenty-second 
of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one;  Proinded,  That  the  num- 
ber of  troops  hereby  authorized  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  thou- 
sand I 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  volunteers  authorized 
by  this  act  shall  be  armed  as  the  President  may  direct:  they  shall 
be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  shall  be  upon  the 
footing,  in  all  respects,  with  similar  corps  of  the  United  States  army 
and  shall  he  mustered  into  the  service  for  "during  the  war." 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  shall  be 
authorized  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  for  the  command  of  the  volunteer  forces,  such  number  of 
major-generals  and  of  brigadier-generals  as  may,  in  his  judgment, 
be  required  for  their  organization.

An  Act  to  secure  to  the  Officers  and  Men  actually  employed  in  the  Western 
DepartmetU,  or  Department  of  the  MUsovrl,  their  Pay,  Bounty  and  Pension, 
approved  March  25,  1862. 

Be  i^  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatiues  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  allow  and  pay  to 
the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  who 
have  been  heretofore  actually  employed  in  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States,  whether  mustered  into  actual  service  or  not, 
where  their  services  were  accepted  and  actually  employed  by  the 
generals  who  have  been  in  command  of  the  Department  in  the 
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West,  or  the  Department  of  the  Missouri,  the  pay  and  bounty  as  in 
cases  of  regular  enlistment  ^ 

Sbo.  2.  And  be  it  furtJter  enacted^  That  the  officers  and  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians  and  privates  so  employed,  who  may 
have  been  wounded  or  incapacitated  for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to 
and  receive  the  pension  allowed  for  such  disability :  Provided,  That 
the  length  and  character  of  their  enlistment  and  service  be  such  va 
to  entitle  them,  under  existing  laws,  to  auch  pension. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  heirs  of  thoee  killed  in 
battle,  or  those  who  may  have  died  from  wounds  received  while -^o  in 
service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  bounty  and  pay  to  which  they 
would  have  been  entitled  had  they  been  regularly  mustered  into 
service ;  Provided,  That  the  bounty  and  pay  referred  to  in  this  act 
shall  not  be  payable  unless  their  term  of  enlistment  and  service  be 
of  such  duration  as  to  entitle  them  to  receive  the  same,  according 
to  existing  laws.

An  Act  to  Grant  PeH»utnii. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America -in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  army,  including 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or  petty 
officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotillaman,  marine, 
clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  other  person  in  the  na^'y  or  marine  corps, 
has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be  disabled  by  reason  of  any  wound 
received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of 
the  fact  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be 

1  By  a  resolution  of  July  12, 1862,  payments  under  this  act  are  suspended 
until  the  report  of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  investigate  claims  com- 
ing within  the  purview  of  this  act.  The  committee  are  required  to  report 
upon  th«  claims  of  persons  who  actually  served,  within  sixty  days  from 
the  time  of  their  appointment.

for  the  highest  rate, of  disab^itji  sao&  pension  as  is  hereinafter 
provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disahility  an  amount 
proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  commence  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  such  disability.  The 
pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned  oticers, 
musicians  and  privates  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  whether  re^lara,  volunteers  or  militia,,  and  i|i  the 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Lieutenant-colonel  and  all 
officers  of  a  higher  rank,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  major,  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month;  captain^  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first 
lieutenant,  seventeen  dolhurs  per  month ;  second  lieutenant,  fifteen 
dollars  per  month,*  and  noncommissioned  offioen^  musicians  and 
privates,  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability 
for  officers,  warrant  or  pet^  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Captain, 
commander,  surgeon,  paymaster  and  cbief  engineer,  respectively, 
ranking  with  commander  by  law,  lieutenant  commanding  and  master 
commanding,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master and  chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  with  lieutenant  by 
law,  and  passed  assistant  |urgeon,,tw^nty*five  dollars  per  month; 
professor  of  mathematics,  master,  assisCant  surgeon,  assistant  pay- 
master and  chaplain,  twenty  dollars  per  fnonth;  first  assistant 
engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  passed  midshipman, 
midshipman,  captains'  and  paymasters'  clerk,  second  and  third 
assistant  en^neer,  masters'  mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars  ^ 
per  month;  all  petty  officers  and  all  other  persons  before  named 
empk>yed  in  the  naval  serviee,  eight  dolUurs  pet  month;  and  all 
oommisuoiied  officers,  of  ^iik^f  s^ryioe,  shall  reoeiver^uqb  and  oidy 
Buch  pension  as  is  herein  provided  fo^  the  rank  in  whioh  they  hold 
commissions.

And  all  provisions  of  law  relating  to  volunteers  enlisted  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  for  three  years,  or  during  the  war, 
except  in  relation  to  bounty,  s&all  be,  and  the  same  are  extended  to, 
and  are  hereby  declared  to  embrace'  the  volunteers  to  be  raised  un-^ 
der  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sbo.  '^  And  he  it  furiher  enacted^  That;  for  the  purpose  of  fill- 
ing up  the  regiments  of  infantry  now  in  the  United  States  service, 
tho  President  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  accept  the  services 
of  volunteers  in  such  numbers  as  may  be  presented  for  that  purpose, 
for  twelve  months,  if  not  sooner  discharged.  And  such  volunteersi 
when  mustered  into  the  service,  shall  be  in  all  respects  upon  a  foot- 
ing with  similar  troops  in  the  United  States  service,  except  as  to 
service  bounty,  which  shall  be  fifly  dollars,  one  half  of  which  to  be  , 
paid  upon  their  joining  their  regiments,  and  the  other  half  at  the 
expiration  of  Uieir  enlistment 

OBNBEAL  OBSBRVATIONS. 

In  making  applioations  for  pensions  on  behalf  of  vol- 
unteers or  militia,  in  general,  the  aots  whiefa  shonld  be 
consulted  are  those  of  April  16, 1816 ;  March  16, 1802 ; 
January  11, 1812;  January  29, 1818,  and  March  8,1815 
(some  of  vrhich  will  be  found  noticed  under  t*tte  <*  Inva- 
lid Psirsiosrsr^BiauiiAii  Sskviob,''  Ofaapterlll,  8eotioxL 
I).  To  these  acts  all  cMihera  gravting  invfalid  pensidns 
have  eiUier  direct  or  intffeet  relation^  7he  first  tiro 
acts  named  have  the  most  general  application.  It'  has 
been  held  (Commissioner  Waldo,  February  4, 1864),  that 
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the  niUitta  of  the  several  States  sre  allowed  pensions  for 
injuries  received  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  only  under  act  of  April. 24, 1816. 

There  is  at  the  present  time  no. distinction  between* 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militiaj  so  fipur  as  relates  to  the 
rates  of  pensions  or  the  manner  of  obtaining  the  allow* 
ance  of  the  satno. 

For  pe.n^iona  in  cas'ea  arising  in  the  war  of  1861,  refer- 
ence must  be  had  to  the  act  of  July  14, 1862.

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CHAPTER   V. 

INVALID    EJlNSIONg.  . 

^HB  first  ^ct  ot  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
after  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  making  provision 
for  repelling  the  incursions  of  hostile  Indians,  was  that 
of  September  29, 1789,  entitled  ^^  an  act  to  recognize  and 
adapt  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United;  States.  t\te  eatab- 
lishinent  of  the  troops  raiered  under  the  re9<rlves- of  the 
United 'States  'in^  Gongt'esa  assembled;  Md  for  other  pui'- 
poses  therein  mentioned." '  This  act  authorised  the 
President  to  call  out  such  numbers  of  the  militia  of  the 
States  as  he  might,  at  any  |ime,  deem  necessary  to  pro- 
tect the  people  of  the  frontiers;  and  provides  that  their 
pay  and  subsistence  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the 
establishment;  but  makes  no  provision  for  pensions  in 
cases  of  disability. 

The  next-  act  was  that  of  March  5,  1792,  "  making 
further  and  more  effectual  provision  for  the  protection 
of  the  frontiers  of  the  United  States."^  This  adds  three 
regiments  to  the  regular  ,army,  to  continue  in  service 
three  years  or  until  peace  is  secured  with  the  Indian 
tribes ;  and  prescribes : 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  all  the  commissioned 
and  non-commissioned  officers,  priyates  and  musicians  of  the  said 
three  regimcDts  shall  take  the  same  oaths,  shall  be  governed  by  the

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Bane  roles  and  regolatioiu,  and,  in  eaaei  of  diaabilitiasy  shftll  re- 
ceive the  same  compeosatioDS,  as  are  described  in  tlie  before-men- 
tioned act,  entitled  "an  act  for  regulating  the  military  establish- 
ment of  flie  United  States."  > 

Tbe  President  was  empowered^  by  an  act  approved 
January  2, 1812,^  whenever  satisfactorily  advised  of  an 
actual  or  threatened  incursion  of  Indian  tribes  into  any 
State  or  Territory,  to  raise,  by  enlistment  or  the  accept- 
ance of  volunteers,  for  one  year,^  six^  companies  of 
rangers;  who;  in  cases  of  disability  nicurj*ed  in  the 
service,  were  provided  for  as  follows :

months  after  arriving  at  the  place  of  rendezvous,  unless 
sooner  discharged.  >  These  were  liable  to  be  <5aUed  out 
only  in  case  of  Indian  disturbaaces^  or  to  repel  invasions. 
Intalid  pensions  were  |)tfovidiBd  by  the  act  as  follows :

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•CHAPTER  Vr. 
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NATAL — ^INCLUDING  THB  KATT  PROPBR,  MARINES,  8BA*FBN0IBLB8,  PBITA- 
TBBBa   AND  BBTBNUB  0UTTBR8,  8IN0B  THB  RBTOLUTION.^ 

Thb  first  act  of  Congress,  under  the  constitution,  grant- 
ing naval  pensions,  was  that  of  July,  1797,  entitled  '*an  act 
providing  a  naval  armament/'^  This  provides  for  manning 
and  employing  the  frigates  United  States,  Constitution 
and  Constellation,  and  prescribes  the  number  and  rank 
of  the  officers,  and  the  number  of  marines,  seamen,  mid- 
shipmen and  ordinary  seamen  which  shall  be  employed 
on  the  several  classes  of  vessels  in  the  navy.  Section 
eleven  of  this  act  provides. 

Seo.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  marine  or  seaman,  belonging  to  the  navy  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  wounded  or  disabled,  while  in  the  line  of  his 
duty  in  public  service,  he  shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  the  invalids  of 
the  United  States,  at  such  rate  of  pay,  and  under  such  regulations 
as  shall  be  directed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States :  Pro- 
vided alwaySj  That  the  rate  of  compensation  to  be  allowed  for  such 
wounds  or  disabilities,  to  a  commissioned  or  warrant  officer,  shall 
never  exceed,  for  the  highest  disability,  h"alf  the  monthly  pay  of  such 
officer  at  the  time  of  his  being  so  disabled  or  wounded;  and  that  the 
rate  of  compensation  to  non-commissioned  officers,  marines  and  sea- 
men, shall  never  exceed  five  dollars  per  month :  And  provided  aUo^ 
That  all  inferior  disabilities  shall  entitle  the  person  so  disabled  to 
receive  an  allowance  proportionate  to  the  highest  disability.

makes  regnlations  for  the  distribution  of  prize  money ; 
and  provides  for  disabilities  incurred  in'  the  service,  as 
follows : 

Sbc.  8.  And  be  ii  furiher^  enacted^  That  every  officer,  seaman 
or  mariner  disabled  in  the  line  of  bis  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive, for  hb  own  life,  and  the  life  of  his  wife,  if  a  married  man  at 
the  time  of  receiving  the  wound,  one  half  his  monthly  pay.  * 

This  act  was  repealed  by  an  act  of  April  23, 1800  ;  ^.

The  act  of  April  33,  ISOd^  jaat  refarred  to^  is  ei^itfed 
^^an  act  for  the  better  government  of  the  natj  of  the 
United  States.'*  It  establishes  new  tulee  for  tiie  regala- 
tion  of  the  oondaet  of  officers  and  men,  while  on  ^ntj ; 
proTides  pensions  for  them  in  case  of  disability;  pre- 
scribes the  manner  in  which  prizes  sfaail  be  distributed; 
and  appropriates  the  moneys  accruing  to  the  United  Staftes 
from  the  sale  of  prizes  to  the  formation  of  a  fand  for  the 
payment  of  naval  pensions.  This  act,  in  all  its  provisions 
(except  as  to  the  management  of  navy  pension  fund),  is 
still  in  force  ;^  and  the  sections  which  follow  will  be  found 
to  possess  interest  and  importance. 

Ssa  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  proceeds  of  all  ships 
and  vessels,  and  the  goods  taken  on  board  of  them,  which  shall  be 
adjudged  good  prize,  shall,  when  of  equal  or  superior  force  to  the 
vessel  or  vessels  making  the  capture,  be  the  sole  property  of  the 
captors;  and  when  of  inferior  force,  8hf41  be  diTtd.44  equally  be^ 
tween  the  Unit^  States  and  the  officers  and,  men  making  the  cap- 
ture. 

Sho.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  prize  money,  be- 
longing to  the  officers  and  men,  shall  bei  distributed  in  the  follow- 
ing manner : 

1.  To  the  commanding  officers  of  fleets,  squadrons  or  single  ships, 
three  twentieths,of  which  the  commanding  officers  of  the  fleet  and

To  sea  lieutenants,  captains  of  marinf^s,  and  sailing  masters, 
two  twentieths;  but  where  there  is  a  oaptain,  without  a  lieutenant 
of  marines,  these  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  two  twentieths  and  one 
third  of  a  twentieth ;  which  third,  in  such  case,  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  share  of  the  officers  ni^entioned  in  article  No.  3  of  this 
sectioi;!. 

3.  To  chaplains,  lieutenants  of  marines,  surgeons,  pursers,  boat- 
swains, gunners,  carpenters  and  master's  mates,  two  twentieths. 

4  To  midshipmen,  surgeon's  mates,  captain's  clerks,  schoolmas- 
ters, boatswain's  mates,  gunner's  mates,  carpenter's  mates,  ship's 
stewards,  sailmakers,  masters-at-arms,  armorers,  cockswains  and 
coopers,  three  twentieths  and  a  half 

5.  To  gunner's  yeomen,  boatswain's  yeomen,  quartermasters, 
quartergunners,  sailmaker's  mates,  sergeants  and  corporals  of  ma- 
rines,, drummers,  fifers  and  extra  petty  officers,  two  twentieths  and 
a  half 

6,.  To  seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  marines,  and  all  other  persons 
doing  duty  on  board,  seven  twentieths. 

7.  Whenever  one  or  more  public  ships  or  vessels  are  in  sight  at 
the  time  any  one  or  more  ships  are  taking  a  prize  or  prizes,  they 
shall  all  share  equally  in  the  prize  or  prizes,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  men  and  guns  or  board  each  ship  in  sight 

No  commander  of  a  fleet  or  squadron  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  share  of  prizes  taken  by  vessels  not  under  his  immediate  oon^ 
mand ;  nor  of  such  prizes  as  may  have  been  taken  by  ships  or  ves- 
sels intended  to  be  place(l  under  his  command,  before  they  have 
acted  under  his  immediate  orders ;  nor  shall  the  commander  of  a 
fleet  or  squadron,  leaving  the  station  where  he  had  the  command, 
have  any  share  in  the  prizes  taken  by  ships  left  on  such  station, 
after  he  had  gone  out  of  the  limits  of  his  said  command. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  a  bounty  shall  be  paid 
by  the  United  States,  of  twenty  dollars,  for  each  perfion  on  board  any 
ship  of  an  enemy  at  the  commencement  of  an  engagement,  which 
shall  be  sunk  or  destroyed  by  any  ship  or  vessel  belonging  to  the 
United  States  of  inferior  force,  the  same  to  be  divided  among  the 
ofScers  and  crew  in  the  same  manner  as  prize  money. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  officer,  seaman  or 
marine,  disa,bled  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
for  life,  or  during  his  disability,  a  pension  from  the  United  States, 
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aeoordiiig  to  the  nstar^  %n<l  degx^e  of  his  disftbilftj,  not  exceeding 
one  hitlf  of  his  monthly  pay. ' 

8bo.  9.  And  b€  it  furiher  enaeUdy  That  all  money  aoeratng;  or 
which  has  already  acenied,  to  the  United  States  from  the  sale  of 
prizes,  shall  be  and  remain  forerer  a  fnnd  for  the  payment  of  pen* 
sion  and  half-pay,  should  the  same  be  hereafter  granted,  to  the  offi- 
cers and  seamen  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same ;  and  if 
the  said  fand  shall  be  insulBoient  for  the  pnrpose,  the  public  fhith 
is  hereby  pledged  to  make  up  the  defciency;  but  if  it  should  be 
more  than  sufficient,  the  surplus  s.han  be  applied  to  the  makiiig  of 
further  provision  for  the  comfort  of  the  disabled  officers,  seamen 
and  marines,  and  for  such  as,  though  not  disabled,  may  merit  by 
their  bravery,  or  long  and  faithful  services,  the  gratitude  of  their 
country. 

Sac.  10.  And  he  it  farmer  maeUd,  That  the  said  fund  shall  be 
under  the  management  and  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  Secretary  &f  War,  for  the 
time  being, '  who  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  any  sums  to 
which  the  United  States  may  be  entitled  from  the  sale  of  prizes,  and 
employ  and  invest  the  same,  and  the  interest  arising  therefrom,  in 
any  manner  which  a  majority  of  them  may  deem  most  advantage- 
oua    And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  lay  be-

*^  An  act  <Soncerning  letters  of  marque,  prizes  and  prize 
goods/'  approved  June  26,  1812/  authorizes  the  Presi- 
dent to  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  to  private 
armed  ships ;  and  provides : 

^Bo.  17.  Andheit  furiker  enaded,  That  two  per  centum  on  the 
net  amount  (after  deduoting  all  charges  and  expenditures)  of  the 
prise  money  arising  from  capti^red  vessels  and  cargoes,  and  on  the 
net  amonnt  of  the  salvage  of  vessels  and  cargoes,  recaptured  hj  the 
private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  Htates,  shall  he  secured  and  paid 
over  to  the  collector  or  other  chief  officer  of  the  customs  at  the  port 
or  place  in  the  United  States,  at  which  such  captured  or  recaptured 
vessela  may  arrive ;  or  to  the  oonsul  or  other  puhlic  agent  of  the 
United  States  restcKng  at  the  port  or  place,  not  within  the  United 
States,  at  which  snoh  captared  or  recaptured  vessels  may  arrive.

ceeding twenty  dollars  per  month;  to  lieutenants  and  sailing-master 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  dollars  each  per  month;  to  marine 
officer,  boatswMn,  gunner^  carpenter,  master  s-mate  and  prise-mas- 
ters, a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  each  per  month ;  to  all  olher 
officers  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight  dollars  each  per  month,  for  the 
highest  rate  of  disability,  and  so  in  proportion;  and  to  a  seaman,  or 
acting  as  a  marine,  the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month  for  the  highest 
rate  of  disability,  and  so  in  proportion ;  which  several  pensions  shall 
be  paid,'  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  out  of  the  fiind 
above  provided,  and  from  no  other. 

Section  three  requires  commanders  of  vessels  bearing 
letters  of  marque  to  keep  in  their  journals  lists  of  the 
names  and  rank  of  persons  disabled,  describing  the  na- 
ture and  extent  of  the  wounds  or  disabilities.

By  an  act  of  July  26, 1813,  entitled  ^^  an  act  to  author-, 
ize  the  raising  of  a  corps  of  sea-fencibles/'^  the  President 
was  authorized  to  enlist  for  one  year  as  many  companies 
of  sea-fencibles  as  he  might  deem  necessary,  not  exceed- 
ing ten.  These  were  to  be  employed  on  land  and  water 
in  defense  of  the  ports  and  harbors  of  the  United  States. 
Invalid  pensions  were  provided  in  cases  of  disability,  as 
follows : 

Sbo.  4.  And  he  tt  further  enaded^  That  the  officers,  warrant  ofloera, 
boatswains,  and  men,  raised  pursuant  to  this  act^  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  like  compensation  in  case  of  disability  incnrred  by  wounds  or 
otherwise  in  the  service  of  liie.  United  States,  as  officers,  warrant 
offiocrs,  and  seamen,  in  the  present  naval  establishment,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  which  have  been  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  for  the  government  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States. 

Sbo.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  and 
continue  in  force  during  the  present  war  between  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  their  territories,  and  the  united  kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  dependencies  thereof. 

This  act  was  repealed  by  act  of  February  27, 1815  ;* 
but  rights  acquired  under  its  provisions  remain  unaffected.

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may  be  vonnded  or  disabled  in  the  discharge  of  their  dntif  while 
oo-operating  with  the  navy  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  shaU  be  entitled  to  be  placed  on  the  navy  pension  list,  at  the 
same  rate  of  pension,  and  under  the  same  regulations  and  restrictions 
as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  the  officers  and  seamen  of  the  navy. 

The  second  section  of  ^'  an  act  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  navy  pensions,"  approved  August  16,  1841,* 
makes  the  following  provision  : 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  officer,  seaman  or 
marine,  entitled  to  a  pension  from  the  navy  pension  fund,  who  re- 
ceives pay  from  the  public  treasury,  shall  receive  more  from  the 
said  fund  than  is  sufficient  to  make  the  whole  amount  received  froin 
both  the  above-named  sources,  equal  to  the  pay  fixed  by  law  for  the 
grade  to  which  the  officer,  seoman  or  marine  may  belong  aa  an 
officer  in  the  services  in  which  he  may  be  engaged,  during  the  year, 
so  that  no  officer  shall  receive  pay  at  the  same  time  both  as  a  pen- 
atoner  and  an  officer  in  service.'  »

Under  this  provision  it  was  held  that 
an  officer  disabled  and  mustered  out  of  service,  and  afterwards  appointed 
battalion  paymaster,  was  entitled  to  both  pension  and  pay — the  latter  ap- 
pointment being  in  a  civil  branch  of  the  service.  Attorney-  General  Ibucey, 
November  1, 1848.    Naval  pensioners  can  receive  pay  and  pension  too^  pro- 
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A  rule  for  ascertaining  and  determining  the  rate  of 
pensions  to  naval  invalids  was  established  by  the  second 
section  of  ^^  an  act  making  an  appropriation  to  sapply  a 
deficiency  in  the  navy  pension  fund/'  approved  August 
23,  1842,^  which  enacts  : 

Ssa  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That And  all  pen- 
sions to  officers  and  seamen  in  the  naval  service  shall  be  regulated 
according  to  the  pay  of  the  navy  as  it  existed  on  the  first  day  of 
Jannary,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirfy-five.^

By  a  joint  resolution  of  August  10, 1848,^  Congress 
placed  such  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  marine  corps 
as  served  with  the  army  in  Mexico,  upon  the  same  foot- 
ing, in  respect  to  bounty  land  and  invalid  pensions,  as 
officers  and  men,  according  to  grade,  in  the  army.  That 
portion  of  the  resolution  which  relates  to  this  subject  is 
as  follows :

artificers  and  laborers  of  the  ordnance  corps  serving  in  said  war, 
be  placed,  in  all  respects  as  to  bounty  land  and  other  remuneration,' 
in  addition  to  ordinary  pay,  on  a  footing  with  the  officers,  non-com- 
missioned officers,  privates  and  musicians  of  the  army :  Provided^

WAR  OP  18«1. 

The  second  proclamation  of  the  President,  calling  forth 
troops  to  engage  in  suppressing  the  rebellion  in  a  portion 
of  the  Southern  States,  is  dated  May  8,  1861;  and 
directs,  among  other  things,  for  the  enlistment,  for  not 
less  than  one  nor  more  than  three  years,  of  eighteen 
thousand  seamen,  in  addition  to  the  force,  then  consti- 
tuting the  naval  establishment  of  the  United  States.  This 
proclamation  will  be  found  in  fhll  on  page  57. 

An  act  of  July  14, 1862,  grants  pensions  to  invalids, 
who  become  so  by  service  in  the  war  for  the  Union,  as 
follows : 

An  Act  to  Or  ant  Pensions, 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentativesqf  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  if  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  army,  including 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or  petty 
officer,  musioian,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  fiofcillaman,  maii^juie, 
clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  other  person  in  the  navy  or  marine  corps, 
has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  ei^teen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be  disabled  by  reason  of  any  wound 
received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  uid  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of 
the  fact  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  bb  are  dr  may  be 
provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of 
invalid  pensions  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to  receive, 
for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  hereinaflber 
provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability  an  amount 
proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  oommenee  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  oontinue  during  the  existence  of  sueh  disabilify.  The 
pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  the 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  Lieutenant^olonel  and  all 
9 
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0fi«6n  of  »  higber  rank,  tfaiffy  dollars  per  Montii;  major,  twenty* 
fiye  dollars  per  month;  captain,* twenty  dollars  per  month;  first 
lieutenant,  seyenteen  dollars  per  month;  second  lieutenant,  fifteen 
dollars  per  month;  and  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  • 
privates,  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability 
for  officers,  waxrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Captain, 
commander,  surgeon,  paymaster  and  chief  engineer,  respectively, 
ranking  with  commander  by  law,  lieutenant  commanding  and  master 
commanding,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  Hentenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master and  chief  engineer,  respectively,  lanking  with  lieutenant  by 
law,  and  passed  assistant  siiige<m,  twenty*five  dollars- per  month; 
professor  of  mathematics,  master,  assistant  surgeon,  assistant  pay- 
master and  chaplain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first  assistant 
engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  passed  midshipman, 
midshipman,  captains'  and  paymasters'  clerk,  second  and  third 
assistant  engineer,  masters'  mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  doUars 
per  month;  all  petty  officers  and  all  other  persons  before  named 
employed  in  the  naval  service,  eight  dollars  per  month;  and  all 
commissioned  officers,  of  either  service,  shall  receive  such  and  only 
such  pension  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold 
commissions. 

SeetioB  six  prescribes  fees  x>{  attorneys  fear  obtaining 
pensioiis,  pay,  ete. 

Section  seven  fixes  penalty  for  making  overcharges  of 
fees. 

SRa  10.  And  be  U  further  enacted^  That  the  pilots,  engineers,  sail- 
ors and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  vessels  of  the  United' 
States,  who  have  not  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  (iie  same  bounty  allowed  to  per- 
sons of  corresponding  rank  in  the  naval  service,  provided  they  con- 
tinue in  service  to  ihe  close  of  the  present  war;  aad  all  persons 
serving  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  maybe  wounded  or  inciqpiaci- 
tated  for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  stich  disability  ^e 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  those  of  like  rank, 
and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  according  to  ear- 
responding  rank  in  the  naval  service:  PtmaiAed^  That  no  person 
receiving  pension  or  bounty  under  the  provinons  of  this  act  shall 
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recei?e  either  pension  or  bounty  for  any  other  service  in  the  present 
war.

A  joint  resolution  of  July  16, 1862,  extends  the  benefits 

of  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  to  the  masters  serving  on  the 
United  States  gunboats,  as  follows :

"  An  act  for  the  better  government  of  the  navy  of  the 
Uaited  States,"  approved  July  17, 1862,  contains,  among 
other  provisions,'  the  following : 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  fwr^hft  enactedj  That  the  proceeds  of  all  ships 
and  vessels,  and  the  goods  taken  on  board  of  them,  which  shall  be 
adjudged  good  prize,  shall,  when  of  equal  or  superior  force  to  the 
vessel  or  vessels  making  the  capture,  be  the  sole  property  of  the 
captors;  «.nd  when  of  inferior  force,  shall  be  divided  equally  between 
the  United  States  and  the  officers  and  men  making  the  capture. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  prise  money  belonging 
to  the  officers  and  men* shall  be  distributed  in  the  following  manner: 

Fir$t  To  the  commanding  oificer  of  a  fleet  or  squadron,  one 
twentieth  part  of  all  prize  money  awarded  to  a  vessel  or  vessels 
under  his  immediate  command. 

Second*  To  the  commander  of  a  single  ship,  one  tenth  part  of  all 
prize  money  awarded  to  the  shl^  under  his  command,  if  such  ship, 
at  the  time  of  making  the  capture,  was  under  the  immediate  com- 
mand of  the  commanding  officer  of  a  fleet  or  squadron,  and  three 
twentieths  if  his  ship  was  acting  independently  of  such  superior 
officer. 
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Third.  The  share  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fleet  or 
squadron,  if  any,  and  the  share  of  the  commander  of  the  ship, 
being  dedact«d,  the  residue  shall  be  distributed  and  ^portioned 
among  all  others  doing  dutj  on  board,  and  borne  upon  the  books, 
according  to  their  respective  rates  of  pay  in  the  service. 

Fourth.  When  one  or  more  vessels  in  the  navy  shall  be  Tvithin 
signal  distance  of  another  making  a  prize,  all  shall  share  in  the 
prize,  and  money  awarded  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  several  vessels,  according  to  the  rates  of  pay  of  all 
on  board  who  are  borne  upon  the  books,  afler  deducting  one  twen- 
tieth to  ihe  fla^ffieer,  if  there  be  any  soeh  «nlitied  to  share. 

Fifth.  No  commander  of  a  fleet  or  squadron  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  share  of  prices  taken  by  'Vessels  not  under  his  imme- 
diate command;  nor  of  such  prizes  as  may  have  been  taken  by 
ships  or  vessels  intended  to  be  placed  under  his  command,  before 
they  have  acted  under  his  immediate  orders;  nor  shall  a  oommander 
of  a  fleet  or  squadron,  leaving  the  station  where  he  had  the  command, 
have  any  share  in  the  prizes  taken  by  ships  left  on  such  station  after 
he  has  gone  out  of  the  limits  of  his  said  command,  nor  after  he  has 
transferred  his  command  to  a  successor. 

Sixth.  No  officer  or  other  person  who  shall  have  been  temporarily 

absent  on  duty  from  the  vessel,  on  the  books  of  which  he  continued 

to  be  borne  while  so  absent^  shall  be  deprived,  in  consequence  of 

~  such  absence,,  of  Any  prize  money  to  which  he  would  otherwise  be 

entitled. 

Sbc.  6.  4ni  he  it  further  enacted^  That  any  armed  vessel  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  which  shall  make  a  capture,  or  assist  in 
a  capture,  under  circumstances  which  would,  entitle  a  vessel  of  the 
^  navy  to  prize  money,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  award  of  prize  money 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  vessel  beloi^ged  to  the  navy;  and 
such  prize  money  shall  be  distributed  and  apportioned  in  the  same 
manner  iuid  under  the  s^me  rules  and  regulations  as  provided  for 
persons  in  the  naval  service,  and  paid  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Seo.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  money  accruing  or 
which  has  already  accrued  to  the  United  States  from  sale  of  prizes, 
shall  be  and  remain  forever  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  pensions  to 
the  officers,  seamen  and  marines  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
same ;  and  if  the  said  fund  shall  be  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  the 
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public  faith  is  hereby  pledged  to  make  up  the  deficiency ;  bat  if  it 
should  be  more  than  sufficient,  the  surplus  shall  be  applied  to  the 
making  of  further  provision  for  the  comfort  of  the  disabled  officers^ 
seamen  and  marines. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  officer,  seaman  or 
marine,  disabled  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
for  life,  or  during  his  disability,  a  pension  from  the  United  States, 
according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  his  disability,  not  exceeding, 
in  any  case,  his  monthly  pay. 

8bo.  20.  And  he  it  furUier  enacted^  That  all  provisions  of  previous 
laws,  which  are  inconsistent  with  those  of  this  Act,  Bfaall  be  and  are 
hereby  repealed. 

GENERAL    OBSERVATIONS. 

The  act  to  which  reference  must  be  had  in  general,  in 
making  applications  for  pensions  for  invalids  of  the  navy 
proper,  is  that  of  April  23,  1800.  To  this  act,  also,  the 
act  of  April  18^,  1814,  granting  invalid  pensions  to  oflScers 
and  seamen  on  board  revenue  cutters  co-operating  with 
the  navy;  the  act  of  February  13,  1813,  granting  like 
pensions  to  privateers,  and  the  act  of  July  26,  1813, 
granting  like  pension^  to  sea-fencibles,  relate.  The  rate 
of  pensions  to  invalids  under  these  several  acts,  is  regu- 
lated according  to  the  pay  of  the  navy  as  it  existed 
January  1,  1835. 

Pensions  are  granted  to  invalid  engineers,  firemen  and 
coal-heavers  of  the  navy  who.  have  become  disabled  since 
August  31,  1842.  The  rate  of  pensions  is  fixed  by  the 
granting  act,  August  11,  1848. 

Invalid  pensions  to  the  marine  corps  are  governed  by 
the  laws  relating  to  army  invalid  pensions. 

Seamen  enlisted  under  the  President's  proclamation  of 
May  3, 1861,  and  others  in  the  naval  service,  in  the  war 
of  1861,  are  entitled  to  the  beinefits  of  the  acts  of  July 
14, 1862,  and  July  17, 1862,  in  case  of  disability  incurred 
in  the  service.     (The  acts,  ptoclamation^  and  orders  of 
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the  President  respecting  the  army  and  navy,  and  calling 
oat  militia  and  volunteers,  were  legalized  by  act  of 
August  6, 1861.    U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  xii,  326).

In  preparing  a  declaration  under  the  act  of  July  14, 
1862,  it  may  be  well  to  refer  to  the  forms  given  in  the 
former  part  of  this  section,  as  the  regulations  under  other 
laws  are,  in  substance,  the  same  as  under  this,  and  useful 
suggestions  may  be  derived  from  such  reference. 

For  Kegulatioks  and  Forms  relating  to  Powers  of 
Attorney,  see  Chapter  XVI. 

Form  of  Surgeon^  AffidaviL 

If  the  claimant  for  a  pension  has  not  been  examined, 
and  the  degree  of  his  disability  certified,  before  his  dis- 
charge, by  a  navy  surgeon,  and  if  the  certificate  of  a  navy 
surgeon  or  a  board  of  survey  is  not  obtainable,  on  satis- 
factory explanation  of  this  fact,  he  may  produce  the  affi- 
davit of  two  surgeons  reputable  in  their  profession,  and 
certified  as  such  by  the  magistrate  before  whom  their 
statement  is  sworn  to,  in  accordance  with  the  following 
form :

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CHAPTER   Vn. 

GRATUITOU-S    PENSIONS. 
SECTION  I. 

WAR  OF  THE  REVOLUTION — ^MILITARY  AND  NAVAL. 

As  AN  inducement  to  the  commissioned  officers  of 
the  revolutionary  army  to  remain  in  the  service  until 
the  close  of  the  war,  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the 
Continental  Congress,  on  the '15th  day  of  May,  1778, 
promising : 

Eesolntdk^  unanimouslyt  That  all  military  oQcers  conuuissioned  by 
Congress,  who  now  are  or  hereaHier  may  be  in  the  aervice  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  continue  therein  during  the  war,  and  not 
hold  any  office  of  profit  under  these  States  or  any  of  them,  shall, 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  be  entitled  to  receive,  annually,  for 
the  term  of  seven  years,  if  they  live  so  long,  one  half  of  the  present 
pay  of  such  officer:  Provided^  That  no  general  officer  of  the  cavalry, 
artillery  or  infantry  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  more  than  the  one 
half  part  of  the  pay  of  a  colonel  of  such  corps,  respectively:  Axd 
provided^  That  this  resolution  shall  not  extend  to  any  officeiMn  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  unless  he  shall  have  taken  an  oath  of 
'allegiance  to  and  shall  actually  reside  within  some  one  of  the 
United  States. 

The  half-pay  promised  by  this  resolution  is  a  bounty 
rather  than  a  pension ;  but  as  it  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
pensionj  and,  quasi^  a  gratuity y  it  is  introduced  here  as 
its  most  appropriate  place.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
several  of  the  resokitions  which  immediately  follow. 

The  resolution  of  May,  1778,  it  will  be  observed,  re- 
lates only  to  officers  of  the  army^  commissioned  by  Con- 
gress.    Naval  officers  seem  to  have  been  overlooked. 
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Measnrea  haying  been  taken  by  Oongresa  to  reduoe 
and  regulate  the  tamj^  ^  preamble  and  reaolntioh  were 
adopted,  October  8, 1780,  which  provide : 

And  whereas,  by  the  forogoiiig  ammgeiiiQat)  many  desemog  officers 
must  become  Bapemamevary,  and  it  ie  proper  that  regard  be  had 
to  them: 

Besob>ed^  That  fiom  the  time  the  reform  of  the  army  takes  plaoe, 
'  they  be  entitled  to  half-paj  £<xk  seyen  year?,  in  specie  or  othev  cur- 
rent money  equivalent,  and  also  grants  of  land  at  the  dose  of  the 
war,  agreeably  to  the  resolution  of  the  16th  of  September,  1776.^ 

By  a  resolution  of  October  21, 1780,  half*pay  for  life 
was  promised  to  officers  who  should  remain  in  the  service 
to  the  close  of  the  war. 

A  resolation  of  January  17, 1781^  grants  half-pay  pen- 
sion for-life  to  certain  oflSoers  in  the  hospital  department 
and  medical  staff;  and  introduces  a  new  rule  for  deter'* 
mining  the  rate.     It  is  as  follows : 

Resolved^  That  sJl  officers  in  the  hospital  department  and  medical 
staff  hereinafler  mentioned,  who  shall  continue  in  service  to  the  end 
of  the  war,  or  be  reduced  before  that  time,  as  supernumeraries,  shall 
be  entitled  to  and  receive  during  life,  in  lieu  of  half-pay,  the  folio w- 
ii^,  viz:  The  director  of  the  hospital,  equal  to  the  half-pay  of  a 
lieutenant-cqlonel ;  chief  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  army  and 
.  hospitals,  and  hospital  physiciapis  and  surgeons,  purveyor,  apothecary 
and  regimental  surgeons,  each  equal  to  the  half-pay  of  a  captain. 

The  several  Stales  were,  by  a  supplementary  resolu- 
tion, recommelided  to  pay  these  pensions  annually,  and 
to  draw  upon  the  "  Superintendent  of  Finance  "  for  the 
repayment  of  the  sums  advanced. 

Half-pay  having  been  regarded  in  an  unfavorable  light, 
and  the  officers  of  the  army  having  memorialized  Con- 
gress on  the 'subject,  resolutions  were  adopted,  on  the 
22d  day  of  March,  1783,  allowing  full  pay  for  five  years

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in  lies,  of  hfttf-ptj  for  life  to  sach  effcers  aa  might  dect 
to  recttiqrfi  jtiofa  ct)iiimiitii4ioft« .  Tbeae  ^eaolutions  are  aa 

follows: 

1.  M^okf6dj  I'hal  «iioh  offioem  m  bm  aow  in  fl«i*^toe,  and 
)  simfi  eontmne  ttiereki  to  t^e  end  of  tbe  war,  bIiMI  be  entitled  to 

receive  the  mnount  of  five  years'  full  pay  in  money,  or  secarities  on 
iatereBt  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  Omgress  shall  find  most  con- 
venient, instead  of  the  hal^pay  promised  for  lfiPe't)y  the  resolution 
of  the  21st  day  of  October,  1780;  the  said  secoritieB  to  be  sneh  as 
shall  be  given  to  other  creditors  of  the  United  States :  Frcmded, 
It  be  at  the  option  of  the  lines  of  tbe  respective  States,  and  not  of 
officers  individually  in  those  lines,  to  accept  or  refuse  the  same :  And 
provided^  also^  That  their  election  shall  be  signified  to  Congress 
through  the  commander-in-chief,  from  the  lines  under  his  immediate 
command,  within  two  months,  and  through  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  southern  amy,  from  those  under  bis  command,  within,  six 
months  from  the  date  of  this  resolution. 

2.  The  same  commutation  shall  extend  to  the  corps  not  belonging 
to  the  lines  of  particular  States,  and  who  are  entitled  to  half-pay  for 
life,  as  aforeHaid;  the  acceptance  dr  refusal  to  be  determined  by 
corps,  and  to  be  signified  in  the  same  manner  and  within  the 'same 
time  as  above  mentioned. 

3.  That  all  officers  belonging  to  the  hospital  department,  who  are 
entitled  to  half-pay  by  the  resolution  bf  the  ITth  day  of  Januai^r, 
1781,  may  collectively  agree  to  accept  or  refuse  the  aforesaid  com- 
mutation, signifying  the  same  through  the  commander-in-chief  within 
six  months  from  this  time ;  that  such  officers  as  have  retired  at  different 
periodfl,.enjtid6d  to  half-pay  far  Hfe,  may  coUeetiFely,  in  each  state  in 
which  they  are  inhabitants,  acceptor  refuse  the  same ;  their  accept- 
ance or  refusal  to  be  signified,  by  agents  authorized  for  that  purpose, 
within  six  months  from  this  period:  that  with  respect  to  such  retiring 
officers,  the  commutation,  if  accepted  by  them,  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
whatever  may  new  be  dne  them  since  the  time  of  their  retiring  from 
service,  as  w^  at  what  might  hereafter  become  due;  and  that  so 
soon  as  their  acceptance  shall  be  signified,  the  superintendent  of 
finance  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  take  measures  for  the  settle- 
ment of  their  accounts  accordingly,  and  to  issue  to  them  certificates 
bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent.:  that  all  officers  entitled  to  half-pay 
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for  life,  not  iiKduded  in  tii«  preeeding  resolution,  may  also  eoUeo- 
tivelj  agree  to  acceptor  refuet  the  afor«8aid  eommutation,  fiigniffing 
&e  same  within  six  months  from  this  time.^ 

By  resolution  of  January  26, 1784,  Congress  refused 
to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  to 
any  officer  or  ckss  of  offi^^ers  not  expressly  designated 
therein. 

All  the  preceding  reselotiofts  are  pntctically  repealed, 
having  become  obsolete  by  subsequent  and  more  favor- 
able legislation;  but  they  belong  to  the  history  and 
exhibit  the  growth,  of  the  system  of  grs^tuitous  pensions 
in  the  United  Statefi,  and  could  not,  therefore,  with  pro- 
priety, have  been  omitted  from  this  compilation. 

Before  March  18,  1818,  thfe  payment  of  money,  in  th*e 
form  of  gratuities  for  eminent  services  rendered  in  de- 
fense of  the  cotfntry,  was  by  law  restricted  to  certain 
army  officers  of  the  revolution.  NavaL  officers,  marines, 
seamen,  non-comffiissibned  officers  of  the  army,  and 
private  soldiers,  who  served  in  the  same  war,  were  not 
admitted  to  a  participation  in  the  benefits  thus  conferred. 
But  an  act  of  the.  last-mentioned  d«4;e,  entitled  '^  an  act 
to  provide  for  oertain  persons  engaged  in  the  land  and 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  in  the  revolutionary 
war,"*  in  a  measure  destroyed  the  unwarrantable  dis- 
tinctions which,  up  to  that  period,  had  been  made  in  the 
bestowal  of  the  nf^tional  bounty.    This  act  is  as  follows : 

Be  it  enaded  hy  ike  Senate  emd  Mouee  &f  BepreemtltiHvee  of  ^  United 
States  of  America  in  Oongrese  meenMedj  That  «vevy  oommissioDed

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officer,  non-oommiBsioned  officer,  miwiciaii  and  private  soldier,  and 
all  officers  in  the  hospital  department  and  medical  staff,  who  served 
in  the  war  of  the  revolution  until  the  end  thereof,  or  for  the  term 
of  nine  months  or  longer  at  any  period  of  the  war,  on  the  continental 
establishment,  and  every  commissioned  officer,  non-commissioned 
officer,  mariner  or  marine,  who  served  at  the  same  time  and  for  a 
like  term  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  who  is  yet  a 
resident  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  is  or  hereafter,  by 
reason  of  his  reduced  fiironmatanoes  in  life,  fhall  be  in  need  of 
assistance  from  his  country  for  support,  and  shall  have  substantiated 
his  claim  to  a  pension  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed,  shall 
receive  a  pension  f)rom  the  United  States:  If  an  officer,  of  twenty 
dollars  *  per  month  during  life ;  if  a  non-commissioned  officer, 
musician,  mariner,  marine  or  private  soldier,  of  eight  dollars  per 
month  during  life:  Frpindidt  No  penson  shal]  be  entitled  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  until  he  shall  have  jelinquished  his  claim  to  every 
pension  heretofore  allowed  him  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States.^ 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  eruid^,  That  to'  entitle  any  person  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall  tnake  a  declaration,  under  oath  or 
affirmation,  befors  the  district  judge  of  the  United  States  of  the 
district,  or  before  any  judge  or  cour^  of  record  of  the  county,  State 
or  territory  in  which  the  applicant  shall  reside,  setting  forth,  if  he 
belonged  to  the  army,  the  company,  regiment  and  line  to  which  he 
belonged,  the  time  he  entered  the 'service,  atid  the  time^and  manner 
of  leaiving  the  service;  aihd  in  case  he  belonged  to  the  navy,  a  like 
declaration,  setting,  forth  the  name  of  the  vessel  and  partioalar  ser^ 
vice  in  which  he  was  employed,  and  the  time  and  ^auner  of  leaving 
the  service,  and  shall  offer  such  other  evidence  as  may  be  in  his 
power;  and  on  its  appearing,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  judge, 
that  the  applicant  served  in  the  revolutionary  war,  as  aforesaid, 
against  the  common  enemy,  he  shall  certify  and  transmit  the  testi- 
mony in  the  case  and  the  proceedings  had  thereon  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  War,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  if  satisfied  the 
applicant  comes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  place  such  officer,

And  he  it/utih/er  enactedy  That  ev^rj  pension  by  virtue  of 
this  act  shall  commence  on  the  day  that  the  declaration  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section,  shall  be  made.' 

Sec.  4.  Ard  he  it  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  no  sale,  transfer  or  mortgage,  of  the  whole,  or  any 
piurt,  of  the  pension  payable  in  pursuance  of  this  act)  shall  be  valid ; 
and  any  person  who  shall  swear  or  affirm  falsf  ly  in  the  premises, 
and  be  thereof  convicted,  shall  suffer  as  for  willful  and  corrupt 
perjury. 

The  benefits  of  the  proviai^Q^  af  this  act  ajre  limited, 
as  will  be  seen,  to  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  continental 
line,  and  officears^  seamen  and  marines  belomging  to  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States.  State  and  independ- 
ent troops  are  not  embraeed  in  these  terms. 

An  act  was  subsequently  (May  1,  1820),^  passed  re- 
quiring every  person  applying  for  or  reoeiTing  a  pension 
under  the  act  of  .!A|[adrch  18,  1818,  to  exhibit  a  sworn 
schedule  of  his  whole  estate  and  income,  and  an  affidarit  to 
the  effect  that  he  had  not,  in  any  manner  disposed  of  his 
property,  or  any  part  of  it,  with  the  intention  of  bring- 
ing himself  within  the  provisions  of  the  last-named  act, 
and  that  he  had  no  property,  securities  contracts  or  debts, 
or  income,  except  what  was  contained  in  his  schedule. 
A  copy  of  this  schedule  was  to  be  certified  by  the  Glerk 
of  the  Court  before  which  the  schedule  should  be  exhibited,

Upon  receipt  of  the  certified  schedule  the  Secretary  of 
War  was  required  to  strike  from  the  pension  list  the  name 
of  any  person  who^  in  his  opinion,  did  not  require  the  as- 
sistance of  the  government  in  supporting  himself.^  "  Pro- 
vided, That  every  person,  who  shall  have  been  placed  on 
the  pension  list  in  consequence  of  disabiUty,  from  known 
wounds  reo^ved  in  the  revolutionary  war,  and  who  shall 
have  relinquished  such  pension  in  order  to  avail  themselves 
{9ic)  of  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  who  by  virtue  of  this  section,  may 
be  stricken  from  the  pension  list,  shall  be  forthwith  re- 
stored to  the  pension  so  relinquished/' 

The  At^erney^General  (Wirt)  having  decided  that  no 
andHxriity  eopsted  for  restoring  to  the  pension  rolls  the 
names  of  such  indigent  persons  as  were  stricken  off  by 
the  Sfiovetary,  snd  Vrbo,  upon  subsequent  proof  being 
made  wteie  leimd  to  be  entitled  to  relief,  Congress,  by  net 
of  March  1,  1823,'  made  provision  for  such  cases,  and 
audierized  their  restoration  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  act 
of  March,  1818. 

The  act. of  March  1, 1828,  also  provided  that  in  case  a 
claimant,  by  reason  of  great  bodily  infirmity,  was  unable 
to  exhibit  his  schedule  in  open  Court,  a  Judge  or  Justice

It  also  provided  that  all  pensions  under  the  act  of 
March  18,  1818,  and  the  acts  amendatory  and  supple- 
mental thereto,  should  commence  from  the  time  of  com* 
pleting  the  proof* 

Thus  the  law  remained  until  May  15,  1828-,  when 
another  act  was  passed,  enlarging  still  further  the  bounty 
of  the  government  to  the  heroes  of  the  revolution.  This 
act  is  entitled  ^^  an  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  army  of  the  revolution.''  ^ 

This  act  is  as  follows  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  each  of  the  surviving 
officers  of  the  army  of  the  revolution,'  in  the  continental  line,  who 
was  entitled  to  half-pay  by  the  resolve  of  October  twenty-first,  seven- 
teen hundred  and  eighty,  be  authorized  to  receive  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,'  the  amount  of  his  flltl 
pay  in  said  line,  according  to  his  rank  in  the  line,  to  begin  on  the 
third  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  to 
continue  during  his  natural  life :  Provided^  That  under  this  act  no 
officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  larger  sum  than  the  full  pay  of 
a  captain  in  said  line> 

8Ba  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  any  of  said 
officers  has  received  money  of  the  United  Staties,  as  a  pensioner, 
since  the  third  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-six,  aforesaid,  the  sum  so  received  shall  be  deducted  from 
what  said  officer  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  under  the  first  sec-

full  monthly  pay  in  said  service,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated;'  to  begin  on  the  third  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  t6  (jontinne  during 
his  natural  life :  Providedy  ttiat  no  non-eommissioned  oflioer,  musi- 
cian or  private  in  said  army,  who  is  now  on  the  pension  list  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act' 

Ssa  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  pay.allowed  by  this  act 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  be  paid 
to  the  officer  or  soldier  entitled  thereto,  or  to  their  authorized  attor-

Sbc.  5.  And  be  it  further  encxted,  That  so  much  of  said  pay 
as  accrued  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  before  the  third  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  shall  be  paid  to  the  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  entitled  to  the  same,  as  soon  as  may  be,  in  the 
manner  and  under  the  provisions  before  mentioned;  and  the  pay 
which  shall  accrue  dfber  said  day  shall  be  paid  semi-annually,  in  like 
manner,  and  under  the  same  provisions. 

This  act  is  also  restricted  in  its  operation — ^the  benefits 
of  its  proyisions  being  limited  to  ofScers  and  soldiers  in 
the  continental  line,  who  served  during  the  war.    Naval 
officers,  marines,  seamen,  State  troops,  etc.,  are  not  em- ., 
braced  within  its  terms. 

But  justice,  though  ^ardy,  came  at  last.  An  act  ap-  * 
proved  June  7, 1882,  entitled  ^^  an  act  supplementary  to 
the  *  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  surviving  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  revolution,' "  *  swept  away  all  invidious 
distinctions  in  dispensing  the  benefactions  of  government, 
and  placed  all  who  served  their  county,  for  at  least  six 
months  in  the  war  of  the  revolution,  in  the  land  or  naval 
forces,  without  regard  to  the  line  of  service^  upon  an 
equal  footing. 

This  act  is  as  follows :

And  14  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  said  pay 
as  accrued  before  the  approval  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  per- 
son entitled  to  the  same,  as  soon  as  may  be,  in  the  manner,  and  un- 
der the  provisions  above-mentioned;  and  the  pay  which  shall  accrue

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Shc.  5.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  Hiat  the  officero,  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  mariners  or  marines,  who  served  for  a  like  term  in 
the  naval  service,^  durbg  the  revolutionary  war,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  this  act,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  army  of  the  revolution. 

GfeNBRAL  OBSSKVATIOVS. 

The  acts  to  which  reference  should  be  had,  in  preparing 
applications  for. pensions  for  revolutionary  soldiers,  are 
those  of  March  18,  1818,  May  15,  1828,  and  June  7, 
1832.  The  first  named  act  is  applicable,  only,,  to  persons 
in  indigent  circvimstances,  who  served  in  the  continental 
line,  or  in  the  naval  service.  Applications  should  not  be 
.  made  under  thiis  act,  unless  unavoidable,  as  the  act  of 
June  7,  1832,  is  much  more  favorable  to  the  applicant.^ 
The  act  of  May  15, 1828,  applies  to  persons — officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  army,  but  not  of  the  naval  forces — who 
served  in  the  continental  line  during  the  entire  war>  It 
extends  to  field  and  line  officers,  major  and  brigadier- 
generals,  directors  of  the  hospital,  chief  physicians  and 
surgeons  of  the  ariny  or  hospital,  hospital  physicians,, 
surgeons,  purveyors  and  apothecaries,  and  regimental 
surgeons.  No  other  staff  officers  are  entitled  to  its  benefits. 
The  act  of  June  7, 1832,  has  the  widest  application.  This 
embraces  every  description  of  persons  belonging  either 

or  ao  increase  of  pension,  to  the  children  or  otlier  descendants  of  a  person 
who  served  in  the  revolution,  or  of  his  widow,  when  the  soldier  or  his 
widow  died  without  having  established  a  claim  to  a  pension.

3  It  is  more  favorable  in  this  :  at  least  nine  months'  service  must  be 
proved,  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  March  18,  1818;  and  under  this 
law  a  pension  commences  at  the  tim^  When  tlM  proof  is  completed.  Under 
the  act  of  June  7, 1832,  pensions  commence  from  March  4, 1831.  In  the 
latter  case  the  pension,  though  smaller  for  each  year,  would  be  much  greater 
tM  the  aggregate,  on  account  of  the  accumulation. 
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to  the  land  or  naval  forces,  whether  serving  as  regulars, 
state  troops,  Indian  spies,  volunteers  or  militia ;  and  who 
served  for  at  least  six  months,  in  one  or  more  tours. 
Those  who  served  two  years  in  all,  are  entitled  to  full 
pay,  during  life ;  but  in  no  case  can  this  exceed  the  pay 
of  a  captain  in  the  line.  A  service  of  less  than  two  years, 
and  not  less  than  six  months,  entitles  the  claimant  ta  pay 
for  life,  proportioned  in  equal  ratio,  to  the  term  served. 
Persons  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  May  15, 1828, 
are  not  entitled  to  pensions  under  the  aet  of  June  7, 1832. 

Invalid'pensioners  of  the  revolution  are  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  acts  of  May  15,  1828,  and  June  7,  1832, 
without  relinquishing  their  pensions  as  invalids. 

Foreign  officers  are  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
acts  of  May  15,  1828,  and  June  7,  1832. 

Applications  for  gratuitous  pensions  must  be  made  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  to  whom  all  letters  and 
papers  should  be  addressed.  Postage  on  letters  to  him, 
upon  official  business,  need  not  be  paid. 

SECTION    II. 

REGULATIONS   AND   FORMS   FOR  OBTAINING  GRATUITOUS   PENSIONS   FOR 
SURVIVORS  OF  THE  REVOLUTION. 

As  the  act  of  June  7,  1882,  is  more  favorable  to  claim- 
ants, at  the  present  time^  than  that  of  March  18,  1818,  it 
is  not  deemed  necessary  to  provide  forms  to  be  used  in 
making  applications  under  the  latter  act. 

Nor  is  it  deemed  necessary  to  insert  a  series  of  forms 
applicable  to  the  act  of  May  15,  1828;  as  it  is  not  prob- 
able that  any  claims  under  this  act  remain  unadjusted. 

The  following  regulations  govern  applications  for  pen- 
sions under  the  act  of  June  7,  1832. 
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Department  of  War,  June  27,  1332. 

The  following  regulations  hare  been  adopted  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  for  carrying  into  effect  the  act  of  Congress  passed  June  7, 1832, 
entitled  '*  an  act  supplementary  to  *  an  act  for  the  relief  of  the  sur- 
viving officers  and  soldiers  of  the  revolution.'  " 

This  law  has  been  construed  to  extend  as  well  to  the  line  as. to 
every  branch  of  the  staff  'of  the  army,  and  to  include,  und&r  the 
terms  ** continental  line,*'  "State  troops,"  "militia"  and  "volun- 
teers," all  persons  enlisted,  drafted,  or  who  volunteered,  and  who 
were  bound  to  military  service ;  but  not  to  thos^  who  were  occa- 
sionally employed  with  the  army  upon  civil  contracts,  such  as  clerks 
to  commissaries  and  to  storekeepers,  etc.,  teamsters,  boatmen,  etc. 

Four  general  classes  of  cases  are  embraced  in  this  law : 
I.  The  regular  troops. 

ir.  The  State  troops,  militia  and  volunteers. 
.  III.  Persons  employed  in  the  naval  service. 

IV.  Indian  spies. 
^  I.  As  rolls  of  the  regular  troops  in  the  revolutionary  war  exist 
in  this  department,  all  persons  claiming  the  benefit  of  this  law,  as 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  or  privates,  will,  in 
the  first  instance,  make  application  by  transmitting  the  following 
declaration  [see  No.  1,  page  123],  which  will  be  made  before  a  Court 
of  Record  of  the  county  where  such  applicant  resides.  And  every 
Court  having,  by  law,  a  seal  and  clerk,  is  considered  a  Court  of 
Record. 

If,  on  examination  of  the  proper  record,  the  names  of  applicants 
making  this  declaration  [No.  1,  page  123]  can  not  be  found,  they  will 
receive  detailed  instructions  respecting  the  nature  and  form  of  the  tes- 
timony they  must  produce,  to  be  placed  on  the  pension  roll.  As  the 
presumption  will,  in  such  case,  be  against  the  applicants,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  omission  of  their  names  in  the  muster  rolls,  they  will  be 
required  to  furnish  as  near  as  may  be,  the  same  evidence  as  has  here- 
tofore been  required  by  the  regulations  and  practice  adopted  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  IS,  1818,  and  the 
acts  supplementary  thereto,  with  such  relaxations  as  have  been  from 
time  to  time  sanctioned  by  the  Department,  on  account  of  the  rapid 
decrease  of  the  survivors  of  the  revolutionary  army,  and  the  conse- 
quent difficulty  of  procuring  direct  positive  testimony  in  every  case. 

Whenever  an  officer,  or  non-commissioned  officer  is  now  in  the 
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receipt  of  a  pension,  lie  should  make  application^  if  he  should  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act,  by  letter  merely,  setting  forth  his 
rank,  4ind  the  regiment,  corps  or  vessel  in  which  he  served,  and  his 
present  place  of  residence.  His  pensiod  certificate  must  accompany 
his  letter. 

In  those  cases  where  the  applicants  have  once  been  on  the  pen- 
sion roll,  under  the  act  of  March  18,  1818,  and  have  been  dropped 
therefrom  on  account  of  property,  or  from  any  other  reason ;  or, 
when  the  application  has  been  made  under  the  act  of  May  15, 1828, 
and  the  evidence  of  service  is  in  the  Department;  or,  having  made 
application  and  proof  of  service,  and  having  been  rejected,  instead 
of  the  declaration  before  mentioned,  they  will  make  a  statement,  set- 
ting forth,  under  oath,  their  having  been  previously  on  the  pension 
roll,  and  their  having  been  struck  from  the  same,  showing  their 
rank,  regiment,  corps  or  vessel,  in  which  they  served,  their  present 
place  of  residence,  when  the  first  application  was  made,  or  of  their 
application  under  the  act  of  15th  May,  1828. 

In  a  case  where  a  claima.nt  may  make  personal  application  ai 
this  Department,  and  can  produce  satisfactory  proof  of  service,  and 
of  his  identity,  also,  at  the  scat  of  Government,  he  may  make  his 
declaration  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

IL  The  case  of  the  State  troops,  volunteers  and  militia,  is  differ- 
ent. There  are,  in  the  Department,  no  rolls  of  the  State  troops, 
except  those  of  Virginia;  and  no  rolls  of  militia  except  those  of  New 
Hampshire. 

Applicants  who  served  in  the  State  troops  of  Virginia,  and  appli- 
cants who  served  in  the  militia  of  New  Hampshire,  will  be  required 
to  produce  the  same  proof  as  is  prescribed  for  those  who  served  upon 
the  continental  establishment  But  with  respect  to  the  other  State 
troops  and  militia,  there  is  no  record  to  advert  to,  and  no  presump- 
tion to  be  rebutted.  The  nature  of  the  case,  therefore,  demands  a 
different  rule  of  proceeding. 

Every  applicant  who  claims  a  pension  by  virtue  of  service  in  the 
State  troops,  volunteers  or  militia,  except  as  is  above  provided,  will 
make  and  subscribe  t|ie  following  declaratioa  [See  No.  2,  page 
126.] 

The  form  of  the  proceedings,  and  of  the  certificates,  will  be  so 
varied  as  to  meet  the  case,  when  the  declaration  is  made  out  of 
Court,  before  a  Judge,  as  heretofore  provided  for. 
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Erery  applicant«will  produce  the  best  proof  in'  his  power.  This 
is  the  original  discharge  or  commission ;  but  if  neither  of  these  can 
be  obtained,  the  party  will  so  state  nnder  oath;  and  will  then  pro- 
care,  if  possible,  ike  teslSmony  of  at  least  one  credible  witness, 
stating,  in  detail,  his  personal  knowledge  of  the  services  of  the  ap- 
plicant, and  snch  cirenmstances  connected  therewith  «as  may  hare  a 
tendency  to  throw  fight  upon  the  transaction. 

1  f  such  surviving  witness  con  not  be  found,  the  applicant  will  so 
state  in  his  declaration ;  and  he  will  also,  whether  he  produce  such 
evidence  or  not,  proceed  to  relate  all  the  material  facts  which  may 
be  useful  in  the  investigation  of  his  claim,  and  in  the  comparison 
of  his  narrative  with  the  events  of  the, period  of  his  alleged  service, 
ae  they  are  known  at  the  Department  A  very  full  account  of  the 
services  of  each  person  will  be  indispensable  to  a  favorable  action 
on  his  case.  The  facts  stated  will  afford  one  of  the  principal  means 
of  corroborating  the  deelaratioB  of  the  applicant,  if  true,  or  of  de- 
tecting the  imposition,  if  one  be  attempted ;  and  unless,  therefore, 
these  aro  amply  and  dearly  set  forth,  no  ^vorable  decision  can  be 
expected.  All  applicants  will  appear  before  some  Court  of  Record  in 
the  county  in  which  they  reside,  and  there  subscribe  and  be  sworn 
to  one  of  the  declarations  provided,  according  to  the  nature  pf  his 
case. 

The  Court  will  propound  tiie  following  interrogatories,  to  all  ap- 
plicants for  a  pension,  on  account  of  service  in  the  militia,  State 
troops  or  volunteers,  except  die  militia  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the 
State  troops  of  Virginia : 

1.  Where,  and  in  what  year  were  yo«  born? 

2.  Have  you  any  record  of  your  i^je ;  and  if  so,  where  is  it  ? 

3.  Where  were  you  living  when  called  into  service;  where  have 
you  lived  since  the  revolutionary  war;  and  where  do  you  now  live  ? 

4.  How. were  you  called  into  service;  were  yon  drafted;  did  you 
volunteer,  or  were  you  a  substitute ;  and  if  a  substitute,  for  whom  ? 

»  5.  State  the  names  of  some  of  the  Regular  officers  who  were  with 
the  troops  where  you  served  ;  such  continental  and  militia  regiments 
as  you  can  recollect ;  and  the  general  circumstances  of  your  service  ? 
6.  To  an  Officer. — ^Did  you  ever  receive  a  commission ;  and  if  so, 
by  whom  was  it  signed ;  and  what  has  become  of  it  ?  lb  a  Soldier. — 
Did  you  ever  receive  a  discharge  from  the  service ;  and  if  so,  by 
whom  was  it  given ;  and  what  has  become  of  it? 
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7.  State  the  names  of  peraons  to  whom  you  are  known  in  your 
present  neighborhood,  and  who  ean  testify  as  to  your  character  for. 
veracity,  and  their  belief  of  your  service  as  a  soldier  of  the  revolution. 

The  Court  will  see  that  the  answers  to  &ese  questions  are  em- 
bodied in  the  declaration,  and  they  are  requested  to  annex  their 
opinions  of  the  truth  of  the  statement  of  the  applicant 

The  applicant  will  further  produce  in  Court,  if  the  same  ean  be 
done,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  without  too  much  expense  and  in- 
convenience to  him.  twarespectable  persons  (one  of  whom  should  be 
the  nearest  clergyman,  if  one  lives  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
such  applicant),  who  can  testify  from  their  acquaintance  with  him, 
that  they  believe  he  is  of  the  age  he  represents,  and  that  be  is  re- 
puted and  believed  in  the  neighborhood  to  have  been  a  revolutionary 
soldier,  and  that  they  concur  in  that  opinion.  If  one  of  these  per- 
sons is  a  clergyman,  the  Court  will  so  certify ;  and  they  will  also 
certify  to  the  character  and  standing  oT  other  persons  givnig  such 
certificates. 

The  traditionary  evidence  of  service  is  deemed  very  important,  in 
the  absence  of  any  direct  proof,  except  the  declaration  of  the  party; 
and  the  Courts  are  requested  to  be  very  particular  in  the  inquiry 
whether  the  belief  is  general,  and  whefiier  any  doubts  have  ever  ex- 
isted on  the  subject  To  require  from  the  applicants  positive  proof 
of  service  from  a  contemporary  survivor,  would,  aflber  the  lapse  of  so 
many  years,  be  to  deprive  many  of  them  of  the  benefit  of  the  law ; 
and  as  no  presumption  is  raised  against  the. militia  by  the  existence 
of  rolls  in  the  Department,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  this  requisi- 
tion should  be  extended  to  them.  On  the  other  hand,  to  receive  the 
declaration  of  the  parties  as  a  sufficient  ground  for  placing  them 
upon  the  pension  rdl,  without  corroborating  circumstances,  would 
be  to  open  the  Treasury  tb  great  frauds.  A  just  medium  seems  to 
present  the  beet  rule  for  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of  Congress. 
If  the  two  persons  whose  certificates  are  required  can  not  be  pro- 
duced in  Court  wiUiout  too  much  inconvenience  and  expense  to  the 
-  applicant,  then  the  statement  of  the  facts  and  opinions  above  men- 
tioned will  be  made  under  oath,  before  some  Judge  or  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  the  certificate  of  the  Court  to  the  situation  and  credibil- 
ity of  the  persons  making  the  statement  will  be  given.  Applicants 
unable  to  appear  in  Court  by  reason  of  bodily  infirmity,  may  make 
the  declaration  before  required,  and  submit  to  the  examination  be- 
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fore  a  Judge  or  Justice  of  a  Ck>urt  of  Beeord  of  the  proper  oounty, 
and  the  Judge  or  Justice  will  execute  the  duties  which  the  Court  is 
herein  requested  to  perform,  and  will  also  certify  that  the  applicant 
can  not,  from  bodily  infirmity,  attend  the  Court 

Whenever  any  official  act  is  required  to  be  done  by  a  Judge  or 
Justice  of  a  Court  of  Record,  or  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Secretary  of  State  or  Territory,  or  of  the  proper  Clerk 
ef  the  Court  or  county^  under  his  seal  of  office  will  be  annexed, 
stating  that  such  person  is  a  Judge  or  Justice  of  a  Court  of  Beeord, 
or  a  JuBtiee  of  the  Peace,  and  the  signature  annexed  is  his  genuine 
signature.

Each  of  these  two  latter  classes  of  cases  will  produce  proof  as 
nearly  as  may  be^  conformably  to  the  preceding  regulations,  and  au- 
thenticated in  a  similar  manner,  with  sueh  variations  as  the  different 
nature  of  the  service  may  require.  No  pigments  can  be  made  on 
accouBi  of  the  services  of  any  pereon  who  may  have'died  before  the 
taking  effect  of  the  aet  of  June  7,  1832;*  and  in  case  of  death  sub- 
sequent thereto,  and  before  the  declaration  herein  required  is  made, 
the  parties  interested  ^rill  transmit  such  evidence  as  they  can  pro- 
cure, taken  and  authenticated  before  a  Court  of  Record,  showing  ^ 
the  services  of  the  deceased,  the  period  of  his  death,  the  opinion  of 
the  neighborhood  respecting  such  services,  the  title  of  the  claimant 
and  the  opinion  of  the  Court  upon  the  whole  matter. 

By  the  resolution  of  Congress  of  the  14th  July,  1832,  the  time 'of 
imprisonment  as  a  prisoner  of  War  shall  be  taken  and  computed  as 
a  part  of  the  period  of  service,  in  the  execution  of  the  act  of  June

It  is  importent,  in  all  oases,  to  determine  with  precision  the  period  for 
which  each  applicant  served,  and  the  particular  rank  be  held,  as  the  law 
directs  the  pension  to  be  paid  according  to  the  grade  of  the  pensioner,  and 
the  length  of  his  service.  The  use  of  the  phrase  about  three  or  four  months, 
is  too  indefinite,  and  all  such  qualifying  expressions  are  objectionable. 
Some  persons  who  apply  for  pensions  merely  stete  that  they  served  two 
years  in  the  milifia,  etc.,  without  specifying  the  tours,  the  names  of  the 
officers  and  other  partienlars  respecting  their  service.  ,Tbis  form  of  a  de« 
claration  is  highly  objectionable.  It  must,  in  every  case,  be  clearly  shown 
under  what  officers  the  applicant  served ;  the  duration  of  each  term  of  en- 
gagement; the  particular  place  or  places  where  the  service  was  performed;

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CHAPTER  VnL 

GRATUITOUS    PENSIONS. 
SECTION  I. 

WIDOWS   AND   ORPHANS — REVOLUTIONARY   WAR. 

All  pensions  to  widows  and  orphans,  whether  in  the 
form  of  full  or  half-pay  for  a  term  of  years  or  for  life,  are 
mere  gratuities,  and  will  be  so  considered  in  this  com- 
pilation. 

The  provisions  of  the  resolution  of  the  Continental 
Congress,  passed  May  15, 1778,^  granting  half-pay  for 
seven  years  to  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  army, 
were,  by  a  resolution  of  August  24,  1780,  extended  to 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  those  officers  who  had  died, 
or  might  die,  in  the  service,  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  resolcition  of  the  15th  day  of  May,  1778, 
granting  half-pay  for  seven  years  to  the  oftcers  of  the  army  who 
should  continue  in  serrice  to  the  end  of  the  war,  be  extended  to  the 
widows  of  those  officers  who  hare  died,  or  shall  hereafter^die,  in  the 
service ;  to  commenoe  from  the  time  of  such  officers'  death,  and 
continue  for  the  term  of  seven  years;  or,  if  there  be  no  widow,  or  in 
case  of  her  death  or  intermarriage,  the  said  half-pay  be  given  to  the 
children  of  the  officer  dying  as  aforesaid,  if  he  shall  have  left  any; 
and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  respective 
States  to  which  such  officers  belong,  to  make  provision  for  paying 
the  same,  on  account  of  the  United  States. 

This  resolution  makes  provision  for  half-pay  for  seven 
years  to  the ^ widows  and  orphans  of  commissioned  officers 
of  the  continental  line  only. 

No  further  general  legislation  was  had  upon  the  sub-

resolation,  when  the  act  of  July  4«  1836,^wa8  passed.  This 
act  is  of  so  much  importance  that  it  is  here  given  entire.

Be  it  enaUed  by  ike  Senate  and  House  of  Ee^ffreaenlatioes  of  the 
Untied  States  of  Amtriea  in  Qmgre»9  aa^emhled,  Thai  when  any 
officer,  non-commissioned  offitcer,  n^asioiaQi  or  private  of  the  militia, 
including  rangers,  sea-fencibles  an4  volunteers,  shall  have  died  while 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  since  the  twentieth  of  April, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  or  who  shall  have  died  in  oonse 
qnence  of  a  wound  received  while  in  the  service,  since  the  day 
aforesaid,  and  shall  have  left  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child,  or 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  such  vridow,  or,  if  no  widow, 
such  child  or  children,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  half  the  monthly 
pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  or 
receiving  aueh  wound,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five  years ;  and 
in  case  of  the  death  or  marriage  of  the  said  widow  before  the  ez« 
piration  of  said  five  years,  the  half-pay  for  the  remainder  of  time 
shall  go  to  the  children  of  the  said  decedent ;  Provided^  That  the

last  period  of  his  service,  such  widow  shall  be  entitled  to  receive

In  all  cases  where  the  husband  was  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  any  of 
the  revolutionary  pension  acts,  until  the  time  of  his  death,  the  pension  of 
the  widow,  under  the  act  of  July  4,  1836,  can  only  commence  from  the 
date  of  her  husband's  death.     IBtd. 

The  word  children,  under  the  act  of  June  7, 1832,  and  its  supplements, 
embraces  the  grandchildren  of  Ike  deoeaeed  pensioner,  whether  their  patents 
died  before  ec  after  hie  deeeafle,  and  they  are  entitled,  per  ttirpM,  to  a  distri- 
bative  share  of  the  deeea#ed  pvent's  pension. —  WnUau  ^taL  v.  QUtpuei  aL, 
19  Howard's  Reports,  355. 

As  the  act  of  1837  removed  the  objection  to  a  second  marriage,  and  al- 
lowed the  pension  to  the  widow  although  she  married  again,  provided  she 
was  a  widow  on  the  4th  of  July,  1836,  and  as  the  resolution  of  July  7, 
1838,  removes  the  impediment  to  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  husband,  I 
think,  a  just  construction  of  the  resolution,  when  taken  in  connection  with 
former  acts,  will  embrace  the  widows  of  revolutionary  officers  and  soldiers 
who  married  a  second  time;  whenever  they  shUl  again  become  widows^ —

The  act  of  Ju^  7,  1838,  was  tntanded  to  provide  -peBeione  for  widowg  ' 
who  were  not  embraoed  in  the  ihltd  seoUon  of  the  aet  of  Jaly  4^  1836,  or 
other  prior  lawfli.    AUomey-  Qeneral  Butler,  August  24, 1838. 

1  This  was  renewed  for  one  year  from  MaTeh  4,  X843,  by  an  act  of  March 
3, 1843  (U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  t,  647),  and  for  four  additional  years 
from  March  4,  1844,  by  act  of  June  17,  1844  (U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  such  widows  as  have  been 
admitted  by  special  acts  of  Congress  to  the  benefit  of  the  pension 
act  approved*  the  seiieath  i(i»y  of  Jaly,  one  tkooflswi  eight  bundred" 
and  tbirty-eightf  w  to  th&A>0D0fit  of  the  act  44^proved  the  aeventeenth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  shall  be 
entitled,  and  shall  be  admitted  to  the  benejt  of  this  act ;  subject, 
however,  to  the  rules,  limitations,  and  restrictions  in  and  by  said  acts 
prescribed.  ^ 

An  act  containing  still  more'  liberal  prOTisions  was 
passed  Jii\f  39, 1848.^  This  aot  is  entitled  *'  all*  act  for 
the  relief  of  certain  stirviring  widows  of  officers  tod  sol- 
diers of  the  revolutionary  army,"  and  provides : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representative^  of  the' 
^  United  States  of  America  iV»  Oongres9  cessemMedj  That  th^  widows^of 
all  officers,  non-comniissiened'oAeeiv,  mttsiefans;  soldlefto,  mariners  or 
marines,  ot  Indian  spies  who  shall- have  served  hi  the  continental  line, 
Htate  troops,  Yolunteers,  militia,  or  in  the  naval  service,  in  the  revolu* 
tionary  war  with  Great  Britian,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  pension  during 
each  widowhood,  of  equal  anonnt  -per  annum  that  their  husbands 
would  hare  been  entitled  to,  if  living,  under  existing  pension  laws ;  to 
commence  on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
eight,  and  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  that  other  pensions  are 
paid  to  widows ;  but  no  widow  now  receiving  a  pension  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  furthef  pension  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  and  no  widow  married  after  tlie  first  day  of  tfanuaty,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  pension  under 
this  aot 

Section  two  makes  void  any  assignment  or  transfer  of 
a  pension  granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and

the  existing  regulations  goyeming  ^)plieations  for,  snd 
the  payment  of,  pensions  shall  apply  to  cases  under  the

Section  three  provides  that  the  act  shall  take  effeet  im- 
mediately. 

With  the  seoond  section  of  an  act  of  Febmary  8, 1863, 
*^  to  continue  half-pay  to  certain  widows  and  orphans/'  ^  the 
boonty  of  Congress  to  this  class  of  beneficiaries  cnlmi- 
nated,  and  the  last  distinction  between  the  widows  of  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  of  the  revolution  was  removed.  This 
second  section  is  found  in  strange  company  (the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  act  continuing  for  five  yeiurs,  half-pay  to  the 
.widows  and  orphans  of  certain  soldiers  who  served  after 
the  revolution),  but  is  not  the  less  operative.  Il  is  as 
follows : 

Skl  Z  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  tlie  widows  of  all  officerst 
non-commissioiied  officers,  nosioians,  and  pmates  of  the  revola- 
Uoiiazy  army,  who  were  married  subsequent  to  January,  A.  D.  eigh- 
teen hundred,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  pension  in  the  same  manner  as 
those  who  were  married  before  that4ate.^ 

Section  three  of  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  the  army  for  the  year  ending  June  80, 1855, 
approved  August  5,  1854,'  provides  : 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  act  approved  September 
twenty-eight,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  entitled  "an  act 
granting  bounty  land  to  certain  oficers  and  soldiers  who  have  been 
engaged  in  the  military  serviee  of  the  United  States,"  the  act  ap- 
proved March  twenty-second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
two,  entitled  **  an  act  to  make  land  warrants  assignable,  and  for 
other  purposes; "  and  the  act  approved  February  third,  one  thou- 
-, — — . ,

TUb  proviuon  ii?»6  MiboeqaeMtly  {aet  ^  Febraary  28, 
1855'),  exteaded  to  the  wi<|owft4>f  aaT^l  oficera,  aarinea, 
and  seamen,  as  follows : 

Sks;  3.  Afid  he  U  /m^Amr  temitkd,  Thai  the  w«le««of  the  effioors, 
aon-eommiasioned  officeors,  mariuea  or  mariners  who  «enred  in  the 
navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  revolutionary  war,  and  who 
were  married  since  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred,  shall 
be  entitled  to  pensions  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent^ 
88  the  #i4ow0  of  the  effcers  and  soldiers- of  the  army  of  ihe  reTolo- 
tion,  under  the  second  section  of  the  e^  of  Febfuaiy  thM,  osteon 
hundred  and  fi%-three. 

Bj  an  acl  of  April  2, 1862,  tli«  ehildreti  and  otker  de- 
sceadants  of  persona  wbo  earved  in  ike  rovolation  are 
precluded  from  elaimuig  a  penaioa  or  imorease  of  pension 
by  reason  of  such  services,  where  the  solfiier  or  his  widow 
died  without  egtablishing  a  claim  to  %  pension.  This  act 
is  as  follows :

•  Thiei  ttty  ih  Ha  tttrn,  bis*  retrbspeotiyo  reialaon  to  the 
act  of  Jfiii^7,  ISdB/gradtivg  p^hstona  to  (smmyDra  of  the 
revolution,  - 

'  A  widow  oan'etaim  a  penaion:  under  the  act  of  July  4, 
1836,  only  when  her  husband,  were  he  still  living,  would 
be  entitled  to  such  pension ;  and  it  is  the  amount  to  which 
he  would  be  entiitled^  if  living,  which;  gov^rna  the  rate  of 
penaioAtohai*  .  This  aet.Mnuta  its  beaefita  to  auch  widows 
as  were  manried  •before  Ike  expiration -of  the  Jrasband's  last 
term  of  service ;  but  by  act  of  March  8, 1887,  this  was 
extended  *to  widows  married  before  November  S,  1783, 
and  to  -such  ks  bad-married  the-  seeond  time,  and  were 
again  i^idows*,  at  ihe  passage  of  the  act*  This  was  still 
further  extended*  by  the  joint  resolution  of  July  7,  1838, 
which  allowed  tk^se  widows  wliose  httsftanda  had  died 
since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  July  4,  1886,  or  who 
might  afterwards  die,  to  claim  the  benefits  of  that  act. 

An  act,  passed  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  resolution 
was  adaptedf^gav^to  thoao,  widows  who.  were  married  after 
the  expdratton  of  tbe  hii8bMd!>8>iaai  tovaa  of  aervice,  and 
before  January  1,- 1704]  the  eame  peneion,  for  five  years^ 
from  March  4, 1886,  which  the  hu^ands,  if  living,  might 
claim  under  the  act  of  June  7,  1832. 

This  allowance  of  halfrpfty  ,wa^  fjxt^ndecl.  five  .years 
from  March  4, 1843,  by  acts  of  March  3, 1843,  and  Jane 
17, 1844.  A  joint  resolution  of  Maroh  8, 1851,  extended 
the  benefits  of  the  last-named  acts,  and  of  the  act  of  June 
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7, 1838>  lo  widows  ivhosehasbaddil  died  after  the  passage 
of  said  sets,  but  not  to  iaelude  any  portbon  of  time'  for 
which  the  husband  re«ei1red  a  peasion^    The  acta  ^f  1848  ~ 
andl£44v  just  itefeiredito  grant  ao  original  pension.  They 
mere)y'«onttnU6'the  paymoKt  of  peosions-aiveidy  granted. 

An  act  of  Aagust  Sid*,  1842,  provides  that  the  second 
marrisige  of  a  widow. shalbnot  bar  her  right  to  a  pension 
under  the  act  of  Ji^y:?,  ISftB,  if  riie  be  a  widow  at  the 
time  she  niakes  application  for  a  pension. 

By  jomt  rosolntie*  of  Avgust  16^  1^4d,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  beaeatirf  of  the  act  of  JUy  7$  1686,  should  not  be 
withheld  from  a  widow  whose  kuslMmd  died  after  June  7, 
1832,  aikd  befere  July  7,  1838. .  This  wasy  howerer,  re* 
strioted  by^  aot  ef  April  30, 1844^  which  provided  that  no 
pension  should  be  granted  to  a  widow  for  the  <sanie  tiUe 
her  husband  reeeived  one. 

The  act  of  February  2,  i848f  ga^e  for  life,  to  'Such 
widows  as  were  married  bc&re  January  1, 1794;  thfe  pen- 
sions which  their  h«flba«dBfff  Jiving 'srt 'the 'time  of  the 
application/iaight  claim  und^rthe  act  of  Jsrae  7, 1882; 
to  comoience'on  t&e  4tfa  day  of 'March,  1948. 

The  act  of  Jaly  2&,  1848,  granted^  pensions  during 
widowhood  to  the  widows-  of  aU  persons  who  served  in 
the  army  or  navy  during  tbe^revoiatioa,  whether  as  offi- 
cers, amsicians,  soldiers;  mariners^- miriiwt,  or  ladfian 
spies,  in  the  eontinentai  li»e.  State  troops,  volunteers  or 
militia,  at  th^  samie  rates  which  their  husbandiT,  If  living, 
might  claim  under  existing  laws;  but  no  widow,  then  re- 
ceiving a  peirsion,  nor  any  widow  married  after  January 
1, 1800,  coald  daiih  such  pension. 

The  restriction  aia  to  time  of  marriage  was  removed  by 
act  of  February  3,  1852;  as  to  a  second  marriage  by  act 
of  August  5, 1854,  and  by  act  of  February  28,  1865,  the- 
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benefits  of  the  act  of  February  8, 1858,  were  extended 
to  the  widows  of  those  who'ser^d  in  the  naTj  of  the 
United  States  daring  the  war  of  the  rerolation. 
-  To  sum  up  these  laws,  the  result  will  be  found  to  be, 
that  the  widews  of  all  commissioned  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  musicians,  soldiers,  and  Indian  spies  of 
the  army*  whether  belonging  to  the  continental  line, 
State  troops,  Tolunteers  or  militia;  and  the  officera,  sea- 
men and  marines  of  the  navy,  during  the  revolution,  wJio 
served  at  least  siK  modtha^  are  entitled  to  the  same 'pen- 
sions, during  widowhood,  which  their  husbands  might 
claim  under  any  existing  laws,  if  living.  And  this  claim 
may  be  made  by  a  widow,  although  married  a  second 
time,  provided  she  be  a  widow  at  the  time  of  making  the 
applieation. 

The  act  of  July  29, 1848,  may  be  considered  as  most 
favorable  to  widows,  as  this  may,  in  some  cases,  yield 
them  a  greater  pension  than  any  other  law.  It  can  in  no 
case  yield  a  Jess  pension,  as  the  applicant  has  the  entire 
range  of  laws  granting  pensions  to  those  who  served  in 
the  revolution,  from  which  to  select  one  under  which  her 
husband,  if  living,  might  claim  his  pension. 

Under  the  act  of  April  2,  1862,  no  further  claim  for  a 
pension  or  increase  of  a  pension  can  be  presented  by  the 
children  or  other  desoendants  of  revolutionary  worthies, 
when  the  claim  to  such  pension  was  not  established  by  the 
soldier  or  his  widow,  before  their  death.  This  virtually 
cuts  off  all  claims  on  the  part  of  children  of  such  persons ; 
as  there  remains  but  the  bare  possibility  that  Amounts  may 
be  due  heirs  upon  pension  claims  established  by  their  an- 
cestors  before  death,  which  have  remained  unsettled.  For 
the  manner  of  applying  for  the  payment  of  such  sums  claim* 
ants  are  referred  to  the  title  ^^  Arrbars  of  Pensions/' 
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ACT  OP  JULY  4,  1836. 

Pension  Office,  July  9, 1836. 
In  order  to  canrj  into  effect  the  «ot  of  Congress  of  the  4th  of 
July,  1836,  entitled  "  an  act  granting  half-pay  to  the  widows  or  or« 
phans,  where  their  husbands  and  fathers  have  died  of  wounds  re- 
ceived in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  in  certain  cases 
and  for  otlier  purposes,"  the  following  rules  have  been  prescribed!  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  adopted  by  the  Secretary  of 
War ;  and  they  are  now  published  for  the  information  of  applicants 
under  that  law : 

1.  Applicants  under  the  first  section  of  the  act  must  produce  the  . 
best  proof  the  nature  of  the  case  will  allow  as  to  the  service  of  the 
deceased  officer  or  soldier,  the  time  when  he  died,  and  the  com- 
plaint of  which  he  died,*  and  the  supposed  cause  of  his  disease. 
It  must  be  clearly  shown  in  what  company  and  regiment,  or  corps,  • 
he  served,  and  the  grade  he  held.'  Such  proof  must  be  had,  either 
from  the  records  of  the  War  Department,  the  muster  rolls,  the  testi- 
mony of  commissioned  officers,  or  the  affidavits  of  persons  of  known 
respectability.  From  simflar  sources  evidence  must  be  derived  as 
to  tiie  period  and  cause  of  the  death  of  the  officer  or  soldier. 

2.  nie  legality  of  the  marriage,  name  of  the  widow,  with  those 
of  her  children  who  may  have  been  under  sixteen  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  the  father's  decease,'  with  the  State  or  Territory  and 
county  in  which  she  and  they  reside,  should  be  established.  The 
legality  of  the  marriage  may  be  ascertained  by  the  certificate  of  the 
clergyman  who  joined  then  in  wedlock,^  or  the  testimony  of  re- 
spectable persons  having  knowledge  of  the  fact  The  age  and  num- 
ber of  children  may  be  ascertained  by  the  deposition  of  the  mother, 
accompanied  by  the  testimony  of  respectable  persons  having  knowl- 
edge of  them,  or  by  transcripts  from  the  parish  registers  duly  authen-

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ticated.  The  widow,  at  the  time  of  allowing  the  half-pay,  or  placing 
her  on  the  list  for  it,  must  show  that  she  has  not  again  married ; 
and  must,  moreover,  repeat  this  at  the  time  of  receiving  each  and 
every  payment  thereof;  because,  in  case  of  her  marrying  again,  the 
half-pay  to  her  ceases,  .and  the  half-pay  for  the  remainder  of  the  time 
shall  go  to  the  child  or  phildren  of  the  decedent  This  may  be  done 
by  the  affidavits  of  respectable  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  case. 

3.  In  cases  where  there  are  children,  and  no  widow,  their  guardian 
will,  of  course,  act  for  them  and  establish  their  claims  as  prescribed 
in  the^bregoing  regulations,  and  receive  their  stipends  for  them. 

4.  Applicants  under  the  second  section  of  the  law  will  make  a 
declaration  before  a  court  of  record,  setting  forth,  according  to  the 
best  of  her  (or  their)  knowledge  or  belief,  the  names  and  rank  of  the 
field  and  company  officers,  the  day  (if  possible)  and  ^he  month  and 
year  when  the  claimant's  husband  or  father  (as  the  case  may  be) 
entered  the  service,  and  the  time  when  he  lefl  the  same;  and, 
if  under  more  than  one  engagement,  the  claimant  must  specify  th^ 

^  particular  periods,  and  the  rank  and  names  of  the  officers  under  whom 
the  service  was  performed^  the  town  or  county  and  State  in  which 
the  claimant's  husband  or  father  resided  when  he  entered  the  ser- 
vice ;  whether  he  was  drafted,  was  a  volunteer,  or  substitute ;  the 
battles^  if  any^  in  which  he  was  engaged ;  the  country  through  which 
he  marched;^  with  ^u«h  fui*.ther  particulars  as  may  be  useful  in  the 
investigation  of  the  claim;  and,  also,  if  tfa|rfaat  be  so,  that  the  claim- 
ant has  no  documentary  evidence  in  support  of  the  claim. 

5.  The  same  description  of  proof  as  to  the  relationship  of  the 
claimant  to  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier  will  be  required,  as  the 
rule  under  the  first  sectiop  points  out, 

6.  Claimants  under  the  third  ^ction  of  the  law  must  not  only 
produce  such  proof  as  the  foregoing  regulations  direct  in  relation  to 
widows'  claims,  but  they  must,  in  all  cases,  as  an  indispensable  re- 
quisite, show  when  they  were  legally  married  to  the  deceased  officer 
or  soldier  on  account  of  whose  services  the  claim  is  presented,  and 
that  the  marriage  took  place  before  the  last  term  of  service  of  the 
husband  expired.^  They  must  also  prove  that  they  were  never  after- 
wards married.

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7.  In  a  case  where  the  service  of  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier  is 
clearly  proved  by  record  or  documentary  evidence,  or  the  affidavit 
of  a  commissioned  officer,  showing  the  grade  and  length  of  service 
of  the  deceased,  the  particulars  in  relation  to  the  service  are  not  re- 
quired to  be  set  forth  ia  the  claimant's  declaration,  except  so  far  as 
to  show  that  the  claimant  or  claimants  is  or  are  the  widow  or  child* 
ran  of  the  deceased. 

8.  The  claimant  must,  in  every  case  where  there  is  no  record  or 
documentary  proof  of  thb  revolutionary  service  of  the  deceased 
officer  or  soldier,  produce  the  testimony  of  at  least  one  credible  wit- 
ness. Traditionary  evidence  will  be  deemed  useful  in  every  such 
case. 

9.  Applicants  unable  to  appear  in  court  by  reason  of  bddily  infir- 
mity, may  make  their  declarations^  before  required,  before  a  judge  or 
justice  of  a  court  of  record  of  the  eoonty  in  which  they  reside,  and 
the  jadge  or  justice  will  certify  that  the  applicant  can  not,  from 
bodily  infirmity, -attend  the  court  ^ 

10.  Whenever  any  official  act  is  required  to  be  done  by  a  judge 
or  justice  of  a  court^of  record,  or  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Secretary  of  State  or  of  the  Territory,  or  of  the  pro- 
per clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county,  under  his  seal  of  office,  will  be 
annexed,  stating  that  such  a  person *is  a  judge  or  justice  of  a  court 
of  record,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  that  tha  signature  annexed 
is  his  genuine  signature. 

11.  The  widows  of  thoie  who  served  in  the  navy,  or  as  Indian 
spies,  will  produce  proof,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  conformably  to  the 
preceding  regulations,  and  autlMnticated  in  a  similar  manner,  with 
such  variations  as  the  different  nature  of  the  service  may  require. 

12.  The  form  prescribed  for  claimants  under  the  third  section  of 
th6  act  will  be  observed  by  every  other  description  of  claimants,  so 
far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to  their  cases. 

The  judge  or  justice  who  may  administer  an  oath,  must,  in  every 
instance,  certify  to  the  credibility  of  the  affiant 

13.  .In  every  case  in  which  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier  was  a 
pensioner,  the  fact  should  be  so  stated,  and  the  deceased  pen. 
sionnr  so  described  as  to  enable  the  Department  to  refer  imme- 
diatoly  to  the  evidence  upon  which  he  was  pensioned,  and  thus 
facilitate  the  investigation  of  the  claim  of  his  widow  or  children.

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grantiDg  half-pay  and  pensions  to  certain  widows,"  are  published 
for  the  information  of  applicants  nnder  that  law : 

1.  Applicants  must  produce  the  best  proof  the  nature  of  the  case 
will  aUow,  as  to  the  service  of  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  and 
the  time  when  he  died.  It  must  be  dearlj  shown  in  what  troop  or 
company,  and  regiment  or  corps,  he  served,  and  the^rade  he  held. 
Proof  as  to  service  must  be  had,  either  from  the  records  of  the  War 
Department,  the  muster  rolls,  the  testimony  of  commissioned  officers, 
or  the  affidavits  of  persons  of  known  respeetability.  Every  applicant 
will  make  a  declaration,  according  to  the  subjoined  form,  before  a  Courts 
of  Record,  ^  setting  forth,  according  to  the  best  of  her  knowledge 
or  belief,  the  name  and  rank  of  the  person  on  account  of  whose  ser- 
vice the  claim  is  presented ;  the  day,  month  and  year  (if  possible),, 
when  he  entered  the  service,  and  the  time  when  he  left  the  same ; 
and,  if  under  more  than  one  engagment,  the  claimant  must  speoify 
the  partiealar  periods,  and  the  rank  and  name  of  the  officers  under 
whom  the  service  was  performed ;  the  town  or  cocmty  and  8tate,  in 
which  he  resided  when  he  entered  the  service;  whether  he  was 
drafM,  WAS  a  Tolnnteer,  or  a  tabstitote ;  the  battles,  if  any,  in 
which  he  was  engaged;  the  country  through  which  he  marched, 
with  such  further  particulars  as  may  be  useful  in  the  investigation 
of  the  claim ;  and  also,  if  the  fact  be  so,  that  the  dabnant  has  no 
documentary  evidence  in  support  of  the  claim.  From  the.  best 
sources  of  information  evidence  must  be  derived  as  to  the  period  of 
the  death  of  the  officer  or  soldier. ' 

2»  The  legality  of  the  meffriage^  and  the  tune  when  ii  took  place, 
must  be  clearly  established ;  and  it  must  also  be  shown  that  the 
widow  was  never  afterwards  married.  Kecord  proof,  as  to  the  mar- 
riage^ is  always  required  whenever  it  can  he  obtained.  In  a  caso' 
where  the  town,  county,  parish  or  family  records  afford  no  proof  as 
to  the  period  when  the  marriage  took  place,  the  fact  must  be  testab*"

3.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  second  section,  the  widows  of  all  offi- 
cers non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates  of  the  revolu- 
tionary army,  who  were  married  subsequent  to  January,  A.D.  1800, 
are  entitled  to  a  pension  in  the  same  manner  as  those  who  were 
married  before  that  date. 

In  applications  for  the  benefits  of  these  provisions,  the  party  must

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prove  the  service  of  the  officer  or  soldier  in  whose  right  she  clumsy  her 
marriage  with  such  officer  9ad  soldier^  and  his  death.

8SCTI0N  I. 

WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS — REGULARS^  SINCE  REVOLUTION. 

The  first  section  of  "an  act  in  addition  to  the  *act 
making  further  and  more  effectual  provision  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  frontiers  of  the  United  States/  "  approved 
June  7, 179V  provides : 

Be  it  macM  hy  ihs  Senate  atid  Eouse  cf  BepreaentaHvei  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  wsemtMy  That  if  any  commissioned 
officer  in  ^he  troops  of  the  United  States  shall,  while  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  die,  by  reason  of  wounds  received  in  actual 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  leave  a  widow,  or,  if  no 
widow,  shall  leave  a  child  or  children  under  age,  such  widow,  or,  if 
no  widow,  such  child  or  children  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  the 
half  of  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased,  was  entitled  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  for  and  during  the  term  of  ^ve  years.  And  in 
case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such  widow,  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  term  of  five  years,  the  half-pay  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  such  deceased  officer, 
while  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  and,  in  like  manner,  the 
allowance  to  the  child  or  children  of  such  deceased,  where  there  is 
no  widow,  shall  be  paid  no  longer  than  vrhile  there  is  a  child  or 
children  under  the  age  aforesaid :  Provided,  That  no  greater  sum 
shall  be  allowed,  in  any  case,  to  the  widow  or  to.  the  child  or 
children  of  any  officer,  than  the  full  pay  of  a  lieutenant-colonel. 

These  provisions  are  still  in  force,  if  any  widows  of 
commissioned  officers  who  died  or  were  killed  in  the  line 
of  duty,  while  serving  under  the  act  to  which  the  above

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act  is  an  addition,  remain,  whose  claims  are  unadjusted. 
In  case  any  widows  died,  without  having  married  again, 
and  without  claiming  the  half-pay  to  which  they  were 
entitled  under  the  apt,  their  children,  whether  over  or 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  are  entitled  to  the  amount  to 
which  he  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  her  death.^  These 
remarks  are  also  applicable^to  some  of  the  acts  which 
follow. 

An  act,  approved  March  16, 1802,  ^'  fixing  the  military 
peace  establishment  of  the  TJiiited  States,"*  provides, 
among  other  things : 

Ssa  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  commissioned 
officer  in  the  military  peace  establishment  of  the  United  States' 
shall,  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  die,  by  reason  of 
any  wound  received  in  actual  service  of  the  United  States,  and 
leave  a  "widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  cl^ldren  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  such  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children 
shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the 
deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  bf  his  death,  for  and  during  the 
term  of  five  years.  But  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage 
of  such  widew  before  the  ezpiralion  of  the  said  five  years,  the  half- 
pay  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children 
of  Buch  deceased  officer:  Provided,  always,  That  such  half-pay  shall 
cease  on  the  decease  of  such  child  or  children. 

These  benefits  are  restricted  to  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  commissioned  officers. 

By  an  act  of  April  12, 1808,  "  to  raise,  for  a  limited 
time,  an  additional  military  force,"  ^  five  regiments  of

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infantry,  one  regiment  of  riflemen,  one  regiment  of  light 
artillery,  and  one  regiment  of  light  dragoons  were  added 
to  the  military  establishment ;  and  the  widows  and  chil- 
dren of  those  who  enlisted  under  the  aot  were  provided 
for  as  follows*: 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  ...  and  that  the  provisions 
of  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  fixing  the  militery  peace  eetaMrahment 
of  the  United  States/'  relative  to  the  widow,  child  or  children  ef  any 
commissioned  officer  who  shall  dici  while  in  the  servica  of  the 
United  States,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  in  actual  service 
of  the  United  States, .  . .  shall  be  in  force,  and  be  applied  to  all  mat- 
ters, persons  and  things  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  inserted  at  large  in  the  sa^e. 

These  provisions  are  also  limited  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  commisBioned  officers  who  died  in  the  service. 

As  preparatory  to  the  struggle  with  Great  Britain, 
which  had  become  inevitable,  Congress  passed  an  act,^on 
the  11th  day  of  January,  J812,  "  to  raise  an  additional 
military  foirce,"*  by  which  ten  regiments  of  infantry, 
two  regiments  of  artillery^  and  one  regiment  of  light 
dragoons  (to  be  enlisted  for  five  years,  unless  sooner  dis* 
charged)  were  added  to  the  army.  Provision  was  made 
by  this  act  for  the  widows  of  such  commissioned  *  officers 
of  the  regular  army  as  might,  while  in  the  service^  die  of 
wounds  received,  as  follows : 

Seo.  15.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  commissioned 
officer*"  in  the  military  establishment  of  the  United  States  shall, 
while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  die,  by  reason  of  any 
wound  received  in  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States,  and  leave 
a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age,  such  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children  shall  be

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entitled  to  and  receiye~h&lf  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased 
was  entitled  at  the  tiine  of  his  death,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five 
years.  But  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such  widow 
before  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  Qife  yerrs,^  the  half-pay  for 
the  remainder  of  ^e  time  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  such 
deceased  officer :  Frovidtd,  always,  That  spch  half<fNiy  shall  cease 
on  the  decease  of  snch  child  or  children. 

An  act  "in  addition*'  to  the  last-named  act,  approved 
January  29,  1813,^  authorizes  the  raising  of  twenty  addi- 
tional regiments  of  infantry,  and  provides : 

Sbc.  11.  And  he  it  further,  enacted,  That  if  any  commissioned 
officer  shaJl,  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  die,  by  reason 
of  any  wound  received  in  actual  service  of  the  United  States,  and 
leave  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  such  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children 
shall  bo  entitled  to  and  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  ,to  which  the 
deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  for  aad  during  the 
term  of  five  yeara  But  in  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such 
widow  before  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  five  years,  the  half- 
pay  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children 
of  such  deceased  officer:  Provided,  That  such  half-pay  shall  cease 
on  the  decease  of  such  child  or  children. 

At  the  conclusion  of  ther  war  of  1812,  by  an  act  entitled 
'^  an  act  fixing  the  military  peace  establishment  of  the 
United  States,"  approved  March  8, 1815,^  the  army  was 
reduced  to  a  peace  footing.  After  prescribing  the  details 
of  the  new  organization,  the  act  proceeds : 

Seo.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  Thatjjie  several  corps  author- 
ized by  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  be 
recruited  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  limitations,  and 
that  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates  shall

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be  entitled  to  the  same  proyision  for  wounds  and  disabUities,  the 
same  provision  for  widows  and  children,  and  the  same  benefits  and 
allowanees,  in  every  respect,  not  inconsistent  with  the  proTisions  of 
this  act,  as  are  authorized  by  the  act  of  sizteentii  March,  one  ihon- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  two,  entitled  **an  act  fixing  the  military 
peace  establishment  of  the  United  Stales,"  and  the  actof  tiie  twelfth 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  entitled  ^*an  aot  to 
raise,  for  a  limited  time,  an  additional  military  force;"  and  that  the 
bounty  to  the  recruit  and  compensation  to  the  recruiting  officer 
shall  be  ilie  same  as  are  allowed  and  pftid  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  the 
twelfth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighi 

.  Thus  far  the  legislation  of  Congress,  in  favor  of  the 
uridows  of  persons  who  seryed  in  the  regular  army,  was 
confined  to  the  widows  of  commissioned  officers ;  but  an 
act  of  April  16, 1816,  entitled  ^'  an  act  making  further 
provision  for  military  services  during  the  late  war,  and 
for  other  purposes/'  ^  dispensed  with  this  distinction,  and 
extended  the  bounty  of  the  nation  to  the  widows  of 
oihera  who  had  faithfully  served  the  country  in  "the 
tented  field."     This  &ct  made  the  following  provision : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Eou^e  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhledj  That  when  any 
officer  or  private  soldier  of  the  militia,  including  rangers,  sea-fenci- 
bles  and  volunteers,  or  any  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or 
private,  enlisted  for  either  of  the  terms  of  one  year  or  eighteen 
months,  or  any  commissioned  officer  of  the  regular  army,  shall  have 
died  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  during  the  late  war, 
or  in  returning  to  his  place  of  residence,  after  being  mustered  out 
of  service,  or  who  shall  have  died  at  any  time  thereafter,  in  conse- 
quence of  wounds  received  while  in  the  service,  and  shall  have  left 
a  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age,  such  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was 
entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five 
years ;  and  in  case  of  death  or  intermarriage  of  such  widow  before

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the  expiration  of  said  fi?e  y^ars,  the  half  pay  for  the  remainder  of 
the  time  shall  go  to  the  chihl  or  children  of  said  decedent;^  Provided 
always,  That  the  Secretary  of  WaV  shall  adopt  such  forms  of  evi- 
dence under  this  act  as  the  President  may  prescribe;  .   .   . 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  non-eommis- 
sioned  officer,  musician  or  private  soldier,  of  the  regular  army  of  the 
United  States,  shall  have  been  killed  in  battle,  or  have  died  of 
wounds  or  disease,  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  during 
the  late  war,  and  have  left  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years 
of  age,'  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  guardian  of  sach  child  or  children, 
within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,'  to  relinquish  the 
bounty  land  to  which  such  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or 
private  soldier,  had  he  survived  the  war,  would  have  been  entitled ; 
and,  in  lieu  thereof,  to  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  such 
deceased  person  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  for  and  during 
the  term  of  five  years,  to  be  computed  from  and  after  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen ; 
the  payment  thereof  to  be  made  when  and  where  other  military 
pensions  are  or  shall  be  paid;  and  when  a  warrant  for  the  military 
bounty  land  aforesaid  shall  have  been  issued  to  or  for  the  use  of  the 
child  or  children  of  any  such  deceased  non-commissioned  officer, 
musician  or  private  soldier,  such  child  orchildren,or  either  of  them, 
being  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  guardian 
of  such  minor  or  minors,  to  surrender  and  deliver  such  warrant  into 
the  office  for  the  Department  of  War,  within  oYie  year  from  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act ;  of  which  surrender  and  delivery  the  Secretary  of 
that  Department  shall  give  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
who  shall  thereupon  give  the  requisite  orders  for  the  payment  of  the 
half-pay  hereby  provided  for.*

required,  file,  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  War,  evidence  of 
the  assent  of  all  the  other  heirs,  if  any  there  be,  of  said  deceased 
soldier,  or  of  their  guardians,  to  such  relinquishment 

Seo.  6.    And  be  it  f ureter  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  child

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or  children  of  a  regular  soldier,  deceased,  have  the  right,  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  to  relinquish  their  bounty  in  land  for  five 
years'  half-paj,  the  said  child  or  children  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  amount  as  is  given  by  the  aet  to  the  widows  of  the  militia  sol- 
diers who  died  in  the  service  during  the  late  war,  vi^ :  four  dollars 
per  month. 

The  second  section  of  the  act  of  v  April  16,  1816,  was 
further  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  3,  1819,  en- 
titled "  an  act  concerning  the  allowance  of  pensions  upon 
a  relinquishment  of  -bounty  lands.^  This  act  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Be  it  enctcted  by  Hie  Senate  and  House  of  BqMresentattves  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assenibiedy  That  the  S£ici>nd  sec- 
tion of  the  act  making  further  provision  for  military  services  during  ^ 
the  late  war,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  April  sixteenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  so  much  of  the  act  to 
amend  the  same,  approved  March  third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventeen,  as  relates  to  the  subject  of  that  section,  shall  be  con- 
tinued in  force  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  and  after  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act:  Provided^  nevertheless^  That  no  pension  shall  be 
granted  under  said  acts,  after  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  next,  un- 
less at  the  time  of  relinquishing  the  bounty  land,  in  manner  therein 
described,  the  children,  for  whose  benefit  the  same  may  be  granted, 
or  one  of  them,  shall  be  under  sixteen  years  of  age :  And  provided^ 
alsoy  That  the  pensions  shall  commence  at  the  date  of  the  relinquish- 
ments respectively. 

"  An  act  for  the  more  perfect  defense  of  the  frontiers," 
approved  March  2,  1833,*  authorizes  the  enlistment  of  a 
regiment  of  dragoons,  and  provides  : 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  regimeirt  of  dra- 
goons shall  be  liable  to  serve  on  horse  or  foot,  as  the  President  may 
direct ;  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  be  recruited 
in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same  limitations ;  that  the  offi- 
cers, non-commissioned  ofiSeers,  musicians,  farriers  and  privates

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shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  provisions  for  woands  and  disabilities, 
the  same  provisions  for  widows  and  Children,  and  the  same  allow- 
ances and  benefits,  in  every  respect,  as  are  allowed  the  other  troops 
constitating  the  present  military  peace  establishment 

An  act  approved  July  4, 1836,  granting  pensions  to  the 
widows  and  children  of  rangers  and  others,,  will  be  found 
more  fully  noticed  under  "  Widows  and  Orphans — ^Vol- 
unteers AND  MnJTiA,"  Chapter  X,  Section  I,  page  202. 

A  proviso  to  a  pension  appropriation  act  of  April  80, 
1844,*  directs  that "  no  pension  shall  hereafter  be  granted 
to  a  widow  for  the  same  time  that  her  husband  received 
one/" 

A  rule  of  evidence  in  applications  by  widows  for  pen- 
sions, is  established  by  the  sedond  section  of  '^an  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  payment,  of  revolutionary 
and  other  pensions  of  the  United  States  for  the  year 
ending  the  thirtieth  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-seven,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  May 
7,  1846,^  as  follows  : 

Sbo.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  no  widow  entitled  to  a  pen- 
sion under  existing  laws,  and  claiming  a  pension,  whose  husband 
was  drawing  a  pension  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  shall  be  required, 
in  any  such  case,  to  furnish  any  further  evidence  that  said  husband 
was  entitled  to  a  pension,  nor  shall  any  evidence,  in  any  case,  be 
required  to  entitle  the  widow  to  a  pension,  when  th«  evidence  is  in 
the  archives  of  the  government,  other  than  such  proof  as  would  be 
sufficient  to  establish  the  marriage  between  the  applicant  and  the 
deceased  pensioner  in  civil  personal  actions  in  a  court  of  justice. 

By  an  act  of  May  19, 1846,^  a  regiment  of  mounted

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riflemen  was  added  to  tire  regular  army,  for  service  at 
military  stations  on  the  route  to  Oregon.  Section  three 
of  this  act  provides; 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enadtd,  That  the  said  regiment  of  rifle- 
men shall  be  subject  to  ihe  rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  shall  be 
recruited  in  the  same  manner  as  other  troops  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  and  with  the  same  conditions  and  limitations ;  and 
the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians,  privates,  black- 
smiths and  farriers,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  provisions  for 
wounds  and  disabilities,  and  the  same  provisions  for  widpws  and 
children,  and  the  same  allowances  and  benefits  in  every  respect,  as 
are  allowed  to  other  troops  composing  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

An  act  approved  July  21,  1848,  entitled  "  an  act 
amending  an  ,act,  entitled  ^  an  act  granting  half^pay  to 
widows  or  orphans,  when  their  husbands  and  fathers  have 
died  of  wounds  received  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,^  in  case  of  deceased  oflScers  and  soldiers  of 
the  militia  and  volunteers,  parsed  July  fourth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-six,''  ^  extends  the  benefits  of  the  first 
section  of  the  a(5t  of  July  4,  1836,  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  officers  and  soldiers  who  died  or  were  killed, 
in  the  war  with  Mexico.     This  act  is  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United,  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  provis- 
ions of  the  first  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  granting  half-pay 
to  the  widows  or  orphans,  where  their  husbands  and  fathers  have 
died  of  wounds  received  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States, 
in  certain  cases ,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July  fourth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,^  shall  be  applicable  to  all  widows 
and  orphans  of  officers,  musicians  and  soldiers  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  who  were  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  on  the

of  the  regular  army  or  of  volunteers,  who  have  died  since  the  first 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  or  who  may 
die  during  the  war  with  Mexico,  from  wounds  received,  or  from 
disease  contracted,  while  in  the  line  of  duty,'  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  rate  of  pension  as  is  provided  for  m  the  first  section  of  the 
before-mentioned  act,  under  like  limitations  and  restrictions : '  Pro- 
videdy  Said  death  has  occurred  or  may  hereafter  occur,  while  said 
officers,  non-commissioned^  officers,  musicians  or  privates,  were  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty;  or  while 
returning  to  their  usual  places  of  residence  in  the  United  States, 
after  having  received  a  discharge  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  dis- 
ability incurred  from  wounds  received,  or  disease  contracted,  while 
in  the  line  of  duty,  or  while  on  their  march  to  join  the  army  in 
Mexico :  And  provided  further ,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  applicable 
to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  such  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  or  privates,  who  have  not  served  in  Mexico,  or  at  posts  or 
stations  on  the  borders  of  Mexico,  except  where  such  officers,  non- 
commissioned officers,  musicians  or  privates,  have  died  while  on  their 
march  to  join  the  army  in  Mexico.       ^ 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  pensions  under  this 
act  shall  be  granted  under  such  rules,  regulations,  restrictions  and 
limitations  as  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  may  prescribe..

who  remained  to  the  date  of  their  death  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  who  have  died  since 
their  return  to  their  usual  places  of  residence,  of  wounds 
received  or  from  disease  contracted  while  in  the  line  of 
duty,  subject  to  such  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions 
as  ttie  Secretary  of  War,  by  the  third  section  of  said  act, 
is  authorized  to  impose."  * 

And  a  "  joint  resolution  relative  to  evidence  in  appli- 
cations for  pensions  by  widows  of  deceased  soldiers  under 
the  act  of  July  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
eight,"  passed  March  3,  1849,^  prescribes : 

Beadved  hy  (he  Senate  and  House  of  JRepreeentativea  of  {fie 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  in  all  ap- 
plications for  pensions  by  the  widows  of  deceased  soldiers  under 
the  act  of  July  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  the 
returns  on  the  rolls  of  the  disease  of  which  the  soldier  died,  and 
the  opinion  of  the  surgeon-general  founded  thereon,  that  from  the 
nature  of  the  disease  it  was  contracted  while  the  "soldier  was  in  the 
line  of  bis  duty,  shall  be  considered  satisfactory  evidence  thereof, 
without  the  proof  now  required  at  the  Pension  Office;  and  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  in  all  cases  of 
application  for  pensions  under  said  act,  to  apply  to  the  proper  offi- 
cers for  said  evidence,  without  requiring  the  applicant  to  furnisb  the 
same.

Besolved  by  the  Senate  arid  Souse  of  Mepresentatives  of  the  United 
BtcUes  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  provisions  of  the 
second  section  of  the  act  entitled  ^^an  act  granting  half-pay  to 
widows  OF  orphans  when  their  husbands  and  fathers  have  died  of 
wounds  received  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States," 
approved  July  twenty-one,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  ex- 
tended by  the  act  of  February  twenty-two,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  shall  be  construed  to  embrace  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  all  persons  des^nated  ibhereiii,  who  died  while  in  actual  service 
in  the  late  war  with  Mexico,  or  in  going  to  or  returniag  from  the 
same ;  and  also  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  all  such  pensioners, 
as  having  been  honorably  discharged,  or  having  resigned,  shall  have 
died  after  the  passage  of  said  last-mentioned  act,  or  who  may  here- 
after die,  from  wounds  received,  or  from  disease  contracted  while 
in  said  service :  Ffovided,  Tiiat  the  army  rolls  showing  the  death  of 
any  of  said  persons  in  the  army  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  to  es- 
tablish that  fact 

The  half-pay  allowed  widows  and  orphans  under  the 
acts  of  July  21, 1848,  an^  February  22,  1849,  was  con- 
tinued five  years  by  an  act  of  February  3, 1853,  ^  which 
is  as  follows : 

Aw  Act  to  entttinue  ffaf-pay  io  certain  Widowa  and  Orphans, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Mepresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled,  That  all  widows  and  orphans 
who  were  granted  and  allowed  five  years'  half-pay  by  the  provisions 
of  the  act  approved  the  twenty-first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  entitled  "an  act  amending  the  act  granting 
halfpay  to  widows  or  orphans,  where  their  husbands  or  fathers  have 
died  of  wounds  received  in  the  milits^  serviee  of  tbe  United  States, 
in  case  of  deceased  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  militia  and  volunteers,

pawod  Joly  fourth,  one  tboufawi  eight  hundred  and  thiity-eiz,"  or 
an  act  approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  Febmii^y,  one  thoixsand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-ninei  entitled  *'  an  act  granting  &Ye  years' 
half-pay,  to  certain  widows  and  orphans  of  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  both  regulars  and  volunteers,'* 
be,  and  tiiey.are  hereby  granted  a  conthsuftnee  of  said  half-pay,  ^ 
under  like  limitations  and  reetrictiens,  for  a  fiirther  period  of  five 
years,  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  half-pay  provided  for 
by  the  aforesaid  acts:  Provided^  however^  That  in  case  of  the  death 
or  marriage  '  of  said  widow  before  the  expiration  of  said  term  of 
five  years,  the  half-pay  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  shall  go  to  the 
child  or  children  of  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  while  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years ;  and  in  like  manner  the  child  or  children  of 
such  deoeased,  when  there  is  no  widow,  shall  be  paid  no  longer  than 
while  there  is  a  child  orekildren  nnderthe  age  aforesaid:  And 
prodded  further^  That  no  greater  sum  shall  be  allowed  in  any  case 
to  the  widow,  or  to  the  child  or  children  of  any  officer,  than  the 
half-pay  of  a  lieutenantHX^hniel :  Fromded  Jwthtr^  That  the  act 
approved  the  twenty-second  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine,  ^'  granting  five  years'  half-pay  to  certain  widows 
and  orphans  of  officers,  non-eommissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates,  both  regular  and  volunteer,"  be  so  extended  and  construed 
as  to  embrace  the  widows  and  minor  heirs  of  the  officers,  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  of  the  regulars,  militia 
and  volunteers  of  the  war  of  eighteen  bundred  and  twelve,  and  of 
the  vorions  Indian  wars  since  1790. '

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The  second  section  relates  to  the  widows  of  o£Bc^rs  and 
and  soldiers  of  the  revolution. 

Half-pay  was  granted  for  life  to  all  widows,  and  until 
sixteen  years  of  age  to  all  children,  who  were  entitled  to 
five  years'  half-pay,  under  existing  laws,  by  an  act  of 
June  8, 1868,^  which  is  as  follows  : 

An  Act  to  extend  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  eonOnue  Half-pay  to  certain  Widrnvs 
and  Orpkant,"  approved  February  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Eduee  of  Sepresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congrtee  asarnnbied^  That  all  those  sarviTiDg 
widows  ajftd  minor  children  who  have  been,  or  may  be,  granted  and 
allowed  five  years'  half-pay  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  or  laws 
of  the  United  States,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  granted  a  eontinuance 
of  such  half  pay,  under  the  following  terms  and  limitations,  viz:  to 
such  widows  during  life,  and  to  such  child  or  children,  where  there 
is  no  widow,  while  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  to  commence  from 
the  expiration  of  the  half  pay  provided  for  by  the  first  seetion  of  the 
act  entitled  "  an  act  to  continue  half-pay  to  certain  widows  and  or- 
phans," approved  February  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three: 
Provided^  however,  That  in  case  of  the  marriage  or  death  of  any 
such  widow,  the  half-'pay  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the 
deceased  officer  or  soldier  while  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years ; 
and,  in  like  manner,  the  child  or  children  of  such  deceased  officer 
or  soldier,  when  there  is  no  widow,  shall  be  paid  no  longer  than 
while  there  are  children  or  a  child  under  the  age  aforesaid ;  And 
provided  further^  That  the  half-pay  of  such  widows  and  orphans 
shall  be  half  the  monthly  jyiy  of  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians  and  privates  of  the  infantiy  of  the  regular  army 
of  the  United  States,  and  no  more,  and  that  no  greater  sum  shall  be 
allowed  to  any  such  widow. or  minor  children  than  the  half-pay  of  a 
lieutenant-colonel;  And  provided^  aUoj  That  this  act  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  or.  embrace  the  case  of  any  person  or  persons  now 
receiving  a  penson  for  life :  and,  farther,  that  wherever  half-pay 
shall  have  been  granted  by  any  special  act  of  Congress,  and  is  re- 
newed or  continued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  same  shall 
commence  from  the  date  hereof  ^

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Sao.  2.  And  he  U  Jurtiier  enaeUd^  That  the  proTisions  re»ew,ed 
and  continiied  by  this  act  shall  be  payable  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

By  a  special  act,  approved  March  27, 1854,  ^  pensions 
were  granted  to  the  widows  and  children  of  the  regular 
troops  who  perished  in  the  steuaship  San  Frsuicisco,  as 
follows : 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  .  .  . ;  and  that  the 
widows  and  minor  children  of  those  officers,  non-commissioned  ofiGl- 
cers  and  privates,  who  perished  by  this  disaster,  or  who  have  died 
from  disease  in  consequence  thereof,  shall  be  allowed  pensions  in 
the  same  manner,  in  all  respects,  as  if  the  said  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  privates,  had  been  killed  in  battle. 

WAR  OP  1861. 

A  general  act,  granting  pensions  to  the  sa£ferers  by 
the  war  of  1861,  for  the  maintainence  of  the  Government, 
approved  July  14,  1862,  provides  as  follows : 

An  Act  to  Grant  Pensions, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  arid  Bouee  of  BepreeentaHvea  cfihe  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  army,  inelnding 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or  petty 
officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotillaman,  marine, 
clerk,  landsman,  pilot  (»r  other  person  in  the  navy  or  marine  corps,  * 
has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,,  or  shall  hereafter  be  disabled  by  reason  of  any  vround 
received  or  disease  contracted  while  In  the  servioe  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of 
the  fact  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be 
provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of 
invalid  pensions  [pensioners]  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to 
receive,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  herein- 
after provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability  an  amount

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proportionajie  to  ike  highest  disability,  to  oommence  tm  hereinafter 
provided,  and  continue  during  the  ezistonoe  of  such  disability.  Tl)6 
pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  employed  in  the  military .  service  of  the 
United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  thg 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follows,  vi«:  Lieutenant-colonel  and  all 
officers  of  a  higher  raak,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  toajor,  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month;  captain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first 
lieutenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  month ;  second  lieutenant,  fifteen 
dollars  per  month;  and  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates,  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability 
for  officers,  warrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  foUows,  viz:  Captain, 
commander,  surgeon,  paymaster  and  chief  engineer,  ree^ectively, 
ranking  with  commander  by  law,  lieutenant  commanding  and  master 
commanding,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master and  chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  with  lieutenant  by 
law,  and  passed  assistant  eorgeon,  twenty-five  dolhirs  per  month ; 
professor  of  mathematics,  master,  aasistant  sorgeon,  assistant  pay- 
master and  chaplain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first  assistant 
engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  passed  midshipman, 
midshipman,  captains'  and  paymasters'  clerk,  second  and  third 
assistant  engineer,  masters'  mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars 
per  month;  all  petty  officers  and  all  other  persons  before  named 
employed  in  the  naval  service,  eight  dollars  per  month;  land  all 
commissioned  offices,  of  cither  service,  shall  receive  such  and  only 
such  pension  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold 
commissions. 

&BC.  2.  And  he  U  furiher  enacted^  That  if  any  officer  or  other 
person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  has  died  since  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  here- 
after die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  or  disease  contracted 
while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty, 
his  widow,  or,  if  there  be  no  widow,  his  child  or  children  under  six- 
teen years  of  age,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  pension  as 
the  husband  or  Neither  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he  been  to- 
tally disabled,  to  oommence  from  the  death  of  the  husband  or  father, 
and  to  continue  to  the  widow  during  her  widowhood,  or  to  the  child 
or  children  until  they  severally  attain  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
and  no  longer. 
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Saa  4.  Af&  he  it  fu^iher  enacted,  That . , .  And  pr<ndded,  Jkarther, 
That  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children,  or  any  heirs 
of  any  deceased  officer,  on  account  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  pensionj 
who  have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in,  or  who  have  aided  or  abetted, 
the  existing  rebellion  in  tiie  United  States;  but  the  right  of  such 
disloyal  widow  or  efaUcfami,  heir  or  heirs  of  saoh  soldier,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  loyal  heir  or  heiwi  of  the  decoMed,  if  tay  there  be. 

^EG.  6.  And  he  it  fuHher  enacted.  That  the  fees  of  agents  and 
attorneys,  for  making  out  and  causing  to  be  executed  the  papers 
necessary  to  establish  a  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty  and  other 
ftllowance  before  the  t'ension  Ofl&ce  under  this  act,  shall  not  exceed 
the  foUowuig  rates :  For  making  ont  and  causing  to  be  duly  executed 
a  declaration  by  the  apf^icant,  with  the  necessary  affidavits,  and 
forwarding  the  same  to  the  Pension  Office,  with  the  requisite  corre- 
spondence, five  dollars.  In  cases  wherein  additional  testimony  is 
required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  for  each  affidavit  so 
required  and  executed  and  forwarded  (except  the  affidavits  of  sur- 
geons, for  which  each  agents  and  sMomeys  sball  not  be  enlided  to 
any  fees),  one  dalkir  and  fif)^  eents. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  agent  or  attorney 
who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any  greater 
compensation  for  his  services  under  this  act  than  is  prescribed  in 
the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  contract  or  agree  to 
prosecnte  any  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty  or  other  allowance  under 
this  act,  on  the  condition  that  he  shall  receive  a  per  centum  upon 
or  any  portion  of  the  amount  of  such  claim,  or  who  shall  wrongfully 
withhold  from  a  pensioner  or  other  claimant  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  pension  or  claim  allowed  and  due  to  such  pensioner  or 
claimant,  sball  be  deemed  gu?lty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
oonvieliosn  thereof  shall,  for  every  such  o£6snse,  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding 
two  years,  or  both,  according  to  the  circumstances  and  aggravations 
of  the  offense.

general  observations. 

The  acts  of  June  7, 1794;  March  16, 1802;  April  12, 
1808;  January  11, 1812;  January  29, 1813;  and  March 
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8, 1815,  made  provision  for  the  widows  and  children  of 
commissioned  oflScers  alone,  who  died  In  the  service. 
The  act  of  April  16, 1816,  granted  half-pay  for  five  years 
to  the  widows  and  children  of  non-commisaioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  of  the  regular  army,  who  enlisted 
for  either  eighteen  months  or  one  year,  and  the  widows 
and  children  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  regular 
army,  who  died  before  or  after  being  mustered  out  of 
service,  of  wounds  received  in  the  war  of  1812.  It  also 
authorized  the  guardians  of  children  of  deceased  non- 
commissioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  who  died 
of  wounds  or  disease  Vhile  in  service  in  the  war  of  1812, 
to  relinquish  the  bounty  land  to  which  the  dead  soldier, 
had  he  survived  the  war,  would  have  been  entitled,  and 
to  accept  in  lieu  thereof  half  the  monthly  pay  to  -which 
such  deceased  person  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  for  five  years.  The  time  for  making  these  relin- 
quishments was  by  the  act  4imited  to  one  year,  and  subse- 
quently extended  five  additional  years ;  but  this  portion 
of  the  act,  having  expired  by  limitation,  is  no  longer  in 
force. 

The  act  of  March  3,  1817,  fixes  the  pension  of  widows 
and  children  of  soldiers  at  forty-^ight  dollars  per  annum, 
and  of  officers  at  half  the  pay  of  officers  of  the  infantry. 
The  act  also  places  the  widows  and  children  of  rangers 
on  an  equality,  as  to  half-pay,  with  the  widows  and 
children  of  the  infantry.    ^ 

The  act  of  March  2, 1833,  relating  to  certain  dragoons; 
.the  act  of  July  4,  1836,  relating,  in  part,  to  rangers; 
and  the  act  of  May  19,  1846,  relating  to  mounted  rifle- 
men, allow  the  widows  and  children  of  such  persons  as 
served  in  these  corps,  and  died  in  the  service,  the  same 
benefits  as  were  by  law  granted  to  other  portions  of  the 
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army.     These  acts  relate  baek  to  tiie  acts  of  April  16, 
1816,  and  Mar<5h  3, 1817. 

A  rule  of  evidence  was  established  by  the  act  of  May 
7, 1846,  relieving  mdows  of  the  trouble  and  expense  of 
proving  the  service  of  their  hvisbands,  when  the  latter 
irere  pensioners  at  the  time  of  their  death. 

By  the  act  of  July  21, 1848,  the  benefits  of  the  first 
section  of  the  act  of  July  4, 1886  (given  in  full  in  the  pre- 
ceding section),  were  extended  to  the  widows  and  children 
of  oiBcers  and  soldiers  who  had  died  in  the  service  since 
March  1,  1846,  including  the  Mexican  war.  It  also  pro- 
vided* like  pensions  to  the  widows  and  children  of  officers 
and  soldiers  who  had  died  since  April  1, 1846,  or  might 
die  daring  the  war  ifith  Mexico,  from  wounds  received 
or  disease  contracted  in  the  line  of  duty,  or  while  return- 
ing to  their  homes  upon  a  discharge  for  disability,  or 
while  on  the  march  to  join  the  army  in  Mexico. 

This  act  was  enlarged  by  the  act  of  February  22, 1849, 
80  as  to  embrace  the  widows  and  children  of  persons  who 
were  wounded  or  contracted  disease  in  the  service,  of 
which  they  died  after  their  discharge  and  return  home. 
By  the  joint  resolution  of  September  28,  1850,  the  acts 
of  July  21, 1848,  and  February  22, 1849,  were  construed 
to  embrace  the  widows  and  children  of  those  who  had 
died,  after  the  passage  of  those  acts,  from  disability 
accruing  in  the  service,  as  well  as  of  those  who  might 
thereafter  die.  It  also  makes  army  rolls  showing  the  death 
of  such  persons  sufficient  evidence  to  establish  that  fact. 

The  joint  resolution  of  March  3,  1849,  directed  that 
the  returns  on  the^olls  of  the  disease  of  which  a  soldier 
died,  and  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon-general  thereon, 
that  the  disease  was  contracted  in  the  service,  should  be 
taken  as  conclusive  evidence  of  that  fact.

WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS — ^REGULARS,  SINCE   REVOLUTION. 

The  act  of  February  3, 1853^  extended  for  five  addi- 
tional years  the  half-pay  granted  the  21st  of  July,  1848, 
and  the  22d  day  of  February,  1849;  and  directed  that 
the  last-mentioned  act  should  be  construed  to  apply  to 
the  widows  and  children  of  officers  and  soldiers  who 
served  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  the  Indian  wars  since 
1790. 

The  act  of  June  3, 1858,  granted  half-pay  for  life,  or 
during  widowhood,  to  such  widows  as  were  entitled  to 
half-pay  for  five  years,  and  to  children  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  in  certain  cases,  to  commence  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  five  years'  half-pay  allowed  by  the  act  of 
February  8, 1858.  The  act  of  August  5,  1854,  provides 
that  this  act  shall  not  deprive  widows  of  deceased  officers 
and  soldiers  who  had  married  again  from  <;laiming  a  pen- 
sion, provided  they  were  widows  when  making  their 
claim. 

The  act  of  July  14,  1862,  makes  provisions  for  the 
widows  of  persons  who  t^ave  died  since  March  1,  1861, 
or  who  may  hereafter  die  of  disability  incurred  in  the 
-war  of  1861. 

The  acts  to  which  reference  should  be  had  in  making 
applications  for  widows  and  orphans  of  regulars,  in  gen- 
.  eral,  are  those  of  April  16,  1816  (this  relates  to  the  war 
of  1812  only);  February  22,  1849;  and  June  3,  1858. 
For  widows  and  orphans  made  so  by  the  war  with  Mexico, 
the  acts  of  July  21, 1848;  February  22, 1849;  and  June 
3,  1858;  and  the  joint  resolution  of  September  28, 1850, 
should  be  consulted.  For  widows  of  the  war  of  1861, 
-    the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  is  the  most  favorable. 

The  special  act  in  the  case  of  those  who  perished  in 
the  steamship  San  Francisco,  relates  to  the  general  acts 
granting  pensions  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  regulars. 
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REGULATIONS  AND  FORMS  FOB  OBTAINING  PENSIONS   FOB  WIDOWS    AND 
ORPHANS  OF  REGULARS. 

PBNSioif  Office,  February,  1862. 
To  procure  the  half-pay  provided  under  the  various  acts  of  Con- 
gress, for  the  widows  or  minor  children  of  officers  and  soldiers  who 
have  died  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of  wounds 
or  disease  incurred  in  such  service,  in  the  line  of  duty,  applicants 
must  make  their  declarations  and  establish  their  proof  substantially 
in  accordance  with  the  subjoined  instructions  and  forms : 

1.  The  declaration  of  the  widow,  or  of  the  guardian  duly  appointed 
and  qualified  in  the  case  of  a  minor  child  or  children,  must  be  made, 
under  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  Court  of  Record  [or  before  a 
Judge  or  Clerk  of  such  Court]  (unless  satisfactory  reason  is  shown 
for  making  such  affidavit  before  some  other  magistrate  having  au- 
thority to  administer  oaths),  according  to  the  forms  accompanying 
these  instructions.  In  all  cases  the  official  character  of  the  magis- 
trate must  be  duly  certified  by  the  proper  officer,  under  his  seal  of 
office. 

2.  If  tbe  applicant  be  a  widow,  she  must  prove  the  legality  of  her 
marriage,  the  death  of  her  husband,  and  that  she  is  still  a  widow. 
She  must  also  furnish  the  names  and  ages  of  her  children  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  at  her  husband's  decease,  and  the  place  of  their 
residence.  On  a  subsequent  marriage  her  pension  will  cease,  and 
the  minor  child  or  children  of  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  if  any 
be  living,  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  will  be  entitled  to  the  same, 
in  her  stead,  from  the  date  of  such  marriage. 

3.  If  application  be  made  in  behalf  of  a  minor  child  of  the  de- 
ceased officer  or  soldier,  the  marriage  of  his  parents  must  be  proved, 
the  death  of  his  father,  the  death  or  re-marriage  of  his  mother,  and 
that  he  is  still  a  minor,  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

4.  In  case  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier  was  a  pensioner,  that 
fact  should  also  be  stated,  as  vrell  as  the  act  under  which  he  was 
pensioned,  and  the  agency  at  which  he  was  paid.  In  such  case,  a 
reference  to  the  evidence  filed  in  his  application  will  be  sufficient 
to  prove  the  service. 

5.  Proof  of  the  service  of  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier  must  be 
had  from  the  muster  rolls  or  other  documentary  evidence  in  custody 
of  the  executive  Departments  (which  the  claimant  is  not  required  to 
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produce),  or  else  from  the  testimony  of  commissioned  officers  or  the 
affidavits  of  persons  of  known  respectability.  It  most  also  be  clearly 
shown  in  what  company  and  regiment,  or  corps,  the  deceased 
served,  and  in  what  grade. 

6.  Applicants,  other  than  the  widows  of  revolutionary  soldiers, 
must  furnish  the  best  proof  the  nature  of  the  case  will  allow,  not 
only  as  to  the  place  and  time  of  the  death  of  the  deceased  officer  or 
soldier,  but  also  as  to  the  complaint  of  which  he  died,  and  the  sup- 
posed cause  of  his  disease. 

7.  The  legality  of  the  marriage  may  be  ascertained  by  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  clergyman  who  joined  them  in  wedlock,  or  by  the  testi- 
mony of  respectable  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  fact,  in  default 
of  record  evidence.  The  ages  and  number  of  children  may  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  deposition  of  the  mother,  accompanied  by  the  testi- 
mony'of  respectable  persons  having  knowledge  of  them,  or  by  tran- 
script from  the  parish  registers,  duly  authenticated.  The  widow 
must  show,  at  the  time  of  receiving  each  and  every  payment  of  her 
pension,  that  she  has  not  again  married.  This  may  be  done  by  the 
affidavits  of  respectable  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  case. 

8.  The  claimant  must,  m  every  cose  where  ther^  is  no  record  or 
documentary  proof  of  the  revolutionary  service  of  the  deceased  offi- 
cer or  soldier,  produce  the  testimony  of  at  least  one  credible  witness. 
Traditionary  evidence  will  be  deemed  useful  in  every  Buch  case. 

9.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  February 
3,  1853,  all  widows  and  orphans  who  were  granted  and  allowed  five 
years'  half-pay  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  4, 1836,  ezteilded 
by  the  act  of  July  21,  1848,  and  further  extended  by  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1849,  are  entitled  to  a  continuance  of  said  half-pay  for  a 
further  period  of  five  years,  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the 
half-pay  provided  for  by  the  aforesaid  acts,  under  the  restrictions 
and  limitations  specified  in  the  said  acts. 

10.  Under  the  last  proviso  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary 3,  1853,  the  widows  of  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musi- 
cians and  privates  of  the  regulars,  militia  and  volunteers  of  the  war 
of  1812,  and  also  in  the  various  Indian  vrars  since  1790,  who  re- 
mained to  the  date  of  their  death  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  who,  having  received  an  honorable  discharge,  and  having  died 
since  their  return  to  their  usual  place  of  residence  of  wounds  re- 
ceived, or  from  disease  contracted  while  in  the  line  of  their  duty, 
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are  entitled  to  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deoaaMd 
was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  or  at  the  time  of  receiving  such 
wounds,  or  contracting  snch  disease,  for  and  daring  the  term  offive 
years,  to  commence  at  the  time  of  completing  the  evidence  in  said 


11.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  Feb* 
mary  3,  1853,  the  widows  of  all  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
magicians  and  privates  of  the  revolutionary  army,  who  served  six 
months,  and  who  were  married  subsequentiy  to  January,  1800,  are 
entitled  to  a  pension  in  the  same  manner  as  those  who  were  married 
before  that  date. 

12.  Applications  based  upon  service  in  the  war  of  1861,  for  the 
suppression  of  rebellion,  should  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
foraging  regulations  and  the  subjoined  forms. 

13.  Agents  must,  iir  all  cases,  have  proper  autiiority  from  tiie 
claimants  in  whose  behalf  they  appear.    No  power  of  attorney  will 

.  be  recognized  as  sufficient  unless  signed  in  the  presence  of  two  wit- 
nesses, and  acknowledged  before  a  duly  qualified  officer,  whose  aa- 
thority  is  certified  under  seal.

ACT  OP  JTTLY  21,  1848— MEXICAN  WAR.

The  following  regulations  have  been  adopted  by  the  Secretary 
of  War,  with  the  approbation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  2 1  at  July, 
1848,  entitled  ''an  act  amending  the  act  entitled  'an  act  granting 
half-pay  to  the  widows  or  orphans,  where  their  husbands  and  fathers 
have  died  of  wounds  received  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,'  in  cases  of  deceased  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  militia  and 
volunteers,  passed  July  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six." 

1.  All  applicants  are  required  to  show,  either  by  the  official  cer- 
tificate or  testimony  of  a  commissioned  officer,  or  the  muster  or  pay 
rolls,  or  some  record  evidence  from  the  Adjutant-General's  Office, 
that  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  on  account  of  whose  service  the 
pension  is  claimed,  died  of  wounds  received,  or  from  disease  con- 
tracted while  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  and  that  he  served  either  in 
Mexico,  or  at  some  post  or  station  on  the  borders  of  Mexico.  Jf  he 
did  not  die  in  the  service,  it  must  bo  shown  that  he  died  while  on 

1  If  the  widow  was  subeequently  married,  the  nameof  her  second  husband, 
the  date  of  the  marriage,  and  death  of  second  husband  must  be  stated  in 
the  declaration  and  prpved. 
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his  return  to  his  usual  place  of  residence  in  the  United  States,  after 
having  received  a  discharge  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability 
incurred  from  wounds  received,  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the 
line  of  duty,  or  while  on  his  march  to  join  the  army  in  Mexico,  or 
at  seme  post  or  station  on  the  borders  of  Mexico. 

2.  The  legality  Of  the  marriage,  the  name  of  the  widow,  with 
those  of  her  children  who  may  have  been  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  the  father's  decease,  with  the  State  or  Territory 
and  county  in  which  she  and  they  reside,  should  be  established. 
The  legality  of  the  marriage  may  be  ascertained  by  the  certificate 
of  the  clergyman  who  joined  them  in  wedlock,  or  tiie  testimony  of 
respectable  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  fact  The  age  and 
number  of  the  children  may  be  ascertained  by  the  deposition  of 
the  mother,  accompanied  by  the  testimony  of  re8pectal)le  persons 
having  knowledge  of  them,  or  by  transcripts  from  the  parish  regis- 
ters, duly  authenticated.  The  widow,  at  the  time  of  allowing^  the 
half  pay,  or  placing  her  on  the  list  for  it,  must  show  that  she  has 
not  again  married;  and  most,  moreover,  repeat  this  at  the  time  of 
receiving  eadh  and  every  payment  thereof;  because,  in  case  of  her 
marrying  again,  the  half-pay  to  her  ceases,  and  the  half-pay  for  the 
remainder  of  the  time  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the  de- 
ceased soldier.  This  may  be  done  by  the  affidavits  of  respectable 
persons  having  knowledge  of  the  case. 

3.  In  cases  where  there  are  children,  and  no  widow,  their  guard- 
ian will,  of  course,  act  for  them,  and  establish  their  claims  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  foregoing  regulations,  and  receive  their  stipends  for 
them. 

4.  The  credibility  of  the  witness  must  in  every  case  be  certified 
by  the  magistrate  who  may  administer  the  oath ;  and  the  official 
character  and  signature  of  the  magistrate  must  be  certified  by  the 
proper  officer,  under  his  seal  of  office. 

5.  In  every  case  the  applicant,  if  a  widow,  must  make  a  declara- 
tion according  to  the  form  annexed.  If  there  be  no  widow,  and  the 
claim  is  made  on  behalf  of  orphan  children,  there  must  be  a  guard- 
ian appointed  to  act  for  them,  and  he  must  make  a  declaration,  vary- 
ing the  form  to  suit  the  case.

1.  tJnder  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  all  widows 
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and  orphans  who  were  granted  and  allowed  five  years'  half-pay  by 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  4th  July,  1836,  extended  by  the  aet  of 
2l8t  of  July,  1848,  and  farther  extended  by  the  act  of  22d  February, 
1849,  are  entitled  to  a  continuance  of  said  half-pay  for  a  further 
period  of  five  years,  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  half  pay 
provided  for  by  the  aforesaid  acts,  under  the  restrictions  and  limit- 
ations in  the  Mid  acts  specified. 

To  obtain  these  benefits  the  applicant  must  make  a  declaration, 
under  oath,  before  some  magistrate  in  the  county  where  the  diBclar- 
ant  resides,  or  before  some  other  person  qualified  to  administer  an 
oath  (which  declaration  muRt  be  duly  authenticated),  according  to 
the  form  appended  hereto,  marked  ^'A,"  page  186. 

The  official  character  of  the  magistrate  must  be  duly  certified  by  the 
proper  officer,  under  his  seal  of  office,  and  the  person  administering 
the  oath  must  certify  that  the  declarant  is  personally  known  to  him. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  marriage  of 
the  widow,  and  the  appMeation  is  made  on  behalf  of  a  child  or 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  the  half-pay  is  not  continued 
after  such  child  or  children  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  sixteen. 

2.  Under  the  last  proviso  of  the  first  section,  the  widows  of  offi- 
cers, non-commissioned  officers,  musiciuis  and  privates  of  the  reg- 
ulars, militia  and  volunteers  of  the  war  of  1812,  who  were  not  entitled 
by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  16th  April,  1816,  and  also  in  the 
various  Indian  wars  since  1790,  who  remained  to  the  date  of  their 
death  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  who  having  received  an 
honorable  discharge,  and  who  have  died  since  their  return  to  their 
usual  place  of  residence,  of  wounds  received,  or  of  disease  contracted, 
while  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  are  entitled  to  receive  half  the 
monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  or  at  the  time  of  receiving  such  wound,  or  contracting  such 
disease,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five  years,  to  commence  at  the 
time  of  completing  the  evidence  in  said  case. 

In  case  there  be  no  such  widow,  or  in  case  of  her  marriage  or 
death,  before  the  expiration  of  five  years,  the  half-pay  or  such  part 
thereof  as  remains  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  or  decease,  will  go  to 
the  minor  heirs  of  the  deceased.

If  the  applicant  be  a  minor  child  of  the  deeeased  officeor  or  seedier, 
he  must  prove  the  marriage  of  his  parents,  their  death  and  his  mi- 
nority.

As  there  is  a  close  similarity  in  tiie  regulatioM  pre- 
scribed for  executing  the  various  acts  of  Congress  grant- 
ing half-pay  pensions  to  widows,  it  is  not  deemed  neces- 
sary to  repeat  the  forms  given  in  ^^Widows  and  Obphans — 
Beyolutionakt  Wae,''  nor  those  which  have  preceded 
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under  this  title.  At  best,  the  forms  which  are  furnished 
for  preparing  the  necessary  papers  in  pension  cases  are 
but  skeletons ;  and  much  is  left  to  the  tact  and  skill  of 
the  draughtsman,  aided  by  the  regulations  prescribed  at 
the  Pension  Office.  There  is  no  danger  of  proving  too 
mtLch^  irt  any  case^  and  it  is  well,  therefore,  always  to 
consult  the  regulations  and  forms  applicable  to  acts  of  a 
similar  character  to  the  one  under  which  it  is  desired  to 
make  an  application,  to  obtain  such  assistance  as  may  be 
found ;  and  should  superfluous  prooi^  be  furnished,  by 
mistake,  it  can  do  no  harm. 

It  may  be  remarked,  in  passing,  that  the  form  "  B,"

1.  Hie  foregoing  act  is  published  in  the  form  of  a  circular,  for 
the  Convenience  and  information  of  those  entitled  to  its  benefits.  ' 

^.  It  will  be  observed  that  it  creates  no  new  class  of  pensions, 
but  simply  renews  and  continues  to  widows,  or  children  while  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  certain  pensions  provided  for  by  previous  laws. 
Persons  claiming  its  benefits  have  therefore  only  to  prove  their  iden- 
tity and  their  continued  widowhood,  or  prescribed  minority. 

3.  This  must  be  done  in  the  form  of  a  declaration,  in  writing, 
under  oath,  by  the  widow  or  the  guardian  of  such  of  the  children  of 
the  deceased  officer,  or  soldier,  as  may  be  still  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years.  The  declaration  must  state  the  age  and  residence  of 
the  ckisiaat,  the  name  a^d  rank  of  tfafe  deceased  husband  or  father, 
and  the  company  or  regiment  to  which  he  belonged ;  the  date  of  the 
act  under  which  the  former  pension  was^  allowed — its  rate  per 
month,  the  agency  where  paid,  and  the  dates  of  its  commencement 
and  termination;  and  that  it  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
the  benefits  of  the  said  act  of  June  3, 1858. 
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4.  The  declaration  must  be  awom  to,  and  sabscribed  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  officer  duly  authorized  to  administer 
oaths  for  general  purposes,  in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  persons 
who  know  the  claimant  to  be  a  widow,  and  otherwise  the  person  she 
represents  herself  to  be,  who  shall  make  oath  thereto,  and  particu- 
larly as  to  their  means  of  knowledge  concerning  the  facts  about 
which  they  testify. 

5.  Applications  in  behalf  of  minors  must  be  aceompanied  by  the 
best  evidence  attainable  of  their  respective  ages,  if  it  have  not  al- 
ready been  furnished  in  a  former  application. 

6.  It  is  required  that  the  iState,  county,  and  post^ffice  address  of 
the  claimant,  shall  in  every  case  be  set  forth  in  the  declaration,  and 
the  length  of  time  the  same  has  been  her  place  of  residence,  and  the  " 
official  position  and  genuineness  of  signature  of  the  magistrate,  or 
other  officer  before  whom  papers  are  executed  or  acknowledged, 
shall  be  duly  attested  by  a  certificate  under  seal  from  the  proper 
officer ;  which  certificate,  if  not  written  on  the  sheet  of  paper  contain- 
ing the  signature  to  be  authenticated,  must  be  attached  thereto  by 

a  piece  of  tape  or  ribbon,  the  ends  of  which  must  pass  under  the 
official  seal,  so  as  to  prevent  any  paper  being  improperly  attached, 
to  said  certificate. 

7.  No  officer  before  whom  any  paper  may  be  executed,  or  testi- 
mony taken,  will  be  recognized  as  the  agent  of  the  claimant ;  but  in 
every  case  such  officer  must  certify  that  he  is  in  no  wise  interested 
in  the  result  of  the  application;  and  if  the  certificate  is  to  be  sent 
to  any  person  other  than  the  claimant,  she  must,  in  her  declaration, 
give  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  she  may  desire  it 
to  be  sent. 

8.  The  above  requirements  will  be  rigidly  enforced,  and  a  care- 
ful observance  of  the  same,  in  the  preparation  of  their  cases  in  the 
first  instance,  will  save  claimants  much  trouble  and  delay  in  the  ad- 
judication of  their  claims.

The  regulations  for  executing  this  act  are  the  same 
same  as  in  other  (5ases  where  pensions  are  claimed  for  the 
service  of  an  officer  or  soldier  in  the  regular  army.  The 
officers  and  soldiers  referred  to  in  the  act  belonged  to  the 
establishment,  and  were  lost  off  the  coast  of  South 
America,  on  their  way  to  California.

The  following  regulations,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior, have  been  adopted  for^ carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  3d  February,  1853,  entitled  "  an  act  to  continue  half-pay  to 
'  certain  v^idows  and  orphans." 

].  Under  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  all  widows 
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and  orphans  who  were  granted  and  allowed  five  years'  half-pay  by 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  4th  July,  1836,  extended  by  the  act  of 
2l8t  of  July,  1848,  and  further  extended  by  the  act  of  22d  February, 
1849,  are  entitled  to  a  continuance  of  said  half-pay  for  a  further 
period  of  five  years,  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  half-pay 
provided  for  by  the  aforesaid  acts,  under  the  restrictions  and  limit* 
ations  in  the  aaid  acts  specified. 

To  obtain  these  benefits  the  applicant  must  make  a  declaration, 
under  oath,  before  some  magistrate  in  the  county  where  the  d!ieclar- 
ant  resides,  or  before  some  other  person  qualified  to  administer  an 
oath  (which  declaration  must  be  duly  authenticated),  according  to 
the  form  appended  hereto,  marked  '*A,"  page  186. 

The  official  character  of  the  magistrate  must  be  duly  certified  by  the 
proper  officer,  under  his  seal  of  office,  and  the  person  administering 
the  oath  must  certify  that  the  declarant  is  personally  known  to  him. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  marriage  of 
the  widow,  and  the  appileation  is  made  on  behalf  of  a  child  or 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  the  half-pay  is  not  continued 
after  such  child  or  children  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  sixteen. 

2.  Under  the  last  proviso  of  the  first  section,  the  widows  of  offi- 
cers, non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates  of  the  reg- 
ulars, militia  and  volunteers  of  the  war  of  1812,  who  were  not  entitled 
by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  16th  April,  1816,  and  also  in  the 
various  Indian  wars  since  1790,  who  remained  to  the  date  of  their 
death  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  who  having  received  an 
honorable  discharge,  and  who  have  died  since  their  return  to  their 
usual  place  of  residence,  of  wounds  received,  or  of  disease  contracted, 
while  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  are  entitled  to  receive  half  the 
monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  or. at  the  time  of  receiving  such  wound,  or  contracting  such 
disease,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five  years,  to  commence  at  the 
time  of  completing  the  evidence  in  said  case. 

In  case  there  be  no  such  widow,  or  in  case  of  her  marriage  or 
death,  before  the  expiration  of  five  years,  the  half-pay  or  such  part 
thereof  as  remains  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  or  decease,  will  go  to 
the  minor  heirs  of  the  deceased. 

In  applications  for  these  benefits,  the  party  must  make  a  declara- 
tion in  writing,  before  a  Court  of  Record,  according  to  the  form  ap-

By  an  act  of  March  14,  1*798,^  entitled  "  an  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  widows  and  orphans^  of  certaia  deceased 
officers,"  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  7,  1794,^  are 
extended  to  the  widows  and  orphan  children  of  the  com- 
missioned officers  of  the  militia,  who  died  by  reason  of 
wounds  received  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  in  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States.  Two  years'  time  was 
allowed  in  which  to  make  applications  for  the  benefits 
of  the  act.

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  officers,  according  to 
the  rank  which  they  held  as  aforesaid,  the  non-commissioned  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  volihiteers  and  militia,  who  served  in  the  said 
campaign,  and  who  were  killed  or  died  of  wounds  received  in  said 
service,  leaving  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  shall  have  left  a  child  or  *

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ohildren  uzkder  the  age  of  sixteen,  suoh  willow,  or,  if  no  widow,  such 
chUd  or  children  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  the  half  of  the 
monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  or  receiying  the  wound  of  which  he  died,  for  and  during  the 
term  of  five  years ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such 
widow  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  five  years,  the  half-pay 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of 
such  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  whije  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years ;  ~  and,  in  like  manner,  tiie  allowance  to  the  t^ild  or  children 
of  such  deceased,  where  there  is  no  widow,  shall  be  paid  no  longer 
than  while  there  is  a  child  or  ohOdren  under  the  age  aforesaid: 
Provided,  That  no  greater  suiu  shall  be  allowed,  in  Oay  case,  to 
the  widow  or  to  the  child  or  children  of  any  officer,  than  the  half- 
pay  of  a  lieutpnant-coloneL 

Provision  was  made  for  the  widows  and  children  of 
commiseioned  officers  of  the  militia  and  volunteers,  who 
migbt  die  by  reason  of  wounds  received  in  the  service, 
by  an  act  approved  August  2, 1818,  entitled  **  an  act  to 
provide  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  militia  slain, 
and  for  militia  disabled,  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  ;"^  as  follows  : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  tJte  Senate  mid  House  of  Bfipresentativea  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled;  That  if  any  commissioned 
officer  of  the  militia  or  of  any  volunteer  corps  shall,  while  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  die,  by  reason  of  wounds  received  in 
actual  service  of  the  United  States,  and  leave  a  widow,  or,  if  no 
widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  such  widow, 
or^  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive 
Jialf  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  for  and  during  the  term  of  ^ve  years.  But  in  the 
case  of  the  de&ik  or  intermarriage  of  such  widow,  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  term  of  five  jeatB,  the  halfway  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  such  deceased  officer: 
Pi^ovided,  always^  That  such  half-pay  shall  cease  on  the  death  of 
such  child  or  children.

By  an  act  approved  April  16,  1816,  entitled  "  an  act 
making  further  provision  for  military  services  during  the 
late  war,  and  for  other  purposes,"^  it  is  prescribed: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  Bouee  of  JRepresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemMed^  That  when  any 
officer  or  private  soldier  of  the  militia)  including  rangers,  sea-fenci- 
bles  and  volnnteers,  or  any  non-oommissioned  officer,  musician  or 
private,  enlisted  for  either  of  the  terms  of  one  year  or  eighteen 
months,  or  any  commissioned  officer  of  the  regular  army,  shall  have' 
died  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  during  the  late  war, 
or  in  returning  to  place  ef  residence,  after  being  mustered  out  of 
service,  or  who  shall  havQ  died  at  any  time  thereafter,  in  conse- 
quence of  wounds  received  while  in  the  service,  and  shall  have  left 
a  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age,  such  widow,-  or  ifno  Widow,  sucfaehiM  or  children  shall  bo  en- 
titled to  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was 
entitled  at  the  time  of  his  aeath,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five 
years;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such  vddow  before 
the  expiration  of  said  five  years,  the  half  pay  for  the  remainder  of 
the  time  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  said  decedent;  Provided^ 
always^  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  adopt  such  forms  of  evi- 
dence, in  applications  under  this  act,  as  the  President  of  the  United 
States  may  prescribe;'  .  .  . 

These  provisions,  as  will  have  been  observed,  are  con- 
fined to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  certain  persons  who 
died  from  disability  incurred  in  the  war  of  1812. 

An  act  amendatory  of  the  la^t-named  act,  approved* 
March  8,  1817,^  preBcribes  the  rate  of  pensions  to  be 
allowed  to  those  who  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
act,  as  follows :

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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Boaeeof  E^eeentathee ef  the  United 
States  €f  Ameriea  in  Ccngreee  aeaembUd^  That  the  widows  and  chil- 
dren of  soldiers  of  the  militia,  the  volunteers,  the  rangers,  and  the 
searfencibles,  who  served  during  the  late  war,  and  for  whom  half- 
pay  for  five  years  was  provided,  by  an  act  passed  on  the  sixteenth 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  entitled  *'an 
act  making  further  provision  for  militaiy  servicesduring  the  late 
war,  and  for  other  purposes,''  shall  be  placed  on  an  equality  as  to 
their  annual  allowance  ;  that  is  to  say :  such  widows,  and  in  case 
of  no  widow  such  children,  as  may  be  embraced  in  the  before-recited 
act,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  (as  the  half-pay  to  which  they  are 
entitled),  at  the  rate  of  forty-eight  dollars  per  annum,  and  no  more; 
and  the  widows  and  children  aforesaid,  of  the  olEicers  of  the  differ- 
ent corps  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  half-pay  of  the  officers 
of  the  infantry. 

By  an  act  of  April  20^  1818,  entitled  ^' an 'act  to  in- 
crease the  pay  of.  militia  while  in  actual  service,  and  fqr 
other  purposes," '  provision  was  made  for  the  widows  and 
children  of  ^he  militia  who  had  served  or  might  serve  in 
the  war  against  the  Seminole  Indians,  and  who  had  died 
or  been  killed,  or  who  might  die  or  be  killed^  in  the  ser- 
vice, as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
the  militia  who  have  been  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  since  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, or  who  hereafter  may  be  called  into  the  said  service,  in  prose- 
cuting said  war,  or  who  may  have  died  or  been  killed,  or  hereafter 
may  die  or  be  killed,  in  such  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
half-pay,  for  five  years,  and  pensions  allowed,  by  the  laws  now  in 
force,  to  jfche  widows  and  orphans  of  the  militia  who  died  or  were 
killed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  late  war  with 
Great  Britain.

Sbo.  5.  And  he  it  further  enaciedy  That  when  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  artificer  or  private  of  said  militia  or  volunteer 
^  corps/  who  shall  die  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  retorning 
to  his  place  of  residence  after  being  mastered  out  of  service,  or  at 
any  time  in  consequence  of  wounds  received  in  service,  and  shall 
leave  a  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  such  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  chUdrmi, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  de- 
ceased was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  for  and  during  the 
term  of  five  years ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such 
widow  before  the  expiration  of  five  years,  the  half-pay  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  time  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  said  dece- 
dent :  Provided^  dhcaySy  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  adopt  such 
forms  of  evidence,  in  applications  under  this  act,  as  the  President 
of  the  United  States  may  prescribe. 

By  the  first  section  of  an  act  approved  July,  4,  1836, 
entitled  "  an  act  granting  half-pay  to  widows  or  orphans, 
when  their  husbands  and  fathers  have  died  of  wounds  re- 
ceived in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  in  cer- 
tain cases,  and  for  other  purposes,"^  it  is  provided  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  AineHca  in  Congress  assembled^  That  when  any 
officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  private,  of  the  militia, 
including  rangers,  sea-fencibles,  and  volunteers,  shall  have  died' 
while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  since  the /twentieth  day  of 
April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  or  who  shall  have  died  in 
consquence  of  a  wound  received  while  in  the  service,  since  the  day 
aforesaid,^  and  shall  have  left  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child  or

WIDOWS   AND   ORPHANS — VOLUNTEERS   AND  MILITIA. 

A  rule  of  evidence,  applicable  to  all  widows  whose  hus- 
bands were  pensioners  at  the  time  of  their  death,  was 
established  by  an  act  of  May  7, 1846,*  as  follows  : 

Sbo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  widow  entitled  to  a  pen- 
sion under  exhting  laws,  and  claiming  a  pQ^8ion,  whose  husband 
was  drawing  a  pension  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  shall  be  required, 
in  any  such  case,  to  furnish  any  further  evidence  that  said  husband 
was- entitled  to  a  pension;  nor  shall  any  evidence,  in  any  case,  be 
required  to  entitle  the  widow  to  a  pension,  when  the  evidence  is  in 
the  archives  of  the  government,  other  than  such  proof  as  would  be 
sufficient  to  establish  the  marriage  between  the  applicant  and  the 
deceased  pensioner  in  civil  personal  actions  in  a  court  of  justice.' 

An  act  of  July  21, 1848,  entitled  ^'  an  act  amending  the 
act  entitled  '  an  act  granting  half-pay  to  widows  or  or- 
phans, where  their  husbands  and  fathers  have  died  of 
wounds  received  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,'  in  case  of  deceased  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
militia  an^  volunteers,  passed  July  fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six,"^  extends  the  benefits  of  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  July  4, 1836,  to  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  regular  army  and  volun- 
teers, who  died  of  disabilities  which  accrued  in  the  ser- 
vice, as  follows  : 

Seo.  2.    And  he  it  furiJier  enacted.  That  all  widows  ^  and  orphans

Laving  received  a  discharge  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  for  dis- 
ability while  in  the  line  of  duty,  or  while  on  their  march  to  join 
the  army  in  Mexico:  And  provided  further,  That  this  act  shall  not 
be  applicable  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  such  officers,  non-commi»- 
sioned  officers,  musicians  or  privates,  who  have  not  served  in  Mexico, 
or  at  posts  or  stations  on  the  borders  of  Mexico ;  except  where  such 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  or  privates,  have  died 
wliile  on  their  march  to  join  the  army  of  the  United  States  in 
Mexico. 

'  Sec.  3.  All  pensions  under  this  act  shall  be  granted  under  saoh 
rules,  regulations,  restrictions  and  limitations  as  the  Secretary  of 
War,  with  the  approbation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,

without  the  proof  now  required  at  the  Pension  Office ;  and  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  in  all  cases  of 
application  for  pensions  under  said  act,  to  apply  to  the  proper  offi- 
cers for  said  evidence,  without  requiring  the  applicant  to  furnish  the 


By  a  joint  resolution  of  the  28th  September,  1850,^  it 
was  directed  that  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  July 
21,  1848,  extended  by  the  act  of  February  22, 1849,  be 
construed  to  embrace  the  widows  and  orphans  of  all  per- 
sons designated  therein,  who  died  while  in  actual  service 
in  the  war  with  Mexico,  or  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  same ;  iind  also  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  all  such 
persons  as,  having  been  honorably  discharged,  or  having 
resigned, V  shall  have  died  after  the  passage  of  said  last- 
mentioned  act,  or  who  may  hereafter  die,  of  wounds  re- 
ceived or  from  disease  contracted  while  in  said  service  : 
Provided^  That  the  army  rolls  showing  the  death  of  any 
of  said  persons  inr  the  army  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  to 
establish  that'fact. 

The  half-pay  -allowed  by  certain  acts  to  certain  widows 
and  children  was  renewed  five  years,  by  an  act  of  Febru- 
ary 3,  1853, 'entitled  "an  act  to  continue  half-pay  to 
certain  widows  and  orphans."  ^     This  act  is  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  widows  '  and  orphans

sioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  both  regulars  and  volunteers/'/ 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  granted  a  continuance  of  said  half-pay, 
under  like  limitations  and  restrictions,  for  a  further  period  of  five 
years,  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  half-pay  provided  for 
by  the  aforesaid  acts:  Frovidedj  howiver^  That  in  case  of  the  death 
or  marriage  of  such  widow  before  the  expiration  of  said  term  of 
five  years,  the  half-pay  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  shall  go  to  the 
child  or  children  of  the  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  while  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years;  and  in  like  manner  the  child  or  children  of 
such  deceased,  when  there  is  no  widow,  shall  be  paid  no  longer  than 
while  there  is.  a  child  or  children  under  the  age  aforeaaid :  And 
provided  further^  That  no  greater  sum.  shall  be  allowed  in  any  case 
to  the  widow,  or  to  the  child  or  children  of  any  officer,  than  the 
half-pay  of  a  lieutenant-colonel :  Provided  further^  That  the  act 
approved  the  twenty-second  of  February,  one  tfiousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine,  "  granting  five  years'  half-pay  to  certain  widows 
and  orphans  of  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates,  both  regular  and  volunteer,"  be  so  extended  and  construed 
as  to  embrace  the  widows  and  minor  heirs  of  the  officers,  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  of  the  regulars,  militia 
and  volunteers  of  the  war  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  of 
the  various  Indian  wars  since  1790. ' 

1  Pensions  under  the  act  of  February  22,  1849,  July  21, 1848,  and  July 
4, 1836,  are  renewed  by  the  act  of  February  3,  1853;  but  penBions  under 
special  acts  are  not  renewed  by  said  acts.  Commisnimer  Waldo,  November 
16, 1853. 

3  The  widow  of  a  SQldier  killed  by  the  Indians-  in  a  time  of  peace,  is  not 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  February  3,  1853.  Commianoner  IValdo, 
December  21,  1863. 
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The  third  section  of  an  army  appropriation  act  of 
August  5, 1854,^  provides  a  rule  of  construction  appli- 
cable to  cases  under  the  act  of  February  3,  1853,  as 
follows : 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enadedf  That  ...  the  act  approved 
Febmarj  third,  one  thousltnd  eight  hundred  and  fi%4hree,  entitled 
"an  act  to  continne  half-pay  to  certain  widows  and  orphans/'  shall 
not  be  BO  construed  as  to  depriye  any  widow  from  the  benefits  therein 
granted  for  the  services  of  her  hasband,  though  she  may  have  mar- 
ried again :  Provided,  however^  That  the  applicant  is  a  widow  at  the 
time  of  making  the  claim  :  Ihwidedj  Such  party  shall  not  receive 
pension  during  coverture. 

By  an  act  of  June  3,  1858,  entitled  ^^  an  act  to  extend 
<an  act  to  continue  half-pay  to  certain  widows  and 
orphans/  approved  February  three,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-three,"^  Congress  extended  the  half-pay  of  tvidows 
in  all  cases,  during  life,  and  of  orphans  until  the  age  of 
sixteen  years.     This  important  act  is  as  follows : 

£e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaentativee  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  those  surviving 
widows  and  minor  children  who  have  been,  or  may  be,  granted  and 
allowed  five  years'  half-pay  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  or  laws 
of  the  United  States,  bo  and  they  are  hereby,  granted  a  continuance 
of  such  half-pay,  under  the  following  terms  and  limitations,  viz :  to 
such  widows  during  life,  and  to  such  child  or  children,  wh^ere  there 
is  no  widow,  while  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  to  commence  from 
the  expiration  of  the  half-pay  provided  for  by  the  first  section  of  the 
act  entitled  ''an  act  to  continue  half-pay  to  certain  widows  and  or- 
phans," approved  February  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three: 
Provided,  hovoever,  That  in  case  of  the  marriage  or  death  of  any 
such  widow,  the  half-pay  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the 
deceased  officer  or  soldier  while  under  the  age  of  sixteen  y^ars ; 
and,  in  like  manner,  the  child  or  children  of  such  deceased  officer

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or  soldier,  when  there  is  no  widow,  shall  be  paid  no  longer  than 
while  there  are  children  or  a  child  under  the  age  aforesaid :  And 
provided  furiTtet^  That  the  half-pay  of  such  widow  and  orphans 
shall  be  half  the  monthly  pay  of  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians  and  priyates  of  the  infantry  of  the  regular  army 
of  the  United  States,  and  no  more,  and  that  no  greater  sum  shall  be 
allowed  to  sitoh  widow  or  minor  children  than  the  half-pay  of  a 
lieutenant-oolonel ;  And  provided,  also^  That  ih\a  act  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  at  embrace  the  case  of  any  person  or  persons 
now  receiving  a  pension  for  life ;  and,  further,  that  wherever  half-pay 
shall  have  been  granted  by  any  special  act  of  Congress,  and  is  re- 
newed or  contintied  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  same  shall 
commence  from  the  date  hereof  / 

WAK  OF  18M. 
An  act  of* July  14, 1862,  granting  pensions  in  general 
for  wounds,  disease  or  death,  incurred  in  the  war  of  1861, 
for  the  suppression  of  rebellion,  contains  the  following 
provisions : 

An  Act  to  Grant  PenaionB. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  if  any  officer, 
non-commissioned  officer,  musfcian  or  private  of  the  army,  including 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or  petty 
officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotillaman,  marine, 
clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  other  person  in  the  navy  or  marine  crops 
has  been«  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be  disabled  by  reason  of  any  wound 
received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of 
the  fact  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be 
provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  in- 
valid pensions  [pensioners]  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to 
receive  for  the  higbiBSt  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  herein- 
after provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferiordisability  an  amount 
proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  commence  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  sneh  disability.  The 
pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
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musicians  and  privates  employed  io  the  military  aenriee  of  the 
United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  the 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follows,  vie:  Lieutenant-colonel  and  all 
officers  of  a  higher  rank,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  major,  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month;  captain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first 
lieutenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  mont^ ;  second  lieuten^int,  fifteen 
dollars  per  month;  and  non-commissioned  offieers,  mnsicians  and 
privates,  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability 
for  officers,  warrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  vis:  Captain, 
commander,  surgeon,  pajrmaster  and  chief  engineer,  respectively, 
ranking  with  oottmander  by  law,  Hentenant  oommanding  and  master 
commanding,  thirty  dollars  per  mtmth;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master and  ehief  engineer,  respeettvely,  ranking  with  lieutenant  by 
law,  and  passed  assistant  surgeon,  twenty-five  dollars  per  month; 
professor  of  mathematics,  master,  assistant  surgeon,  assistant  pay- 
master and  chaplain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first  assistant 
engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  passed  midshipman, 
midshipman,  captains'  and  paymasters'  clerk,  second  and  third 
assistant  engineer^  masters'  mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars 
per  month;  all  petty  officers  and  all  other  persons  befo^re  named 
employed  in  the  naval  service,  eight  d<^ars  per  month;  and  all 
commissioned  officers,  of  cither  service,  shall  receive  such  and  only 
such  pension  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold 
commissions. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  macted^  That  if  any  officer  or  other 
person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  has  died  since  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  here* 
after  die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  or  disease  contracted 
while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty,^ 
his  widow,  or,  if  there  be  no  widow,  his  child  or  children  under  six- 
teen years  of  age,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  pension  aa 
the  husband  or  father  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he  been  to- 
tally disabled,  to  commence  from  the  death  of  the  husband  or  father, 
and  to  continue  to  the  widow  during  her  widowhood,  or  to  the  child 
or  children  until  they  severally  attain  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
and  no  longer. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That . . .  And  provided^  further^ 
That  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children,  or  any  heirs 
of  any  deceased  officer,  on  account  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  pension; 
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who  have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in,  or  who  have  aided  or  abetted, 
the  existing  rebellion  in  the  United  States ;  but  the  right  of  such 
disloyal  widow  or  children,  heir  or  heirs  of. such  soldier,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  loyal  heir  or  heirs  of  the  deceased,  if  any  there  be. 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  fees  of  agents  and 
attorneys,  for  making  out  and  causing  to  be  executed  the  papers 
necessary  to  establish  a  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty  and  other 
allowance  before  the  Pension  Office  under  this  act,  shall  not  exceed 
the  following  ratea:  For  making  out  and  causing  to  be  duly  executed 
a  declaration  by  the  applicant,  with  the  necessary  affidavits,  and 
forwarding  the  same  to  the  Pension  Office,  with  the  requisite  corre- 
spondence, five  dollars.  In  cases  wherein  additional  testimony  is 
required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  f#r  each  affidavit  so 
required  and  executed  and  forwarded  (except  the  affidavits  of  sur- 
geons, for  which  such  agents  and  attorneys  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  fees),  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

Sbo.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  agent  or  attorney 
who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any  greater 
compensation  for  his  services  under  this  act  than  is  prescribed  in 
the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  contract  or  agree  to 
prosecute  any  claim  for  a  pension,  bouhty  or  other  allowance  under 
this  act,  on  the  condition  that  he  shall  receive  a  per  centum  upon 
or  any  portion  of  the  amount  of  such  claim,  or  who  shall  wrongfully 
withhold  from  a  pensioner  or  other  claimant  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  pension  or  claim  allowed  and  due  to  such  pensioner  or 
claimant,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding 
two  years,  or  both,  according  to  the  circumstances  and  aggravations 
of  the  offense. 

The  other  sections  of  the  act  may  be  found  on  pages

GENERAL   OBSERVATIONS.  ^ 

The  act  of  April  16,  1816,  makes  provision  for  the 
"widows  and  orphans  of  officers  and  soldiers  who  served 
in  the  war  of  1812. 

The  apaount  of  the  >  half-pay  to  widows  and  orphans  of 
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the  militia  and  volunteers,  and  certain  others  troops,  is 
fixed  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1817. 

The  benefits  of  all  laws  granting  half-pay  to  widows 
and  orphans  of  regulars,  were  extended  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  militia  who  died  in  the  Seminole  war,  by 
act  of  April  20, 1818. 

Half-pay  was  granted  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
volunteers  and  militia  who  served  on  the  Wabash,  under 
General  Harrison,  by  act  of  April  10,  1812 ;  and  like 
provision  was  made  by  act  of  March  19,  1836,  for  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  volunteers  and  militia  who  served 
in  the  Florida  war. 

The  act  of  July  4, 1836,  makes  provision  for  the  widows 
of  volunteers,  militia,  and  others  who  served  after  April 
20,  1818. 

The  act  of  July  21, 1848,  extends  the  benefits  of  the 
first  section  of  the  act  of  July  4,  1836,  to  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  those  who  served  in  the  Mexican  war. 
These  benefits  were  by  act  of  February  22,  1849,  also 
extended  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  all  regulars  and 
volunteers  who  died  in  the  service,  or  after  discharge, 
from  wounds  or  disease,  received  or  contracted  in  the 
service. 

The  joint  resolution  of  September  28,  1850,  construed 
the  acts  of  July  21,  1848,  and  February  22,  1849. 

The  act  of  February  3,  1853,  continued  for  five  addi- 
tional years  the  half-pay  granted  by  acts  of  July  21, 1848, 
and  February  22,  1849,  and  by  relation  (according  to  the 
decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions),  the  half-pay 
provided  in  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  July  4,  1836. 
This  act  also  extended  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  FeWary 
22,  1849,  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  officers  and  sol- 
diers of  the  war  of  1812,  and  Indian  wars  since  1790. 
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The  act  of  August  5,  1854,  prescribes  that  the  mar- 
riage of  a  widow,  after  the  death  of  her  soldier-husband, 
shall  not  bar  her  of  a  pension,  if  she  be  again  a  widow  at 
the  time  of  making  her  application. 

The  act  of  June  8,  1858,  renews  for  life  or  widow;hood, 
to  ^widows,  and  until  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  to  orphans, 
the  half-pay  granted  under  any  act  of  Congress. 

The  act  of  July  14,  1862,  makes  provisions  for  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  the  war  of  1861. 

SECTION  II. 

REOULATIONS  AND  FORMS  FOB  OBTAINING    PENSIONS    FOR  WIDOWS  AND 
ORPHANS  OF  YOLUNTEBRS  AND  MILITLA. 

The  same  regulations  and  forms  (with  slight  variations) 
which  appertain  to  the  claims  of  widows  and  orphans  of 
.  regulars,  apply  to  those  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
volunteers  and  militia.  To  the  former,  therefore,  claim- 
ants under  this  title  are  referred.  They  may  also  consult 
^^  Regulations  and  Forms  for  obtaining  pensions  for  widows 
of  persons  who  served  in  the  war  of  the  revolution,"  with 
profit. 

A  few  forms,  applicable  to  claims  under  the  various 
acts  granting  pensions  to  the  widows  of  volunteers  and 
militia,  in  general,  here  follow,  by  way  of  illustration :

The  regulations  and  forms  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner, to  be  observed  in  making  applications  under  this 
act,  in  behalf  of  widows  and  orphans,  will  be  found  under 
title  "  Widows  and  Orphans — ^Regulars."

WIDOWS   AND  ORPHANS — INDIAN  WARS. 

The  President  was  empowered  by  an  act  approved  Jan- 
uary 2,  1812,*  entitled  "  an  act  authorizing  the  President 
of  the  United  States  to  raise  certain  companies  of  ran- 
gersy  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  of  the  United 
States,"  whenever  satisfactorily  advised  of  an  actual  or 
threatened  incursion  of  Indian  tribes  into  any  State  or 
Territory,  to  raise,  by  enlistment  or  the  acceptance  of 
volunteers,  for  one  year,^  six^  companies  of  rangers,  for 
whom  the  following  provision  was  made : 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enactedj  That  the  officers,  non-com- 
missioned officers,  and  privates,  raised  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be 
entitled  to  like  compensation  in  case  of  disability  bj  wounds,  and 
otherwise  incurred  in  the  service,  as  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  and  privates,  in  the  present  military  establishment,  and  with 
them  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  which  have

shall  be  extended  to  all  persons,  matters,  and  things,  within  the 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  in  the  same  manner^as  if  they 
were  inserted  at  large  in  the  same.'  ... 

An  act  approved  April  10,  1812,  entitled  "  an  act  for 
the  relief  of  the  oflElcers  and  soldiers  who  served  in  the 
late  campaign  on  the  Wabash,"  provides  that  the  officers 
and  men  who  served  under  General  Harrison,  against  the 
Indians  on  the  Wabash,  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  accor- 
ding to  the  rank  assigned  them  by  General  Harrison,  as 
is  allowed  the  militia ;  and  that  the  widows  or  orphans  of 
such  as  were  slain,  or  died  of  wounds  received  in  the  ser- 
vice, should  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the 
deceased  husband  or  father  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  for  five  years.  Section  two  of  this  act,  which 
contains  the  latter  provision,  may  be  found  in  full  on 
page  198. 

Half-pay  is  granted  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  ran- 
gers and  others,  in  certain  cases,  by  an  act  of  April  16, 
1816,  entitled  "  an  act  making  further  provision  for  mili- 
tary services  during  the  late  war,  and  for  other  purposes.* 
(See  page  200). 

By  an  act^of  April  20,  1818,  entitled  "an  act  to  in- 
crease the  pay  of  the  militia  Avhile  in  actual  service,  and

And  he  U  further  enadedt  That  the  said  regiment  of  drar 
goons  shall  be  liable  to  serve  on  horse  or  foot,  as  the  President  may 
direct;  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  be  recruited 
in  the  same  Dianner,  and  with  the  same  limitations ;  that  the  offi- 
cers, non-commissioned  officers^  musicians,  farriers  and  privates, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  proTlsione  for  wounds  and  disabilities, 
the  same  provisions ^for  widows  and  children,  and  the  same  allow- 
ances and  benefits,  in  every  respect,  as  are  allowed  the  other  troops 
constituting  the  present  military  peace  establishment 

Provision  was  made  by  act  of  March  19,  1836,  entitled 
"an  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  volunteers  and 
militia  corps  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,"  ^  for 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  volunteers  and  militia  who 
had  been  or  might  be  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  in  suppressing  Indian  hostilities  in  Florida,  and 
had  died,  or  might  die,  in  tl^^p  service.  The  section  of 
the  act  in  which  this  provision  is  made  will  be  found  on 
page  202.

The  first  section  of  the  act  of  July  4,  1886,  entitled 
*'  an  act  granting  half-pay  to  widows  or  orphans,  where 
their  husbands  and  fathers  have  died  of  wounds  received 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  in  certain 
cases,  and  for  other  purposes,"  grants  ]^alf-pay  to  the 
widows  or  orphans  of  militia,  Volunteers,  rangers,  and 
sea-fencibles,  who  died  since  April  20,  1818 ;  a  rule  of 
evidence  is  established  by  act  of  May  7,  1846 ;  another 
rule  of  evidence  is  prescribed  by  a  joint  resolution  of 
September  28,  1850 ;  an  act  of  February  8, 1858,  extends 
the  benefits  of  the  act  of  February  22, 1849,  to  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  officers  and  soldiers  who  served  in  the 
Various  Indian  wars  since  1790,  and  also  extends  the 
half-pay  granted  by  said  act  of  February  22,  1849,  for 
five  years.  An  act  of  August  5, 1854,  provides  that  the 
widow  of  a  deceased  officer  or  soldier  who  has  married 
again,  may  claim  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  February  3, 
1853,  if  she  be  a  widow  at  the  time  of  making  her  appli- 
cation ;  and  an  act  of  June  8,  1858,  continues  for  life  or 
widowhood,  to  widows,  and  until  sixteen  years  of  age,  to 
orphans,  the  half-pay  that  may  have  been  granted  them 
for  five  years,  by  any  former  laws :  all  which  acts  and  re- 
solutions, with  accompanying  notes,  will  be  found  under 
*'  Widows  and  ^Orphans — ^Volunteers  and  Militia," 
page  198. 

Reference  is  also  here  made  to  an  act  of  May  19, 1846, 
adding  a  regiment  of  mounted  riflemen  to  the  regular 
army  for  service  on  the  route  to  Oregon,  and  making  pro- 
vision for  the  widows  and  children  of  such  of  these  troops 
as  might  die,  or  be  slain;  which  act  will  be  found  on

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CHAPTER   XII. 

GRATUITOUS    PENSIONS. 

SECTION   I. 

WIDOWS    AND   ORPHANS — NAVAL,   SINCE    REVOLUTION — INCLL-DING   NAVY 
PROPER,  PRIVATEERS,  8BA-FEN0IBLES  AND  MARINES. 

An  act  approved  March  2,  1799,  entitled  ''  an  act  for 
the  government  of  the  navy  of  the  United  States,"  ^  con- 
tains the  following : 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enaciedy  That  every  oflBcer,  seaman  or 
marine,  disabled  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive, 
for  his  own  life  and  the  life  of  his  wife,  if  a  married  man  at  the 
time  of  receiving  the  wound,  one  half  his  monthly  pay. 

This  act  was  repealed  by  an  act  of  April  23,  1800; 
but  not  to  the  prejudice  of  any  rights  acquired  whil^  it 
was  in  existence. 

By  an  act  of  January  20,  1813,  entitled  "  an  act  pro- 
viding navy  pensions  in  certain  cases,"  ^  half-pay  for  five 
years  is  granted  to  the  widows  or  children  of  oflScers  of 
the  navy  and  marines,  who  may  be  killed  or  die  in  the 
service.     This  act  is  as  follows  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  AToerica  in  Congress^ assembled^  That  if  any  officer  of  the  navy 
or  marines  shall  be  killed  or  die,  by  reason  of  a  wound  received  in 
the  line  of  his  duty,'  leaving  a  widow,  or,  if  no  widow,,a  child  or

the  remainder  («ic)  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the  said 
deceased  officer:  Provided^  That  such  half^pay  shall  cease  on  the 
death  of  such  child  or  children ;  and  the  money  required  for  this 
purpose  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  navy  pension  fund,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  commissioners  of  that  fund. 

A  general  act,  granting  pensions  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  oflScers,  seamen  and  marines  belonging  to  the 
public  and  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States, 
who  died  or  might  die  in  such  service,  was  passed  on  the 
4th  day  of  TMarch,  1814;^  and  is  as  follows  : 

An  Act  giving  Pentiona  to  the  Orphans  and  Widotoa  of  Peraowi  Slain  in  the 
Public  and  Private  Armed  Vessels  of  the  United  States, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  I'hat  if  any  officer,^ 
seaman  or  marine,  serving  on  board  any  private  armed  ship  or  vessel, 
bearing  a  commission  of  leiter-of-marque,  shall  die,  or  shall  have  died 
since  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 

sand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  by  reason  of  a  wound'  received  in 

• 

dying  by  reason  of  a  wound  received  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  as  th«  oflBeer 
who  ia  killed  or  dies  by  a  wound  in  battle.  Attorney- General  Wirt,  March 
31,  1825. 

Under. the  navy  pension  act  of  January  20, 1813,  and  the  aecond  section 
of  a  like  act  of  March  4,  1814,  it  does  not  occur  to  mo  that  the  death  need 
occur  in  the  naVal  service,  provided  it  be  proved  to  have  been  occasioned 
by  a  wound  received  while  in  the  service,  and  in  the  linq  of  his  duty. 
Attorney 'General  Butler,  April  6,  1838.

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  seaman  or  marine 
belonging  to  the  navy  of  the  United  States  shall  die,  or  if  any  officer,* 
seaman  or  marine  belonging  to  the  navy  of  the  United  States  shall 
have  died  ^  since  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord

widow,  such  child  or  childrenfvshall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  half 
the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  which  allowance  shall  continue  for  the  term  of  five  years.' 
Bat  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  said  widow,  before 
the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  five  years,  the  half-pay  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the  deceased: 
Providedj  That  such  half-pay  shall  cease  on  the  decease  of  such  child 
or  children.  And  the  money  required  lor  this  purpose  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  navy' pension  fund,  under  the  direction  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  that  fund. 

Provision  was  made,  by  an  act  of  April  16,  1816,  for 
the  widows  and  children  of  sejt-fencibles,  who  served  in 
the  war  of  1812.  This  act,  with  notes,  forms  and  regu- 
lations, will  be  found  at  large  under  title  "  Widows  and 
Orphans — ^Volunteers  and  Militia,"'  page  200.  Cinder 
this  title  will  also  be  found  an  act  passed  on  the  3d  day 
of  Maych,  1817,  fixing  the  half-pay  under  the  act  of 
April  16,  1816.

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have  died  since  the  18th  day  of  Jane,  in  the  jear  of  oar  Lord  one 
thonsand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  in  oonaequenoe  of  disease  con- 
tracted, or  of  casualties  or  injuries  received,  while  in  the  line  of  his 
duty,  and  which  shall  be  satisfactoriiy  proved,  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  navy  pension  fund,  leaving  a  widow/  or,  if  no  widow,  a  child 
or  children'  under  sixteen  yean  of  age,  such  widow,  or,  if  no 
widow,  such  child  or  children  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  half  the 
monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  allowance  shall  continue  for  the  term  of  five  yean. 
But  in  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such  widow,  before 
the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  five  years,  the  half-pay  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the 
deceased:  Pt'ovidedj  That  such  half-pay  shall  cease  on  the  death  of 
such  child  or  children.  And  the  money  required  for  this  purpose 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  navy  pension  fund,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioners  of  that  fund. 

This  act  was  repealed  by  an  act  of  January  22,  1824 ; 
but  it  is  expressly  provided  in  the  repealing  act  that  pen- 
sions already  granted  should  be  paid  in  full,  and  the  re- 
peal should  not  impair  or  affect  the  rights  of  persons 
acquired  during  the  existence  of  the  act. 

The  half-pay  granted  the  widows  of  privateers,  by  act  of 
March  4,  1814,  was  continued  five  years  by  act  of  April 
16,  1818,  entitled  "  an  act  in  addition 'to  '  an  act  giving 
pensions  to  the  orphans  and  widows  of  persons  slain  in 
the  public  or  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United 
States,' "  ^  as  follows :

highest  rate  of  disability,  and  that  such  pension  shall  continue  to 
such  person  for  the  further  term  of  five  years ;  Provided^  That  such 
pension  shall  cease  on  the  death  of  such  widow,  child  or  children. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  officer,  seaman,  or 
marine,  shs^Il  have  died  since  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  in  consequence  of  an  accident  or 
casualty,  which  occurred  in  the  line  of  his  duty '  on  board  ^  a  private 
armed  vessel,  leaving  a  widow,*  or  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  place  such  widow,  child  or  children,  on  the 
pension  list,  and  allow  to  such  widow,  cllild  or  children^  the  same 
monthly  pension  as  if  the  deceased  had'  died  by  reason  of  wounds 
received  in  the  line  of  his  duty :  Provided,  That  all  moneys  paid  by 
virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  privateer  pension  fund, 
and  no  other. 

By  an  act  approved  March  3,  1819,  entitled  '^  an  act 
extending  the  term  of  half-pay  pensions  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  certain  oflBcers,  seamen  and  marines,  who 
died  in  the  public  service,"  ^  it  is  provided  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreaentatives  of  the- 
United  States  of  America  in    Congress  assembled^  That  in  all

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cases  where  provision  has  been  made  by  law  for  fLye  years  half-pay 
to  the  widows '  and  children  of  officers,  seamen  and  marines,  who 
were  killed  in  battle,  or  died  of  wounds  received  in  battle,  or  who 
died  in  the  naval  service '  of  the  United  States,  during  the  late  war, 
the  said  provision  shall  be  continued  for  the  additional  term  of  tvQ 
years,  to  commence  at  the  Qnd  of  the  first  term  of  five  years,  in  each 
case,  respectively,  making  the  provision  equal  to  ten  years  half-pay ; 
which  shall  be  paid  in  the  manner,  and  out  of  the  fund,  heretofore 
designated  by  law;  and  the  said  pensions  shall  also  cease  for  the 
reasons  mentioned  in  said  law.

Be  a  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  all  cases 
where  provision  has  been  made  by  law  for  five  years'  half-pay  to  the 
widows  and  children  of  officers,  seamen  and  marines  who  were  killed 
in  battle,  or  who  died  in  ^le  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  dur«' 
ing  the  late  war;  and,  also,  in  all  cases  where  provision  has  been 
made  for  extending  the  term  for  five  years,  in  addition  to  the  first 
term  of  five  years,  the  said  provision  shall  be  further  extended  for 
an  additional  term  of  five  years,  to  commence  at  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond term  of  five  years,  in  each  case,  respectively,  making  the  pro- 
vision equal  to  fifteen  years'  half-pay;  which  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  fund  heretofore  provided  by  law;  and  the  said  provisions-  shall 
cease  for  the  causes  mentioned  in  the  laws  providing  the  same,  re- 
spectively. 

The  half-pay  granted  by  former  acts  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  privateers  was  extended  for  a  third  term  of  five 
years,  by  act  of  April  9,  1824,  entitled  "  an  act  extend- 
ing the  term  of  pensions,  granted  to  persons  disabled, 
and  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  those  who  have  been

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slain,  or  who  have  died,  in  consequence  of  wounds  or 
casualties  received  while  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  on 
board  the  private  armed  ships  of  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  late  war,"  ^  as  follows : 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  EepreseTUatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  ifi  Congress  assembled^  That  the  pensions 
of  all  persons,  who  are  now  in  the  receipt  thereof,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  following  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them, 
to-wit:  An  act  passed  March  fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fourteen,  entitled  "  an  act  giving  pensions  to  the  orphans  and 
widows  of  persons  slain  in  the  public  or  private  armed  vessels 
of  the  United  States,"  and  an  act  passed  April  sixteenth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  entitled  ''  an  act  in  addition  to  an 
act  giving  pensions  to  the  orphans  and  widows  of  persons  slain  in 
the  public  or  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,"  so  far  as 
regards  persons  receiving  pensions  from  the  funds  arising  from  cap- 
tures and  salvage  made  by  the  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  continued,  under  the  restrictions 
and  regulations  in  the  said  acts  contained,  for  and  during  the  addi- 
tionaf  term  of  five  years,  from  and  after  the  period  of  the  expiration 
of  the  said  pension,  respectively:  Provided^  however,  That  the  said 
pensions  shall  alone  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the  privateer  pen- 
sion fund,  so  called,  and  without  recourse  to  the  United  States  for 
any  deficiency  (should  such  occur),  which  may  hereafter  arise 
thereon :  And  provided^  farther^  That  no  pension  shall  be  paid  to 
such  widow  after  her  intermarriage,  nor  to  any  orphan  childiien  of 
such  officer,  seaman  and  marines,  after  they  shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  sixteen  years.^ 

The  pensions  to  the  widows  and  children  of  privateers, 
renewed  by  the  foregoing  act,  were  continued  for  five 
additional  years,  by  act  of  May  23, 1828  ;^  and  to  widows 
only  were  continued  five  years  beyond  that,  by  act  of

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Bouse  df  Repi-esentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  in  all  cases 
where  provision  has  been  made  by  law  for  the  five  years'  half-pay  to 
the  widows  and  children  of  officers,  seamen  and  marines,  who  were 
killed  in  battle,  or  who  died  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  during  the  last  war ;  and  also  in  all  cases  where  provision  has 
been  made  for  extending  the  term  for  five  years  in  addition  to  any 
torm  of  five  years,  the  said  provision  shall  be  extended  for  an  addi- 
tional term  of  five  years,  to  commence  at  the  current  or  last 
expired  term  of  five  years,  in  each  case,  respectively ;  making  the 
provision  equal  to  twenty  years*  half-pay;  which  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  fund  heretofore  provided  for  by  law,  and  the  said  pensions 
shall  cease  for  the  causes  mentioned  in  the  laws  providing  the  same 
respectively.  3 

The  pensions  renewed  by  the  foregoing  act,  were  con- 
tinued to  widows  only,  by  an  act  of  June  28,  1832,  enti- 
tled "an  act  further  to  extend  the  pension  heretofore 
granted  to  the  widows  of  persons  killed  or  who  died  in 
the  nav^l  service,"*  for  five  additional  years;  by  act  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  the  pro- 
visijons  and  benefits  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-eighth  of  June,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  entitled  "  an  act  further  to 
extend  the  pensions  heretofore  granted  to  the  widows  of  persons 
killed,  and  who  have  died  in  the  naval  service,"  be  continued  for  an- 
other term  of  five  years  to  all  those  widows  who  have  heretofore 
had  the  benefit  of  the  same ;  and  the  same  are  hereby  also  extended 
to  the  widows  of  officers,*  seamen  and  marines,  who  have  died  in  the 
naval  service  since  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred  and  twenty-four ;  or  who  may  die  in  said  'service  by  reason  of 
disease  contracted,'  or  of  casualties  by  drowning  or  otherwise,  or  of 
injuries  received  while  in  the  line  of  their  duty  -J^  and  the  pensions

hare  been  entitled,  ander  the  aoti  regulating  the  pay  of  the  naty,  in 
force  on  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and

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der  sixteen  years  of  age,  such  child  or  children  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  pension  to  which  the  widow,  had  there  been  one  as  afore^ 
said,  would  have  been  entitled,  for  the  like  period  of  five  years; 
but  in  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  the  widow  before  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term  of  fivQ  years,  th«  said  pension  for  the 
remainder  of  the  said  term  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the 
said  deceased  officer,  seamen  or  marine:^  Provided^  That  such  pen- 
sion shall  cease  upon  the  death  of  such  child  or  children. 

A  rule  of  evide&ce  was  establisiied  by  the  second  sec- 
tion of  "  an  act  making  appropriations  for  the  payment 
of  revolutionary  and  other  pensions  of  the  United  States 
for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  June,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  and  for  other  purposes,"  ap- 
proved May  7,  1846,^  as  follows :

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  no  widow,  entitled  to 
a  pension  under  existing  laws,  and  claiming  a  pension,  whose  hus- 
band was  drawing  a  pension  at  the  tifne  of  his  decease,  shall  be  re- 
quired, in  any  case,  to  furnish  any  farther  evidence  that  said  hus- 
band was  entitled  to  a  pension ;  nor  shall  any  evidence  in  any  case 
be  required,  to  entitle  the  widow  to  a  pension,  where  the  evidence 
is  in  the  archives  of  the  government,  other  than  such  proof  as  would 
X  be  sufficient  to  established  the  marriage  between  the  applicant  and 
the  deceased  pensioner  in  civil  personal  actions  in  a  coart  of  jus- 
tice."

may  hereafter  terminate.'  And  all  such  pensions  as  are  now  in 
force,  and  such  as  are  renewed  by  this  act,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,'  so  long  as  the 
said  widows  shall  live  as  widows,  and  in  case  of  the  death,  before 
or  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  of  the  widows,  to  the  orphan  child 
or  children  of  the  deceased  parties,  until  they  respectively  arrive  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  years ;  and  to  the  child  or  children  of  said  wid- 
ows in  case  of  marriage  by  said  widows,  until  said  child  or  children 
shall  respectively  arrive  af  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  and  that  the 
act  approved  30Ui  April,  1844,  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  ex- 
clude officers,  seamen  or  marines,  from  their  pensions  when  disa- 
bled for  sea  service ;  Provided^  That  the  whole  amount  received  by 
the  pensioner,  including  pay  for  his  service  and  pension,  shall  not 
exceed  his  lowest  duty  pay.  That  the  orphan  child  or  children  of

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the  deceased  parties  shall  haye  a  pension  in  case  the  widow  has 
died  after  drawing  a  &ve  years'  pension,  to  commence  at  the  time 
when  the  widow  dies,  and  to  continue  until  the  child  or  children 
shall  respectively  reach  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  and  that  any  cas- 
ualty by  which  an  officer,  seaman  or  marine,  has  lost  or  may  lose 
his  life  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  shall  be  considered  sufficient 
to  entitled  the  widow's  child  or  children  to  all  the  benefits  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  fartTier  enacted^  That  engineers,  firemen  and 
coal-heavers,  in  the  navy,  shall  be  entitled  to  pensions  in  the  same 
manner  as  officers,  seamen  and  marines ;  and  the  widows  of  en. 
gineers,  coal-heavers  and  firemen,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
widows  of  officers,  seamen  and  marines:  Provided^  That  the  pen- 
sion of  a  chief  engineer  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  a  lieutenant' 
in  the  navy ;  and  a  pension  of  a  widow  of  a  chief  engineer  the 
same  as  that  of  the  widow  of  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy ;  the  pension 
of  a  first  assistant  engineer  the  same  as  that  of  a  lieutenant'  of  ma- 
rines ;  and  t]}e  pension  of  the  widow  of  a  first  assistant  engineer,  the 
same  of  that  of  the  widow  of  a  lieutenant  of  marines ;  the  pension 
of  a  second  or^third  assistant  engineer,  the  same  as  that  of  a  forward 
officer ;  and  the  pension  of  the  widow  of  a  second  or  third  assistant 
engineer,  the  same  as  that  of  the  widow  of  a  forward  officer;  the 
pension  of  a  fireman  or  coal-heaver,  the  same  as  that  of  a  seaman ; 
the  pension  of  the  widow  of  a  fireman  or  coal-heaver,  the^same  as 
that  of  the  widow  of  a  seaman :  And-frocided  further ^  That  an  en. 
gineer,  fireman  or  coal-heaver  shall  not  be  entitled  tetany  pension  by 
reason  of  a  disability  ineurred  prior  to  the  thirty-first  of  August, 
-  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  nor  shall  the  widow  of  any  engineer, 
fireman  or  coal-heaver,  be  entitled  to  any  pension  by  reason  of  the 
death  of  her  husband,  if  his  death  was  prior  to  that  date. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  amount  of  pension  in 
every  case  arising  under  this  law  is  not  to  exceed  the  half-pay  of 
the  deceased  officer,  seaman  or  marine,  as  it  existed  in  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  or  such  rate  of  pension  as  is  al- 
lowed by  this  act 

By  an  act  approved  June  3, 1858,  entitled  ^^  an  act  to 
extend  '  ap  act  to  continue  half-pay  to  certain  widows  and

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orphans,'  approved  February  three,  eighteen  hundred  and- 
fifty-three/'^  continues  under  certain  iimitations,  to  sirrviv- 
ing  widows,  during  life  or  widowhood,  and  to  minor  children, 
until  sixteen  years  of  age,  the  half-pay  granted  them  for 
five  years,  under  any  law  or  laws  of  the  United  States. 
This  act  will  be  found  at  large  under  "  Widows  and  Or- 
phans— Volunteers  and  Militia,"  page  209. 

The  first  section  of  an  act  of  August  1,  1856,  en- 
titled '^  an  act  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  the  o£Scers,  seamen  and  marines  of  the  United  States 
sloop-of-war  Albany,  and  for  other  purposes,"^  prescribes  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeiitattvt^s  of  the. 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembledy  That  for  the  purpose  of 
fixing  the  time  at  which  shall  commence  the  pensions,  under  the  ex- 
isting laws,  of  the  widows  and  orphan  children  of  the  officers,  sea- 
men, marines  and  others  in  service,  who  were  lost  i«  the  United 
States  sloop-of-war  Albany,  as  well  as  the  time  at  which  the  pay  of 
said  officers,  seamen,  marines  and  others  in  service,  shall  be  allowed, 
the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifly- 
five,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  day  on  which  the  said 
sloop-of-war  Albany,  foundered  at  sea;  and  that,  for  the  like  pur- 
poses, the  twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred, 
and  fifty-five,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  day  on  which  the 
United  States  brig  Porpoise  was  lost  in  like  manner. 

A  like  act  was  passed,  July  24,  1861,^  fixing  the  date 
of  the  loss  of  the  United  States  sloop-of-war  Levant  on 
the  30th  day  of  June,  1861. 

WAR  OF  1861. 

An  act  of  July  14,  1862,  granting  pensions  to  persons 
disabled,  and  to  the  widows,  children^  mothers  and  or- 
phan sisters  of  persons  killed,  or  who  die,  in  war  of  1861, 
against  rebellion,  makes  the  following  provisions :

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An  Act  to  Grant  Petuiont, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  SencUe  and  House  of  BepresemtaUveB  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  if  any  offioer,  non- 
commissioned offieeri  musician  or  private  of  the  army,  including 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or  petty 
officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotillaman,  marine, 
clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  other  person  in  the  navy  or  marine  corps, 
has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be  disabled  by  reason  of  any  wound 
received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  nuking  due  proof  of 
the  fact  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be 
provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of 
invalid  pensions  [pensioners]  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to 
receive,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  herein* 
after  provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability  an  amount 
proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  commence  as  hereinafter 
provided,-  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  such  disability.  The 
pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  the 
marine  corps,  shall  ^be  as  follows,  viz :  Lieutenant-colonel  and  all 
officers  of  a  higher  rank,  thirty  dollars  per  month ;  major,  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month;  captain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first 
lieutenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  month ;  second  lieutenant,  fifteen 
dollars  per  month;  and  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates,  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability 
for  officers,  warrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Captain, 
commander,  surgeon,  paymaster  and  chief  engineer,  respectively, 
ranking  with  commander  by  law,  lieutenant  commanding  and  master 
commanding,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master and  chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  wit^  lieutenant  by 
law,  and  passed  assistant  surgeon,  twenty-five  dollars  per  month; 
professor  of  mathematics,  master,  assistant  surgeon,  assistant  pay- 
master and  chaplain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first  assistant 
engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  passed  midshipman, 
midshipman,  captains'  and  paymasters'  clerk,  second  and  third 
assistant -engineer,  masters'  mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars 
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per  month  ;^  all  petty  officers  and  all  other  persons  before  named 
employed  in  the  naval  service,  eight  dollars  per  month;  and  all 
'  commissioned  officers,  of  either  service,  shall  receive  such  and  only 
such  pension  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold 
commissions. 

Sbc.  2.  And  he  it  /urther  enaded^  That  if  any  officer  or  other 
person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  has  died  since  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  here- 
after die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  or  disease,  contracted 
while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty, 
his  widow,  or,  if  there  be  no  widow,  hie  child  or  children  under  six- 
teen years  of  age,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  pension  as 
the  husband  or  father  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  He  been  to- 
tally disabled,  to  commence  from  the  death  of  the  husband  or  father, 
and  to  continue  to  the  widow  during  her  widowhood,  or  to  the  child 
or  children  until  they  severally  attain  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
and  no  longer. 

Sbo.  4.  And  be  it  fufiher  enacted^  That . ,  .  And  prodded^  further, 
That  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children,  or  any  heirs 
of  any  deceased  soldier,  on  account  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  ^nsion, 
who  have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in,  or  who  have  aided  or  abetted, 
the  existing  rebellion  in  the  United  States ;  but  the  right  of  such 
disloyal  widow  or  children,  heir  or  heirs  of  such  soldier,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  loyal  heir  or  heirs  of  the  deceased,  if  any  there  be. 

Sections  six  and  seven,  regulate  fees  for  procuring 
pensions,  etc.,  and  prescribe  penalties  for  over-charge* "  ' 

'  Sbo.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  pilots,  engineers,  sail- 
ors and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  not  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  bounty  allowed  to  per- 
sons of  corresponding  rank  in  the  naTal  service,  provided  they  con- 
tinue in  service  to  the  close  of  the  present  war;  and  all  persons 
serving  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  may  be  wounded  or  incapaci- 
tated for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  such  disability  the 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  those  of  like  rank, 
and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  according  to  corres- 
ponding rank  in  the  naval  service :  Provided,  That  no  person  receiv- 
ing pension  or  bounty  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  receive 
oither  pension  or  bounty  for  any  other  service  in  the  present  war. 
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Sfla  11.  And  he  it  further  enatM^  Thai  the  widows  and  heirs  of 
all  persons  described  in  the  kst  preceding  section  who  have  been  or 
may  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  or  who  have  been  or  may  be  killed  in 
battle,  or  of  those  who  have  died  or  shall  die  of  wounds  received 
while  so  employed,  shall  be  pud  the  bounty  and  pension  allowed  by 
the  proTiaions  of  this  aet,  aee(»diDg  to  rank,  as  pxonded  in  the  last 
preceding  section. 

The  entire  act  will  be  foand  on  pages  28  to  82. 

A  joint  resolation' of  Congress,  approved  Jnly  16, 
1862,  extends  the  benefits  of  the  foregoing  act  to  the 
masters  serving  on  the  gnnboats  of  the  United  States,  as 
follows :

Served  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  BepresentaHvee  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  masters  serving  on 
board  of  gunboats  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  b^entitled  to  all  the  benefits,i  including  bounty  and  pension, 
provided  for  in  an  act  entitled  **  an  act  to  grant  pensions,"  passed 
during  the  present  session  of  Congress,  and  the  widows,  mothers  and 
heirs  of  such  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  said  act 

GBNBBAL   0B8BBVATI0N8. 

The  act  of  January  13, 1813,  grants  half-pay  to  the 
widows  and- orphans  of  officers,  only. 

The  first  act  making  general  provision  for  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  officers,  seamen  and  marines,  who  served  in 
the  navy  proper,  and'on  board  privateers,  was  that  of  March 
4, 1814,  which  was  amended  by  act  of  March  3,  1817, 
and  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  April  16, 1818.  These 
acts  all  related  to  the  war  of  1812,  except  that  of  March 
3, 1817,  which  acts  retrospectively  and  prospectively. 

The  pensions  to  widows  of  persons  who  served  in  the 
navy  proper,  were  continued  by  snndry  acts,  in  periods 
of  five  yearn,  until  by  act  of  June  3, 1858,  when  they 
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were  renewed  to  widows  during  life  or  widowhood,  and  to 
orphans  until  sixteen  years  of  age. 

The  pensions  to  widows  of  privateers  were  continued 
by  various  acts  until  1839,  when  they  were  permitted  to 
expire  by  limitation— the  privateer  pension  fund  being 
exhausted. 

Pensions  were  granted  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
sea-fencibles  who  served  in  the  war  of  1812,  by  act  of 
April  16,  1816,  and  of  those  who  died  since  April  20, 
1818,  by  act  of  July  4,  1886.  These  pensions  are  also 
renewed  by  act  of  June  8,  1858. 

The  act  of  March  3,  1817,  explains  what  kinds  of  disa- 
bility will  entitle  to  a  pension.  It  relates  to  past  and 
future  cases. 

The  act  of  June  30, 1834,  grants  pensions  to  the  widows 
of  officers,  seamen  and  marines  who  died  in  the  naval  ser- 
vice since  January  1,  1824,  or  may  die  after  the  passage 
of  the  act. 

The  act  of  March  3,  1887,  made  general  provision  for 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  persons  who  died  in  the  naval 
service ;  but  this  act  is  no  longer  in  force. 

The  act  of  August  23,  1842,  repeals  the  act  of  March 
3,  1837,  and  provides  that  pensions  shall  be  regulated  by 
the  pay  in  the  navy  as  it  existed  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1885. 

By  the  special  act  of  June  15,  1844,  pensions  are  al- 
lowed to  widows  and  orphans  of  persons  lost  in  the  United 
States  schooner  Grampus,  and  the  date  of  th^  loss  of  the 
vessel  fixed,  for  pension  purposes. 

A  rule  of  evidence  is  established  by  the  act  of  May  7, 
1846. 

Pensions  were  renewed  for  five  years  to  such  widows 
and  children  as  were  then  receiving  them,  by  act  of  Au- 
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gnat  11,  1848  ;  and  the  same  act  grants  half-pay  for  five 
years  to  the  widows  and  children  of  engineers,  firemen 
and  coal-heavers. 

The  act  of  June  3,  1858,  extends  for  life,  to  widows, 
and  until  the  age  of  sixteen  years^  to  orphans,  the  half- 
pay,  granted  by  any  acts  of  Congress. 

By  act  of  August  1,  1856,  the  time  of  the  loss  of  the 
sloop  Albany  and  brig  Porpoise,  was. determined,  for  pen- 
sion purposes;  and  by  act  of  July  24,  1861,  the  time  of 
the  loss  of  the  sloop  Levant  was  also  fixed,  for  like  purr- 
poses. 

No  law  exists  granting  pensions  to  the  widows  or  or- 
phans of  persons  dying  in  the  revenue  cutter  service, 
even  though  such  revenue  cutter  be  co-operating  with 
the  navy  proper. 

The  act  of  July  14, 1862,  makes  provision  for  pensions 
to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  persona  dying  in  the  naval 
service,  in  the  war  of  1861. 

SECTION  II. 

REGULATIONS   AND   FORMS    FOR  OBTAINING   PENSIONS    FOR  WIDOWS  AND 
ORPHANS  IN  NAVY  CASES. 

Pension  Office,  May  23,  1853. 

Sir :  For  your  information  I  inclose  a  form  of  application  for 
widow's  navy  pension,  together  with  a  printed  sheet  exhibiting  the 
description  of  evidence  furnished  to  this  office  under  the  general 
order  of  the  17th  February,  1851,  in  every  case  of  disability  or 
death  in  the  naval  service. 

In  all  claims  for  widow's  pension,  or  a  renewal  thereof,  it  must 
be  shown  by  evidence, -accompanying  the  application,  or  already  on 
file,  that  the  husband  lost  his  life  while  in  the  naval  service,  by  rea- 
son of  wounds  or  injuries  received,  casualty  incurred,  or  disease 
contracted  in  the  line  o(  duty.     In  cases  of  a  date  subsequent  to 
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that  of  the  general  order,  such  evidence  may  generaUy  be  found 
here ;  but  if  of  prior  date  must,  if  practicable,  be  furnished  by  the 
certificates  of  medical  or  other  commissioned  officers  of  the  navy, 
cognizant  of  the  facts.  If,  after  using  due  diligence,  such  certifi- 
cates can  not  b^  obtained,  the  applicant  can  then  present  such  other 
testimony  as  would  be  taken  in  a  oonrt  of  justice. 

The  usual  legal  proof  of  marriage  must  be  produced,  accompanied 
by  a  statement  of  the  names  and  ages  of  all  children  of  the  parties, 
whether  the  fruit  of  their  own  or  of  fprmer  marriage.  This  last  is 
to  be  desired,  not  only  as  a  security  to  the  Government,  but  as  facil- 
itating any  future  claim  on  the  part  of  the  children. 

The  widowhood  and  identity  of  the  applicant  should  be  stated  in 
the^  memorial,  and  certified  by  the  officiating  magistrate  or  estab- 
lished by  the  affidavit  of  credible  witnesses;  and  all  evidence  (ex- 
cepting  the  certificates  of  naval  officers),  must  be  given  by  affidavit 
before  a  magistrate,  whose  official  character  must  be  certified  by  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  acts,  under  his  seal  of  office. 

Applications  for  orphans'  navy  pension  may  be  made  in  the  fol- 
lawing  eases : 

1.  Death  of  mother  before  the  father. 

2.  Death  of  mother  since  the  father,  but  without  having  received 
the  benefit  of  the  pension  laws. 

3.  Death  or  intermarriage  of  their  mother,  since  having  received 
such  benefit 

In  the  first  and  second  cases,  the  same  testimony  would  be  re- 
quired as  in  widow's  applications,  together  with  legal  proof  of  the 
names  and  ages  of  the  children. 

In  the  third  case,  the  latter  only. 

Orphans'  applications  can  be  made  by  the  legally  appointed  guard-"* 
ian,  in  any  form  embracing  a  statement  of  facts.    Ghdms  of  arrear- 
ages of  pension  may  be  paid  to  the  orphans  themselves,  if  adults, 
or  to  an  administrator,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of 
the  children  of  the  deceased  parties

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CHAPTER  Xni. 

GRATUITOUS    FBNSIOi^S. 

SECTION  I. 

PENSIONS  TO  X0THBK8— mLITAST  AND  NArAL. 

An  act  "  to  grant  pensioiw/'  approTed  July  14, 1862, 
makes  an  innovalioa  ttpo«  existing  peMion  laws,  by 
granting  pensions  to  the  mothers  of  persons  who  die,  or 
are  killed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  in  certain 
cases.     This  law  is  in  part  as  follows  : 

All  Act  to  Oremt  Pension: 
Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Hepresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  army,  including 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or  petty 
officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotillaman,  marine, 
clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  other  person  in  the  navy  or  marine  corps, 
has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be  disabled  by  reason  of  any  wound 
received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of 
the  fact  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be 
provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of 
invalid  pensions  [pensioners]  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to 
receive,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  herein- 
after provided  in  such  oases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability  an  amount 
proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  commence  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  such  disability.  The 
pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  the 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  Lieutenant-colonel  and  all 
officers  of  a  higher  rank,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  major,  twenty- 
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five  dollan  per  month;  captain,  twenty  doUan  per  month;  first 
lieatenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  month ;  seooifll  lientenanti  fifteen 
dollars  per  month;  and  non-commissioned  officers,  mosiciaiis  and 
privates,  eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability 
for  officers,  warrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the 
naral  sendee  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  vis:  Ckqitain, 
commander,  sargeon,  paymaster  and  chief  engineer,  respectiyelyy 
ranking  with  commander  by  law,  lieatenant  commanding  and  master 
commanding,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  lieatenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master and  chief  engineer,  respectiyely,  ranking  with  lieatenant  bj 
law,  and  passed  assistant  sorgeon,  twenty-fire  dollars  per  month; 
professor  of  mathenaties,  mastsr,  aosistsnt  soigeon,  assistant  pay- 
master and  chaplain,  ti^nty  dollars  per  month;  first  assistant 
engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  passed  midshipman, 
midshipman,  captains'  and  paymasters'  clerk,  second  and  third 
assistant  engineer,  masters'  mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars 
per  month;  all  petty  officers  and  all  other  persons  before  named 
employed  in  the  naval  service,  eight  dollars  per  month;  and  all 
commissioned  officers,  of  cither  service,  shall  receive  such  and  only 
such  pension  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold 
commissions.  / 

Ssa  3.  And  be  U  fvariher  maded,  That  where  any  officer  or 
other  person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act^  shall  have  died 
subsequently  to  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason  of  any- wound  received  or 
disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
the  line  of  duty,  and  has  not  left  or  shall  not  leave  a  widow  nor  legit- 
imate child,  but  has  left  or  shall  leave  a  mother  who  wss  dependent 
upon  him  for  support,  in  whole  or  part,  the  mother  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  pension  as  such  officer  or  other  person  would 
have  been  entitled  to  had  he  been'totaUy  disabled;  which  pension 
shall  commence  from  the  death  of  the  officer  or  other  person  dying 
as  aforesaid :  Prodded^  Aotr^oer,  That  if  such  moth^  shall  herself 
be  in  receipt  of  a  pension  as  a  widow,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
the  second  section  of  this  act,  in  that  case  no  pension  or  allowance 
shall  be  granted  her  on  account  of  her  son,  unless  she  gives  up  the 
other  pension  or  allowance.  And  provided^  furiher^  That  the  pen- 
sion given  to  a  mother  on  account  of  her  son,  shall  terminate  on  her 
I'e-marriage :  And  providcdyfurilwr^  That  nothing  herein  shall  be 
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00  oonstraed  as  to  entitle  the  mother  of  an  officer  or  other  person 
dying,  as  aforesaid,  to  more  than  one  pemion  at  a  time  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act 

Baa  4  AniheU  fwrOier  enacted,  That . . .  And  provided^  further^ 
That  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children,  or  any  heirs 
of  any  deceased  soldier,  on  account  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  pension, 
who  have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in,  or  idio  hare  aided  or  abetted, 
the  existing  rebellion  in  tiie  United  States;  but  the  right  of  such 
disloyal  widow  or  children,  heir  or  heirs  of  such  soldier,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  loyal  heir  or  heirs  of  tiie  deceased,  if  any  there  be. 

&BC.  6.  And  he  U  fuiriher  enaeUd,  That  tiie  fees  of  agents  and 
attorneys,  for  making  out  and  causing  to  be  executed  the  papers 
necessary  to  establish  a  claim  for  a  pension,  bouniy  and  other 
allowance  before  the  Pension  Office  under  this  act,  shall  not  exceed 
the  following  rates :  For  making  out  and  causing  to  be  duly  executed 
a  declaration  by  tiie  applicant,  wiA  tiie  neeeseary  affidavits,  and 
forwarding  the  same^to  the  Pension  Office,  with  the  requisite  eorre- 
spondence,  five  dollars.  In  oases  wherein  additional  testunony  is 
required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  for  each  affidavit  so 
required  and  executed  and  forwarded  (except  the  affidavits  of  sur- 
geons, for  which  such  agents  and  attorneys  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  fees),  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

Hbc.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  agent  or  attorney 
who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any  greater 
compensation  for  his  services  under  this  act  than  is  prescribed  in 
the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  contract  or  agree  to 
prosecate  any  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty  or  other  allowance  under 
this  act,  on  the  condition  that  he  shall  receive  a  per  centum  upon 
or  any  portion  of  the  amount  of  such  claim,  or  who  shall  wrongfully 
withhold  from  a  pensioner  or  other  claimant  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  pension  or  claim  allowed  and  due  to  such  pensioner  or 
claimant,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding 
two  years,  or  both,  according  to  the  circumstances  and  aggravations 
of  the  offense. 

8bc.  10.  And  he  UfurHher  enacted,  That  the  pilots,  engineers,  sail- 
ors and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  not  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service  of  tiie 
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United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  bounty  allowed  to  per- 
sons of  corresponding  rank  in  the. naval  service,  provided  they  eon- 
tinue  in  selrvice  to  the  close  of  the  present  war;  and  all  persons 
serving  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  may  be  wounded  or  incapaci- 
tated for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  sach  disability  the 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  those  of  like  rank, 
and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  according  to  corres- 
ponding rank  in  the  naval  service :  Provided,  That  no  person  receiv- 
ing pension  or  bounty  under  the  provisions  of^  this  act  shall  receive 
either  pension  or  bounty  for  any  other  service  in  the  present  war. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  widows  and  heirs  ^  of 
all  persons  described  in  the  last  preceding  section  who  have  been  or 
may  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  or  who  have  been  or  may  be  killed  in 
battle,  or  of  those  who  have  died  or  shall  die  of  wounds  received 
while  so  employed,  shall  be  paid  the  bounty  and  pension  allowed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  according  to  rank,  as  provided  in  the  last 
preceding  section. 

This  act  will  be  found  at  large  on  pages  28  to  33.  The 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  act  were  extended  to  masters 
of  gunboats,  and  to  their  widows,  mothers  and  heirs,  by 
a  joint  resolution  of  July  16, 1862,  as  follows :

shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits,  including  bounty  and  pension,

.  1  No  official  constnietion  of  this  9eciion  has  yet  been  made  known,  bat  it 
U  believed  that  by  the  word  "heirs  "  in  this  place,  it  was  the  intention  of 
Congress  to  embrace  all  those  persons  designated  in  the  former  part  of  the 
act  as  entitled^  pensions,  according  to  the  order  of  priority  there  estab- 
lished. The  opinion  that  this  was  intended  to  include  mothers,  is  strength- 
ened by  the  joint  resolation  of  July  16,  1862,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
amendment  or  addition  to  this  and  the  preceding  section,  and  speoiallj 
designates  mothers.  Unless  this  eonfltmction  is  given  to  the  joint  resolu- 
tion, mothers  are  preferred  to  ohildren  of  the  deceased  person. 
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daring  the  present  eession  of  Congrese,  and  the  widows,  mothers  and 
heirs  of  such  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  said  act

CHAPTER  Xin. 

GRATUITOUS    PENSIOi^S. 

SECTION  I. 
PBNSI0H8  to  XOTHfiRS—lftLITART  AND  NAYAL. 

An  act  "  to  grant  pensions,"  approved  July  14, 1862, 
makes  an  innovatioa  ttpo«  existing  peasion  laws,  by 
granting  pensions  to  the  mothers  of  persons  who  die,  or 
are  killed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  in  certain 
cases.     This  law  is  in  part  as  follows  : 

An  Act  to  Ormtt  Pentiont. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Hepresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  army,  including 
regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or  petty 
officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotillaman,  marine, 
clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  other  person  in  the  navy  or  marine  corps, 
has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be  disabled  by  reason  of  any  wound 
received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of 
the  fact  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be 
provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of 
invalid  pensions  [pensioners]  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to 
receive,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  herein- 
after provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability  an  amount 
proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  commence  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  such  disability.  The 
pension  for  a  total  disfcbility  for  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  the 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Lieutenant-colonel  and  all 
officers  of  a  higher  rank,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  major,  twenty* 
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five  dollars  per  month;  captain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first 
lieutenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  month ;  second  lieutenant,  fifteen 
dollars  per  month;  and  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates,  eight  dollars  pet  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability 
for  officers,  warrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Captain, 
commander,  surgeon,  paymaster  and  chief  engineer,  respectively, 
ranking  with  commander  by  law,  lieutenant  commanding  and  master 
commanding,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  pay- 
master and  chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  with  lieutenant  by 
law,  and  passed  assistant  surgeon,  twenty-five  dollars  per  month; 
professor  of  matbematios,  master,  assistant  surgeon,  assistant  pay- 
master and  chaplain,  ti^nty  doUars  per  month;  first  assistant 
engineers  and  pilots,  fifteen  dollars  per  month;  passed  midshipman, 
midshipman,  captains'  and  paymasters'  clerk,  second  and  third 
assistant  engineer,  masters'  mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars 
per  month;  all  petty  officers  and  all  oUier  persons  before  named 
employed  in  the  naval  service^  eight  dollars  per  month;  and  all 
commissioned  officers,  of  cither  service,  shall  receive  such  and  only 
such  pension  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold 
commissions.  / 

Ssa  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  where  any  officer  or 
other  person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act^  shall  have  died 
subsequently  to  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  or 
disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United'  States,  and  in 
the  line  of  duty,  and  has  not  left  or  shall  not  leave  a  widow  nor  legit- 
imate child,  but  has  left  or  shall  leave  a  mother  who  waa  dependent 
upon  him  for  support,  in  whole  or  part,  the  mother  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  pension  as  such  officer  or  other  person  would 
have  been  entitled  to  had  he  been'totaUy  disabled;  which  pension 
shall  commence  from  the  de^ith  of  the  officer  or  other  p^son  dying 
as  aforesaid :  Prodded^  Aotr^oer,  That  if  such  mother  shall  herself 
be  in  receipt  of  a  pension  as  a  widow,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
the  second  section  of  this  act,  in  that  case  no  pension  or  allowance 
shall  be  granted  her  on  account  of  her  son,  unless  she  gives  up  the 
other,  pension  or  allowance.  And  provided,  further^  That  the  pen- 
sion given  to  a  mother  on  account  of  her  son,  shall  terminate  on  her 
I'e-marriage :  And  provided ffvriher,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be 
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SO  construed  as  to  entitle  the  mother  of  an  officer  or  other  person 
dying,  as  aforesaid,  to  more  than  one  pension  at  a  time  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act 

Sbo.  4.  And  be  it  furiher  enacted,  That . .  .  And  provided,  further^ 
That  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children,  or  any  heirs 
of  any  deceased  soldier,  on  account  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  pension, 
who  have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in,  or  who  have  aided  or  abetted, 
the  existing  rebellion  in  the  United  States ;  but  the  right  of  such 
disloyal  widow  or  ^hildren,  heir  or  heirs  of  such  soldier,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  loyal  heir  or  heirs  of  the  deceased,  if  any  there  be. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  fwrtker  enacted,  That  the  fees  of  agents  and 
attorneys,  for  making  out  and  causing  to  be  executed  the  papers 
necessary  to  establish  a  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty  and  other 
allowance  before  the  Pension  Office  under  this  act,  shall  not  exceed 
the  following  rates :  For  making  out  and  causing  to  be  duly  executed 
a  declaration  by  the  applicant,  with  the  necessary  affidavits,  and 
forwarding  the  same^to  the  Pension  Office,  with  the  requisite  oorre* 
spondence,  five  dollars.  In  oases  wherein  additional  testimony  is 
required  by  the  Commissionier  of  Pensions,  for  each  affidavit  so 
required  and  executed  and  forwarded  (except  the  affidavits  of  sur- 
geons, for  which  such  agents  and  attorneys  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  fees),  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

8bc.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  any  agent  or  attorney 
who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any  greater 
compensation  for  his  services  under  this  act  than  is  prescribed  in 
the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  contract  or  agree  to 
prosecute  any  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty  or  other  allowance  under 
this  act,  on  the  condition  that  he  shall  receive  a  per  centum  upon 
or  any  portion  of  the  amount  of  such  claim,  or  who  shall  wrongfully 
withhold  from  a  pensioner  or  other  claimant  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  pension  or  claim  allowed  and  due  to  such  pensioner  or 
claimant,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding 
two  years,  or  both,  according  to  the  circumstances  and  aggravations 
of  the  offense. 

Sbc.  10.  And  he  itfur&ier  enacted,  That  the  pilots,  engineers,  sail- 
ors and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  not  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
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United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  bounty  allowed  to  per* 
sons  of  corresponding  rank  in  the. naval  service,  provided  they  oon- 
tinue  in  selrvice  to  the  close  of  the  present  war;  and  all  persons 
serving  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  may  be  wounded  or  incapaci- 
tated for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  such  disability  the 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  those  of  like  rank, 
and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  according  to  corres- 
ponding rank  in  the  naval  service :  I^rovided,  That  no  person  receiv- 
ing pension  or  bounty  under  the  provisions  of^  this  act  shall  receive 
either  pension  or  bounty  for  any  other  service  in  t'he  present  war. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  widows  and  heirs  ^  of 
nil  persons  described  in  the  last  preceding  section  who  have  been  or 
may  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  or  who  have  been  or  may  be  killed  in 
battle,  or  of  those  who  have  died  or  shall  die  of  wounds  received 
while  so  employed,  shall  be  paid  the  bounty  and  pension  allowed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  acoording  to  rank,  as  provided  in  the  last 
preceding  section. 

This  act  will  be  fou&d  at  large  on  pages  28  to  33.  The 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  act  were  extended  to  masters 
of  gunboats,  and  to  their  widows,  mothers  and  heirs,  by 
a  joint  resolution  of  July  16,  1862,  as  follows  : 

Joint  Resolution  to  grant  PenaionB  to  Matter*  and    Officer*  npon  the  Qun- 
hoaUt  in  the  terviee  of  the   United  ^tet, 

Beaolved  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representative*  of  the  United 
States  of  Arnerica  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  masters  serving  on 
board  of  gunboats  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits,  including  bounty  and  pension, 
provided  for  in  an  act  entitled  '^  an  act  to  grant  pensions,"  passed 

.  1  No  official  constnietioii  of  this  section  has  yet  been  made  known,  bat  it 
id  believed  that  by  the  word  ''  heirs  "  in  this  place,  it  was  the  intention  of 
Congress  to  embrace  all  those  persons  designated  in  the  former  part  of  the 
act  as  entitled  .to  pensions,  according  to  the  order  of  priority  there  estab- 
lished. The  opinion  that  this  was  intended  to  include  mothers,  is  strength- 
ened by  the  joint  resolation  of  July  16,  1862,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
amendment  or  addition  to  this  and  the  preceding  section,  and  specially 
designates  mothers.  Unless  this  construction  is  given  to  the  joint  resolu- 
tion,  mothers  are  preferred  to  children  of  the  deceased  person.

TtSKaOVB    to   BSnSB*— 4CILITAKT   AKD   VAXAL, 

"  An  act  to  grant  pensions,"  approved  July  14,  1862, 
was  the  first  to  provide  pensions  for  the  orphan  sisters  of 
persons  who  die  or  are  killed  in  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States.  This  act  is  in  part  as 
follows : 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwes  of  the 
Untied  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  offi- 
cer, lion-commissioned  officer,  mnsician  or  private  of  tiie  army,  in- 
cluding regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or 
petty  officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotiUa-man,  ma- 
rine, clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  oUier  person  in  the  naTy  or  marine 
corps,  has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  disabled  by  reasoii  of  any 
wound  received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  tiie  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall  upon  making  due 
proof  of  the  fact,  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or 
may  be  provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list 
of  invalid  pensions  [pensioners]  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled 
to  receive,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  here- 
inafter provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability  an 
amount  proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  commence  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  such  disabil- 
ity. The  pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians  and  privates,  employed  in  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  the 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follovrs,  viz. :  Lieutenant-colonel,  and  all 
officers  of  a  higher  rank,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  major,  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  monl^ ;  captain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first  lieu- 
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tenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  month;  second  lieutenant  fifteen  dollars 
per  month;  and  non-commissioned  o£Scers,  musicians  and  privates, 
eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability  for  officers, 
warrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. :  Captain,  commander, 
surgeon,  paymaster  and  chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  with 
commander  by  Iftw,  lieutenant  commanding,  and  master  command- 
ingrthirty  dollars  per  month;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  paymaster  and 
chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  with  lieutenant  by  law,  and 
passed  assistant  surgeon,  twenty-five  dollars  per  month ;  professor  of 
mathematics,  master,  assistant  surgeon,  assistant  paymaster,  and  chap- 
lain, twenty  dollars  per  month ;  first  assistant  engineers  and  pilots, 
fifteen  dollars  per  month ;  passed  midshipman,  midshipman,  captain's 
and  paymaster's  clerk,  second  and  third  assistant  engineer,  master's 
mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars  per  month ;  all  petty  offi- 
cers, and  all  other  persons  before  named,  employed  in  the  naval  ser- 
vice, eight  dollars  per  month ;  and  all  commissioned  officers  of  either 
service  shall  receive  such  and  only  such  pensiojQ  as  is  herein  pro- 
vided for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold  commissions. 

Seo.  4  And  be  it  further  enaciedi  That  when  any  officer  or  other 
person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  have  died  subse- 
quently to  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  or  disease 
contracted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line 
of  duty,  and  has  not  left  or  shall  not  leave  a  widow,  nor  legitimate 
child,  nor  mother,  but  has  left  or  may  leave  an  orphan  sister  or 
sisters,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  were  dependent  upon  him 
for  support^  in  whole  or  in  part,  such  sister  or  sislers  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  same  pension  as  such  officer  or  other  person 
would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he  been  totally  disabled ;  which  pen- 
sion to  said  orphaa  shall  commence  from  the  death  of  the  officer  or 
other  person  dying  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  continue  to  the  said  orphans 
until  they  severally  arrive  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  no  longer : 
Provided^  hcmcMr^  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  to  oonstmed  as  to 
entitle  said  orphans  to  more  than  one  pension  at  the  same  time, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  And  provided^  fwriker^  That  no 
moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children,  or  any  heirs  of  any 
deceased  soldier,  on  account  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  pension,  who 
have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in  or  who  have  aided  or  abetted  the 
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existing  rebellion  in  the  United  States ;  bat  the  right  of  soch  disloyal 
widow  or  children,  heir  or  heirs  of  such  soldier,  shall  be  vested  in  the 
loyal  heir  or  heirs  of  the  deceased,  if  any  there  be. 

Section  six  prescribes  the  fees  of  agents  for  obtaining 
pensions,  etc. 

Section  seven  fixes  the  penalty  for  charging  excessive 
fees. 

Sbo.  10.  And  be  it  fiiriher  enacted^  That  the  pilots,  engineers 
sailors  and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  not  been  regularly  mastered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  bounty  allowed  to  per- 
sons of  corresponding  rank  in  the  naval  service,  provided  they  con- 
tinue in  service  to  the  close  of  the  present  war ;  and  all  persons 
serving  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  may  be  wounded  or  incapaci- 
tated for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  such  disability  the 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  those  of  like  rank, 
and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  according  to  cor- 
responding rank  in  the  naval  service :  Provided^  That  no  person  re- 
ceiving pension  or  bounty  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
receive  either  pension  or  bounty  for  any  other  service  in  the  present 
war. 

Sbc.  11.  And  he  ii/urther  enacted,  That  the  widows  and  heirs' of 
all  persons  described  in  the  last  preceding  section  who  have  been  or 
may  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  or  who  have  been  or  may  be  killed  in 
battle,  or  of  those  who  have  died  or  ^hall  die  of  woands  received 
while  so  employed,  shall  be  paid  the  bounty  and  pension  allowed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  according  to  rank,  as  provided  in  the  last 
preceding  section. 

1  This  has  not  yet  reo«!Ted  an  official  oonitnietion,  bnt  it  is  beliered  that 
the  word  "  heirs,"  ns  here  emplojed,  was  intended  to  embrace  those  per- 
sons who  are  designated  in  the  former  part  of  the  aet  as  entitled  to  pen- 
sions for  the  serriee  of  the  deoeased  person,  aeoording  to  the  order  of  pri- 
ority there  established.  That  it  was  meant  to  inelade  motken  is  evident 
from  the  joint  resolntion  of  Jvly  16,  1862,  which  supplies  an  omission  in 
the  tenth  and  elerenth  sections  of  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  and  may  be 
considered  as  an  addition  to  that  act.  Unless  this  construction  is  adopted, 
the  joint  resolution  will  prefer  the  mother  to  the  children  of  the  deceased 
person.

INVALID  PENSIONS. 

ARMY-INCLUDING  REGULARS,  VOLUNTEERS,  AND  MILITIA. 

Who  entitled: 

Cadets  at  West  Point  and  corps  of  engineers  are  entitled  to  pensions 
under  act  of  March  16, 1802.    Attorney' Chneral  Wiri,  April  8, 1820. 

An  aid-de-camp  is  not  entitled  to  pay  or  pension  as  such  aid,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  coftimission  actually  held.  Attorn^- General  Wirt,  December  5, 
1820. 

Where  a  soldier  dies  after  March  4, 1831,  and  before  June  7^1832,  and 
leaves  a  widow,  who  also  dies  before  June  7,  1832,  the  children  M  the  tol- 
(/ter  are  entitled  to  a  pension  ;  but  not  the  children  of  the  widow  by  another 
husband.     Attorney- General  Butler,  April  13,  1837. 

A  paymaster  is  a  commissioned  officer,  and  his  wife  is  entitled  to  a  pen- 
sion under  the  act  of  March  16, 1802.  Attorney- General  Grundy,  March  22, 
1839. 

Commodore  Porter,  who  was  minister  to  Turkey,  was  held  to  be  entitled 
to  his  pay  as  minister,  and  as  a  pensioner,  at  the  same  time.  Attorney^ 
General  Lefare,  May  26,  1842. 

An  officer  who  lost  a  limb  in  the  war  of  1812,  was  mustered  out  of  the 
service  upon  a  captain's  pension.  •  He  was  subsequently  appointed  battalion 
paymaster,  and  it  was  bald  that  this  appointment  was  to  a  ciyil  branch  of 
the  service,  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  both  pay  and  pension.  Attorney-'^ 
General  Touceyy  Nov.  1,  1848.

A  person  who  fails  to  return  to  duty  after  release  from  captivity  is  not 
entitled  to.  a  pension;  being  viewed  as  a  deserter.  Secretary  PttiMett  and 
Commiaeioner  Edwards,  Aug,  31,  1840. 

Desertion  forfeits  all  rights  to  a  pension.  Secretary  Porter  and  Commii'' 
tioner  Edwarde,  June  27,  1843. 

It  is  not  sufficient  that  a  man  should  be  employed  in  a  mechanical  ocou* 
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pation  by  the  GoYernmeDt  to  make  him  an  artificer  of  the  army.  A  person 
to  be  entitled  to  a  pension  mast  be  regularly  enlisted.  Secretary  £wing,

DiTorce  is  a  bar  to  a  wife's  cl%im  to  a  pension ;  and  the  Pension  Office 
can  not  decide  upon  the  legality  of  a  dlToroe.

The  armed  police  of  a  State  are  not  entitled  to  invalid  pensions.  €bm- 
wianoner  Waldo,  February  4,  1854. 

Pensions  a  vestbd  Right: 

A  widow  entitled  to  a  pension  and  not  claiming  the  same  before  marry- 
ing a  second  time,  may  claim  it  afterwards.  Attorney- General  Wirt,  June  9,

Increase  op  Pension  :  - 

Increase  of  pension,  on  account  6f  increased  disability,  to  commence  from 
the  date  of  increased  disability.

Line  op  Duty: 

It  would  not,  I  think,  be  going  too  far  to  say  that,  in  every  case  where 
an  officer  or  private  loses  his  health  while  in  the  service,  to  such  a  degree 
as  to  be  disabled  from  performing  duty  any  more,  he  is  contemplated  j>rtmc 
facie,  as  an  object  of  this  charitable  relief  from  the  legislature.  Attorney-

Disability  incurred  in  attempt  to  escape  from  captivity  is  "  in  the  line  of 
doty."

It  extends  to  all  the  operations  of  the  ship,  whether  civil  or  military , 
and  takes  in  the  whole  of  her  navigation  during  the  entire  cruise.  The 
officer  who  is  killed,  or  dies  by  reason  of  a  wound  received  by  the  falling 
of  a  spar  in  a  tempest,  is  as  entirely  within  the  description  of  being  killed, 
or  dying  by  reason  of  a  wound  received  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  as  the  offi- 
cer who  is  killed  or  dies  by  a  wound  in  battle.

The  law  is  understood  to  embrace  only  those  who  have  been  injured  in 
the  stiPvice  of  the  United  States,  while  actually  employed  in  duties  peculiar 
to  them  as  soldiers ;  or  from  exposure  to  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather 
at  tho  posts  or  stations  at  which  they  may  have  been  put  on  duty  ;  or  while 
on  the  march  to  such  stations.  Such  complaints  or  injuries,  therefore,  as 
are  merely  the  effect ''of  time,  or  of  peculiarity  of  constitution,  or  are  pro- 
duced by  accidents  to  which  they  would  have  been  equally  liable  in  their 
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CHAPTER   XIV. 

GRATUITOUS    PENSIONa 
SECTION  I. 

FBNBI0N8    10   BISTBRfr— lOLITAKT    ASD    KATAL. 

"  An  act  to  grant  pensions,"  approved  July  14,  1862, 
was  the  first  to  provide  pensions  for  the  orphan  sisters  of 
persons  who  die  or  are  killed  in  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States.  This  act  is  in  part  as 
follows : 

^e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwea  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  if  any  offi- 
cer, fion-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  private  of  the  army,  in- 
clnding  regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  or  any  officer,  warrant  or 
petty  officer,  musician,  seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  flotilla-man,  ma- 
rine, clerk,  landsman,  pilot  or  other  person  in  the  navy  or  marine 
corps,  has  been,  since  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  disabled  by  reason  of  any 
wound  received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  tiie  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  shall  upon  making  due 
proof  of  the  fiict,  according  to  such  forms  and  regulations  as  are  or 
may  be  provided  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  placed  upon  the  list 
of  invalid  pensions  [pensioners]  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled 
to  receive,  for  the  highest  rate  of  disability,  such  pension  as  is  here- 
inafter provided  in  such  cases,  and  for  an  inferior  disability  an 
amount  proportionate  to  the  highest  disability,  to  commence  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  such  disabil- 
ity. The  pension  for  a  total  disability  for  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians  and  privates,  employed  in  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States,  whether  regulars,  volunteers  or  militia,  and  in  the 
marine  corps,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. :  Lieutenant-colonel,  and  aU 
officers  of  a  higher  rank,  thirty  dollars  per  month;  major,  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  monlh ;  captain,  twenty  dollars  per  month;  first  lieu- 
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tenant,  seventeen  dollars  per  month;  second  lieutenant  fifteen  dollars 
per  month;  and  non-commissioned  officers^  musicians  and  privates, 
eight  dollars  per  month.  The  pension  for  total  disability  for  officers, 
warrant  or  petty  officers,  and  others  employed  in  the  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. :  Captain,  commander, 
surgeon,  paymaster  and  chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  with 
commander  by  Iftw,  lieutenant  commanding,  and  master  oommand- 
ingrthirty  dollars  per  month;  lieutenant,  surgeon,  paymaster  and 
chief  engineer,  respectively,  ranking  with  lieutenant  by  law,  and 
passed  assistant  surgeon,  twenty-five  dollars  per  month ;  professor  of 
mathematics,  master,  assistant  surgeon,  assistant  paymaster,  and  chap- 
lain, twenty  dollars  per  month ;  first  assistant  engineers  and  pilots, 
fifteen  dollars  per  month ;  passed  midshipman,  midshipman,  captain's 
and  paymaster's  clerk,  second  and  third  assistant  engineer,  master's 
mate  and  all  warrant  officers,  ten  dollars  per  month ;  all  petty  offi- 
cers, and  all  other  persons  before  named,  employed  in  the  naval  ser- 
vice, eight  dollars  per  month ;  and  all  commissioned  officers  of  either 
service  shall  receive  such  and  only  such  pensiojQ  as  is  herein  pro- 
vided for  the  rank  in  which  they  hold  commissions. 

Seo.  4  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  when  any  officer  or  other 
person  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  have  died  subse- 
quently to  the  fourth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  or  disease 
contraoted  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line 
of  duty,  and  has  not  left  or  shall  not  leave  a  widow,  nor  legitimate 
child,  nor  mother,  but  has  left  or  may  leave  an  orphan  sister  or 
sisters,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  were  dependent  upon  him 
for  support,  in  whole  or  in  part,  such  sister  or  sislers  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  same  pension  as  such  officer  or  other  person 
would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he  been  totally  disabled ;  which  pen- 
sion to  said  orphaa  shall  commence  from  the  death  of  the  officer  or 
other  person  dying  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  continue  to  the  said  orphans 
until  tbey  severally  arrive  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  no  longer : 
Provided^  however^  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  to  construed  as  to 
entitle  said  orphans  to  more  than  one  pension  at  the  same  time, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act :  And  provided^  jfuriher,  That  no 
moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children,  or  any  heirs  of  any 
deceased  soldier,  on  Q,ccount  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  pension,  who 
have  in  any  way  been  engaged  in  or  who  have  aided  or  abetted  the 
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existing  rebellion  in  the  United  States ;  but  the  right  of  sach  disloyal 
widow  or  children,  heir  or  heirs  of  such  soldier,  shall  be  vested  in  the 
loyal  heir  or  heirs  of  the  deceased,  if  any  there  be. 

Section  six  prescribes  the  fees  of  agents  for  obtaining 
pensions,  etc. 

Section  seven  fixes  the  penalty  for  charging  excessive 
fees. 

Sbc.  10.  And  be  it  /uriher  enaetedf  That  the  pilots,  engineers 
sailors  and  crews  upon  the  gunboats  and  war  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  not  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  bounty  allowed  to  per- 
sons of  corresponding  rank  in  the  naval  service,  provided  they  con- 
tinue in  service  to  the  close  of  the  present  war ;  and  all  persons 
serving  as  aforesaid,  who  have  been  or  may  be  wounded  or  incapaci- 
tated for  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  such  disability  the 
pension  allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  those  of  like  rank, 
and  each  and  every  such  person  shall  receive  pay  according  to  cor- 
responding rank  in  the  naval  service :  Provided^  That  no  person  re- 
ceiving pension  or  bounty  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
receive  either  pension  or  bounty  for  any  other  service  in  the  present 


Sbc.  11.  And  he  U  further  enacted,  That  the  widows  and  heirs  ^  of 
all  persons  described  in  the  last  preceding  section  who  have  been  or 
may  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  or  who  have  been  or  may  be  killed  io 
battle,  or  of  those  who  have  died  or  ^hall  die  of  wounds  received 
while  so  employed,  shall  be  paid  the  bounty  and  pension  allowed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  according  to  rank,  as  provided  in  the  last 
preceding  section. 

1  This  has  not  yet  reeeived  an  official  oonstmetion,  but  it  is  believed  that 
the  word  "  heirs,"  as  here  employed,  was  intended  to  embrace  those  per- 
sons who  are  designated  in  the  former  part  of  the  act  as  entitled  to  pen- 
sions for  the  service  of  the  deceased  person,  according  to  the  order  of  pri- 
ority there  established.  That  it  was  meant  to  inelnde  tmothen  is  evident 
from  the  joint  resolution  of  Jvly  16,  1862,  which  supplies  an  omission  in 
the  tenth  and  eleventh  sections  of  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  and  may  be 
considered  as  an  addition  to  that  act.

He  will  forward  the  "  surgeon's  affi- 
davit," the  "  pension  certificate,"  etc.,  to  the  Department  of  the  In- 
terior. 

If  the  applicant  was  pensioned  on  acconnt  of  a  wound  received 
previous  to  the  war  of  1812,  he  should  be  examined  by  two  sur- 
geons, under  a  commission  issued  by  a  judge  of  one  of  the  Uuited 
States  Ck)urts,  in  order  tp  obtain  an  increase  of  his  pension.

BBGULATIONS  IN  CASES  OF  LOST  OBBTIFICATBS.

In  case  a  pension  has  remained  unclaimed  by' any  pensioner  for 
the  term  oi fourteen  months  after  the  same  has  become  due  and  pay- 
able, it  can  not  be  paid  by  the  Pension  Agent,  but  application  there- 
for  must  be  made  to  the  Treasury  Department:  if  the  certificate 
issued  through  the  War  or  Interior  Departments  (on  account  of 
military  serviceX  to  the  Third  Auditor ;  if  through  the  Navy  De- 
partment, to  the  Fourth  Auditor  of  the  Treasury. 

Tv  When  application  is  made  for  the  payment  of  a  pension,  the 
first  thing  that  seems  necessary  is,  that  the  identity  of  the  person  in 
whose  behalf  the  pension  is  claimed  should  be  established. 

II.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  6th  April,  1838,  and  23d 
August,  1842,  where  a  pension  has  remained  unclaimed  by  any  pen- 
sioner for  the  term  of  fourteen  months  after  the  same  became  due 
and  payable,  it  can  not  be  paid  by  the  Pension  Agent,  but  applica- 
tion therefor  must  be  made  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
through  the  Third  Auditor,  if  the  pension  certificate  issued  from  the 
War  Department ;  and  through  the  Fourth  Auditor,  if  it  issued  from 
the  Nai^  Department  .  Each  Pension  Agent,  immediately  on  the 
expiration  of  fourteen  months,  subsequent  to  each  semi-annual  pay- 
ment, will  certify  to  the  office  of  the  Second  Comptroller  a  correct 
list,  containing  the  name,  rank,  rate  of  pension,  amount  due,  and 
time  of  last  payment  of  each  pensioner  remaining  unpaid  on  the  roll 
of  his  agency,  whose  pension  has  been  due  and  payable  for  the  term' 
of  fourteen  months  prior  to  the  date  of  such  certificate.  When, 
however,  a  new  pensioner  is  placed  on  the  roll,  or  an  old  pension 
is  renewed,  the  fourteen  months  commence  running  from  the  semi- 
annual payment  next  after  the  date  of  his,  or  her,  pension  certifi- 
cate, and  not  from  the  commencement  or  renewal  of  the  pension. 
'  III.  When  an  attorney  shall  make  application  for  a  pension,  (be 
the  rank  of  the  pensioner  what  it  may),  he  must  deposit  with  you  a

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power  of  attorney  in  his  favor,  dnly  acknowledged,  and  dated  on,  or 
subsequent  to,  the  day  on  which  the  pension  claimed  became  due, 
and  within  ninety  days  of  the  time  of  his  applying  for  payment,  and 
also  his  own  affidavit  that  said  power  was  not  given  to  him  by  reason 
of  any  side,  transfSer  or  mortgage  of  said  pension ;  and  the  esiecu- 
tioH  of  the  power  must  be  in  the  presence  of  at  least  one  witness, 
other  than  the  magistrate  before  whom  it  is  acknowledged. 

lY.  In  all  cases  of  payments  upon  a  power  of  attorney,  the  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  or  magistrate  before  whom  the>  power  is  executed, 
must  have  lodged  with  the  agent  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  some 
court  of  record,  under  seal  of  the  court,  that  he  is  legally  author- 
ized to  act  as  such,  and  also  a  paper  bearing  his  proper  signature, 
certified  to  be  such  by  the  clerk  of  some  court  of  record. 

y.  It  is  advisable,  and  is  so  reoommended,  that  Pension  Agents 
procure  and  place  in  a  book  the  signature  and  seals  of  clerks  of  the 
different  courts  within  their  agency,  who  may  be  authorized  to  cer- 
tify as  to  powers,  the  better  to  detect,  by  comparison  of  the  signa- 
tures and  seals,  impositions  that  may  be  attempted. 

VI.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  2d  March,  1829,  and  29th 
June,  1840,  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  pensioner,  the  arrears  oif 
pension  due  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  death  must  be  paid — 

1.  *'  To  the  widow  of  the  deceased  pensioner,  or  to  her  attorney," 
proving  herself  to  be  such  before  a  court  of  record. 

2.  If  there  be  no  widow,  then  to  the  executor  or  administrator 
on  the  estate  of  such  pensioner,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of 
the  children,  to  be  by  him  distributed  among  them  in  equal  shares ; 
and  the  law  of  1840  declares  that  the  arrears  of  pension  "  shall  not 
be  considered  a  part  of  the  assets  of  said  estate,  nor  liable  to  be  14)- 
plied  to  the  payment  of  the  debto  of  said  estate  in  any  case  whatever." 

3. '  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  pensioner  who  is  a  widow  leaving 
children,  the  amount  of  pension  due  at  the  time  of  her  death  must 
be  paid  to  the  executor  or  administrator  for  the  benefit  of  her  chil- 
dren, as  directed  in  the  foregoing  paragraph. 

4.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  pensioner,  whether  male  or  fe- 
male, leaving  children,  the  amount  of  pension  may  be  paid  to  any 
one  or  each  of  them,  as  tiiey  may  prefer,  without  the  intervention 
of  an  administrator.  If  one  of  the  children  is  selected  to  receive 
the  amount  due,  he,  or  she,  must  produce  a  power  of  attorney  from 
the  others  for  that  purpose,  duly  authenticated. 

5.  If  there  be  no  widow,  child  or  children,  then  the  amount  due 
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•ach  peoBioner  at  the  tiqia  of  his  death  nast  be  paid  to  the  legal 
repreeentatiTe  of  the  decedent 

6.  When  an  exeeator  or  an  adminietrator  shall  apply  for  the 
pension  dae  to  a  deceased  person,  he  most  deposit  with  joa  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  clerk  of  the  oonrt,  jndge  of  probate,  register  of  wills, 
ordinary  or  surrogate  (as  the  case  may  be),  stating  that  he  is  duly 
authorized  to  act  in  that  capadfy  on  the  estate  of  the  deceased  pen- 
sioner, and,  if  a  male,  that  it  has  been  proved  to  his  satisfaction 
that  there  is  no  widow  of  the  said  pensioner  living. 

y  II.  In  all  cases  of  payments  being  made  of  moneys  due  a  deceased 
pensioner,  the  original  pension  certificate  must  be  surrendered,  as 
evidence  of  the  identity  of  the  person  to  whom  the  pension  claimed 
was  due,  or  oth^r  substantial  evidence  of  such  identity  must  be  pro- 
duced in  ca§e  such  certificate  can  not  be  obtained  forsurrendry,  and 
that  due  search  and  inquiry  have  been  made  for  said  certificate, 
and  that  it  can  not  be  found.  The  date  of  said  pensioner's  death 
must  be  proved  before  a  court  of  record. 

YIII.  A  certificate  of  the  facts  proved  must  be  obtained  from  the 
clerk  of  the  court  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  clerk  to  give  the  evi- 
dence in  detail,  but  only  to  state  the  facts  that  have  been  proved, 
and  certify  under  his  seal  of  office  that  the  testimony  adduced  was 
satisfactory  to  the  court ;  and  in  case  a  pension  certificate  is  ille- 
gally withheld  from  a  pensioner,  he  (or  she,  as  the  case  may  be) 
must  produce  evidence  of  identity  and  the  facts. 

IX.  When  a  {j^nsioner  is  placed  under  guardianship,  the  guar- 
dian applying  for  a  pension  must,  in  addition  to  the  evidencQ.of  the 
pensioner's  identity,  deposit  with  you  a  certificate,  from  the  proper 
authority,  that  he  is,  at  that  time,  acting  in  that  capacity,  and  also 
satisfactory  evidence  that  his  ward  was  living  at  the  date  the  pen- 
sion claimed  beciune  due.  Thf  identity  of  the  pensioner,  in  such 
cases,  must  be  established. 

X.  For  all  payments  made  by  you  duplicate  receipts  must  be 
taken,  one  of  each  you  will  forward,  with  your  quai^rly  accounts, 
to  the  Third  jLuditor  of  the  Treasury  for  pensions  under  the  War 
Department,  and  to  the  Fourth  Auditor  for  pensions  under  the  Navy 
Department;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  pensioner  or  attorney  makes 
a  mark  from  inability  to  write  his  name,  there  must  be  a  witness 
thereto,  otherwise  such  receipt  or  voucher  will  not  be  admitted  at' 
the  Treasury.

'  the  pension  was  originally  granted  (describing  it),  and  the  rate  of 
such  disability  at  the  time  of  making  the  affidavit,  shall  accompany 
the  application  of  the  first  payment,,  which  shall  fall  due  upon  a  day 
in  the  fiscal  year  for  which  provision  is  made  herein,  to  be  declared 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  at  the  end  of  every  two  years 
thereafter ;  and  if,  in  a  case  of  continued  disability,  it  shall  be  stated 
at  a  rate  below  that  for  which  the  pension  was  originally  granted, 
the  applicant  shall  only  be  paid  at  the  rate  stated  in  the  affidavit :

Invalid  pensioners  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  who  are,  by  the  above 
ens^ctment,  subjected  to  biennial  examinations,  will  be  required  to 
{^resent,  with  their  usual  Touchers,  on  the  4th  day  of  September  and 
1st  day  of  January  next,  respectively,  the  certificate  as  to  the  state 
of  their  disability,  in  accordance  with  the  form  hereto  appended 

The  operation  of  this  act  of  Congress  virtually  suspends  the  semi- 
annual payments  of  invalid  pensions  at  the  commencement  of  each 
biennial  period,  until  the  certificate  of  two  physieians  or  surgeons 
has  been  presented.  Pension  agents  will  pay  each  pensioner  aecord*^ 
ing  to  the  ratio  of  disability  certified  to,  but  in  no  case  for  a  greater 
sum  per  month  than  the  rate  expressed  in  the  pension  certificate. 

The  seoai-annual  reports  of  pension  agents  to  this  office  must  show 
the  rate  of  pension  expressed  in  the  pension  certificate,  as  well  as 
the  rate  at  which  the  pension  has  been  paid  under  this  law;  and  the 
word  "  exempt,"  written  opposite  the  names  of  all  those  whose  dis- 
ability is  of  an  incurable  character.  Whenever  there  is  more  than 
one  pensioner  on  the  roll  of  the  same  name,  great  care  should  be 
observed  to  perpetuate  the  identity  of  each.

The  eighth  section  of  "  an  act  to  grant  pensions," 
approved  July  14, 1862,  is  as  follows : 

Sbo.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
sions be,  and  he  is  hereby,  empowered  to  appoint,  at  his  discretion, 
civil  surgeons  to  make  the  biennial  examinations  of  pensioners  which 
are  or  may  be  required  to  be  made  by  law,  and  to  examine  appli- 
cants for  invalid  pensions,  where  he  shall  deem  an  examination  by 
a  surgeon  to  be  appointed  by  him  necessary ;  and  the  fees  for  each 
of  such  examinations,  and  the  requisite  certificate  thereof,  shall  be 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  surgeon

1.  The  Second  Comptroller  has  no  authority  to  decide  on  pension  claims ; 
that  belongs  exolasively  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  Vol,  z, 
p.  353. 

3.  Pensions  are  payable  to  the  persons  named  in  the  certificate,  if  living, 
and  to  the  legal  representatives  of  such  as  may  have  died.    Vol,  xiY,p,  21. 

4.  No  deduction  is  to  be  made  from  the  amount  of  pension  due  a  de- 
ceased pensioner,  on  account  of  his  indebtedness  to  the  United  States  which 
accrued  before  the  granting  of  the  pension.     Oapt,  Angus'  caee.  May,  1837. 

5.  If  once  placed  on  the  pension  roll,  and  thus  having  acquired  a  legal 
claim  to  a  semi-annual  payment  of  a  certain  sum  of  money,  the  pensioner 
shall  fail  to  assert  this  claim  for  six  years,  he  can  not  have  his  account  au- 
dited wiChout  the  authority  of  Congress.

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CHAPTER  XXIIL 

BOUNTY   LANDS    AND    LAND    WARRANTS. 
SECTION  I. 

LAWS   RELATING   TO  BOUNTY   LANDS.  *  ' 

By  an  act  of  February  11,  1847,  entitled  "an  act  to 
raise  for  a  limited  time  an  additional  military  force,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  ^  bounty  land  is  granted  to  the  sur- 
viving soldiers  of  the  war  with  Mexico,  and  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  those  who  died  in  the  service,  as  follows : 

Sec.  9.  Ar\d  he  it  further  enacted^  That  each  non-commissioned 
officer,  musician  or  private, '  enlisted  or  to  be  enlisted  in  the  regular 
army,  or  regularly  enlisted  in  any  volunteer  company  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  twelve  months,  who  has  served  or  may  serve  *  dur- 
ing the  present  war  with  Mexico,^  and  who  shall  receive  an  honora-

Sbo.  l(b  And  b€  it  further  enacted^  That  the  proyisions  of  this 
act  shall  apply  to  the  chaplains  who  serred  with  the  army  in  the 
several  wars  of  the  country. 

Sbc.  1L  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  provisions  of  this 
act  be  applied  to  flotilla-men,  and  to  those  who  served  as  volunteers 
at  the  attack  on  Lewis  town,  in  Delaware,  by  the  British  fleet,  in  the 
war  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve-fifteen.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  AmeiHca  in  Congress  assembled^  That  in  all  cases 
where  a  certificate  or  warrant  for  bounty  land  for  any  less  quantity 
than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  shall  have  been  issued  to  any 
officer  or  soldier,  or  to  the  widow  or  minor  child  or  children  of  any 
officer  or  soldier,  under  existing  laws,  the  evidence  upon  which  such 
certificate  or  w§.rrant  was  issued  shall  be  received  to  establish  the 
service  of  such  officer  or  soldier,  in  the  application  of  himself,  or 
of  his  widow  or  minor  child  or  children,  for  a  certificate  or  warrant 
for  so  much  land  as  may  be  required  to  make  up  the  full  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres,  on  proof  of  the  identity  of  such  officer 
or  soldier,  or,  in  case  of  his  death,  of  the  marriage  and  identity  of 
his  widow,  or,  in  case  of  her  death,  of  the  identity  of  his  minor 
child  or  childreft :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  if,  upon  a  review  of 
snch  evidence,  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  shall  not  be  satisfied 
that  the  former  certificate  or  warrant  was  properly  granted,  he  may 
require  additional  evidence  as  well  of  the  term  as  of  the  fact  of 
service.  ' 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  a 
pension  has  been  granted  to  any  officer  or  soldier,  the  evidence  upon 
vrhich  "Buch  pension  was  granted  shall  be  received  to  establish  the 
service  of  such  officer  or  soldier  in  his  application  for  bounty  land 
under  existing  laws ;  and  upon  proof  of  his  identity  as  such'  pen- 
sioner, a  certificate  or  warrant  may  be  issued  to  him  for  the  quan- 
tity of  land  to  which  he  shall  be  entitled*  and  in  case  of  the  death

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of  such  pensioned  officer  or  soldier,  his  widow  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
certificate  or  warrant  for  the  same  quantity  of  land  to  which  her 
husband  would  have  been  entitled,  if  living,  upon  proof  that  she  is 
such  widow ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  such  officer  or  soldier, 
leaving  a  minor  child  or  children  and  no  widow,  or  where  the  widow 
may  have  deceased  before  the  issuing  of  any  certificate  or  warrant, 
such  minor  child  or  children  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  or 
warrant  for  the  same  quantity  of  land  as  the  father  would  have 
been  entitled  to  receive,  if  living,  upon  proof  of  the  decease  of 
father  and  mother :  Provided  nevertheless ^  That  if,  upon  a  review  of 
such  evidence,  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  shall  not  be  satisfied 
that  the  pension  was  properly  granted,  he  may  require  additional 
evidence  as  well  of  the  term  as  of  the  fact  of  service. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  so  much  of  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  *'  act  in  addition  to  certain  acts  granting  bounty  land  to 
certain  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five,  as  requires  the  party  claiming  a  certificate  of  war- 
rant under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  to  establish  his  or  her  right 
thereto  by  record  evidence  of  the  service  for  which  such  certificate 
or  warrant  has  been  or  may  be  claimed,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed,  and  parol  evidence,  where  no  record  evidence  exists,  may 
be  admitted  to  prove  the  service  performed,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  eighth  section  of  the 
act  above-mentioned,  approved  the  third  day  of  March,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  shall  be  construed  as  embracing 
officers,  marines,  seamen,  and  other  persons  engaged  in  the  naval 
service  of  the  United  States  during  the  revolutionary  war,  and  the 
widows  and  minor  children  of  all  such  officers,  marines,  seamen 
and  other  persons  engaged  as  aforesaid.

named  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment 

Sbo.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  when  any  company, 
battalion  or  regiment,  in  an  organized  form,  marched  more  than 
twenty  miles  to  the  place  where  they  were  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  or  were  discharged  more  than  twenty  miles 
from  the  place  where  such  company,  battalion  or  regiment  was  or- 
ganized; in  all  such  cases,  in  computing  the  length  of  service  of  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  any  such  company,  battalion  or  regiment, 
there  shall  be  allowed  one  day  for  every  twenty  miles  from  the  place 
where  the  company,  battalion  or  regiment  was  organized  to  the  place 
where  the  same  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States; 
and  also,  one  day  for  every  twenty  miles  from  the  place  where  such 
.company,  battalion  or  regiment  was  discharged  to  the  place  where 
it  was  organized,  and  from  whence  it  marched  to  enter  the  service  : 
Provided^  That  such  march  was  in  obedience  to  the  command  or 
direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  some  general  offi- 
cer of  the  United  States  comnranding  an  army  or  department,  or  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  State  or  Territory  by  which  such  com- 
pany, battalion  or  regiment  was  called  into  service.

'  an  act  in  addition  to  certain  acts  granting  bounty  land 
to  certain  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  been  engaged  in 
the  military  services  {sic)  of  the  United  States'  to  the 
oflScers  and  soldiers  of  Major  David  Bailey's  battalion  of 
Cook  county  (Illinois)  volunteers,"  approved  March  3, 
1857,  provides  as  follows  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  those  officers  and  sol- 
diers of  Major  David  Bailey's  battalion  of  Cook  county  -(Illinois) 
volunteers  stationed  at  Fort  Dearborn,  in  the  Black  Hawk  war  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  who  have  never  received  warrants 
for  bounty  land  for  services  in  said  war,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  certificate  or  warrant  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  upon  making  proof  by  record  evi- 
dence or  such  parol  evidence  as  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  may 
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require  of  haying  served  in  said  war  for  the  term  of  at  least  four- 
teen days ;  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  extend  to  the  widows  and 
minor  children  of  said  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  died  or  may 
die  before  receiving  such  warrant;  or  certificate. 

By  "  an  act  to  secure  homesteads  to  actual  settlers  on 
the  public  domain,"  approved  May  20, 1862,  the  following 
provisions  are  made  in  favor  of  those  who  have  performed 
or  may  perform  service  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represmtatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Qongress  assembled,  That  any  person  who  is  the 
head  of  a  family,  or  who  has  arrived  at  the^age  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  who  shall  have  filed  his  de- 
claration of  intention  to  become  such,  as  required  by  the  naturaliza- 
tion laws  of  the  United  States,  and  who  has  never  borne  arms  against 
the  United  States  Government,  or  given  aid  and  comfort  to  its  ene- 
mies, shall  from  and  after  the  first  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  be  entitled  to  enter  one  quarter  section  or  a  less  quan- 
tity of  unappropriated  public  lands,  upon  which  said  person  may 
have  filed  a  pre-emption  claim,  or  which  may,  at  the  time  the  appli- 
cation is  made,  be  subject  to  pre-emption  at  one  dollar  and  twenty- 
five  cents,  or  less,  per  acre;  or  eighty  acres  or  less  of  such  unappro- 
priated lands  at  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  to  be  located  in 
a  body,  in  conformity  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  lands, 
and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  surveyed :  Provided,  That  any 
perspn  owning  and  residing  on  land  may,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  enter  other  land  lying  contiguous  to  his  or  her  said  land,  which 
shall  not,  with  the  land  so  already  owned  and  occupied,  exceed  in 
the  aggregate  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  person  applying  for 
the  benefit  of  this  act  shall,  upon  application  to  the  register  of  the 
land*office  in  which  he  or  she  is  about  to  make  such  entry,  make 
affidavit  before  the  said  register  or  receiver  that  he  or  she  is  the  head 
of  a  family,  or  is  twenty-one  or  more  years  of  age,  or  shall  have 
performed  service  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
he  has  never  borne  arms  against  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  or  given  aid  and  comfort  to  its  enemies,  and  that  such  appli- 
cation is  made  for  his  or  her  exclusive  use  and  benefit,  and  that  said 
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entry  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  actual  settlement  and  cultivation, 
and  not  either  directly  or  indirectly  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any 
other  person  or  persons  whomsoever;  and  upon  filing  the  said  affidavit 
with  the  register  or  receiver,  and  on  payment  of  ten  dollars,  he  or 
she  shall  thereupon  be  permitted  to  enter  the  quantity  of  land  speci- 

fied 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That .  . .  Frovidedj .  .  .  provided^ 
further,  That  no  person  who  has  served,  or  may  hereafter  serve,  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  fourteen  days  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States,  either  regular  or  volunteer,  under  the  -laws  thereof, 
during  the  existence  of  an  actual  war,  domestic  or  foreign,  shall  be 
deprived  of  the  benefits  of  this  act  on  account  of  not  having  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years.

taking  said  land  at  the  price  at  which  the  same  is  subject  to  private 
entry,  and  reckoning  the  warrant  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
per  acre  for  the  number  of  acres  therein  contained,  and  paying  the 
balance,  if  any,  in  money ;  but  no  claim  shall  exist  on  the  Govern- 
ment to  pay  for  any  balance  on  said  warrant  in  money. 
Approved,  Augvst  14,  1848.

executed  after  the- taking  effect  of  this  act,  according  to  such  form 
and  pursuant  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  presented  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  so  as  to  vest  the  assignee  with 
all  the  rights  of  the  original  owner  of  the  warrant  or  location : 
Provided,  That  any  person  entitled  to  pre-emption  right  to^ny  land 
shall  be  entitled  to  use  any  such  land  warrant  in  payment  of  the 
same,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  for

shall  pay  to  the  United  States,  in  cash,  the  difference  between  the 
value  of  such  warrants,  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre, 
and  the  tract  of  land  located  on. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  registers  and  receivers 
of  the  land  offices  shall  hereafter  be  severally  authorized  to  charge 
and  receive  for  their  services  in  locating  all  military  bounty  land 
warrants  issued  since  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven,  the  same  compensation  or  per  cei^tage  to  which 
they  are  entitled  by  law  for  sales  of  the  public  lands  for  cash,  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre ;  the  said  compen- 
sation to  be  hereafter  paid  by  the  assignees  or  holders  of  such  war- 
rants. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  registers  and  receiversi 
whether  in  or  oat  of  office  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  their  legal 
representatives  in  case  of  death,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  for  services  heretofore  performed 
in  locating  military  bounty  land  warrants,  the  same  rate  of  compen- 
sation provided  in  the  preceding  section  for  services  hereafter  to  be 
performed,  after  deducting  the  atoount  already  received  by  such 
officers  under  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  require  the  holders  of  mili- 
tary land  warrants  to  compensate  the  land  officers  of  the  United 
States  for  services  in  relation  to  the  location  of  these  warrants,"  ap- 
proved I^ay  seventeen,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight:  Provided^  - 
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That  no  register  or  receiver  shall  receive  any  compensation  out  of 
the  treasury  for  past  services  yfho  has  charged  and  received  illegal 
fees  for  the  location  of  such  warrants :  And  provided  furthefy  That 
no  register  or  receiver  shall  receive  for  his  services,  during  any  year, 
a  greater  compensation  than  the  maximum  now  allowed  by  law. 

Seo.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  iui  all  cases  where  the 
militia,  or  volunteers,  or  State  troops,  of  any  State  or  territory  were 
called  into  military  service,  and  whose  services  have  been  paid  by 
the  United  States  subsequent  to  the  eighteenth  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  such  militia,  volun- 
teers or  troops,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  act  entitled 
"  an  act  granting  bounty  land  to  certain  officers  and  soldiers  who 
have  been  engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States," 
approved  September  twenty-eight,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  and 
shall  receive  lands  for  their  services  according  to  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  upon  proof  of  length  of  service  as  therein  required;  and 
that  the  last  proviso  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  of  the  eleventh 
of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven  (see  9th  section, 
1847),  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed :  Provided^  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  authorize  bounty  land  to  those  who  have 
heretofore  received  or  become  entitled  to  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  any  company,  bat- 
talion or  regiment,  in  an  organized  form,  marched  more  than  twenty 
miles  to  the  place  where  they  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  or  were  discharged  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the 
place  where  such  company,  battalion  or  regiment  was  organized;  in 
all  such  cases,  in  computing  the  length  of  service  of  the  officers  and 
soldiers  of  any  such  company,  battalion  or  regiment,  with  a  view  to 
determine  any  quantity  of  land  any  officer  or  soldier  is  entitled  to 
under  said  act,  approved  twenty-eighth  of  September,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty,  there  shall  be  allowed  one  day  for  every  twenty  miles 
from  the  place  where  the  company,  battalion  or  regiment  was  or- 
ganized to  the  place  where  the  same  was  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States ;  and  also  one  day  for  every  twenty  miles  from 
the  place  where  such  company,  battalion  or  regiment  was  discharged 
to  the  place  where  it  was  organized,  and  from  whence  it  marched  to 
enter  the  service.

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An  Act  declaring  the  Title  to  Land  Wairanit  in  eertaiu  catet 

Be  it  enacted  by  iJie  Senate  aiid  House  of  RepreaeiUativea  of  ffie  United 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  when^roof  has  been  or 
shall  hereafter  be  filed  in  the  Pension  Office,  during  the  lifetime  of 
a  claimant,  establishing,  to  the  satisfaction  of  that  office,  his  or  her 
right  to  a  warrant  for  military  services,  and  such  warrant  has  not 
been  or  may  not  hereafter  be  issued  until  after  the  death  of  the 
claimant,  and  all  such  warrants  as  have  been  heretofore  issued  sab- 
sequent  to  the  death  of  the  claimant,  the  title  to  such  warrants  shall 
vest  in  the  widow,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  there  be  no  widow,  then 
in  the  heirs  or  legatees  of  the  claimant;  and  all  such  warrants,  and 
all  other  warrants  issued  pursuant  to  existing  laws,  shall  be  treated 
as  personal  chattels,  and  may  be  conveyed  by  assignment  of  such 
widow,  heirs  or  legatees,  or  by  the  legal  representatives  of  the  de- 
ceased claimant,  for  the  use  of  such  heirs  or  legatees  only. 

Sbo.  2.  Arid  be  it  fm-ther  enacted^  That  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  the  act  approved  March  twenty-two,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two,  to  make  land  warrants  assignable,  and  for  other 
purposes,  shall  be  so  extended  as  to  embrace  land  warrants  issued 
under  the  act  of  the  third  Marxsh,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  re-issue  of  Land  Warraiit»,  in  certain  cases,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  whenever 
it  shall  appear  that  any  certificate  or  warrant  issued  in  pursuance 
of  any  law  of  the  United  States  granting  bounty  land,  has  been 
lost  or  destroyed,  whether  the  same  had  been  sold  or  assigned  by 
the  warrantee  or  not,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  cause  a  new  certificate  or  warrant, 
of  like  tenor,  to  be  issued  in  lieu  thereof,  which  new  certificate  or 
warrant  may  be  assigned,  located  and  patented  in  like  manner  as 
other  certificates  or  warrants  for  bounty  land  are  now  authorized 
by  law,  to  be  assigned,  located  and  patented;  and  in  all  cases  where 
warrants  have  been  Or  may  be  re-issued,  the  original  warrant,  in 
whoseever  hands  it  may  be,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  null 
and  void,  and  the  assignment  thereof,  if  any  there  be,  fraudulent; 
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and  no  patent  shall  ever  issue  for  any  land  located  therewith,  unless 
such  presumption  of  fraud  in  the  assignment  be  removed  by  due 
proof,  that  the  same  was  executed  by  the  warrantee  in  good  faith 
and  for  a  valuable  consideration. 

Sbo.  2,  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior shall  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  prescribe 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  earryingthis  act  into  effect  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  in  order  to  protect  the  Government 
against  imposition  and  fraud  by  persons  claiming  the  benefits  of  this 
act,  and  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  for  the  punishment  of  false  swear- 
ing and  frauds  against  the  United  States,  are  hereby  made  applicable 
to  false  swearing  and  fraud  under  this  act*

FOUfS   AND    INSmuOTIONS    VOB    OBVAININO   BOUNTY  I<AND  WARRANTS, 
DirpLIOATB  WARRANTS  AND  WAR  SCRIP ;   AND  ALSO  FOR  THE  LOCATION 
'  '    AND  ASSIGNMENT  OF  WARRANTS. 

As  the  liberal  provisions  nod  unlimited  application  of 
the  acts  of  March  3, 1^55,  and  May  14,  1856,  have,  in 
effect,  superseded  all  former  laws  granting  bounty  lands 
for  military  services,  it  would  be  but  superfluous  to  insert 

1  A  practice  has  grown  np  of  ezeoating  and  acknowledging  the  assign- 
ment in  writing  by  the  warrantee  in  blank ;  leaving  a  blank  for  the  xiam,e 
of  the  assignee.  When  the  instrnment  by  which  the  assignment  purports 
to  have  been  made,  comes  up  for  examination  in  the  General  Land  Office, 
the  question,  Who  is  the  assignee?  is  decided  by  inspection  ;  parol  evidence 
to  eontradiot  the  record  is  rejected,  and  claimants  of  title  who  seek  to  show 
ownership  of  the  warrant  while  the  blank  in  the  assignment  remained  open, 
itre  properly  referred  to  the  courts  for  a  determination  of  the  question  of 
right  The  G-eneral  Land"  Office,  when  it  finds  by  inspection,  that  a  warrant 
was  regularly  assigned  in  writing  for  value  to  "  A.  B.,"  who  has  made  the 
location,  can  not  set  aside  that  record,  and  declare  that  ''0.

In  applying  for  war  scrip,  under  the  act  of  February 
lly  1847,  a  declaration  mast  be  made  as  in  applications 
for  bounty  land.  To  this  must  be  appended  a  ^^  request 
for  money,"  according  to  the  following  form :

Sir: — I  req^aest  that  my  olaim  to  bounty  land,  under  the  ninth  section  of 
the  act  of  the  eleyenth  of  February,  1847,  entitled  "  an  act  to  raise  for  a 
limited  time  an  additional  military  force,  and  for  other  purposes,"  may  be 
examined ;  and  if  I  am  entitled  to  land,  I  wish  to  relinquish,  and  do  here- 
by relinquish,  my  right  thereto,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  to  reeeiye  one  hundred 
dollars  [or  twenty-five  dollars,  aa  the  ease  may  he}. 

{Signature  of  Claitnant.) 
In  presence  of Justice  of  the  Peace. 

The  same  proof  in  support  of  a  claim  for  scrip  is  required 
from  the  party  applying  as  in  the  case  of  applications  for 
bounty  land. 

The  following  Instructions  and  Forms  will  be  observed 
by  persons  applying  to  the  Pension  Office  for  bounty 
land  under  the  act  of  Mai)ch  3^  1855,  and  the  act  of 
May  14, 1856,  in  amendment  thereof: 

These  acts  entitle  each  of  the  surviving  -persons  in  the  following 
classes  to  a  certificate  or  warrant  for  such  quantity  of  land  as  shall 
make,  in  the  whole,  with  what  he  may  have  heretofore  received,  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres,  provided  he  shall  have  served  a  period  not 
less  than  fourteen  days,  to-wit : 

1.  Commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and 
privates,  whether  of  the  regulars,  volunteers,  rangers  or  militia,  who 
were  regularly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  any 
of  the  wars  in  which  this  country  has  heen  engaged  since  1790. 

2.  Commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers,  seamen,  ordinary 
seamen,  flotilla  men,  marines,  clerks  and  landsmen  in  the  navy  in 
any  of  said  wars. 

3.  Militia,  volunteers  and  State  troops  of  any  State  or  Territory 
called  into  military  service,  and  regularly  mustered  therein,  and 
whose  services  have  been  paid  by  the  United  States. 
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4.  Wagonmasters  and  teamsters  who  have  been  employed,  nnder 
the  direetion  of  competent  authority,  in  time  of  war,  in  the  trans* 
portation  of  military  stores  and  supplies. 

5.  Officers  and  soldiers  of  the  revolutionary  war,  and  marines, 
seamen  and  other  persons  in  the  naval  'service  of  the  United  States 
during  that  war. 

6.  Chi^lains  who  served  with  the  army  in  the  several  wan  of  this 
country. 

7.  Volunteers  who  served  with  the  armed  forees  of  tiie  United 
States  in  any  of  the  wars  mentioned,  subject  to  military  orders, 
whether  regularly  mustered  into  the  eervioe  of  the  United  States 
or  not 

Each  of  the  surviving  persons  in  the  following  classes  are  entitled 
to  a  like  certificate  for  a  like  quantity  of  land,  without  regard  to  the 
length  of  service,  provided  he  was  regularly  mustered  into  service, 
and  shall  establish  the  same  by  record  evidence,  to-wit: 

1.  Officers  and' soldiers  who  have  been  actually  engaged  in  any 
battle  in  any  of  the  wars  in  which  this  country  has  been  engaged. 

2.  Those  volunteers  who  served  at  the  invasion  of  Plattsburg,  in 
September,  1814 

3.  The  volunteers  who  served  at  the  battle  of  King's  Mountain 
in  the  revolutionary  war. 

4.  The  volttnteers  who  served  at  the  battle  of  Niikojaek  against 
the  confederated  savages  of  the  South. 

5.  The  volunteers  who  served  at  the  attack  on  Lewistown,  in  Del- 
aware, by  the  Bridsh  fleet,  in  the  war  of  1812. 

In  addition  to  these  classes,  this  act  also  extends  to  all  Indians 
who  have  served  the  United  States  in  any  of  their  wars  the  provi- 
sions of  this  and  all  the  bounty  land  laws  heretofore  passed,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  if  said  Indians  had  been 
white  men. 

Where  the  service  has  been  rendered  by  a  substitute,  he  is  the 
person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  and  not  his  employer. 

In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  person  who,  if  living,  would  be 
entitled  to  a  certificate  or  warrant  as  aforesaid,  leaving  a  widow,  or 
if  no  widow,  a  minor  child  or  ch^ren,  such  widow,  or  if  no  widow, 
such  minor  child  or  children,  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  or  warrant 
for  the  same  quantity  of  land  such  deceased  persons  would  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  under  the  provisions  of  said  acts  if  now  living. 
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A  Bubfleqaent  marriage  will  not  impair  the  ri^i  of  aoy  such 
'  widow  to  such  warrants,  if  she  be  a  widow  at  the  time  of  her  appli- 
cation. Persons  within  the  age  of  twentj-one  jean  on  the  3d  day 
of  March,  1855,  are  deeHied  minors  within  the  intent  and  meaning 
of  said  act 

To  obtain  the  benefits  of  this  act,  the  claimant  moat  make  a  de- 
claration, under  oath,  substantial! j  according  to  the  forma  hereto 
annexed.  The  signature \>f  the  applicant  must  be  attested,  and  hia 
or  her  personal  identitj  established  ^jthe  affidarita  of  two  witnesses, 
whose  residences  must  be  given,  and  whose  credibility  moat  be  sus- 
tained by  the  certificate  of  the  magutnite  before  whom  the  f^pliea- 
tion  is  verified. 

The  best  evidence  of  identity  is  the  affidavit  of  the  witnesses,  or 
the  certificate  of  the  magistrate  to  the  same,  as  a  matter  vrithin 
their  personal  knowledge.  Statements  of  Mtef  merely  will  not  be 
sufficient.  If,  however,  the  witnesses  or  magistrate  can  not  state 
from  personal  knowledge,  statements  of  b^ef,  wiik  ikegraunda  of 
such  belie/f  will  be  received.  If  from  acquaintancCi  the  particulars 
of  the  acquaintance  should  be  stated,  so  that  it  magr  be  seen  how  far 
they  warrant  the  belief  stated.    So  if  from  other  grounds. 

The  accompanying  form  is  the  proper  one  where  the  identity  of 
the  applicant  is  within  the  personal  knowledge  of  the  ma^strate. 
It  can  be  varied  according  to  the  circumstances,  but  must  be  in  oon- 
formity  with  the  foregoing  instructions. 

No  certificate  vrill  be  deemed  sufficient  in  any  case,  unless  the 
facts  are  certified  to  be  within  the  personal  knowledge  of  the  magis- 
trate or  other  officer  who  shall  sign  the  certificate,  or  the  names  and 
places  of  residence  of  the  witnesses  by  whom  the  facts  are  estab- 
lished be  given,  or  their  affidavits,  properly  authenticated,  be  ap- 
pended to  the  certificate. 

All  papers  necessary  to  be  verified  by  oath  must  be  sworn  to  be- 
fore, and  certified  and  authenticated  by,  proper  public  officers  who 
have  no  interest  in  the  result  of  the  case,  and  are  not  concerned  in 
its  prosecution;  and  every  such  public  officer  must  set  forth  in  his 
certificate  that  he  is  not  so  interested  or  concerned. 

The  official  character  and  signature  of  ihe  magistrate  who  may 
adminuter  the  oath  must  bb  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  proper 
court  of  record  of  his  county,  under  the  seal  of  the  court  When- 
ever the  certificate  of  the  officer  who  authenticates  the  signature  of 
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the  magiafcrate  is  not  written  on  the  same  sheet  of  paper  which  con- 
tains the  signature  to  be  authenticated,  the  certificate  must  be  at- , 
tached  to  said  paper  by  a  piece  of  tape  or  ribbon,  the  ends  of  which 
most  pass  under  the  official  seal,  so  ar  to  prevent  any  paper  from 
being  improperly  attached  to  the  oertificato. 

When  the  commission  of  a  notary  public,  or  a  certified  copy  of 
his  appointment,  with  his  official  seal  and  signature  attached,  and 
the  eertificate  of  the  clerk  of  a  court  of  the  genuineness  of  his  sig- 
natare,  is  iled  in  this  office,  his  own  certificate,  under  his  official 
seal,  will  be  recognised  thereafter  daring  his  term  of  office;  but,  in  the 
absenoe  of  said  commission  or  certified  copy  of  his  appointment,  an 
affidavit  taken  before  such  officer  will  not  be  received  in  any  case, 
unless  it  be  aeeompanied  by  »  certificate  of  the  proper  officer,  show- 
ing his  authority  and  the  genuineness  of  bis  signature. 

To  all  official  certificates  by  a  notary  public  of  whose  appointment 
general  proof  has  been  filed  as  above  suggested,  should  be  added  a 
brief  reference  to  such  proof  on  file,  so  as  to  ihsure  against  its  being 
overlooked. 

Applications  by  widows  must  be  supp<»ted  by  satisfactory  proof  of 
the  marriage  of  the  claimant  to  the  soldier  on  account  of  whose  ser- 
vices her  claim  is  made ;  of  his  death;  and  that  the  claimant  at  the 
iime  of  laaking  her  application  was  a  widow — L  e.,  unmarried. 

If  the  marriage  was  in  any  State  or  country  where  any  public 
records  of  marriages  are  kept,  it  should  be  proved  by  a  duly  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  record ;  or,  if  there  is  no  such  record,  by  the  testi- 
mony of  credible  witnesses  who  were  present  at  the  marriage ;  and 
where  such  testimony  exists,  and  is  not  produced,  satis&ctory  rea- 
sons must,  be  stated,  under  oath,  why  it  is  not  produced.  If  it  is 
shown  by  affidavit  thai  no  record  evidence  or  testimony  of  eye-ant- 
nesses  can  be  procured^  th&  claimant  may  then  produce  the  best  other 
evidence  in  her  powei';  such  as  the  testimony  of  witnesses  who  were 
acquunted  with  her  and  her  husband  during  his  lifetime ;  knew  them 
to  live  together  as  man  and  wife,  and  that  they  were  reputed  so  to 
be;  and  that  the  fact  oLtheir  having  been  married  was  never  called 
in  question  by  their  acquaintances. 

In  no  case  will  the  mere  statement  of  the  witnesses  that  the 
claimant  is  the  widow  of  the  deceased,  be  taken  as  evidence  of  the 
marriage ;  but  the  witnesses  must  state  the  facts  and  circumstances 
from  which  they  derive  their  knowledge  or  opinion  that  she  is  the 
widow  of  the  deceased 
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Witnesses  to  prove  the  death  of  the  soldier  must  state  tbeir  mesuis 
of  knowledge  concerning  it,  and,  as  nearly  as  they  can,  the  time  and 
place  of  its  occurrence. 

The  evidence  to  prove  the  existing  widowhood  of  the  daimant 
must  be  direct,  and  the  statement  of  witnesses  that  the  claimant  is 
the  party  she  represents  herself  to  be,  will  not  be  reeeived  as  satis- 
factory proof  of  widowhood. 

Applications  in  behalf  of  minors  should  be  made  in  their  names 
by  their  guardian  or  next  friend.  Where  there  are  several  minors 
entitled  to  the  same  gratuity,  one  may  make  the  declaration.  The 
warrant  will  be  issued  to  all  jointly.  In  addition  to  pvoof  of  service, 
as  in  other  cases,  applications  by  minors  must  be  supported  by  satis- 
factory proof  of  their  being  the  lawful  children  of  the  soldiers,  on 
account  of  whose  services  their  claim  is  made ;  of  his  death ;  of 
there  being  no  widow  surviving  at  the  time  of  making  their  applica- 
tion; of  their  ages,'  and  that  they  are  the  only  surviving  children 
of  the  deceased  soldier,  who  were  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
on  the  third  day  of  March,  1855. 

General  reputation,  among  those  acquainted  with  thte  family,  with- 
out any  question  of  being  the  lawful  children  of  the  deceased  sol- 
dier, will  be  received  as  evidence  of  their  being  such. 

The  suggestions  before  made  in  relation  to  proof  of  the  death  of 
the  soldier,  in- cases  of  application  by  widows,  apply  also  to  applica- 
tions by  minor  children. 

If  there  is  any  public  record  of  the  births  of  the  children,  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  same,  properly  authenticated,  must  be  furnished.  If 
there  be  none  such,  but  a  i»rivate  or  family  record,  it  must  be  for- 
'warded  to  this  office  for  inspection,  with  proof  of  it»  authenticity. 
It  will  be  duly  returned  to  the  parties,  if  desired.  But  if  ao  public  or 
private  record  of  the  births  exist,  or.  can  be.  produced,  that  fact 
must  be  shown  by  proper  affidavit,  and  then  other  evidence  will  be 
received.  Wifnesses  to  prove  ^  ages  must  state  particularly  their 
means  of  knowledge  concerning  them,  and  how  they  now  fix  the 
same.  To  avoid  mistake,  the  names  and  ages  of  aU  the  surviving 
childreii  of  the  deceased  soldier  should  be  shown  by  proper  proof, 
so  that  this  office  may  determine  who  of  them  are  entitled  to  the 
land. 

If  a  party  die  before  the  issue  of  a  warrant  to  which  he  would  be 
entitled,  if  living,  the  right  to  said  warrant  dies  with  him.  In  such 
case,  the  warrant  is  void,  and  should  be  returned  to  this  office  to 
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be  eaBceled,  and  the  party  next  entitled'  in  right  of  the  serrice 
claimed  should  make  an  application;  and  if  there  be  no  such  parfy, 
the  grant  lapses  under  the  limitation  of  the  beneficiaries  to  the 
bounty.  If  the  claimant  die  after  the  issue  of  the  warranty  the  title 
thereto  Teste  in  his  heirs-at-law  in  the  same  miumer  as  real  estate 
in  the  place  of  the  domicile  of  the  deceased,  and  can  only  be  as- 
signed or  located  by  said  heirs. 

Applications  made  by  Indians  must  be  authenticated  according 
to  the  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
AITain. 

If  record  evidence  of  the  service  on  account  of  which  a  claim  is 
made  exists,  it  must  be  produced.  But  if  there  be  none,  parol  evidence 
will  be  received  instead.  In  such  eaaes  the  positive  testimony  of  at 
least  two  witnesses  who  were  in  the  same  service,  or  in  a  situation 
to  know  the  hcis  about  which  they  testify,  will  be  required  to  estab- 
lish the  service  alleged.  And  the  witnesses  in  their  affidavits  must 
state  particularly  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  service  claimedf 
and  their  means  of  knowledge  concerning  the  same. 

In  no  case  will  parol  evidence  be  admitted  to  vary  or  discredit 
the  length  of  any  service  shown  by  the  rolls. 

When  claim  is  made  for  any  allowance  on  account  of  mileage  not 
shown  by  the  rolls,  a  declaration  must  be  made,  stating  the  place 
where  the  company  or  corps  in  which  service  is  alleged  was  organ- 
ized ;  where  it  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States ; 
the  distance  between  those  two  places,  and  by  whose  order  the  march 
was  made.  Also,  the  place  where  it  was  discharged  from  service, 
and  the  distance  from  thence  to  the  place  where  it  was  organized. 
^  This  statement  must  be  supported  by  testimony  of  witnesses  or  other 
proper  proof 

In  all  claims  under  these  acts,  reference  may  be  made  to  any 
evidence  on  file  in  this  office,  but  in  all  such  references,  care 
must  be  taken  to  give  a  particular  description  of  the  case  in  which 
such  evidence  is  offered: 

All  additional  evidence  should  be  distinctly  noted  as  such,  with  a 
particular  description  of  the  claim  to  which  it  relates.  ,

The  presMiig:  requests  from  all  part's  of  the  country  for  informa 
tion  in  regard  to  the  ctnstruction  and  application  of  the  bounty  land 
act,  passed  March  3,  1855,  as  well  a$  for  information  touching  the 
instructions  and  forms  rec^itly  issued  by  this  office,  have  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  issuing  of  a  genei^l  circular  has  been 
rendered  imperative,  in  order  Uiat  all  applicants  may  be  apprised  at 
an  early  day  of  the  views  oC  this  o$oe  iu  regard  to  <iheir  stated 
cases: 

1.  Widows  who  ham  received  forty  acres  of  land,  and  who  are 
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applying  for  the  4iddilioiial  one  liiindnd  and  twenty  acres  granted 
them  ander  the  late  act,  will  not  be  required  to  furnish  proof  of 
their  marriage  and  the  death  of  their  husbands,  when  that  evidence 
has  already  been  furnished,  and  is  on  file  in  this  or  any  other  de- 
partment of  the  Goveniment;  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  furnish 
proof  tof  continued  widoiHiood.  The  number  of  the  warrant  pre- 
yiously  granted  should  be  stated  ia  the  new  application,  but  it  is  not 
absolutely  indispensable  thafe  it  should  appear. 

2.  The  certificate  of  a  notary  public,  iniAi  his  oiBciaf  seal  attached, 
is  sufficient,  provided  he  is  not  an  agent  for  the  claimant  Accom- 
panying proof  must  be  fomished  of  the  genuineness  of  the  signature, 
and  the  fact  established  thai  his  conmisiioii  had  not  expired  at  the 
time  the  application  waa  made. 

3.  The  foim  on  page  7  of  the  '^Instmetiotis  and  Forms,"  [Decla- 
ration No.  1],  can  be  used  by  persons  making  application  for  bounty 
land,  under  the  latd  act,  for  services  in  the  navy.

With  the  view  of  meeting  the  most  important  of  the  almost  num- 
berl^sR  questions  in  regard  to  the  interpretation  and  application  of 
the  bounty  land  act  of  March  3,  1855,  the  undersigned  has  deemed 
it  necessary  to  issue  the  fo.llowing  general  ezplanatoxy  circular: 

Record  Evidence. — ^The  words  "jrecord  evidence,'*  which  appear 
in  the  act,  are  not  to  be  taken  in  their  strict  legal  sense,  but  rather 
in  their  military  acceptation.  As  a  general  rule,  as  ap]^ed  to  mili- 
tary service,  any  entry  made  by  a  person  in  the  day  and  time  said 
service  was  rendered,  whose  duty  it  was  to  notice  and  re^ster  the 
fact,  will  be  regarded  by  this  office  as  ^^  record  evidence."  But  there 
may  be  other  record  evidence  of  military  service.  The  records  of 
many  towns  show  that  certain  individuals  served  as  the  quota  for 
such  toiKps  in  the  revolutionary  war.  The  histdt'ical  societies  in 
many  of  the  States  contain  evidence  of  the  military  service  of  indi- 
viduals whose  names  are  not  found  on  the  muster  or  pay  roUs  of 
any  corps.    Many  well-accredited  hi8tori.es  furnish  evidence  of  indi« 
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vidual  military  cervice  ikmt  sua  noi  be  «l8ewlMre  fraud.  It  is  not 
to  be  supposed  that  tbese  and  ether  like  prooft  of -Berrioe  are  to  be 
disregarded.  j 

Distant  and  Paoifio  and  Aotual  and  Pbrilous  Sbryicb  dubino 
A  timb  09  Was. — ^A  distinction  is  recognised  by  thb  oifioe  between 
distant  and  pacific  and  aetoal  and  periloM  senrice  doringa  time  of 
war.  Were  this  distinction  not  to  be  made,  aU  the  otieers  and  men 
who  were  engaged  in  the  military  or.  naval  serrioeof  the  conn  try 
during  any  of  ^e  great  or  minor  wars  in  which  the  United  States 
has  been  involved,  would  receive  4he  like  liberal  land  bounty  for  the 
hardships  and  dangers  enoountered  by  only  a  portion ^f  their  num- 
ber. The  framers  (^  the  late  aet  never  contemplated  to  place  the 
quiet  occupants  of  barracks,  hundreds  if  not  thomands  of  miles 
distant  from  the  seat  of  war,  on  an  equid  footing  with  those  who 
were  engaged  in  deadly  strife  in  Florida  or  Mexico. 

Applications  for  Bounty  Land  fob  Sbpasatb  Sbryicbs. — ^The 
d^ign  of  the  law  is,  that  no  one  person  shall  receive  more  than 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  although  he  may  have 
served  in  two  or  more  wars.  In  the  ease  of  a  woman  marrying 
twice,  and  surviving  both  husbands,  and  both  entitled  to  bounty  . 
land,  she  is  only  entitled  to  one  bounty,  but  she  may  make  her  elec- 
tion  under  either  husband.  If  there  be  minor  children  living  of  the 
non-elected  husband,  they  are  also  entitled  to  land. 

The  Reybnub  Cutter  8ERviCB.s-Persons  employed  in  the  revenue 
cutter  service  do  not  belong  to  the  navy.  The  fact  that  a  revenue 
cutter,  in  a  time  of  war,  was  employed  to  carry  instructions,  does 
not  change  her  organic  character.  In  this  view  of  the  question,  the 
officers  and  crews  of  the  revenue  cutter  service,  no  matter  where  or 
when  employed,  are  not  entitled  to  land  bounty  under  the  act  of 
March  3,  1855. 

Revolutionary  Nayal  Seryicb. — The  officers  and  men  (or  their 
widows  and  xttinor  children)  who  were  engaged  in  the  naval  service 
of  the  country  during  the  revolutionary  war,  are  regarded  as  among 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1855. 

Rboularlt  Mustered  into  Service. — The  feet  that  a  person's 
name  appears  on  the  rolls  of  an  organized  military  company,  called 
into  existence  by  lawful  requisition  for  a  specific  object,  and  that 
the  members  of  said  company  were  paid  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States  for  their  services  while  so  organized,  is  regarded  as 
sufficient  evidenoe  that  he  was  regularly  mustered  into  service. 
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Thb  Patriot  and  Arostook  WAiM.^-The  benefits  of  the  act  are 
extended  to  all  oAcen  and  men,  whether  of  the  army  or  navy,  who 
were  engaged  in  any  of  the  wars  in  which  this  coontiy  has  been 
involved  since  1790.  In  this  broad  and  comprehensive  scheme  of 
natimial  reward,  tiieee  who  wiore  engaged  in  any  of  onr  Indian  wars, 
as  well  as  that  portion  of  the^militia  of  the  States  of  New  Yoric  and 
Maine  ^ho  served  during  the  so^alled  Patriot  and  Arostook  wars, 
are  included.  In  the  last-named  class  of  beneficiaries,  this  office 
does  not  recognize  "the  armed  police"  of  Maine.  This  was  not  a 
volnntaiy  bat  a  hired  civil  force,  comlnanded  by  a  civil  officer,  and 
were  called  out  for  a  civil  service ;  and,  while  engaged  in  that  service, 
were  under  the  protection  of  State  and  federal  troops. 

Trr  Invasion  of  Plattsburo. — Something  more  is  necessary  than 
the  mere  assertion  or  the  actual  proof  of  presence  at  the  invasion  of 
PlattBburg  by  the  British  amy  in  September,  1814  Some  might 
have  been  drawn  there  from  idle  curiosity,  and  others  may  have 
been  there  unwilling  spectators.  As  the  act  reads,  and  it  is  only 
susceptible  of  one  interpretation,  it  will  not  be  sufficient  if  the  ap- 
plicant for  bounty  land  proves  that  he  was  near  Plattsbuig,  or  that 
he  was  on  his  way  to  Plattsburg,  at  the  time;  but  he  must  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  was  at  the  invasion  of  Plattsburg  under 
some  recognised  military  organization. 

Evidence  already  Furnished. — ^In  the  case  of  a  person  applying 
for  additional  land,  under  the  new  act,  a  repetition  of  evidence  is  not 
required.  Where  the  necessary  evidence  is  on  file  in  this  or  any 
ether  executive  office  at  the  seat  of  Government,  a  reference  in  the 
application  to  such  a  state  of  facts  will  be  sufficient

Sir: — All  applications  by  widows  for  bounty  land,  under  the  act 
of  March  3,  1855,  must  be  supported  by  satisfactory  proof  of  the 
marriage  of  the  claimant  to  the  soldier  on  account  of  whose  services 
her  claim^is  made;  of  his  death;  and  that  the  claimant,  at  the  time 
of  making  her  application,  was  a  widow — ^L  &,  unmarried. 

If  the  marriage  was  in  any  State  or  country  wbere  any  public 
records  of  marriages  are  kept,  it  should  be  proved  by  a  duly  certified 
copy  of  the  record;  or,  if  there  is  no  such  rec<»d,  by  the  testimony 
of  credible  witnesses  who  were  present  at  the  marriage;  and  where 
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.  saoh  testimony  exists  and  is  not  prodaced,  satisfoctory  reasb'ns  must 
be  stated,  under  oath,  why  it  is  not  produoed.  If  it  is  shown  by 
affidavit  thai  no  record  evidence  or  testimony  of  eye-minesses  can  be 
procured^  the  claimant  may  then  prodace  the  best  other  eridence  in 
her  power;  such  as  the  testimony  of  witnesses  who  'v^ere  acquainted 
with  her  and  her  husband  during  his  lifetime;  knew  them  to  live 
together  as  man  and  wife,  and  that  they  were  reputed  so  to  be;  and 

^that  the  fact  of  their  liaTing  been  married  was  never  called  in 
question  by  their  acquaintances. 

In  no  case  will  the  mere  statement  of  the  witnesses  that  the 
claimant  is  the  widow  of  the  deceased,  be  taken  as  evidence  of  the 
marriage ;  but  the  witnesses  must  state  the  facts  and  circumstances 
from  which  they  derive  their  knowledge  or  opinion  that  shd  is  the 
widow  of  the  deceased. 

Witnesses,  to  prove  the  death  of  the  soldier,  must  state  their 
means  of  knowledge  concerning  it,  and,  as  nearly  as  they  can,  the 
time  and  place  of  its  occurrence. 

The  evidence  to  prove  the  existing  widowhood  of  the  claimant 
mu9t  be  direct,  and  the  statetaient  of  witnesses  that  the  ckimant  is 
the^party  she  represents  herself  to  be  will  not  be  received  as  satis- 
factory proof  of  widowhood.

BBOULATIOSrS  AND  FORMS  BBLATINO  BXCLUSIVBLT  TO  LAND  WARRANTS. 

General  Land  Office,  November  1,  1858. 

Annexed  is  a  copy  of  the  act  of  Ckmgress  approved  June  3,  1858, 
"declaring  the  title  of  land  warrants  in  certain  cases." 

In  virtue  of  this  act,  the  title  to  land  warrants  issued  after  the 
death  of  the  warrantee  vests  in  the  "  widow,"  if  there  be  one,  and 
if  there  be  none,  in  the  heirs  and  legatees  of  the  claimant. 

All  such  warrants  are  declared  **  personal  chattels,"  and  may  be 
assigned  by  "such  widows,"  "heirs"  or  "legatees,"  or  by  the  "legal 
representatives  of  the  deceased  claimant,  for  the  use  of  such  heirs 
or  legatees  only."  *

1  The  prooeeds  of  the  sale  of  a  wsrraDt,  xiiade  by  an  administrator,  is 

the  absolute  property  of  the  widow  herself,  or  legtLtees,  without  regard  to 

f  any  debt  contracted  by  the  warrantee;  bttt  the  practice  of  this  office  has 

been  to  recognise'  assignments  properly  made  by  an  administrator  for  dlf  - 
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To  make  a  warrant,  when  iseued  to  deeeaaed  persona,  avBilable,  it 
shoald  be  acoompanied  by  a  oertiileate,  under  seal,  firom  a  eoort 
having  jurisdiction  of  prolmte  matters,  guying  th«  daU  of  the  deceau 
of  the  claimant 

1.  If  he  died  hefort  the  date  of  the  warrant,  then  the  name  of  his 
^^  widow"  should  be  stated  in  that  oertifieate,  if  there  be  one,  whoee 
assignment  will  be  suffieient  in  the  ordinarj  form. 

2.  If  no  widow,  that  fact  should  appear  in  the  oertifioate  of  the 
probate  court,  showing  the  names  of  the  heirs,  and  onlj  heirs«t-law, 
of  the  claimant,  naming  such  as  are  aduUi  and  such  as  are  minors. 
If  all  are  adults,  then  their  simple  transfer  is  all  that  is  required  on 
the  warrant,  to  which  the  certificate  of  the  probate  court  must  be 
appended;  if  some  or  all  are  minors,  they  may  assign  by  their 
guardians,  whose  letter  of  guardianship  should  also  be  appended. 

3.  If  the  chiimant  died  qfter  the  date  of  the  warrant,  then  the 
title  thereto  descends  according  to  the  law  of  domicile. 

In  this  class  of  cases,  if  the  claimant  died  iniesiaUj  there  should 
be  a  certificate  from  the  probate  court  giving  the  names  of  the  heirs, 
and  only  heir8-at>laW|  who,  if  adults,  may  assign,  as  in  ordinary 
cases ;  and  if  minors,  may  assign  by  guardians,  as  aforesaid. 

If  the  warrantee  died  testate,  a  certified  transcript  of  the  will 
should  be  annexed,  with  an  assignment  by  the  legatees  or  by  the 
executors,  where  the  will  does  not  specifically  dispose  of  the  war- 
rant; but  in  that  case  a  transcript  of  the  letters  testamentary  must 
accompany  the  transfer. 

4.  Or^  in  any  of  the  foregoing  cases  of  Msttoety,  the  warrant  may 
be  assigned  by  the  administrator  of  the  deeedent,  as  his  legal  repre- 
sentative, "for  the  use  of  the  heirs  <mly ;"  but  the  assignment  must 
be  accon^panied  by  a  certified  oopy  of  the  letters  of  administration. 

5.  In  vurtue  of  the  2d  section  of  said  act  of  dd  June,  1858,  waanrants 
under  the  act  of  1855,  as  Well  as  those  issned  wider  previous  laws, 
may  be  applied  to  lands  '*  which  are  subject  to  entry  at  a  greater 
minimum  than  "  $1  25  per  acre,  by  the  locator  payii^,  "  in  oash,  the 
difference  between  the  value  of  such  warrants  at  one  dollar  and  , 
twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  and  the  tract  of  land  located  on."

S.  When  the  duplicate  certi^cate  is  lost,  the  patent  will  be  deliv- 
ered, upon,  the  patentee  filing  in  this  offioehis  affidavit,  stating  the 
fact  of  its  loss,  and  that  it  was  ,nQt  assigpied  by  him^and  that  he  is 
the  present  honfl^fid^  owner  of  .the  land.. 

9.  When  %^,  original- ^iW^r^At  which  ha4  been  assi^ed  is  lost,  and 
a  duplicate  warrant  is  Issued  in  lieu  of  it,  a  new  assignment^  must 
be  indorsed  thereon  firomthe  warrantee,  or  Ja  default  of  that,  a  de- 
cree of  title  must  bQ  obtained  from  a  court  of  competent  jurisdhstion, 
and  a  tranecKipt  thereof  appended  to  the  dnpUcate  warrant

REGULATIONS  AlfD   FORMS — LAND   WARRANTS. 

PRHBIOK  Onnoi,  Waukutgton  0Utf,  AugmH  15, 1860. 
To  carrj  into  effect  the  law  of  Jane  23,  1860,  aatfaoHzing  th^  i*e- 
issue  of  land  warrants  in  certain  cases,  tiie  Secretary  of  the  Interi<Nr 
has  prescribed  the  following  rules  and  regulations : 

1.  Whenever  a  warrant  has  failed  to  reach  the  hands  t>f  the  party 
entitled  to  receive  it,  and  to  whom  it  was  sent,  or  has  been  lost  or 
destroyed  after  having  been  received,  in  order  to  prevent  the  issuing 
of  a  patent  to  a  fraudulent  holder  of  the  same,  the  'Actual  owner 
must  at  once  file  in  the  General  Land  Office  a  caveat  in  the  form  of 
an  affidavit,  duly  authenticated,  setting  forth  the  nature  of  his  title 
to  the  warrant,  and  the  particulars  as  to  its  loss,  and  giving  his 
post-office  address. 

2.  He  must  give  public  notice  of  the  ikcts  in  the  ease,  at  least 
once  a  week  for  six  successive  weeks,  M  sbme  newspaper  of  ^neral 
circulation  published  at  or  tfearest  the^  place  to  which  the  warrant 
was  directed,  or  where  the  loss  oocurred.  In  such  publication  (a 
copy  of  which  must  be  furnished  to  this  office^  with  the  affidavit  of 
the  publisher  as  to  its  due  appearance)  the  intention  must  also  be 
expressed  of  applying  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  for  a  reissue 
of  the  lost  warrant,  which  must  be  minutely  described. 

3.  The  filing  of  th«  caveat  in  the  General  Land  Office  and  the 
advertisement  of  the  loss  being  only  preliminary  steps  towards  the 
observance  of  the  regulations,  the  owner  of  the  lost -warrant  must 
file  in  this  office,  as  809u  after  th«  disfeovery  <»f  the  loss*  as  praetica- 
ble,  his  dedaration  under  oath,  duly  authenticated,  setting  forth 
fully  and  distinctly  the  time,  place  and  circumstances  of  the  Toss, 
and,  if  he  be  the  original  warrantee,  that  he  never  sold,  assigned, 
nor  voluntarily  parted  with  his  right  to  the  wkrrant  hi  question. 

4.  In  cases  where  a  re-is6ne  of  a  warhint  Tift  sought  on  the  ground 
of  the  non-reception  of  tbe'ori^nal  warrant,  the  agent' or  person  to 
whom  it  was  sent  must  unite  with  the  warrantee  or  make  a  separate 
affidavit  as  to  its  noa-reeeption. 

5.  If  the  applicant  for  the  re-issue  be  not  the  person  to  whom  the 
warrant  was  issued,  but  claims  to  be  the  "bona  fide  owner  thereof  by 
purchase,  for  a  valdab^  con^ider^tibti,'  he  must  glte  the  name  and 
resideBoe  of  the  warrantee^  ^er  man  and  retidenceof  the  person  of 
whom  he  bought  it,  and,  as  ffOr  as  he  may  know  or  can  ascertain,  the 
names  and  residences  of  each  of  the  several  parties  through  whom 
the  title  of  the  warrant  descended  to  him  from  the  original  war- 
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rantee,  and  addac«  saiiifiustoiy  eiddeiioe  in  i>roof  of  each  and  all  his 
statements  in  reference  tbereto. 

6.  The  identity  of  the  applicant  mast  be  satisfactorily  established, 
and  the  credibility  of  each  and  every  affiant  must  be  duly  certified 
by  the  magistrate  <ad]ninistering  the  oaths,  and  his  official  character 
and  signature  must  be  verified  by  the  prc^r  officer  under  his  seal 
of  office. 

7.  This  office  will  also,  for  the  space  of  three  months,  advertise 
the  alleged  loss  of  the  original  warrant,  and  the  pendency  before  it 
of  the  application  for  its  reissue,  in  the  *^ Constitution"  newspaper, 
published  aj;  the  s^at  of  Government,  and  no  warrant  will  be  re-issued 
under  the  foregoing  act  until  after  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  petition  in  this  office,  and  not  then 
if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  original  is  in  existence. 

The  foreginng  regulations  will  be  strictly  enforced  in  every  in- 
stance.

FORMS  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  TfilS  ASSIONMENT  OF  LAND  WARRANTS 
AND  LOCATIONS. 

By  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  ^^  an 
act  making  land  warrants  assignable,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses/' approved  March  22, 1852,  it  is  provided :  '^  That 
all  warrants  for  military  bounty  land  which  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  issued,  under  any  law  of  the  United 
States,  and  all  valid  locations  of  the  same  which  have 
been,  or  may  hereafter  be  made,  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  assignable,  by  deed  or  instrument  of  writing,  made  and 
executed  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  according  ;to 
such  form,  and  pursuant  to  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  so  as  to  vest  the  assignee  with  all  the  rights  of  the 
original  owners  of  the  warrant  or  location.'' 

In  accordance  with  th*  provisions  of  this  section,  the 
following  forms  are  prescribed  for  the  assignment  of  the 
warrants  and  locations  referred  to,  to-wit :

Assignment  No.  1  and  acknowledgment  must  be  indorsed  upon 
the  warrant,  and  No.  2  and  acknowledgment  upon  the  certificate 
of  location;  and  must  be  attested  by  two  witnesses,  acknowledged 
before  a  register  or  receiver  of  a  land/)ffice,  a  judge  of  a  court  of 
record,  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  a  commissioner  of  deeds  resident 
in  the  State  from  which  he  derives  his  appointment;  and  in  every 
instance  where  the  acknowledgment  is  made  before  any  officer  other 
than  the  register  or  receiver  of  a  land  office,  it  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate,  under  seal  of  the  proper  authority,  of  the  ofiSciaJ 
character  of  the  person  before  whom  the  acknowledgment  was 
made,  and  also  of  the  genaineness  of  his  sigvatare. 

AU  assignments  of  bounty  land  warrants  issued  undev  the  act  of 
September  28, 1850,  made  before  the  date  of  this  act^  are  invalid  and 
void. 

The  same  section  provides,  "'That  any  person  entitled  to  pre- 
emption right  to  any  land;  shall  be  entitled  to  use  any  such  land 
warrant  in  payment  of  the  same,  at  the  rate  of  $1  25  per  acre  for 
the  quantity  of  land  therein  specified.' ' 

3y  this  provision,  all  persons  entitled  to  pre-emption,  whether  on 
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offered  or  unoffered  lands,  can  use  a  military  bounty  land  warrant 
in  payment  for  the  tract  pre-empted,  reckoning  the  said  warrant  at 
$1 25  per  acre  for  the  quantity  therein  specified,  whether  the  land 
so  claimed  is  at  the  usual  or  enhanced  mintmum. 

Should  the  area  of  the  tf  act  claimed  exceed  the  amount  called  for 
in  the  warrant,  the  pre-emptor  will  have  to  pay  for  the  excess  in 
cash,  but  if  it  should  fall  short,  he  is  not  entitled  to  a  refunding  of 
the  excess. 

It  is  furtb^r  provided  by  the  same  section,  "  that  the  warrants 
which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  issued  in  pursuance  of  said 
laws  or  of  this  act,  may  be  located  according  to  the  legal  subdivi- 
sions  of  th«  public  lands,  in  one  body,  upon  any  lands  of  the  United 
States  subject  to  private  entry  at  the  time  of  such  location,  at  the 
minimum  price:  Frovidedf  further^  That  when  said  warrants  shall 
be  located  on  lands  which  are  subject  to  entry  at  a  greater  minimum 
than  $1  25  per  acre,  the  locator  of  said  warrant  shall  pay  to  the 
United  States,  in  cash,  the  difference  between  the  value  of  such  war- 
rants at  $1  25  per  acre,  and  the  tract  of  land  located  on." 

By  these  provisions,  where  the  lan^s  are  subject  to  private  entry 
at  $1  25  per  acre,  the  holder  of  an  eighty-acre  warrant  can  take  any 
two  forty-acre  lots,  forming  a  compact  body  of  eighty  acres;  and  the 
bolder  of  a' warrant  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  can  take  two 
eighty-acre,  or  four  forty-acie  tracts,  forming  a  compact  body  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres. 

Where  the  minimum  price  of  the  lands,  subject  to  private  entry 
proposed  to  be  located  is  more  than  $1  25  per  acre,  the  holder  of  the 
warrant  can  locate,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained 
in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  the  quantity  specified  in  the  warrant,  by 
paying  the  difference  in  cash. 

This  net  does  not  auUiorise  the  holder  of  an  eighty-acre  warrant 
to  locate  therewith  a  forty  acre  tract  of  land  at  $2  50  per  acre  in 
full  satisfaction  thereof,  but  he  must  locate,  by  legal  subdivisions, 
the  compact  body  of  eighty  acres,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  pay  the 
difference  in  cash.  So  also  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  warrants, 
except  in  pre-emption  cases  as  hereinbefore  stated. 

Each  warrant  is  to  be  distinctly  and  separately  located,  so  that  it 
follows  that  no  body  of  land  can  be  located  by  an  assignee  of  various 
warrantees,  with  a  number  of  warrants;  nor  can  a  pre-emptor  in 
any  case  use  more  than  one  warrant  in  the  location  of  the  land  pre- 
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empted  by  him,  and  the  excess,  if  any,  mast  be  paid  for  by  him  in 
eash. 

The  second  section  of  this  aet  proyides,  "  that  the  registers  and 
receivers  of  the  land  offices  shall  hereafter  be  severally  anthorized 
to  charge  and  receive  for  their  services  in  locating  all  military 
bounty  land  warrants,  issued  since  the  11th  day  of  February,  1847, 
the  same  compensation  or  per-centage  to  which  they  are  entitled  by 
law  for  sales  of  the  public  lands  for  cash,  at  the  rate  of  $1  25  per 
acre,  the  said  compensation  to  be  hereafter  paid  by  thf  assignees  or 
holders  of  such  warrants." 

The  third  section  of  this  act  provides, ''  that  registers  and  reeeiyers, 
whether  in  or  out  of  office  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  their  legal 
representatives  in  ease  of  death,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States  for  services  heretofore  performed  in 
locating  military  bounty  land  warrants,  the  same  rate  of  compensa- 
tion provided  in  the  preceding  section  for  services  hereafter  to  be 
performed,  after  deducting  the  amount  already  received  by  such 
officers  under  the  act  entitled  \ an  act  to  require  the  holders  of  mili- 
tary land  warrants  to  compensate  the  land  officers  of  the  United 
States  for  services  in  relation  to  the  location  of  those  warrants,'  ap- 
proved May  17,  1848:  Provided^  That  no  register  or  receiver  shall 
receive  any  compensation  out  of  the  treasury  for  past  services  who 
has  charged  and  received  illegal  fees  for  the  location  of  such  war- 
rants :  And  provided^  further^  That  no  register  or  receiver  shall  re- 
ceive vfor  his  services  during  any  year  a  greater  compensation  than 
the  maximum  now  allowed  by  law." 

Where  parties  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
having  their  warrants  located  through  the  General  Land  Office,  as 
provided  for  by  the  act  of  28th  September,  1850,  they  must  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  pay  to  the  register  and  receiver  the  fees 'to  which 
they  are  entitled.  The  same  course  must  be  observed  by  persons 
remote  from  the  district  land  offices  in  making  applications  by  letter 
to  these  officers.  Without  the  payment  of  those  fees  the  warrants 
can  not  be  located. 

By  the  terms  of  this  law  the  fees  are  as  follows : 

For  a  40'acre  warrant,  fifty  cents  each  to  register  or  receiver — 
total  $1  00. 

For  an  80-acre  warrant,  one  doUar  each  to  register  and  receiver — 
total  $2  00. 
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For  a  160-acre  warrant,  two  dollars  «acli  to  register  and  receiver — 
total  $4  00. 

.  P.  S. — ^Numerous  applications  having  been  made  for  authoriiy  to 
sell  warrants  and  locations  under  powers  of  attorney,  the  following 
forms  are  prescribed  for  that  purpose,  which,  however,  must  invari- 
ably be  indorsed  on  the  warrant,  or  they  will  not  be  recognized.

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CHAPTER  XXIV. 

BOUNTY  MONEY  —  ARMY  AND  NAVY. 

LAWS,  BBOULATIONS  AND  FOKMS. 

By  an  act  of  July  5, 1888,*  it  was  provided  that  every 
able-bodied  non-commissioned  officer,  mnsician  or  private 
soldier,  who  should  re-enlist  into*  his  company  or  regiment 
within  two  months  before,  or  one  iponth  after  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  of  service,  should  receive  three  months' 
extra  pay  as  a  bounty  for  such  re-enlistment.'  This  act 
was  repealed  by  act  of  August  3, 1861  ;^  but  not  to  the 
prejudice  of  rights  acquired  under  it. 

An  act  of  June  17, 1850,*  granted  a- bounty  to  persons 
enlisting  at  distant  military  posts  and  stations,  equal  to 
the  expense  of  transporting  and  subsisting  the  soldier 
from  the  harbor  of  New  York  to  the  place  of  service ;  to 
be  paid  in  unequal  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  year's 
service,  in  such  manner  that  the  amounts  should  annually 
increase,  and  the  largest  he  paid  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  service.  This  act  was  also  repealed  by  the  act 
of  August  3, 1861. 

There  is  now  no  bounty  allowed  by  law  for  enlistments 
or  re-enlistments  in  the  army — ^the  only  bounty  being  for 
length  of  service. 

The  third  section  of  *^  an  act  to  provide  a  more  efficient

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discipline  for  the  navy,"  approved  March  2,  1855,*  con- 
tains the  following  provisions : 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  further  enaded,  That  if  any  seaman,  ordinary 
seaman,  landsman  or  boy,  shall  re-enlisLfor  three  years,  within  three 
months  after  his  discharge,  he  shall,  on  presenting  his  honorable 
dischai^e,  or  on  accounting  in  a  satisfoctory  manner *for  its  loss,  be 
entitled  to  pay  daring  the  said  three  months,  equal  to  that  to  which 
he  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  had  been  employed  in  actual 
seryioe. 

An  act  of  February  11,  1847,  making  provision  for 
prosecuting  the  war  with  Mexico,  grants  bounty  land  to 
those  who  serve  to  the  end  of  the  war,  or  to  the  heirs  of 
those,  killed  during  its  progress,  and  authorizes  the  piar* 
ties  entitled  to  such  land  tq  accept,  in  lieu  thereof,  war 
script  for  an  amount  of  money,  in  the  nature  of  a  bounty. 
This  law,  with  the  amendments  thereto,  and  the  regula- 
tions and  forms  for  obtaining  such  sprip,  may  be  found  in 
Chapter  XXIIL 

The  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  "an  act  to  authorize  the 
employment  of  volunteers  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and 
protecting  public  property,",  approved  July  22,  1861,* 
are  as  fbllova :  * 

Sue.  5.  And  be  U  further  enackd^  That  the  officers,  non-commis* 
sioned  officers  and  privates,  organised  as  above  set  forth,  shall,  in 
all  respects,  be  placed  on  the  footing,  as  to  pay  and  allowances,  of 
similar  corps  of  the  regular  army.  Provided^  That  the  allowances 
of  non-commissioned  oflficers  and  privates  for  c/lothing,  when  not 
furnished  in  kind,  shall  be  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  month, 
and  that  each  company  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  private, 
musician  and  artificer  of  cavalry  shall  furnish  his  own  horse  and 
horse  equipments,  and  shall  receive  forty  cents  per  day  for  their  use 
and  ri^k,  except  that  in  case  the  horse  shall  become  disabled  or  shall

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die,  the  allowaace  shall  cease  uutil  the  disability  be  removed  or  an- 
other horse  be  supplied.  Every  volunteer,  non-commissioned  officer, 
private,  musician  and  artificer  who  enters  the  service  of  the  United 
States  under  this  act,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  in  lieu 
of  sabsistenoe,  and  if  a  eavaliy  volunteer,  twenty-five  cents  addi- 
tional in  lien  of  forage^  for  ev^ry  twenty  miles  of  travel  from  his 
"  place  of  enrollment  to  the  place  of  muster,  the  distance  to  be  meas- 
ured by  the  shortest  usually  traveled  route ;  and  when  honorably 
discharged,  an  allowance,  at  the  same  rate  from  the  place  of  his  dis- 
charge to  his  place  of  enrollment,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  if  he  shall 
have  served  for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  during  the  war,  if  sooner 
ended,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars :  Provided^  That  such  of  the 
companies  of  cavalry  herein  provided  for  as  may  require  it,  may  be 
furnished  with  horses  and  horse  equipments  in  the  same  manner 
as  in  the  United  States  army. 

Ssa  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  volunteer  who  may 
be  received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  under  this  act,  and 
who  may  be  wounded  or  otherwise  disabled  in  the  service,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  which  have  been  or  may  be  c<mferred  on 
persons  disabled  In  ike  regular  service;  and  the  undow,  if -tiiere  be 
one,  and  if  not,  the  legal  heirs  of  such  as  die,  or  may  be  Jkilled  in 
service,  in  addition  to  all  arrears  of  pay  and  allowances,  shall  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  filth  section  of  ^^  an  act  to  increase  the  present 
military  establishment  of  the  United  States,''  apjHroved 
July  29, 1861,  extends  the  benefits  of  the  foregoing  act 
to  certain  soldiers  of  the  regular  army,  as  follows : 

Sbo.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  term  of  enlistments 
made  and  to  be  made  in  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one 
and  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  in  the  regular  army,  including 
the  force  authorized  by  this  act,  shall  be  for  the  period  of  three 
years,  and  thos9  to  be  made  after  January  one,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  shall  be  for  the  term  of  five  years,  as  at  present  author- 
ized, and  that  the  men  enlisted  in  the  regular  forces,  after  the  first 
day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  bounties,  in  every  respect,,  as^  those  allowed  or  to  be  allowed  to 
the  men  of  the  volunteer  forces.

LAWS,  REGULATIONS  AND  FORMS. 


An  army  appropriation  bill  of  July  5,  1862,  makes  the 
following  amendments  to  the  acts  of  July  22, 1861,  and 
July  29, 1861 : 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  section  five  of  the  act 
*^  to  authorize  the  employment  of  volunteers  to  aid  in  enforcing  the 
laws  and  protecting  public  property,"  approved  July  twenty-second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  section  five  of  the  act  "  to  in- 
crease the  present  military  establishment  of  the  United  States,"  ap- 
proved July  twenty-nine,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  allow  twenty-five  dollars  of  the  bounty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  therein  provided  to'  be  paid  immediately  after  enlistment 
to'every  soldier  of  the  regular  and  volunteer  forces  hereafter  enlisted 
during  the  continuance  of  the  existing  war,  and  the  sum  of  seven 
millioiis  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for 
such  payment 

An  act  of  July  11,  1862,  grants  to  the  widows  and 
heirs  of  regulars  the  same  bounty,  as  to  the  widows  and 
heirs  of  volunteers,  under  the  act  of  July  22, 1861.  It 
also  gives  a  construction  to  the  word  "  heirs,"  in  the  sixth 
section  of  the  last-named  act.  This  act,  July  11, 1862, 
is  as  follows : 

Av  Act  making  Appropriatumt  for  the  Paipneni  of  the  JBounUf  auihortMed  by 
the  aixth  ioction  of  a»  ac<  enlUled  "  an  act  to  authorize  the  employment  of 
Volunteer9  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  Lawe,  and  protecting  Public  Property,** 
approved  July  tioenty-aecondf  eighteen  hundred  and  nixiy-one,  and  for  other 
purpoeee. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreaentativea  of  the 
United  States  c(f  Ameriqa  in  Congress  assembledy  That  the  following 
sums  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  objects  herein- 
after expressed,  viz : 

For  payment  of  the  bounty  to  widows,  children,  Others,  mothers, 
brothers  and  sisters  of  such  volunteers  as  may  have  died  or  been  killed, 
or  may  die  or  be  killed,  in  service,  authorized  by  the  sixth  section  of 
an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  authorize  the  employment  of  volunteers 
to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and  protecting  public  property,"  ap- 
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proved  July  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  d>nd  sixty-one,  fire 
millions  of  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  found  necessary : 
Provided^  That  said  bounty  shall  be  paid  to  the  following  persons, 
and  in  the  order  following,  and  to  no  other  person,  to-wit :  First,  to 
the  widow  of  such  deceased  soldier,  if  there  be  one.  Second,  if 
there  be  no  widow  then  to  the  children  of  such  deceased  soldier, 
share  and  share  alike.  Third,  if  such  soldier  left  neither  a  widow 
or  child  or  children,  then,  and  in  that  case,  such  bounty*  shall  be 
paid  to  the  following  persons,  provided  they  be  residents  of  the 
United  States,  to-wit:  First,  to  his  father,  or  if  he  shall  not  be  liv- 
ing, or  has  abandoned  the  support  of  his  family,  then  to  the  mother 
of  such  soldier ;  and  if  there  be  neither  father  nor  mother  as  afore- 
said, then  such  bounty  shall  be  paid  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  of 
the  deceased  soldier,  resident  as  aforesaid.        * 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  eruictedf  That  the  sum  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  found  necessary,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  the  committee 
on  disloyal  c^mployees  of  the  Goyemment,  appointed  by  resolution 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  July  eight,  ei^teen  hundred  and 
sixiy-one. 

Sec.  3.  Artd  he  it  further  enacted^  That  that  part  of  the  sixth  sec- 
tion of  the  act  "  to  authorize  the  employment  of  volunteers  to  aid 
in  enforcing  the  laws  and  protecting  public  property,''  approved 
July  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  which  secured 
to  the  widow,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not  to  the  legal  heirs  of  such 
volunteers  as  die  or  may  be  killed  in  service,  in  addition  to  all  ar- 
rears of  pay  and  allowances,  a  bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  shall 
be  held  to  apply  to  those  persons  who  have  enlisted  in  the  regular 
forces  since  the  first  day  of  July,,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
or  shall  enlist  in  the  regular  forces  during  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two,  and  be  paid  to  the  heirs  named  in  this  act,  and 
that  the  bounties  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money 
unappropriated  for  bounty  to  volunteers. 

Approved,  July  11, 1862. 

The  third  and  fourth  sections  of  ^'  a  bill  to  amend  the 
act  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the 
Union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  invasions,  ap- 
proved, February  28,  1795,  and  the   acts  amendatory 
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thereof,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July  16, 1862, 
provide : 

Seo.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  be,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized,  in  addition  to  the  volnnteer  forces  which  he 
is  now  authorized  by  law  to  raise,  to  accept  the  services  of  any  num- 
ber of  volunteers,  .not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  as  infantry, 
for  a  period  of  nine  months,  unless  sooner  discharged.  And  every 
soldier  who  shall  enlist  under  the  proyisions  of  this  section  shall 
•  receive  his  first  month's  pay,  and  also  $25  as  bounty,  upon  the  mus- 
tering of  his  company  or  regiment  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States.  And  all  provisions  of  law  relating  to  volunteers  enlisted  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  for  three  years,  or  during  the  war, 
except  in  relation  to  bounty,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  extended  to, 
and  are-  hereby  declared  to  embrace  the  volunteers  to  be  raised 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

.  Sec.  4  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That,  for  tbe  purpose  of  filling 
up  the  regiments  of  infantry  now  in  Hie  United  States  service,  the 
President  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  accept  the  services  of 
volunteers  in  such  numbers  as  may  be  presented  for  that  purpose, 
for  twelve  months,  if  not  soonef  discharged.  And  such  volunteers, 
when  mustered  into  the  service,  shall  be  in  all  respects  upon  a  foot- 
ling with  similar  troops  in  the  United  States  service,  except  as  to 
service  bounty,  which  shall  be  fifty  dollars,  one  half^of  which  to  be 
paid  upon  their  joining  their  regiments,  and  the  oHierhalf  at  the 
expiration  of  their  enlistment 

An  act  of  July  17, 1862,  "  for  the  better  government 
of  the  navy  of  the  United  States,"  contains  the  following: 

Sac.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  a  bounty  shall  be  paid  by 
the  United  States  for  each  person  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel-of- 
war  belonging  to  any  enemy  at  the  commisncement  of  a  engagement 
which  shall  be  sunk  or  otherwise  destroyed  in  such  engagement,  by 
any  ship  or  vessel  belonging  to  the  United  States,  or  which  it  may  be 
necessary  to  destroy  in  consequence  of  injuries  sustained  in  action, 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  if  the  enemy's  vessel  was  of  inferior  force ; 
and  of  two  hundred  dollars,  if  of  equal  or  superior  force;  to  be 
divided  among  the  officers  and  crew  in  the  same  manner  as 
prize  money;  and  when  the  actual  number  of  men  on  board  any 
such  vessel  can  not  be  satisfaotorily  ascertained,  it  shall  be  esti- 
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mated  according  to  Qxe  complement  allowed  to  veaaels  of  their 
class  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States ;  and  there  s^all  be  paid  as 
bounty  to  the  captors  of  any  vessel-of-war  captured  from  an  enemy, 
which  they  may  be  instructed  to  destroy,  or  which  shall  be  imme- 
diately destroyed  for  the  public  interest,  but  not  in  consequence  of 
injuries  received  in  action,  fifty  dollars  for  every  person  who  shall 
be  on  board  at  the  time  of  such  capture. 

INSTRUCTIONS  IN  PREPARING  CLAIMS  FOR  BOUNTY  MONEY. 

The  following  instructions  and  forms  are  extracted  from 
a  circular  of  the  Second  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  relating 
to  claims  for  pay  and  bounty.  The  residue  of  the-circular 
will  be  found  under  Pay — next  Chapter. 

Op  Bounty. — The  act,  approved  July  11, 1862,  provides,  "  that  said 
bounty  shall  be  paid  to  the  following  persons,  and  in  the.order  follow- 
ing, and  to  no  other  person,  to-wit :  First,  to  the  widow  of  such  de- 
ceased soldier,  if  there  be  one.  Second,  if  there  be  no  widow,  then  to 
the  children  of  such  deceased  soldier,  share  and  share  alike.  Third, 
if  such  soldier  lefb  neither  widow,  nor  child,  nor  children,  then,  and  in 
that  case,  such  bounty  shall  be  paid  to  the  following  persons,  pro- 
vided they  be  residents  of  the  United  States,  to-wit :  First,  to  his 
father,  or  if  he  shall  not  be  living,  or  has  abandoned  the  support 
of  his  family,  then  to  the  mother  of  such  soldier ;  and  if  there  be 
neither  father  nor  mother,  ad  aforiesaid,  then  such  bounty  shall  be 
paid  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  deceased  soldier,  resident  as 
aforesaid." 

By  the  same  act,  the  bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  widows, 
etc.,  of  volunteers  is  also  given  to  the  widows,  etc.,  of  those  persons 
who  have  enlisted  in  the  regular  forces  since  the  first  day  of  July, 
1861,  or  shall  enlist  in  the  regular  forces  during  1862,  to  be  paid  to 
the  heirs  named  in  this  act.  Widows  of  commissioned  officers,  and 
of  soldiers  dying  after  being  discharged,  are  not  entitled  to  bounty, 
nor  are  the  widows  of  deceased  three  months'  volunteers. 

Disloyalty. — In  section  four  of  >' an  act  to  grant  pensions,"  ap- 
proved July  24,  1862,  it  is  provided,  "that  no  moneys  shall  be  paid 
to  the  widow,  or  children,  or  any  heirs  of  any  deceased  soldier,  on 
account  of  bounty,  back  pay  or  pension,  who  have  in  any  way  been 
engaged  in,  or  who  have^ided  or  abetted  the  existing  rebellion  in 
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the  United  States;  but  the  right  of  such  disloyal  widow  or  children, 
heir  or  heirs,  of  such  soldier  shall  be  vested  in  the  loyal  heir  or 
heirs  of  the  deceased,  if  any  there  be." 

Information  in' regard  to  such  cases  will  receive  the  attention  of 
the  accounting  officers. 

Application. — ^The  claimant  or  elaimatits  must  make  a  written 
application,  under  oath,  and  over  bis,  her  or  their  own  signature, 
stating  his,  her  or  their  name,  age,  residence,  ocnneetion  to  the  de- 
ceased, with  the  letter  or  name  of  th^  captain  of  the  company  and 
regiment  to  which  he  belonged ;  time  of  his  death  and  the  nature 
of  the  pay  claim — ^whether  ^^  arrears  of  pay,"  etc.;  and  the  "flOO 
bounty,"  under  act  of  July  22, 1861. 

An  application  by  a  guardian  should  give  the  name  and  age  of 
the  ward  or  wards,  and  should  be  aecompanied  by  letters  of  guard- 
ianship, or  an  authenticated  copy  thereof.  In  the  application  of  a 
mother,  claiming  bounty,  her  husband  being  alive,  the  facts  l&pon 
which  the  claim  is  made  should  be  cleariy  stated  and  proved.  If 
the  soldier  died  unmarried,  leavings  no  child,  it  must  be  stated  by 
the  applicant,  and  also  by  the  disinterested  witnesses. 

Proof. — ^To  satisfy  the  accounting  officers  that  the  person  or  per* 
Bons  thus  claiming  is  or  are  entitled  to  the  money  in  the  character 
he,  she  or  they  claim,  the  depositions  of  two  credible  witnesses  will 
be  required,  stating  that  they  are  acquainted  with  the  claimant 
or  claimants,  the  connection  held  to  the  deceased,  and  that  they 
(the  deponents)  are  disinterested.  Proof  of  marriage  (record  evi- 
dence, if  possible)  must  always  accompany  the  applications  of  ihosQ 
claiming  to  be  widows.  If  the  soldier  died  unmarried,  it  must  be 
so  stated  by  the  applicant,  and  also  by  the  disinterested  witnesses. 

Authentication. — ^I'he  application  and  depositions,  above  required, 
to  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  before  a  judg^,  commissioner,  notary 
public  or  justice  of  the  peace,  dnly  authorised  to  administer  oaths, 
accompanied  by  the  certificate  and  seal  of  a  court  of  record  as  to 
the  fact  of  the  said  judge,  etc.,  being  dnly  commissioned  and  acting 
in  his  official  capacity  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  foregoing 
papers. 

Bounty. — ^No  discharged  soldier  can,  under  any  circumstances, 
receiye  the  bounty  provided  by  the  act  of  July  22,  1861,  unless  "he 
shall  have  served  for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  during  the  war,  if 
sooner  ended;"  but  "the  widow,  if  there  be  one,  and   if  not,  the 
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legal  heirs  of  such  as  die,  or  may  be  killed  in  the  service,  in  addi- 
tion to  all  arrears  of  pay  and  allowances,  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars." 

MoDB  OF  Pbbsbntino  Claims. — All  claims  for  arrears  of  pay  and 
bounty  money  may  be  sent  directly  to  this  office.  When  received, 
tbey  are  entered  upon  the  register;  as  soon  as  practicable  they  will  be 
examined,  and  if  found  correct  in  form,  th^  are  placed  upon  the  files 
for  settlement,  and  their  receipt  aidmowledged.  If  incorrect,  the 
party  sending  it  is  immediately  notified.  No  ^^ special  cases"  will 
be  made  at  the  solicitation  of  attorneys,  bat  when  evidence  can  be  ob- 
tained, cases  will  be  audited  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received. 
The  only  exception  to  this  rule  is  when^  in  settling  a  case  in  its  or- 
der, evidence  is  found  upon  the  same  rolls  by  which  to  settle  other 
claims  of  soldiers  deceased  in  the  same  company.  Letters  of  inquiry 
in  relation  to  a  claim,  should  specify  the  name  of  the  deceased,  and 
the  company,  regiment  and  State  to  which  he  belonged,  and  in  all 
eases,  to  secure  an  answer,  the  name,  post-office  and  State  of  the  * 
writer  should  be  distttictly  written. 

Forms. — ^The  form  accompanying  this  circular's  intended  only  as 
a  guide,,  and  must  be  varied  to  suit  special  cases.  No  claim  is  re- 
jected on  account  of  the  form  in  which  it.  is  presented,  if  it  sub- 
stantially complies  with  the  instructions. 

To  CoBBBSPONDBNTs. — ^Lctt^TS  of  inquiry  relating  to  tho  pay  of 
soldiers  in  hospital  or  on  furlough,  should  be  addressed  to  the  pay- 
master-general Inquiries  relating  to  the  pay  of  deceased  teamsters 
or  other  employees  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  or  for  the  pay 
of  horses  killed  or  lost  in  the  service,  to  the  third  auditor;  and  re- 
lating to  the  pay  and  bounty  of  persons  in  the  marine  or  naval  service, 
to  the  fourth  auditor. 

Postage. — ^The  Government  pays  all  postages  on  such  business 
communications,  whether  received  or  transmitted  by  this  office.

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LAWS,   GENERAL  AND  SFECL&L,   XELATING  TO  ABICT  PAT. 

By  acts  of  May,  13,1846,*  and  June  18, 1846,*  the  pay 
of  volunteers  and  militia  in  the  war  with  Mexico  is  fixed 
at  the  same  rates  as  in  the  case  of  regulars  of  the  various 
grades.  In  addition,  the  last-named  act  allows  fifty  cents, 
in  lieu  of  subsistence,  and  twenty-five  cents  in  lieu  of 
forage  to  mounted  soldiers,  for  every  twenty  miles  travel, 
by  the  most  direct  route,  from  their  places  of  residence 
to  the  place  of  rendezvous  or  diseh.arge. 

Joint  Bbsolutioh  directing  tlu  payment  of  certain  Vohmieera  and  MUUia, 
under  the  Limitatione  therein  preeeribed.i 

Hesolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiwes  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  theSecretaiy 
of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  cause  to  be 
paid,  out  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  act  pfoviding  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  existing  war  between  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica and  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  to  the  volunteers  and  mili- 
tia, called  and  actually  received,  by  virtue  of  the  orders  of  General 
£.  P.  Qaines,  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  during  the  pre- 
sent year,  and  discharged  before  joining  the  army,  and  such  compa- 
nies as  were  actually  organized  and  rendezvoused  under  said  call, 
including  the  two  companies  of  Major  Gally's  command,  and  the 
company  at  Baton  Rouge  arsenal ;  and  also  th«  company  of  Missis- 
sippi volunteers  (Natchez  Fencibles),  and  also  the  company  of  Mis- 
sissipfH  volunteers  (Pontotoc  Rovers),  organized  and  assembled  at 
Yicksburg,  and  afterwards  disbanded  or  discharged,  and  the  compa. 
nies  of  Ohio  volunteers  assembled  at  Gamp  Washington,  near  Cin- 
cinnati, and  who  claim  to  have  been  mustered  into  service,  ob&  day's 
pay  and  allowances  for  every  day  detained  in  service,  and  the  usual 
traveling  allowances,  and  no  more.  And  further,  that  where  States 
or  individuals  have  paid  the  expenses  or  provided  the  means  of

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transportation  of  volunteers  to  the  place  of  rendeKvons,  and  famished 
subsistence  or  clothing,  the  proportional  amount  thus  furnished  to 
each  man,  not  exceeding  the  legal  allowance  to  each,  may  be  charged 
on  the  pay  rolls,  and  withheld,  and  paid  to  the  State  or  individual 
who  actually  provided  the  same.  And  further,  that  when  surgeons 
and  assistant  surgeons  have  aU»nded  regiments  of  volunteers  to  the 
time  when  medical  officers  duly  appointed  by  the  United  States  en- 
tered upon  their  duties  with  said  regiments,  they  may  receive  the 
same  rate  of  compensation,  and  to  a  like  number,  as  provided  for  by 
law ;  and  persons  doing  the  duties  of  assistant  quartermasters  and 
assistant  commissaries,  under  like  ^circumstances,  may  in  like  man- 
ner receive  the  same  rate  of  compelisation,  and  to  a  like  number,  as 
authorized  by  ezistihg  law.

An  Act  to  atUhorixe  the  Secretary  of  War  to  M«2e  and  d«ljU9t  the  Eaepemes  of 
the  Jiogue  River  Indian  War, 

Be  ft  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  ^  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  Secretary  of  War 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  and  settle, 
on  just  and  equitable  principles,  all  claims  for  services  rendered  in 
the  late  war  with  the  Rogue  River  Indians,  in  Oregon — ^known  as 
the  Rbgne  River  war — according  to  the  muster-rolls  of  the  same ; 
also  for  subsistence,  forage,  medical  stores  and  expenditures,  as  well 
as  for  any  other  necessary  and  proper  supplies  furnished  for  the 
prosecution  of  said  war ;  and  that,  on  such  adjustment  [the  same 
shall]  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

Approved,  July  17,  1854. 

Ah  Act  to  inereaee  the  Pay  of  the  Rank  and  File  of  the  Army,  and  to 
encourage  £!nli8tmenta,^ 

Be  it  enacted  hy  ths  Senate  and  House  of  BepresentaUves  of  ike  United 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  pay  of  the  non-com- 
missioned officers,  musicians  and  privates  ^  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  increased  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars  per  month,  and

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  allowance  to  soldiers, 
employed  at  work  on  fortifications,  in  surveys,  in  cutting  roads,  and 
other  constant  labor,  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  authorized  by  the 
act  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  enti- 
tled "  an  act  to  regulate  the  pay  of  the  army  when  employed  on 
fatigue  duty,"  be  increased  to  twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  men 
employed  as  laborers  and  teamsters,  and  forty  cents  per  day  when 
employed  as  mechanics,  at  all  stations  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
and  to  thirty-five  cents  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  respectively,  when 
the  men  are  employed  at  stations  west  of  those  mountains.^

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Secretary  of  War 
be  authorized,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  council  of  adminis- 
tration, to  extend  the  additional  pay  herein  prorided  to  any  person 
serving  as  a  chaplain,  at  any  post  of  the  army.

Sbo.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  offioers,  nonrcom- 
missioned  officers  and  privates,  organised  as  above  set  forth,  shall, 
in  all  respects,  be  placed  on  the  footing,  as  to  pay  and  allowances,  of 
similar  corps  of  the  regular  army :  Provided^  That  the  allowances 
of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  for  clothing,  when  not 
furnished  in  kind,  shall  be  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  month,

United  States  under  this  act,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents 
in  lieu  of  subsistence,  and  if  a  cavalry  volunteer,  twenty-five  cents 
additional,  in  lieu  of  forage,  for  every  twenty  miles  of  travel  from 
his  place  of  enrollment  to  the  place  of  muster — the  distance  to  be 
measured  by  the  shortest  usually  traveled  route ;  and  when  hon- 
orably discharged  an  allowance  at  the  same  rate,  from  the  place  of 
his  discharge  to  his  place  of  enrollment,  and,  in  addition  thereto, 
if  he  shall  have  served  for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  during  the  war 
if  sooner  ended,. the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars:  Frovided^  That 
such  of  the  companies  of  cavalry  herein  provided  for,  as  may  re- 
quire it,  may  be  furnished  with  horses  and  horse  equipments  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  United  States  army. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  bands  of  the  regi-

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreeentativee  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemited,  That  officers  of  the  army 
entitled  to  forage  for  horses  shall  not  be  allowed  to  commute  it,  but 
may  draw  forage  in  kind  for  each  horse  actually  kept  by  them  when 
and  at  the  place  where  they  are  on  duty,  not  exceeding  the  number 
authorized  by  law :  Provided  however^  That  wben  forage  in  kind 
can  not  be  Airnisbed  by  the  proper  department,  then,  and  in  all  such 
cases,  officers  entitled  to  forage  may  commute  the  same  according 
to  existing  regulations :  And  provided^  further^  That  officers  of  the

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army  and  of  volanteers  assigned  to  duty  which  requires  ihem  to 
be  mounted,  shall,  during  the  time  they  are  employed  on  such  duty, 
receive  the  pay,  emoluments  and  allowanoes  of  cavalry  officers  of 
the  same  grade  respectively. 

Seo.  2.  And  he  U  further  enacted^  That  major-generals  shall  be 
entitled  to  draw  forage  in  kind  for  five  horses ;  brigadier-generals 
for  four  horses;  colonels,  lieutenant-colonels  and  majors  for  two 
horses  each ;  captains  and  lieutenants  of  cavalry  and  artillei^,  or 
having  the  cavalry  allowanoe,  for  two  horses  each ;  and  chafdains 
for  one  horse  6nly. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  an  officer  of 
the  army  shall  employ  a  soldier  as  his  servant  he  shall,  for  each  and

on  conviction  thereof  before  a  general  court  martial,  be  cash- 
iered. 

6eo.  4.'  And  he  it  further  eMtetedj  That  the  first  section  of  the  act 
approved  August  six,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  entitled  ^^  an 
act  to  increase  the  pay  of  privates  in  the  regular  army  and  in  the 
volunteers,  in  tiie  service  of  the  linked  States,  and  for  other  pur* 
poses,"  shall  not  be  so  construed,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  to 
increase  the  emoluments  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  army 
And  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  twenty-second  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  entitled  "  an  act'  to  authorize  the  employ- 
ment of  volunteers  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and  protecting  public 
property,"  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  to  quartermaster-ser- 
geants the  same  compensation  as  to  regimental  commissary-ser- 
geants. 

SjBO.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  each  brigade  in  the  vol- 
unteer service  may  have  sixteen  musicians  as  a  band,  who  shall  re- 
ceive the  pay  and  allowances  now  provided  by  law  for  regimental 
bands,  except  the  -leader  of  the  band,  who  shall  receive  forty-five 
dollars  per  month,  with  the  emoluments  and  allowances  of  a  quar- 
termaster-sergeant 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacjed^  That,  in  lieu  of  the  present  rate 
of  mileage  allowed  to  officers  of  the  army  when  traveling  on  public 
duty,  where  transportation  in  kind  is  not  furnished  to  them  by  the 
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Government,  not  more  than  six  cents  per  mile  shall  hereafter  be 
allowed,  unless  where  an  officer  is  ordered  from  a  station  east  of  the 
ilockj  Mountains  to  one  west  of  the  same  mountains,  or  vice  versa, 
when  ten  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  to  him;  and  no  officer  of 
the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  shall  be  paid  mileage,  except 
for  travel  actually  performed  at  his  own  expense,  and  in  obedience 
to  orders. 

Sbo.  9.  Avd  he  it  fwrther  enadid^  That  hereafler  the  compensa- 
tion of  all  chaplains  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  service  or  army 
hospitals  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  and  two  rations  a 
day  when  on  duty :  •  .  .  . 

Sbo.  20.  And  be  *it  ^further  enacted,  That  the  different  regiments 
and  independent  eompanies  heretofore  muster.ed  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States  as  volunteer  engineers,  pioneers,  or  sappers  and 
miners,  under  tbe^  orders  of  the  President  or  Secretary  of  War,  or 
by  authority  of  the  commanding  general  of  any  military  department 
of  the  United  States,  or  which  having  been  mustered  into  the  ser- 
vice as  infantry  shall  have  been  reorganized  and  employed  as  engi- 
neers, pioneers,  or  sappers  and  miners,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  recognized  and  accepted  as  volunteer  engineers,  on  the  sam^ 
footing  in  all  respects  in  regard  to  their  organization,  pay  and  emolu- 
ments as  the  corps  of  engineers  of  the  regular  army  of  the  United 
States,  and  they  shall  be  paid  for  their  services  already  performed  • 
as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  payment  of  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned  officers,  and  privates  of  the  engineer  corps  of  the  regular 
army. 

Approved,  July  17,  1862. 

The  new  militia  law  of  July,  1862,  contains  the  follow- 
ing provisions : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  shall  ap- 
point, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a  judge- 
advocate  general,  Vith  the  rank,  pay  and  emoluments  of  a  colonel  of 
cavalry  .  .  . 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  may  be  appointed 
by  the  President^  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
for  each  army  in  the  field,  a  judg&«dvocate,  With  the  rank,  pay  and 
emoluments,  each,  of  a  major  of  cavalry,  who  shall  perfozm  the  du- 
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ties  of  jndgCHftdrocate  for  the  army  to  which  they  reepeolively  be- 
long, under  the  direction  of  the  jadge-adrocate  general.  *

The  act  making  appropdations  for  the  naval  service,  approved 
August  5),  1854,  provides,  "  That  the  non-commissioned  officers,  mu- 
sicians and  privates  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps  shall  be  en- 
titled to  and  receive  the  same  pay  and  bounty  for  re-enlisting  as  are 
now,  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  to  the  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  in  the  infantry  of  the  army. 

This  extends  the  provisions  of  ^'aji  act  to  increase  the  pay  of  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  army,  and  to  encourage  enlistments,'*  approved 
August  4,  1854,  in  respect  to  pay,  and  of  the  29th  section  of  the  act 
of  July  5,  1838,  as  to  bounty  (three  months'  extra  pay),  for  re-enlist- 
ing, to  the  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates  of  the 
marine  corps,  from  the  date  of  the  act,  viz.,  August  5, 1854.^ 

1.  The  pay  of  the  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  pri- 
vates of  the  marine  corps  is,  therefore,  increased  at  the  rate  of  four 
dollars  per  month.  The  retention  of  one  dollar  per  month,  however, 
from  the  pay  of  the  musicians  and  privates  of  the  marine  corps, 
directed  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1833,  and  extended  to  the  whole 
term  of  their  enlistment  by  the  5  th  section  of  the  act  of  March  3, 
1849,  is  to  be  continued.

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2.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  and  private  of  the 
marine  corps,  who,  having  been  honorably  discharged  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  shal]^  within  one  month  thereafter,  re- 
enlist,  is  entitled  to  two  dollars  per  month  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
pay  of  his  grade,  for  the  first  period  of  five  years  after  the  expira- 
tion of  his  previous  enlistment,  and  a  further  sum  of  one  dollar  per 
month  for  each  successive  period  of  five  years,  so  long  as,  he  shall 
remain  continuously  in  the  marine  corps. 

3.  Every  marine  who  was  in  service  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
the  act,  who  had  served  one  or  more  enlistments  and  been  honor- 
ably discharged,  is  entitled  to  the  above  additional  pay  provided  for 
a  second  enlistment,  viz. :  two  dollars  per  month  for  the  first  five 
years  from  the  date  of  the  act 

4.  Every  marine,  honorably  discharged  before  the  passage  of  the 
act,  but  who  re-entered  &;ervice  within  one  month  after  his  discharge, 
and  subsequently  to  the  date  of  the  act,  is  entitled,  from'the  date  of 
such  reentry,  to  two  dollars  per  month  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
pay  of  his  grade.  ^ 

5.  Every  able-bodied  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  pri- 
vate soldier  of  the  marine  corps,  who  has  re-enlisted  since  the  fifth 
of  August,  1854, 'or  who  may  hereafter  re-enlist  intd  the  corps 
"  within  two  months  before  or  one  month  after  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  service,"  is  entitled  to  receive  three  months'  extra  pay,*  as 
provided  for  like  grades  in  the  army,  by  the  29th  section  of  the  act 
approved  July  5,  1838.  The  "three  months'  extra  pay"  (bounty) 
thus  allowed  (together  with  the  increase  of.  four  dollars  per  month) 
is  included  in  the  ordinary  pay  of  the  grade  in  which  the  marine  ^ 
may  be  serving  when  discharged.  - 

G.  The  allowance  to  marines  employed  at  work  on  fortifications, 
in  surveys,  in  cutting  roads,  and  other  constant  labor,  of  not  less 
than  ten  days,  authorized  by  the  act  approved  March  2,  1819,  enti- 
tled "  an  act  to  regulate  the  pay  of  the  army  when  employed  on 
fatigue  duty,  is  increased  to  twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  men  em- 
ployed as  laborers  and  teamsters,  and  forty  cents  per  day  for  men 
employed  as  mechanics,  at  all  stations  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
and  thirty-five  cents  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  respectively,  when  the 
men  are  employed  at  stations  west  of  those  mountains.     The  allow-

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anee  of  "  whisky  or  spirits/'  or  comi^atatioii  therefor,  is  discontinued 
horn,  and  after  Augnst  5,  1854. 

7.  The  necessary  data  to  enable  the  paymasters  and  pursers  to 
calculate  the  additional  pay  and  bounty  should  be  entered  upon  the 
transfer  and  pay-rolls.  The  dates  of  the  several  re-enlistments,  and 
whether  the  marine  had  been  honorably  discharged,  should  be  en- 
tered opposite  the  name  in  each  case,  or  the  certificate  of  the  adju- 
tant and  inspector,  to  that  effect,  should  accompany  the  pay-rolls.

— This  circular  is  inserted  here  because  it  fuUy  sets  forth 
the  law  in  several  respects,  and,  in  addition,  gives  a  construction  to 
the  law,  which  has  all  the  force  of  a  statutory  provision.} 

"An  act  to  prcxmote  the  efficiency  of  the  Navy,"  ap- 
proved February  28,  1855,'  provides  for  the  appointment 
-  of  naval  officers  to  examine  into  the  efficiency -of  the  cap- 
tains, commanders,  lieutenants,  masters  and  passed  mid- 
shipmen in  the  navy,  and  directs : 

Sec.  2.  And  he  itfurther  enacted^  That  all  officers  who  shall  be 
found  by  the  said  board  inci^able  of  performing  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  ranks  or  grades,  shall,  if  such  finding  be  approved 
by  the  President,  be  dropped  from  the  rolls,  or  placed  in  the  order 
of  their  rank  or  seniority  at  the  time,  upon  a  list  in  the  Navy  Re- 
gister, to  be  entitled  the  reserved  list ;  and  those  so  placed  on  the 
reserved  list  shall  receive  the  leave  of  absence  pay,  or  the  furlough 
pay,  to  which  they  may  be  entitled  when  so  placed,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  board  and  approval  of  the  President,  and  shall  be  ineli- 
gible to  further  promotion,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
Navy  Department  at  all  times  for  duty ;  and  vacancies  created  in  the 
•active  service  list  by  placing  officers  on  the  reserved  list,  shall  be 
filled  by  regular  promotion  in  the  order  of  rank  or  seniority.  And 
officers  who  may  be  promoted  to  fill  the  vacancies  created  by  the 
reserved  list  shall,  while  unemployed,  receive  only  the  *'  leave  of 
absence"  or  "waiting  orders  "  pay  to  which  they  would  have  been 
entitled  if  such  promotion  had  not  been  made ;  but  when  employed 
at  sea,  or  on  other  duty,  they  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  such

8taie$<^  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  the  annual  pay  of  the  officers  of  the  navy,  on  the 
active  list,  hereinafter  named,  shall  be  as  follows  :^ 

Captains. — ^The  senior  flag-officer,  created  under  and  by  virtue  of 
an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-seven,  shall  receive  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Captains,  when  commanding  squadron,  five  thousand  dollars. 

All  other  captains  on  duty  «t  sea,  four  thoasand  two  handred 
dollara. 

Captains  on  other  duty,  three  thousand  six  hundred  dolliura. 

When  on  leave  or  waiting  orders,  three  thousand  dollars. 

Commanders. — ^Every  commander  on  duty  at  sea,  for  the  first  five 
years  after  the  date  of  his  commission,  two  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars. 

For  the  second  five  years  after  the  date  of  his  commission,  three 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

1  Tbis  act  was  so  amended  by  aet  of  January  16, 1857  (TJ.  S.  Statutes  at 
Large,  vol.  xi,  153),  as  to  authorise  an  officer  placed  on  the  retired  or  drop- 
ped list  to  demand  a  court  of  inquiry,  wfaieh  shall  determine  whether  such 
officer  shall  be  restored  to  the  active  list,  or  whether  he  shall  remain  on  the 
retized  list,  on  leave  of  absence  or  furlough  pay.

By 
the  last  named  act,  the  pay  of  retired  offioers  is  fixed  at  specific  rates.

A  volunteer  or  soldier  slumld  reoeiTO  at  the  time  of  his  discharge 
a  regular  discharge,  and  two  duplioate  {>ay  eertifieafces. 

With  these  papers  he  can  be  paid  by  any  paymaster  of  th« 
army  on  their  presentaticm.  If  the  dischaiged  Tolunteer  or  sol- 
dier *has  failed  on  obtain  such  certificates,  and  the  r^^ent  to 
which  he  belonged  is  disbanded  or  beyond  his  reach,  or  if  he  has 
obtained  such  certificates,  aud  payment  hds  for  any  reason  been  re- 
fused upon  4heir  presentation  to  a  paymaster  of  the  army,  he  should 
make  >a  declaration  oter  his  signature  according  to  Form  on  page 
415,  and  forward  said  declaration,  together  with  his  pay  certificates 
and  discharge  {if  he  has  them,  if  not,  their  absence  must  be  a(N 
counted  for  in  said  declaration)  to  the  Second  Auditor  of  the  Treas- 
ury Department,  at  Washington.  Such  claim  will  be  audited  by 
the  Department,  and  the  result  communicated  to  claimant  or  his 
attorney. 

SOLDIERS  NOT  ENTITLED  TO  PAY. 

The  1638th  section  of  the  tJnited  States  Army  Regulations  pro- 
vides as  follows :  "  In  case  any  individual  shall  be  discharged  within 
three  months  after  entering  the  service,  for  a  disability  which  ex- 
isted at  that  time,  he  shall  receive  neither  pay  nor  allowances,  ex- 
cept subsistence  and  transportation  to  his  home." 

SOLDIERS  HOT  DISCHAKGBO. 

A  volunteer  or  soldier  at  home  on  a  furlough,  or  for  any  other 
cause,  absent  from  his  regiment  on  pay  day,  should  send  povrer  of 
attorney  to  sdme  member  of  his  regiment  (captain  preferred),  au- 
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thoraing  Buch  person  to  draw  liis^aj;  said  power  of  attorney  should 
be  as  near  as  can  be,  according  to  Form  on  page  416.

To  enable  those  who  may  kaTe  ekims  upon  the  United  States,  for 
money  due  deceased  officers  and  i^oldiere,  on  account  of  services 
rendered,  whether  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  serwoe,  to  obtain  the 
same,  with  the  least  delay,  ^the  following  information  is  furnished  : 

ORDER  OF  PAYMENT. 

Order  First. — ^If  the  deceased  was  married,  payment  will  be 
made — first,  to  the  widow ;  second,  if  no  widow,  to  his  child  or  chil- 
dren (if  minors,  to'  the  guardian). 

Order  Second. — ^If  he  died  unmarried—- first,  to  the  fadier;  second, 
if  the  father  is  dead,  to  the  mother;  third,  if  both  parents  are  dead, 
to  the  brothers  and  sisters  collectively :  lastly,  to  the  heirs  general 
(to  be  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which 
the  deceased  had  his  domicile.) 

application,  proof  and  authentication. 

Application. — ^The  claimant  or  claimants  must  make  a  written 
application,  under  oath,  and  over  his,  her  or  their  own  signature, 
stating  his,  her  or  their  name,  age,  residence,  connection  to  the  de- 
ceased, with  the  letter  or  name  of  the  eaptain  of  the  company  and 
regiment  to  which  he  belonged;  time  of  his  death  and  the  nature  of 
the  pay  claimed— whether  "  arrears  of  pay,"  ete.;  and  the  "  $100 
bounty,"  under  act  of  July  22, 1861. 

An  application  by  a  guardian  should  give  the  name  and  age  of 
the  ward  or  wards,  and  should  be  accompanied  by  letters  of  guard- 
ianship, or  an  authenticated  copy  thereof.  In  the  application  of  a 
mother,  claiming  bounty,  her  husband  being  alive,  the  facts  upon 
which  the  claim  is  made  should  be  clearly  stated  and  proved.  If 
tde  soldier  die  unmarried,  leaving  no  child,  it  must  be  stated  by  the 
applicant,,  and  also  by  the  disinterested  witnessea 

Proof. — ^To  satisfy  the  accounting  officers  that  the  person  or 
persons  thus  claiming  is  or  are  entitied  to  the  money  in  the  charac- 
ter he,  she  or  they  claim,  the  depositions  of  two  credible  witnesses  will 
be  required,  stating  that  ttiey  are  acquainted  with  the  claimant  or 
claimants,  the  connection  held  to  the  deceased,  and  that  they  (the 
deponents)  are  disinterested. 
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Authentication. — ^The  applieaiion  and  depositioiM  abore  reqnired, 
to  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  before  a  judge,  oominissioner,  notary 
public  or  justice  of  the  peace,  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
accompanied  by  the  certificate  and  seal  of  a  court  of  record  as  to 
the  fact  of  the  said  judge,  etc.,  being  duly  commissioned  and  acting 
in  his  official  capacity  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  .the  foregoing 
papers. 

If  the  soldier  died  unmarried,  it  mast  be  so  stated  in  the  appli^ 
cation  of  those,  claiming  to  be  his  father,  mother,  brothers  or  sisters, 
as  well  as  by  the  witnesses. 

Proof  of  marriage  (record  evidence,  if  possible),  must  always  ac- 
company the  applications  of  those  claiming  to  be  the  widows. 

ADHINISTRATION. 

As  the  taking  out  of  '^letters  of  administration''  is  attended  with 
considerable  expense  (often  unnecessary),  it  is  suggested  that  it  be 
done  only  when  required  by  the  Auditor. 

DISOHASOED  SOLDIERS. 

When  a  soldier  (or  volunteer)  is  discharged,  he  is  (or  should  be) 
furnished  with  a  regular  '^discharge,"  and  two  (duplicate)  '^pay 
eertiiicates,"  and  one  or  more  disability  certificates  if  discharged  on 
aecount  of  disability.' .  Upon  these  papers  lie  can  be  paid  by  a  pay* 
master  of  the  army  upon  their  presentatioiL  Should  he  fail  to  present 
them  for  payment  to  a  paymaster,  or,  having  presented  them,  and 
payment  refased,  and  they  are  sent  to  this  office,  the  applicant  must 
state  the  reasoBs  for  such  refusal,  acoompatiied  by  proof  of  identity 
and  authentication,  as  in  the  case  of  deceased  soldiers.  In  no  case 
should  the  "oaith  of  Identity,"  on  the  baok  of  the  *' discharge,"  be. 
filled  vp,  as  the  "  disduurge !'  is  returned  ito  the  soldier  after  his 
claim  has  been  acted  upon.  Where  "  pay  certificates  "  and  certifi- 
cates of  disability  have  been  withheld,  he  must  send  aU  other  papers 
given  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  dischai^e,  togetiier  witii  the  certifi'- 
oate  of  his  captain  that  no  such  certificates  were  given  to  him,  and 
the  reasons  for  withholding  than.  In  oase  the  certificates  are 
claimed  to  have  been  lost,  an  affidavit  of  sdch  less  must  be  furnished, 
stating  the  eiroumatances  under  which  it  occurred;  that  he  had 
Wigently  Miarehisd  for  them^  without  suecoss;  and  that  he  has  not 
received  pay  thereon,  nor  assigned  them  to  any  person. 

Mods  ov  PATXBNT.--*Payments  will  be  made  by  an  ord^r  firom^the 
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aoooanikig  officeira  on  any  pftjmaster  of  tiie  anny.  Saefa  order  will 
require  the  tignatore  on  the  claimant  on  its  face  before  it  will  be 
paid. 

MODE  OF  PRESBirrmO  CLAIMS. 

y 

An  claims  of  arrears  of  pay  and  bounty  may  be  sent  directly  to 
this  office.  When  received  tfaey  are  entered  upon  the  register;  as 
soon  as  practicable  they  will  be  examined,  and  if  found  correct  in 
form,  they  are  placed  upon  the  files  for  settlement,  and  their  receipt 
acknowledged.  If  incorrect,  the  party  sending  it  is  immediately 
notified.  No  "  special  cases "  will  be  made  at  the  solicitation  of 
attorneys,  but  when  evidence  can  be  obtained,  cases  will  be  audited 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received.  The  only  exception  to  this 
rule  is  when,  in  settling  a  ease  in  its  order,  evidence  is  found  upon 
the^ame  rolls  by  which  to  settle  other  claims  of  soldiers  deceased 
in  the  same  company.  Letters  of  inquiry  jn  relation  to  a  claim, 
should  specify  the  name  of  the  deceased,  and  the  company,  regi- 
ment and  State  to  which  he  belonged ;  and  in  all  cases,  to  secure  an 
answer,  the  name,  post^ffice  and  State  of  the  writer  should  be  dis- 
tinctly written. 

Forms. — ^Tfae  form  accompanying  this  eircular  is  intended  only 
as  a  guide,  and  must  be  varied  to  suit  special  eases.  No  olakn  is 
rejected  on  aeconnt  of  the  form  in  which  it  is  pvesented,  if  it  sub- 
stantially complies  with  the  instmetiops. 

To  CoBRBspoNDBirTS. — ^Letters  of  ioqairy,  relating  to  the  pay  of 
soldiers  in  hospital  or  on  furlough,  should  be  addressed  to  the  Pay* 
masterOeneral.  Inquiries  reUting  to  tiie  pay  of  deeeased  teamster» 
or  other  employees  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  or  for  horses 
killed  in  the  serviee,  to  the  Third  Apditor;  and  relating  to  the  pay

Auditor.

The  foUowingplan  for  paying  to  the  fttmiiies  of  ofieers  and  sol- 
dien  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  who  are  or  may  beoome 
prisoners  of  war,  sums  due  them  by  Government,  having  been  ap- 
proved by  the  President,  it  Is  published  for  the  benefit  of  all  con- 
cerned : 

Payment  will  be  made  to  persons  presenting  a  written  authority  - 
from  a  prisoner  to  draw  his  pay,*  or,  without  such  authority,  to  his 
wife,  the  gaardian  of  his  minor  children,  or  his  widowed  mother  in 
the  order  named. 

Application  for  such  payment  to  be  made  to  Uie  senior  paymaster 
of  the  district  in  which  the  prisoner  is  serving,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  the  eevtifloate  of  a  judge  of  a  court  of  the  Uniled  States, 
or  of  some  other  party,  under  the  seal  of  a  court  of  record  of  the 
State  in  which  the  applicant  is  a  resident^  setting  forth  that  the  ap- 
plicant is  the  wife  of  the  prisoner,  the  guardian  of  his  children,  or 
his  widowed  mother,  and  if  occupying  either  of  the  last  two  relation- 
ships towards  Inm,  that  there  is  no  one  in  existence  who  is  more 
nearly  related  according  to  the  above  classification. 

Payments  Will  be  made  to  parties  thus  authorized  and  identified, 
or  their  receipts  made  out  in  the  manner  that  would  be  recognized 
by  the  prisoner  himself,  at  least  one  month's  pay  being  in  all  cases 
retained  by  the  United  States.  The  officer  making  the  payment  will 
see  that'U  is  entered  on  the  last  previous  muster-roll  for  the  payment 
of  the  prisoner's  company,  or  wiU  report  it,  if  those  roUs  are  not  in 
his  posMsston,  te  the  senior  paymaster  of  the  dittrict,^who  will 
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either  attend  to  the  entry  or  give  notice  of  the  payment  to  the  Pay- 
master-General, if  the  rolls  hare  been  forwarded  to  his  office. 

RULES  OBSEBYBD  AT  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  FOURTH  AUBITOB  IN  THE  SET- 
TLEMENT OF  CLAIMS  TO  BALANCES  DUE  TO  DECEASED  SEAMEN  OR 
MARINES  AT  THE  TIME  OF  TOEIR  DEATH. 

1.  Payment  of  balances  due  deceased  seamen  or  marines  will  not 
be  made  except  to  administrators,  who  are  heirSy  or  appointed  with 
the  consent  ofheirs,  or  to  creditors  to  the  amount  i)f  their  respective 
claims.  But  no  payment  shall  be  made  to  a  creditor,  until  the  bal- 
ance due  to  the  deceased  person  shall  have  remained  in  the  Treasury, 

'uncalled  for  by  an  administrator  appointej^as  aforesaid,  for  six  weeks . 
afler  information  of  the  death  of  such  person  shall  hare  b^en  re- 
ceived at  the  Department;^ and  where  the  balance  exceeds  the  sum 
of  twenty  dollars,  no  claim  of  a  creditor  will  be  paid,  until  an  ad- 
vertisement shall  have  been  inserted  for  three  successive  days,  in  the 
newspaper  employed  to  publish  the  laws  in  the  city  of  Washington, 
calling  upon  other  claimants  to  present  their  claims  at  the  office  of 
the  Fourth  Auditor  within  two  months ;  at  the  end  of  which  term, 
if  the  balance  shall  not  have  been  demanded  by  an  administrator 
appointed  as  aforesaid,  the  claims  which  shall  have  been  presented 
and  proved  be£6re  the  accounting  offioenb  will  be  paid  in  equal  pro- 
portion, the  expense  of  the  advertisement  having  been  first  defrayed 
out  of  the  sum  due  to  the  deceased  person  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

2.  Payment  of  arrearages  claimed  under  a.  will,  will  only  be  made 
after  satisfactory  proof  of  the  will  is  adduced  to  the  accounting 
officers.  Wills  of  persons  in  actual  service  must  be  in  writing,  and 
attested  by  an  officer,  if  the  testator  were  not  himself  an  officer* 
The  executor  will  be  required  to  produce  the  original  will,  or  a  copy 
duly  authenticated. 

3.  Heirship,  or  consent  of  heirs,  may  be  shown  by  the  faot  being 
inserted  in  the  letters  of  admihistration,  or  must  be  proved  by  the 
affidavit  of  two  disinterested  persons,  taken  before  an  officer  em- 
powered to  administer  oaths. 

4.  Payment  may  be  made  immediately  to  the  heirs  of  the  deceased, 
when  it  shall  be  shown  that  the  cost  of  obtaining  administration  at 
the  proper  place  would  exceed  one  third  part  of  the  balance  due. 

5.  The  penalty  of  the  administration  bond  should  be  shown  by 
the  eertificate'af  administration,  or  otherwise. 
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soldier's  pay. 
[The  references  are  to  yolames  in  the  Comptroller's  office.] 

No  orime  except  desertion  forfeits  the  pay  of  a  soldier,  except  npon  sen- 
tence of  a  eonrt- martial,  unless,  in  consequence  of  the  crime,  the  soldier  is 
withdrawn  from  service.     Vol.  xy,  p,  448. 

'  When  a  soldier,  who  was  diadiarged  on  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  ser- 
vice, claims  pay  and  clothing,  his  name  not  appearing  on  the  regimental 
pay-roll  for  the  time  embraced  in  his  claim,  the  accounting  officers  will  re- 
quire the  production  of  the  descriptive  certificate  of  his  discharge,  as  the 
surest  evidence  that  the  claim  has  not  been  paid  by  the  paymaster. 

When  the  witnesses  required  by  the  regulations,  to  payments  made  to 
soldiera  can  not  be  had,  other  satlBfactory  proof  of  the  signature  may  be 
received.

When  a  soldier  is  discharged,  and  his  account  settled  and  paid  by  a  pay- 
master, the  payment  purporting  to  be  in  fall,  that  payment  is  to  be  consid- 
ered final,  unless  shown  by  conclusive  testimony  to  have  been  erroneous.

When,  from  the  situation  of  his  company,  ot  the  nature  of  the  service,  a 
soldier  can  not  receive  his  discharge,  when  his  term  expires,  and  is  from 
necessity  retained  in  service,  he  is  to  be  paid  up  to  the  time  of  hia  actual 
discharge.

A  soldier  discharged  on  habeas  corpus  as  a  minor,  forfeits  all  pay  and 
allowances  previously  due,. both-  by  the  regulations  of  the  army,  and  gen- 
eral principles.

When  an  officer  or  soldier  is  furloughed,  in  anticipation  of  his  discharge 
or  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service,  he  can  not  claim  for  the  balance  of 
his  term  both  his  travel  pay  and  his  pay  as  in  service.  Lieut.  Fellnagle*9 
ca«e,  and  W.  S.  Thompton't  cote,  Oct.  19, 1848. 

A  soldier,  who  is  taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy,  is  entitled  to  his  pay  and 
allowance  during  the  time  he  is  detained,  and  to  traveling  allowance  from 
the  place  where  he  i«  released  to  his  home.  Volunteers,  however,  are  not, 
under  such  circumstances,  entitled  to  compensation  Xor  use  and  risk  of 
horses.

;.  A  private  soldier  of  militia  or  volunteers,  who  is  illegally  and  against 
his  will  discharged  from  service,  is  entitled  to  his  pay  up  to  the  time  of  the 
discharge  of  the  company  to  which  he  belonged,  or  to  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  enlistment.

A  soldier  under  arrest  by  the  civil  authority  on  a  criminal  eharge,  will  be

DVOBASED  CLAIMANTS. 
In  order  to  show  that  the  person  claiming  money  due  a  deceased  person 
from  the  United  States,  has  a  legal  right  to  receive  it,  he  should  produce 
and  file  with  the  disbursing  officer  making  the  payments,  the  original  letter 
of  administration,  or  a  copy  thereof  duly  certified,  or  an  official  certificate 
from  the  clerk  of  the  court  from  which  it  issued,  that  it  appears  by  the  re- 
cords of  said  court  that  he  has  been  duly  appointed,  and  is  legally  em- 
powered to  act  as  administrator  on  the  deceased  person's  estate.  Vol,  xii,' 
p.  184. 

Where  the  balance  due  a  deceased  person  is  paid  to  an  administrator  de- 
riving his  authority  from  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  though  obtained 
by  fraudulent  means,  payment  will  not  be  made  again  when  claimed  by  the 
true  representative  of  the  deceased.  But  where  payment  is  made  to  an  ad- 
ministrator whose  authority  is  derived  from  a  court  possessing  no  power  to 
grant  administration,  the  legal  representatives  of  the  deceased  have  a  valid 
claim  on  the  government  for  the  money.  When  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  granting  the  power  is  denied,  and  the  question  is  one  of  fact  merely, 
such  as  the  residence  of  the  deceased,  etc.,  the  most  conelnsive  evidenoe  of 
the  want  of  jurisdiction  will  be  required.  Philip  BobiMon,**  ease,  April  10, 
1851. 

In  the  case  of  a  gratuity  granted  by  act  of  Congress  to  the  relatives  of 
deceased  persj^s,  the  collateral  relatives,  whether  of  the  whole  or  Jialf 
blood,  should  participate  equally,  in  the  order  pointed  out  in  the  act.  Dee. 
See,  Compt,  Nov.  19,  1830. 

When  the  amount  due  from  the  United  States  to  a  deceased  person  has 
been  paid  to  one  claiming  to  be  the  only  brother  of  the  deceased,  upon 
proof  that  was  then  deemed  satisfactory  that  he  was  the  only  brother,  and 
that  there  was  no  widow,  and  other  claim  for  the  money  is  presented  by  a 
person  claiming  to  be  the  widow,  the  clearest  evidence  should  be  required 
of  the  fraud  and  perjury  of  the  proof  on  which  payment  was  made,  of  the 
absence  of  all  knomdedge  of  it, on  the  part  of  the  second  claimant,  and  of 
,  her  right  as  the  widow,  before  the  money  is  paid  again.  Vol.  xv,  pp. 
11, 173. 

Questions  as  to  the  right  of  the  whole  or  half  blood  to  inherit  balances 
due  deceased  persons,  will  be  determined  in  conformity  with  the  law  of  the 
State  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  citizen.  Sergeant  W,  C,  Baker*9  eaee,  Sep' 
Umber  22,  1849. 

The  government  do  not  recognize  an  administrator  appointed  without  the 
consent  of  the  heirs  of  the  deceased.     Vol,  iii,  p.  37. 

Where  arrearages  are  claimed  by  an  executor,  for  the  benefit  of  others, 
either  the  w'ill  should  be  probated  in  the  county  where  the  deceased  lived, 
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or  those  interested  in  the  trust  should  signify  their  assent  that  the  amount 
should  be  paid  to  the  executor  without  probate  of  the  will.     Vol,  xr,  p.  73. 

Payment  of  an  amount  due  a  deceased  person  for  articles  purchased  hj 
the  Navy  Department,  may  be  made  to  the  guardian  of  the  children  of  the 
deceased,  where  it  appears  by  the  certificate  of  the  probate  court  that  the 
wards  of  the  guardian  are  the  sole  heirs,  and  also  that  the  debts  of  the 
deceased  have  been  paid,  and  the  estate  closed  by  a  settlement  of  tho 
administrator's  account;  otherwise,  payment  should  be  made  to  the  ad- 
ministrator.   Vol,  xiv,  p.  206. 

Arrears  due  a  deceased  soldier  may  be  paid  without  administration  to  the 
widow,  child,  father,  mother,  brothers  and  sisters,  but  not  to  more  remote 
heirs ;  and  no  after  application  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  will  he  recog- 
nized. 

Arrears  of  pay  may  be  legally  paid  to  the  mother  of  a  deceased  soldier, 
he  being  an  illegitimate  son,  leaving,  neither  wife  nor  child. 

A  soldier  can  not,  by  a  will,  transfer  his  right  to  extra  ptty  pr  land ;  but 
can  his  arrears  of  pay.

Seo.  5.  And  he  it  furiher  enacted,  That  the  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  musicians  and  prirates  engaged  in  the  military  sendee 
of  the  United  States  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  and  who  seired  oat 
the  term  of  their  engagement,  or  hate  |>een  or  may  be  honorably 
discharged — and  first,  to  the  widows ;  second,  to  the*  children ;  third, 
to  the  parents;  and  fourth,  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  such  who 
have  been  killed  in  battle,  or  who  died  in  service,  or  who,  having 
been  honorably  diischarged,  have  since  died,  or  may  hereafter  die, 
without  receiving  the  three  months'  pay  herein  provided  for— shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  three  months'  extra  pay:  Providedf  That  this 
provision  of  this  fifth  section  shall  only  apply  to  those  who  have 
been  in  actual  service  during  the  war.

Whereas  the  United  States  brig-of-war  Somers  was  foundered  atsea^ 

in  the  offing  of  the  harbor  of  Vera  Cruz,  while  engaged,  under 

very^azardous  circumstances,  in  the  prosecution  of  hostilities 

against  an  enemy  of  this  republic ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United 

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  widows,  if  any  such 

there  be,  and,  in  case  there  be  no  Widow,  the  child  or  children,  and 

if  there  be  no  child,  then  the  parent  or  parents,  and  if  there  are  no

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parents,  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  who  were  minors  and  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  at  the  time  of  sach  loss  of  the  officers,  seamen  and 
marines  who  were  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  lost  in 
the  United  States  brig-o^war  Somers,  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive, 
out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  a  sum 
equal  to  twelve  months'  pay  of  their  respective  deceased  relations 
aforesaid,  in  addition  to  the  pay  due  to  the  said  deceased  at  the  date 
of  the  loss  of  said  vessel. 
Approved^  August  14, 1848. 

By  a  joint  reBolution  of  June  16, 1848,^  the  Secretary 
of  War  was  directed  to  pay  the  regiment  of  mounted 
troops  which  was  mastered  into  the  service  by  Colonel 
Curtis,  in  1847,  and  discharged  before  joining  the  army, 
the  pay  and  allowances  (including  traveling  allowances) 
of  mounted  men,  from  the  time  when  the  several  com- 
panies reached  San  Antonio  until  they  were  mustered 
out,  and  pay  and  traveling  allowances  on  their  return 
home;  also,  to  the  companies  of  Captains  Smith  and  Hill, 
until, they  refused  to  be  mustered  out  or  were  disbanded; 
also,  to,  pay  said  regiment  for  horses  lost  for  want  of 
forage. 

A  general  appropriation  act  of  September  80, 1850,* 
makes  additional  provision  for  the  payment  of  Texas 
mounted  rangers,  and  directs  that  the  accounts  of  the 
companies  commanded  by  Captains  Hill,  Smith,  Roberts, 
Sutton,  Boss,  McCulloch,  Johnson  and  Blackwell,  who 
were  retained  in  or  called  into  the  service  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  should  be  audited  and  settled  by  the  account- 
ing officers  of  the  treasury. 

By  the  first  section  of  ^^  an  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  army  for  the  year  ending  the  thir- 
tieth of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,"

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approved  September  28, 1860,^  it  is,  among  other  things, 
provided  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreeentativee  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sams  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby. appropriated,  oat  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  support  of  the  army 
for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-one :  .   .   . 

For  extra  pay  to  the  commissioned  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  army  of  the  United  States,  serving  in  Oregon  or  California, 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four 
dollars,  on  the  following  basis,  to-wit:  That  there  shall  be  allowed 
to  each  commissioned  officer  as  aforesaid,  while  serving  as  aforesaid, 
a  per  diem,  in  addition  to  their  regular  pay  and  allowances,  of  two 
dollars  each ;  and  to  each  enlisted  man  as  aforesaid,  while  serving 
as  aforesaid,  a  per  diem,  in  addition  to  their  present  pay,  and  allow« 
anoes,  equal  to  the  pay  proper  of  each  as  established  by  existing 
laws ;  said  extra  pay  of  the  enlisted  men  to  be  retained  until  honor- 
ably discharged.  This  additional  pay  to  continue  until  the  first  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  fidy-two,'  or  until  otherwise  provided. 

By  the  first  section  of  an  appropriation  act  of  August  31^ 
1852,^  the  foregoing  provisions  were  extended  to  the 
officers,  petty  officers,  seamen  and  marines  of  the  United 
States  navy,  and  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  revenue 
service,  who  served  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  on  the  coast  of 
California  and  Mexico,  since  the  28th  day  of  September, 
1850.  By  an  appropriation  act  of  August  81, 1852,*  the 
same  provisions  (except  that  the  extra  allowance  was  but 
half  the  regular  pay)  were  extended  to  officers  and  men 
serving  in  New  Mexico,  for  one  year,  from  March  1, 1852,

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By  an  appropriation  act  of  March  8, 1858,'  the  proyisions 
of  the  act  of  September  28, 1850,  were  extended  to  the 
two  companies  of  the  regiment  of  mounted  riflemen,  which 
garrisoned  Fort  Laramie,  while  thej  occupied  that  post;

When  a 
consideration  is  subsequently  denied  by  the  original  claimant,  the 
onus  of  proof  will  be  placed  upon  the  attorney  or  assignee^ 

3.  The  magistrate  or  notary,  before  whom  the  power  of  attorney 
or  assignment  may  be  executed,  must  add  to  his  certificate,  that  no 
blanks,  interlineations  nor  erasures,  were  in  the  instrument  at  the 
date  of  his  authentication  thereof,  or  if  there  were  any,  he  must 
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describe  them  according  to  facts.    He  must  also  name  the  papers 
accompanying  said  instrument 

4.  There  having  been  instances  in  which  genuine  official  seals, 
cut  from  authentic  official  documents,  have  been  pasted  upon  forged 
papers,  it  will  be  required  that  official  seals  be  not  merely  pasted 
upon  the  instrument,  but  they  must  be  impressed  upon  the  paper 
attested. 

5.  Whenever  the  signature  to  any  voucher  is  made  by  an  X  mark, 
a  witness  thereto,  other  than  the  magistrate  or  notary  acting  in  the 
case,  willbe  required. 

6.  Claimants  not  having  convenient  personal  access  to  the  Navy 
Agent's  office,  and  who  are  ignorant  of  the  sum  allowed  them,  will 
be  furnished  with  a  statement  of  the  sum,  only  upon  their  first  filing 
their  oath  of  identity  with  their  discharge  annexed ;  or  if  the  claim- 
ant has  lost  his  certificate  of  discharge,  let  him  [account  for  its 
absence. 

7.  When  payment  is  claimed  by  an  administrator,  the  right  of 
the  person  to  administer  according  to  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which 
the  letters  of  administration  were  granted,  must  appear  in  the 
papers  from  the  proper  court ;  and  if  the  right  vested  previously  in 
others,  it  must  be  shown  that  they  have  renounced,  or  the  reason  of 
their  non-appointment  must  be  stated.  As  letters  of  administration 
appear  to  be  obtained  with  extreme  facility,  and  as  administrators 
are  applying  as  legal  representatives  of  persons  who  are  alive  and 
are  applying  for  themselves,  great  caution  should  be  exercised  in  ' 
administration  cases;  and  if  need  be,  additional  proof  of  death,  etc., 
should  be  required,  though  the  letters  of  administration  may  be 
granted  in  due  form.  The  amount  of  the  penalty  of  the  adminis- 
trator's bond  should  be  stated,  and  payment  should  not  be  made 
unless  it  is  double  the  amount  of  the  claim.  The  administrator  in 
his  oath  of  identity  should  be  required  to  describe  the  persoir  of  the 
decedent  he  represents — that  is,  his  age,  height,  complexion,  c^lor  of 
eyes  and  hair,  stating  whether  his  knowledge  was  derived  from  per- 
sonal acquaintance  or  from  the  information  of  others.

CLAIMS  FOR  HORSES  OR  OTHER  PROPERTY  LOST  OR 
DESTROYED. 

LAWS,  BEOVLATIONS  AVD  FORMS. 

Sundry  acts  have  been  passed  making  compensation 
for  the  loss  or  destruction  of  horses  or  other  property  in 
battle  or  otherwise,  in  the  service;  but  the  act  of  March 
8, 1849,  is  so  broad  in  its  provisions,  that  it  practically 
supersedes  all  other  acts,  and  renders  their  insertion 
here  unnecessary. 

Av  Act  to  provide  for  the  paipnent  of  Horeee  and  other  Property  loei  or  deetroyed 
in  the  Military  Service  of  the  United  Slatee,  approved  March  Z,  1849. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  any  field,  or 
staff,  or  other  offioer,  mounted  militiaman,  volunteer,  ranger  or  oav- 
airy,  engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  since  the 
18th  of  June,  1812,  or  who  shall  hereafter  be  in  said  service,  and 
has  sustained,  or  shall  sustain  damage  without  any  fault  or  negli- 
gence on  his  part,  while  in  said  service,  by  the  loss  of  a  horse  in  bat- 
tle, or  by  the  loss  of  a  horse  wounded  in  battle,  and  which  has  died, 
or  shall  die  of  said  wound,  or,  b^ing  so  wounded,  shall  be  abandoned 
by  order  of  his  officer  and  lost,  or  shall  sustain  damage  by  the  loss 
of  any  horse  by  death  or  abandonment,  because  of  the  unavoidable 
dangers  of  the  sea  when  on  board  a  United  States  transport  vessel, 
or  because  the  United  States  failed  to  supply  transportation  for  the 
horse,  and  the  owner  was  compelled  by  the  order  of  his  command- 
ing officer  to  embark  and  leave  him,  or  in  consequence  of  the  United 
States  failing  to  supply  sufficient  forage,  or  because  the  rider  was 
dismounted  and  separated  from  his  horse,  and  ordered  to  do  duty  on 
foot,  at  a  station  detached  from  his  horse,  and  when  the  officer  in  the 
immediate  command  ordered  or  shall  order  the  horse  turned  out  to 
graze  in  the  woods,  prairies  or  commons,  because  the  United  States 
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failed  or  shall  fail  to  supply  sufficient  forage,  and  the  loss  was  of 
shall  be  consequent  thereof,  or  for  the  loss  of  necessary  equipage 
in  consequence  of  the  loss  of  his  horse  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed 
and  paid  the  value  thereof  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  pro- 
vided, that  if  any  payment  has*  been  or  shall  be  made  to  any  one 
aforesaid  for  the  use  and  risk,  or  for  forage  after  the  death,  loss  or 
abandonment  of  his  horse,  and  payment  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
value  thereof,  unless  he  satisfied  or  shall  satisfy  the  paymaster  at 
the  time  he  made  or  shall  make  the  payment,  or  thereafter  show  by 
proof  that  he  was  remounted,  in  which  case,  the  deduction  shall 
only  extend  to  the  time  he  was  on  foot;  and  provided,  also,  if  any 
payment  shall  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  made  to  any  person 
above  mentioned  on  account  of  clothing,  to  which  he  was  not  entitled 
by  law,  such  payment  shall  be  deducted  from  the  value  of  his  horse 
or  accoutremente. 

Sbo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  person  who  has 
sustained  or  shall  sustain  damage  by  the  capture  or  destruction  by 
an  enemy,  or  by  the  abandonmept  or  destruction,  by  the  order  of  the 
commanding-general,  the  commanding  officer  or  quartermaster  of 
any  horse,  mule  ox,  wagon,  cart,  boat,  sleigh  or  harness,  while  such 
property  was  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  either  by 
impressment  or  contract,  except  in  eases  where  the  risk  to  which 
the  property  would  be  exposed  was  agreed  to  be  incurred  by  the 
owner,  and  any  person  who  has  sustained  or  shall  sustain  damage 
by  the  death  or  abandonment  and  loss  of  any  such  horse,  mule  or' 
ox,  while  in  the  service  aforesaid,  in  consequence  of  the  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States  to  furnish  the  same  with  sufficient  for- 
age; and  any  person  who  has  lost,  or  shall  lose,  oriias  had  or  shall 
have  destroyed  by  unavoidable  accident  any  horse,  mule,  ox,  wagon, 
cart,  boaty  sleigh  or  harness,  while  such  property  was  in  the  service 
aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  value  thereof  at  the  time 
he  entered  the  service:  Provided^  it  shall  appear  that  such  loss,  cap- 
ture, abandonment^  destruction  or  death  was  without  any  &ult  or 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  owner  of  the  property,  and  while  it 
was  actually  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
/  Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  claims  provided  for 
under  this  act  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  third  auditor,  under  such 
rules  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  the 
direction  or  with  the  assent  of  the  President  of  the  United.  States, 
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as  well  in  regard  to  the  receipt,  of  applications  of  claimants  an  the 
species  and  degree  of  eyidencC)  the  manner  in  which  saoh  evidence 
shall  be  taken  and  authenticated,  which  roles  shall  be  such  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  President,  shall  be  beat  calculated  to  obtain  the 
object  of  this  act,  paying  a  due  regard  as  well  to  the  claims  of  indi- 
vidual justice  as  to  the  interest  of  the  United  States;  which  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  published  for  four  weeks  in  such  news- 
papers, in  which  the  laws  of  the  United  States  are  published,  as  the 
Secretary  of  War  shall  direct 

Seo  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  adjudications  of  said 
auditor  upon  the  claims  above-mentioned,  whether  such  judgments 
be  in  favor  of  or  adverse  to  the  claim,  shall  be -entered  in  a  book

RULES  AND   KBGULATI0N& 

Under  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1849,  the  Secretary 
of  War,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  on  the  26th  of  March, 
1849,  prescribed  certain  rules  and  regulations  under  which  the 
claims  were  to  be  adjusted  by  the  third  auditor.    They  are  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 
Claims  under  the  act  are  divided  into  three  classes,  viz : 
Those  under  the  first  section  being  the  ^rst  class. 
Thoae  under  the  second,  fifUi  and  sixth  sections  being  the  second 
class. 
Those  nnder  tiie  seventh  section  being  the  third  clasa 
All  claims  to  be  presented  to  the  office  of  the  third  auditor  of  the 
treasury,  and  substantiated  by  such  evidence  as  is  hereinafter  design 
nated,  with  respect  to  cases  q£  the  class  under  which  it  falls. 

FIRST  CLASS  OF  CASES. 

To  establish  a  claim  under  the  provision  of  the  first  section  of  the 
act,  the  claimant  must  adduce  the  evidence  of  the  officer  under 
whose  command  he  served  when  the  loss  occurred,  if  alive ;  or,  if 
dead,  then  of  the  next  surviving  officer,  describing  the  property; 
the  value  thereof  at  the  time  of  entering  the  service ;  the  time  and 
manner  in  which  the  loss  happened;  and  whether  or  not  it  was  sus- 
tained without  any  fault  or  negligence  on  the  claimants  part  The 
38 
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OTidence  shoald  also,  in  case  the  olalmani  was  remoanted  after  the 
loss,  state  when  remomited,  how  long  he  continued  so,  and  explain 
whether  the  horse  whereon  he  was  remounted  had  not  been  fur- 
nished by  the  United  States,  or  been  owned  by  another  mounted 
militiaman  or  volunteer,  to  whom  payment  for  the  use  and  risk 
thereof,  or  for  its  forage,  while  in  the  possession  of  the  claimant, 
may  have  been  made;  and  if  it  had  been  thus  owned,  sbould  name 
the  person  and  the  command  to  which  he  belonged.  And  in  every 
instance  in  which  the  claim  may  extend  to  equipage,  the  several 
articles  of  which  the  same  consisted,  and  separate  value  of  each 
should  be  specified. 

SHOOiri)  GLASS  OF  OASOL 

To  establish  a  claim  tinder  the  provisions  of  the  second,  fifth  and 
and  sixth  sections  of  the  act,  it  will,  in  addition  to  the  testimony 
required  under  the  head  of  first  class  of  cases,  be  necessary,  in  cases 
where  the  property  lost  was  in  the  service  by  contract  or  impress- 
ment, to  produce  Uie  testimony  of  the  officer  or  agent  of  the  United 
States  who  impressed  or  contracted  for  the  service  of  the  property 
mentioned  in  such  claim,  and  also  of  the  officer  under  whose  com- 
mand the  same  was  employed  at  the  time  of  the  capture,  destruction, 
loss  or  abandonment,  declaring  in  what  way  the  property  was  taken 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the  value  thereof,  whether  or  not 
the  risk  to  which  it  would  be  exposed  was  agreed  to  be  incurred  by 
the  owner;  and  whether  or  not,  as  regarded  horses,  mules,  oxen,  he 
engaged  to  supply  the  same  with  sufficient  forage,  in  what  manner 
the  loss  happened,  and  whether  or  not  it  was  sustained  vrithout  any 
fault  or  negligence  on  his  part. 

A,  parent  or  guardian  of  a  deceased  minor  will,  in  addition  to 
such  testimony  applicable  to  his  claim  as  is  previously  described, 
have  to  furnish  proof,  that  he  provided  the  minor  with  the  property 
therein  mentioned,  that  the  minor  died  without  paying  for  such 
property,  and  that  he,  the  parent  or  guardian  is  entitled  to  payment 
for  it  by  his  having  furnished  the  same. 

Ssa  6.  Besides  the  testimony  in  support  of  his  claim  hereinbo- 
fore  required,  every  such  owner  thereof  wiU  have  to  prove  that  he 
did  provide  the  horse,  equipments  or  military  accoutrements  therein 
mentioned,  and  took  the  risk  thereof  on  himself,  and  that  he  is  en- 
titled to  pay  therefor,  by  having  furnished  the  same  and  taking  the 
risk  thereof  on  himself,  and  this  proof  should  be  contained  in  a  de- 
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position  of  the  person  who  had  been  so  provided  by  him  with  such 
horse,  equipments  or  military  accoutermenta 

THIRD  CLASS  OV  OAfflSS. 

To  establish  a  claim  under  the  provisions  of  the  seventh  section 
of  the  act,  the  claimant  must  adduce  the  evidence  of  the  witnesses 
mentioned  under  the  head  of  first  class  of  cases,  satisfactorily  prov- 
ing that  the  property  therein  described  was,  while  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  condemned  by  a  board  of  officers  on 
account  of  their  being  rendered  unfit  for  service  in  consequence  of 
the  Government  failing  to  supply  forage,  and  that  such  property 
Was  turned  over  to  a  quartermaster  of  the  United  States  army,  ex- ' 
plaining  when  the  claimant  was  remounted,  etc.,  as  required  in  said 
first  class  of  cases. 

In  no  case  can  the  production  of  evidence  previously  described 
be  dispensed  with,  unless  the  impracticability  of  producing  it  be 
.clearly  proved,  and  then  the  nearest  and  best  other  evidence  of 
which  the  case  is  susceptible,  must  be  furnished  in  lieu  thereof. 

Every  claim  must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposition  of  the  claimant 
"  declaring  that  he  has  not  received  from  any  officer  or  agent  of  the 
United  States  any  horse  or  horses,  equipage,  accouterments,  mule, 
wagon,  cart,  boat,  sleigh  or  harness  (as  the  case  may  be),  in  lieu  of 
the  property  lost,  nor  any  compensation  for  the  same,''  and  be  sup. 
ported,  if  practicable,  by  the  original  valuation  list,  if  made  by  the 
appraisers  of  the  property  at  the  time  the  same  was  taken  into  the 
United  States  service,  and  in  cases  where  the  loss  is  alleged  to  have 
occurred  because  the  United  States  failed  to  supply  transportation  for 
the  Horse,  and  the  owner  was  compelled,  by  the  order  of  his  com- 
manding officer,  to  embark  and  leave  him,  as  provided  for  in  the  first 
section  of  the  law ;  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant  must,  in  addition  to 
the  declaration  above-mentioned,  declare  ^^  that  he  did,  in  obedience 
to  the  order  of  his  officer,  leave  said  horse  or  equipage,  and  that  he 
never  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  said  horse  or  equipage,  and  never 
received  any  compensation  for  said  horse  or  equipage  from  any  per- 
son  whatever."

SUNDRY  MATTERS  RELATING  TO   ARMY  AND   NAVY.

RULES  AND   KBGULATION& 

Under  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1849,  the  Secretary 
of  War,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  on  the  26th  of  March, 
1849,  prescribed  certain  rules  and  regulations  under  which  the 
claims  were  to  be  adjusted  by  the  third  auditor.  They  are  sub- 
stantially as  follows:

All  claims  to  be  presented  to  the  office  of  the  third  auditor  of  Hxe 
treasury,  and  substantiated  by  such  evidence  as  is  hereinafter  design 
nated,  with  respect  to  caees  of  the  class  under  which  it  falls. 

FIRST  CLASS  OF  CASES. 

To  establish  a  claim  under  the  provision  of  the  first  section  of  the 
act,  the  claimant  must  adduce  the  evidence  of  the  officer  under 
whose  command  he  served  when  the  loss  occurred,  if  alive ;  or,  if 
dead,  then  of  the  next  surviving  officer,  describiug  the  property; 
the  value  thereof  at  the  time  of  entering  the  service ;  the  time  and 
manner  in  which  the  loss  happened;  and  whether  or  not  it  was  sus- 
tained without  any  fault  or  negligence  on  the  claimants  part  The
